But more dreadfull are the Northerne, beating vpon the.harbourleffe fhore. The 
Venetians areLords of this Sea: but not without contention with the Papacy. On 
Afcention day the Duke accompanied with the Clerifsimoes of that Signiory,isro- 
wed thither in the Bucentoro atriumphall galley, richly, and exquifitely guilded: 
aboute a roome (beneath which they row) com idan the whole length, and 
_ breadth of the galley; neare the poup a throne, the reft accommodated with feates, 
where he folemnly efpoufeth the fea: confirmedby a ring throwne therein, the 
nuptial pledge , and fymbol of fubieQion. This ceremony receiued a beginning. 
from that fea-battle fought and wonne:by the Venetians , vnder the conduct of Se- 
baftiano Zani againtt the forces of Fredericke Barbarofa,in the quarrell of Pope A-. 
lexander the third. Who fying his furie in the habit of a cooke repaired to Venice, 
and there long liued difguifedin the Monaftery of Charity. Zané returning in tri- 
umph with the Emperors fonne, was met by the Pope, and faluted in this manner:’ 
Here take 6 Zan this ring of gold, and by giuing it to the fea, oblige it vnto thee. 
A ceremony that fhallon this day be yearely obferued, both by thee and thy fiic- 
‘ceffors: that pofteritie may know how you haue purchaft the dominion thereo 
by your valours, and made it {ubie& vnto you, as a wife to her husband. But the 
Pirates here about dq now more then fhare with them in that Soueraigntie: who 
gather fuch courage from the timoroufnefle of divers, thata little Frigot will often

(heretofore Epédaurus) a commonwealth of it felfe: famous for merchandize, 
and plentie of {hipping. Many finall Ilands belong thereunto; but litle of the 
Continent. They pay tribute to the Turke, 14000 Zecchins yearely: and {pend as 
much more vpon them in gifts and entertainement , fending the Grandfignior e- 


ery yeare a fhip loden with pitch for the vie of his gallies.. Whereby they pur- 


chafe their peace; anda difcharge of duties throughout the Qrroman Empire.

The South part thereof is mountanous , and defeétiue in waters: where they 
fow litle corne in that fubiect to be blafted by the Southerne windes, at fichtimes 
as it flowreth: the North part leuell: che whole adored with groues of Oranges, 


_ Lemonds, Pomegranates, Fig-trees, Oliues and the like: enriched with excellent 


winesand abundance ofhony. Vpon the North fide ftands a Citie that takes the 
name of the Iland: with a Cattle ftrongly feated ona high rocke, which ioyneth 
by an Ifthmos to the land, ‘and impregnably fortified. The Turkes baue teftified 
as much in their many repulfes. Itis the chaire ofan Archbifhop, inhabited for 
the moft by Grecians, as is the whole Iland,andfubie& tothe Venetians, 
S. Masra lieth nextvnto this: once adioyning tothe Continent,and feparated _ 
by the labor ofthe inhabitants: yet no further remoued then by a bridgeto be paft 
into. Called it was formerly Leucadia, of a white rocke which lieth before it , to- - 
wards Cephalonia. On which ftood the temple of polo: from whence by lea-

~ Others more curious in the fearch of Antiquities, do attribute the firft doing 
thereof vnto Cephalus for theloue of Prereles. It is faid that Artemifia after the 
death of Afaufolus, contemned by Dardanusa youth of Abydos,in reuenge thercof 
pulled forth his eyes: notwithftanding ftill defperately louing , repaired to this _ 
rocke for aremedy: who perifhed in the fall, andhad here her fepulture. It was a 
cuftome amongft the Leucadéans in their yearely folemnities, asa propitiatory fa- 
crifice to _ poll, to throw fome one from thetop , condemned before for his of- 
fences, ftucke with all forts of feathers, and birds tied about him , that his fall by 
their flutterings might become the leffe violent: recemued below by a number in 
boates, and fo thiuft out of their confines.

! fountaines , but abounding with wheate, honey, currents; Manna,cheefe,wooll

and powder for the dying of Scarlet: This growes like a. blitter on the: Itafe of the 
holy Oke, a licdle fhrnb, yet producing acornes: being gathered,they rub out, of it 
a certaine red duft, that couerteth after a while into worines, which they kill with 
wine when they begin toquicken. Amongft her many harbors, 4rgoffoti is the 
principal, capacious enough for a nauie. The inhabitants of this Iland‘ are Grecé- 
ans, the Venetians their foueraignes. Hauing paft through the Streights tliat di- 
uide this Iland from the next,(vulgarly called Canale del Zant) on the fecond of 
September we entred the hauen of Zacynthws, and faluted the Caftle with our 
i ase a . ee ee oe 
_ This Iland (900 miles diftant from Venice) fo called of Zatynthus the fonne of 
Dardanus,and at this day Zant; containethin circuite not paft 60 miles, On the 
South and South-eaft fides rockie and mountanous , bur plaine in the midit, and 
ynfpeakably fruitfull , producing thc beft oile of the world , and excellent ftrong 
wines , both white a red, which they call Rebels. Butthe chiefe riches thereof 
confifteth in currents, which draweth hither much trafficke (efpecially from Evz- 
gland and Holland, for here they know not whatto do with them:) infomuch that 
whereas before they were foarce able to free themfclucs from importunate fa, 
mine, they now (befides their prinate gettings,amounting to 150000 Zecchins) 
do yearely pay vnto S. Marke 48000 Dollars for cuftomes and other duties : It is 
impoffible that fo little a portion of earth, fo employed , fhould be more benefi-: 
ciall : the mountanous part being barren, and the rcft comprized withintwo or 
three not very ample vallies , but thofe all ouer husbanded like an entire garden. 
They fow little corne, as employing their grounds to better aduantage : for which 
- they fometimes fuffer, being ready to ftarue, when the weather continueth for any 
feafon tempeftuous: and they cannot fetch their prouifion,which they haue as wel 
of fiefh as of corne, from Morea, being ten leagues diftant. They haue falt-pits of 
their owne, and ftore of frefh water, butlittle or no wood, though celebrated 
for the abundance thereof, by Homer and Virgil, of which his Aineas , together 
with the Ilands before mentioned: °

About the Iland there are many roads, but one onely harbor (if I may fo name 
it, vndefended from the North-eaft and North-weft windes) lying on the North- 
eaft fide chereof, and opening towards Morea; fafe,and of a conuenient réccit 
for fhips, refpet we either their number orburthen, and much frequented from 
all parts: who here commonly touch in their goings forth, and in theirretirnes; 
fo that you fhall not long ftay fora patlage, be you either bound for Venice; Con- 
ftantinople, Tripoly,Alexandria,the llands of the Mid-land fea, or divers places 
ofthe Ocean. It ishere acuftome ftriftly obferued (as alfo elfewhere within the : 
| Streights belonging to the Chriftians) not to fiffer ’ to trafhike or com& — ae 
. 3 ; @ 
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before they haue a Pratticke from the Signiors of Health : which will not be gran- 
ced vntill forty dayes after their arriuall , efpecially if the {hip come from Turkie, 
and bring not a certificate, chat the place from whence they came is free from the 
infe€tion :: if fo, perchance their re{traint may be fhortened: during which time 
they haue a guardian fet ouer them. They will not fuffer a letter to be deliuered, 
if fealed with thred, before it be opened and ayred. If fuch as come to fpeake 
withthem do buttouch one of the fhip,or fometimes bur a rope, they (hall be for- 
cedto afcend, and remaine there for the time limited; it being death to him that 
fhall come afhore without licence. Notwithftanding ,they vpon requeft will ca 
youto the Lezaretto (which is in the nature of a Peft-houfe) there to abide vnti 
the date be expired.- But if any fall ficke amongft them in the meanefeafon, their 
Pratticke is accordingly a A great inconuenience to the Merchants, but 
at Venice intollerable: where when they haue Pratticke , they are enforced to vn- 
lade at the Lazaretto. So vnder pretence of ayring, their goods are opened; their 
quantitie, qualitie and conditionknowne; redounding much to their detriments, 
But for that we came from Venice, we were freed from this mifchiefe, and prefent- 
ly fuffered to land. 

The Towne, taking or giving a name to the Iland, ftretcheth along betweene 
the Welt fide of rm Hd and the foote of the Moiintaine: perhaps a mile in 
length, in breadth butnarrow. The ftreets vnpaued, the building low, byrea- 
fon of the often earth-quakes whereunto this land is'miferably fubiect.

Two happened during my fhort abodehere , though of {mall importance. Al. 
though the feate of the Towne be excefftue hot, yet is it happily qualified by a 
North-catt gale that bloweth from fea moft conftantly about the midft of the day. 
Diuers of their houfes are fhadowed with vines that beare a certaine great grape, 
which in regard of their fhape were called Bumsa/fos by the Grecians, the clufters 
‘being ofa maruellous greameffe. High aboue the Towne,on the top of a fteepe 
round mountaine ftands the Caftle, which ouer-looketh the fea, and comman- 
deth the harbour ; a little Citie of it felfe, afcended vnto bya difficult paflage, 
ftrong, and well ftored with munition. Hereagarrifon iskept; fupplied by the 
cownef-men vpon each fodaine fummons. Vpon the wall a watchman ftandeth 
continually, to difcouer the fhipping that approcheth ; who hangs out as many 
flags as he difcrieth veffels; fquare if thips, ifgallies pendents, Here the Gouernor 
~ of the Iland hath his refidence,whom they call the Prousdore, with two Configheri, 
all gentlemen of Venice (the confent of two preuailing againft the third) toge- 
ther with the Chancellor, (who are euery third yeare remoued) with other in- 
ferior officers, where all caufes are adiudged, both criminal andiudiciall. Ouer 
the Court of Iuftice there is written this diftichon: 
plainer, Sage ce! his place doth hate, loue, pursifb, keepe, requite, 
Negutans pecem, erimins, i Voluptuous Riot, peace, crimes, lawes, th upright.

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The Great Turke hath yearely a prefent of Falcons from the Gouernour,(accom- 

yanied,as fome fay, with 1200 Zecchins ) which he calleth a tribute: it being in 
, fis power to diftreffe them at his pleafiire , by reftraining the reliefe of victuals 
which they haue from Agorea , and his adioyning dorhinions..- Whileft we were 
here, the Captaine Ba/Ja pat by with 60 gallies; who yearcly about this time {ai- 
leth in circuite, to receiue tribute, fiipprefle pirates, and to do fome exploit vpon 
the Maltefes, Spaniards, and Florentines , with whom they are onely in hoftilitie. 
Diuers of their gallies putting into thehauen were curtcoufly entertained : for the 
Venetians endeuour,as much as in them lies,to keepe good quarters with the Turks 
not onely forthe reafon aforefaid, (which perhaps might extend as farre as their 
Citie: their territories though large and fruitful, too narrow to fuftaine {o popu- 
lous a State, if vnrelieued from Twrkée , and that their paflage into the Midland- 
fea were interrupted ) nor for the loffe they fhould fuftaine by the ceffation of 
trafficke with the Mahomet ANS: but knowing him by deare experience. too power- 
full an aduerfary for them by land, and though they are perhaps ftrong enough 
byfea, yet fhouldthey lofe anauie, their lofle were vnrecouerable, whereas the 
Turke within the fpace ofa yeare is able to fet forth another. 

The inhabitants of this Iland are in generall Greciazs (of whom we will {peake 
no more then concernes the particular cuftomes of the place, referuing the reft 
to ourrelation of that people:) in habite they imitate the /tadians, but tranfcend 
thei in their reuenges, and infinitely leffe ciuill. They will threaten tokill a mer- 
chant that will not buy their commodities: and make more confcience to breake 
a Faft,then to commit a murther. One of them at our being here, purfued a poore 
failer(an Englifhman) for offering but to carry a litle bag of Currents aboord vn- 
cuftomed ,: and killed him running vp a paire of {taires for fuccour. He is wear 
ofhis life that hath a difference with any ofthem, and will walke abroad after day- 
light. But cowardize is ioyned.with theircrueltie, who dare do nothing but fo- 
dainly, vpon aduantages; and are euer priuatly armed. Encouraged to villanies 
bythe remifneffe of theirlawes: for none will lay hands vpon an offender,vntill 
fourteene dayes after thathe be called to the Scale, (an eminent place where one 
doth ftand and publikly cite the offenders:) who in the meane time hath leifure to 
make his owne peace, orelfe to abfent himfelfe : ifthen he appearenor, they ba- 
nifhhim ; and propound a reward according to the greameffe of the offence, to 
him that fhall either kill or take him aliue: and if it be done by one that is bani- 
fhed, his owne banifhment (the leaft reward) is releafed. The labourers do g0 into 
the fields with {words and partizans, as if in anenemies country, bringing home 
their wines and oiles in hogs-skins, the infides turned outward. It is a cuftome a. ” 
mongft them to inuite certaine men vnto their mariages, whom they call Com- 

eers. Euery one of thefe do beftowaring, which the Prieft doth put vpon the 

tide and Bridegroomes fingers,interchangeably fhifting them; and fo fe doth 
the garlands on their heads. Of thefe chey are neuer iealous (an abufe in that kind 
reputed as deteftable a crime,as if committed by a natural brother ; ) fo that they — 
lightly chufe thofe fortheir compeeres that haue bin formerly fufpected too fa- 
miliar. The Bride-groome entring the Church, fticks his dagger in the doore; 
held auailable againft inchantments. For here it isa common praétife to bewitch 
them : made thereby impotent with their wiues , vntill the charme be burnt, or 
otherwife confumed : infomuch that fometimes (as they fay) the mothers of the 
betrothed, by way of preuenition do bewitch them themfelues , and againe vn-

The nuptiall fheetes (as in fome cafes commanded by the Moyfaicall law) are 
publickly ia : and preferued. by their parents as ateftimonie of their vncor- 
rupted virginities. | : 
There be here two Bifhops: one of the Greeks, and another of the Latins. The 
Greeks haue diuers Churches , the principall that of 5. 2 écolzs (which giueth to 
the hauen aname,and not farre remoued) with a Monaftery of Calbieres,for fo are 
_ their Monkes called. On the other fide of the harbor,vpon the top of the Promon- 
tory, they haue another far leffe ; with a Chappel dedicated to the Virgin Wary, 
called Afadonna del Scopo, reputed effe&trefie of miracles, and much inuoca- 
ted by fea-faring men. As the Duke of Venice doth marrie the Sea ; fo yearel 
doth this Bifhop vpon the Twelfe day baptize it: alchough with leffe ftate, yet wit 
no leffe ceremonie. The Vexetéians here (as in Candy )do ioyntly celebrate the 
Grecian feftiuals : either to gratifie, or elfeto auoid occafions ofrumult. As for 
the Romane Catholicke Bifhop, he hath his Cathedrall Church and refidence 
within the Caftle: where there is a Conuent of Frasci/cans. A mile and halfe off, 
in fight of the towne,on the fide of a mountaine, they haue another Monafterie, 
called the Asnuntiata,where the Latins haue theirburialls: builc in the yeare 1550. 
when vnder the ground there were found two vines; one full of afhes , and the 
other of water , in anancient Sepulcher. Vpon a fquare {tone that couered the 
Uhannes Zua~ tombe, Wasingrauen M. Tv1.

Theforraine merchants here refident are 

for the moft part Englifh, who by their frequent deaths do difproue the aire to be 

fo falubrious as is reported: who haue their purchafed interments in gardens: nei- 

cher fuffered by Greeks nor Latins to be buried in Churches. Ifa ftranger here. 
takea fraught ofa Venetian , andaVenctian{hip be in Port, the Maifter thereof 


vpoa 
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vpon a proteftation, will enforce the ftrangerto vnlode y and ferue bis owne turne 
therewith, if it be for his benefit. In this Land there are fortie villages. 

On the 14. of September I imbarked in another Englifh thip, called the Great 
Exchange; firft bound for Chios, and then for Trépolis: With a profperous wind we 
compafied a part of Morea:more famous by the name of Pe/oponne/us: fhaped like 
a plantain leafe, andimbraced almoft by the Coriathien and Saronian armes of the 
CMediterranewm: on the North eo anarrow I{thmos!to the reft of 
Greece ; where ftood that renowned Citie ath , in hearing of both Seas;

‘and hauing a port vnto either. Divers great Princes,(as Demetrius, Iulius Cefar,Ca- 


ligula, and Nero,) with fuccefleffe labor , haue attempted tomake that rockie 
ftreight a navigable paffage: both to ftrengthen the fame,and thatthe voyage into 
the AEgean Sea might thereby become more fhort,and leffe perillous: In fuccee- 
ding time, a diuifion was made by a ftrong wall; throwne downe by the Turkifh 
CAmurath , repaired in the yeare 1453 by the Venetians, in fifteene dayes fpace,by 
the hands of thirtie thoufand pioners: and againe fubuerted by the Adehoemetans. 
This fruitfull countrey was deuided into eight Prouinces: Corinthia, regia, La- 
conia, Me(fenia , Elis, Achaia, Sicyonia, ahd _4rcadia: glorious throughout the 
world, for the commonwealths of the Myceniazs , Argines, Lacedemonians, Sycio- 
nians, Elians, Ay cadians, Pylsans, and Meffenians, watered by the noble riuers of 
Afopus, Peneus , Alpheus, (which receiueth tribute of an hundred & fortie fprings) 
Pavsifus, Eurotas,and Inacus , fo highly celebrated by the ancient Poets: but now 
prefenting riothing but ruines, in a great part defolate, it groneth vnder the Tur- 
kifh thraldome, being gouerned by a Sanzacke, who is vnder the Beglerbeg of Gre- 
cia: andis to ferue him with a thoufand horfe whenfoeuer he is called vpon. The

wholefome adilice, and expedite execution in freeing the State of thofe monfters: 
called the dogs of Jupiter; thatis, infernall furies and minifters of his vengeance. 
cAlphon{us ri ‘Naples was wontto fay merrily, thatthe Harpyes had left the 
Strophades to inhabite at Rome: intimating thereby the auarice of that Clergie. 
Thefe rockes are at this day called the Stréualy: where onely liue a few Greeke Co- 
boieros,that receiue their {uftenance of almes from the neighbouring Ilands. There _ 
is in onea {pring of frefh water, fuppofed to hauehis original in Peloponnefus, and 
{o to pafle vnder the Sea: in regard ofa certaine tree ouer-fhadowing a little lake: 
the leaues thereof ( or like vnto thofe ) being often found in this fountaine: there 
growing none of that kind in the Iland. 

We thruft betweene Cape Aalio and Cerigo, about fiue miles diftant: once Por- 
phyris of his excellent Porphyr; but better knowne by the name of Cythera.An Land 
confecrated vnto V¢nws.In the towne rifing two furlongs vp froin the hauen,ftood 
her celebrated temple (the moftancient that the Grectazs had of that goddeffe, ) & 
therein her ftatue in compleate armor. Out of this it is faid that Paris made arape 
of Helena,or rather here fit enioyed her in his retume from Sparta.The ruines are 
now tobefeene; together with chat of Vranias. The Iland is fixtie miles in com- 

affe: it hath diuers harbors ; but thofe {mall and vnfafe. A delightful foile, in- 
babited by Grecians and {ubie& to the Venetians. 

This is the firft of the Agean Sea: the largeftarme of the Mediterraseum, ex- 
tending tothe a and deuiding Greece from the lefler 4a.

Partridges here are an ordinarie food : whereof they haue an 
incredible number, greaterthen ours, and differing in hue: the beake and fete 
red, the plume sth cclouee Many of them are kept came: thefe feeding abroad all 
day, at night vpona call recurne vnto their feuerall owners, 

The Chiots were firft a free people: being a Commonwealth of themfelues,and 
maintaining anauie of lah, fhips, (not deftiture of diuerfitie of harbors) 
whereby they became the Lords of thefe Seas. Their citie is one of thofe that con- 
tended for the birth of Homer ( ftamping his figure in their coine ) although nog 
mentioned in that Diftichon:

They alfo boaft of his Sepulcher about the Phanean promontorie, not farre fom 
whence, ina groue of Palmes ftood the temple of Apollo. They at this day thewa 
place not paft a quarter of a mile from the towne,nor far from the Sea,now by the 
landers called Eréthrea, (1 know notvpon what ground) where they fay that Sébyf 
propheficd. ‘The rocke there rifeth aloft,afcended by ftaires on the Weft fides cut 
plaine onthe top, and hollowed with benches aboutlike the feates of a theater. 
In the midft a ruined chaire, fipported with defaced Lyons, all ofthe fame ftone, 
which yet declares the skill of the workman. Here they fay the fate,and gaue ora~ 
cies. Bur tne relicke in my conceit doth difproue the report. For there are the 
{hape oflegs annexed to the chaire, the remaines of fome image, perhaps erected 
inher honour, (though I neuer heard of a Chian Sibyl, nor of an Evithrea in this I- 
land, yet ftood there a towne fo named on the oppofite hore ) why rather not 
fome Idol of the Pagans? In times paft they were for the moft part ferued by 
flaues: Infomuch that when Philip the fonne of Demetrine befieged the citie, he 
7 : proclai-

proclaimed freedome to fuch as would rebell; and their miftreffes to wiues , for re- 
ward of their treafons. Which contrarily fo prouoked their loyall furie , and the 
womens indignations , that they ioyntly endeuoured with hands and encourage- 
ments, in {uch fort as repulfed the befiegers. At length they became fubiect to the 
Romanes,andthen tothe Greeke Emperours; —4zdreicus Paleologus beftowing, 
or rather felling the fame tothe Jujnians , a famil HtSicn, after tributarie to 
the Turkes yet gouerned and poffeffed by the Genoas, who paid for their immuni- 
cies the annuall fumme of fourteene thoufand duckats. But Solyman the Magnifi- 
cent, picking a quarrell withthe Gouernour, fora {ufpected correfpondencie 
with the great Maifter of Malta, during thofe warres , and difcouerie of his de- — 
fignes : hauing befides neglected accuftomed prefents with the payment of two 
cares tribute, fent Péel the Captaine Bajja to {eize on the Iland;who on Eafter day 
in the yeare 15 66. prefenting himfelfe before Séo with foure {core gallies, fo terri- 
Ged the inhabitants , that before they were fummoned , they quietly furrendred 
both it and themfelues to his difpofure. The Gouernour, together with the prin. 
cipall families, intending to depart for /taly, he fent vnto Conlbantineple and {uffe- 
ted the common people to ftay or remoue at their liking : So that the whole Iland 
is now gouerned by Turkes , and defiled with their fuperftitions. Yet haue the 
Chriftians their Churches, and vnreproued exercife of religion. Befides impo- 
| fitions vpon the land, and vpon commodities arifing from thence, the Great Turk 
110 Afpers@~ receiues yearcly for cucry hriftian aboue the age of fixteene, two hundred Af- 
oo pers; but the husbandmen are exempted vntill marriage. The inhabirants for the 
moft part are Twrkes and Grecians; thofe lining in command, and loofely: the o- 
ther husbanding the earth, and exceeding them infinitely in number. They are in 
a manerteleaft of cheir thraldome, in that vnfenfible of it : well meriting the name 
of Merry Greekswhen their leifure will rollerate. Neuer Sunday or holyday paffes 
over without fome publike meeting or other: where intermixed with women,th 
dance out the day , and with full crownd cups enlengthen their iollitie: not eh 
dome paffing into 4a, and the adioyning Ilands, vnto fiich affemblies. The 
ftreets do almoft all the night long partake of their muficke. And whereas thofe of 
Zant do go armed into the field to bring home their vintage; thefe bring home 
theirs with fongs andreioycings. Mok differ but little from the Gesozs in bite, 
of whom there are many: and though a haue corrupted one anothers Jan. 
guage, yet retaine they their religion diftinctly. The women celebrated of old for 
their beauties , yet carry that fame: I will not fay vndeferuedly. They haue their 
heads trickt with raffels and flowers. The bodies of their gownes exceed not their 
arme-pits: from whence the skirts flow loofely, fringed below; the vpper fhorter 
then i* neather; of damasks or ftuffes leffe coftly , according to their condition. 
The Merchants pay here for cuftome but three in the at a Sat in their returne 
but one anda halfe, ifthey haue paid cuftome at Con/famtinople. 
~ Smyrna isnot farre diftant from Chéos:but by reafon of the doubling of a cer- 
taine Cape which ftretcheth to the North, requiring two contrary winds, it is by 
fea alonger and more troublefome iourney. The Bay doth take the name of the 
Citie; atthe end whereof it is {eated. Querthrowne by the Lidsans, it was reedified 
by _dntigonus,and after by Ly/imachue. The moft beautifull part thereof poffeffed 
the hill: but the greater,the plaine adiacent tothefea. Amongft other goodly 
temples, they had one confecratedto Homer, (for the Smyrxians willhaue him a 
citizen of theirs) containing his honored image : farre lefle beholding to Pythago- 
| Tab 
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ras, who reports that he faw him hanging in hell, for fo fabling ofthe Gods: A 
Citie not fo reputable for her {chooles of learning and admirable Library, as in 
the tidle of onc of the feuen primatiue Churches of 4/e. But now violated by the 
Mahometans, her beautie is turned to deformitie, her knowledge into barbarifmne, 
her religion into impietie. Frequented notwithftanding by forreine Merchants; 
N gtolia affording great {tore of Chamolets and Grogerams , made about Ax- 
gra:and apart brought hither, before fuch time as the ~~ (whofe haire they 
pull , white, long, and foft) were deftroyed by the late rebels , confifting for the 
moft part of the expulfed inhabitants of burned townes ; who hauing loft all chat 
they had, knew not berter how to recouer theic loffes than by preying vp6 others: 
a fo ioyned with cheir vndoers, led by Calender Ogly and Zed Arab: and growne 
to fo fearfull ahead, that the Great Turke (fome fay) had once a thought tohaue 
forfaken the Imperiall Citic, they being fiftie thoufand, but defticute of artillery: 
After foyled by AZoret Ba/fa the great /szer , who for that feruice (but chiefly for 
the overthrow of /emballat the Ba/fa of Aleppo, and naturall Lord of the rich vally 
of Achillis) was called by him his Father and Deliuerer. They befieged this Citir, 
and were by certaine Englith fhips that lay in the roade,vnffiendly faluted: In the 
end, bumt a part chereof, and tooke a ranfoine for {paring the ee | But their priti- 
cipall commoditie is Cotten wooll, which here groweth in great quantitie: With 
the feeds thereof they do fow their fields as we ours with come. The ftalke no big- 
er than that of wheate, but — as a beanes : the head round and bearded, in 
ize and fhape of a Medler : hard as a ftone; which ripening breakes, and is deliue- 
ged of a whice foft Bomba intermixed with feeds, which they feparate with an in- 
ftrument.

A vertue fained to haue bene giuen it by Bacchus. The Jewes haue taught them how 
to helpe thecolour (ofit felfe but allid) with the bexries of Ebulum. Sheepe and 
cattle are here bred and fuftained in great plentie: horfes, although low of fta- 
ture, yet {trong and couragious. This countrey was firft inhabited 7 the Pelefgi- 
ans vnder the condudt of Zanthus the fonne of Triopus; after that by Macarius: 
who followed by certaine /onians,and people of fundry nations, here planted him- 
felfe. Through the bountie of the foile he acquired much riches: and by his iuftice 
and humanitie, the emperie of the neighboring lands. Then Lesbus the fonne of 
Lapithus, ({o aduifed by an oracle) failing hither with his familie, efpoufed #e- 
thinsna the daughter of Macarius. Of thefe the land was called Pele/gta, Macaria, 
and Lesbos. As Methimna hada citie whichretained her name ; fo had her fifter 
Mitylen: which gaue,and doth at this day giue,a name to the Iland. Seated ona 
peninfyla which regardeth the maine land, {trong by nature , and fortified by Art: 
adorned heretofore with magnificent buildings: and numbred amongft the pa- 
radifes of the earth, for temperate aire, and delighefull fituation.

Itis faid alfo thar the Nightingales of this countrey fing more fweetly then elfe~ 
where.On their coine they ftamped the figure of Sappho. Nor leffe honoured they 
Alceus,a bitter inueigher againft the rage of ryrants chat then oppreffed this coun- 
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trey. Amongft whom the forenamed P/ttacus might {eemeé one , but his purpofé 
was contrarie, vfurping the foueraignty of all, that by fuppreffing the inferiour ty- 
rants , he might reftore the people to their libertie. Hence came alfo Lion, 
Theophvaffus, and others. This Iland was giuen by Calo Jobannes the Greeke Empe- 
rour,together with his fifter,vnto Franci{cus Catalufius a Genoefe,in the yeare 1355: 
in recompence of his valour and fernice done him in his Turkifh wats. In whofe _ 

ofteritic it long continued, they nt the fame with great iuftice: linktin a- 
fiance with the Emperors of Trapezond, and other Grecian Princes. But when the 
Turke had poflett himfelfe of all the confining nations,they became his tributaries, 
paying for the fame the annuall fumme of foure thoufagd Duckets. Dominicue 
Catalufius, hauing furprifed his elder brother, and deliuered him to Baptsfis a Ge- 
noefe, pattaker of the confpiracie, and after hauing murthered him , inuefted him- 
felfe in the foucraigntie;the laft and wickedeft Prince of that familie.For A¢ahomet 
the Great, in the yeare 1462, incenfed againft him, as well for harbouring the Pi- 
rats of /taly and Spzine , who fold to him their flaues, and gaue him part of their 
booty ; as for the exccrable murther of his brother, paffing into 4a with not a- 
boue two thoufand Jasizaries (but followed by ahundred faile of fhips & gallies) 
came by land to Po/sédéwm, ouer againft Lesbos; whither tranfported, he ouer-ran 
the whole Iland, and befieged the Prince in tlie Citie of omitylen s who after fea- 
ten and twenty dayes fiege furrendred the fame , together with all the {trong forts 
ofthe land , vpon condition that he fhrould giue him fome other countrey equal] 
vnto itin value: whereunto by folemne oath he obliged himfelfe. Butthe faith- 
leffe Turke poflcft of his prey commandeth the Pritte toremoue to Constantinople, 
puttetha ftrong garrifon into the citie;& diftinguifhing the inhabitants according 
co their deprées,the better fort he leadech away with hii, pineth away thofe of the’ 
middle candition, (afterward fold as they do fheepe in markets.) arid Jeaueth be- 
hind the'dregs of the people to their owne atbitrement, as dangerleffe, and vnpro= 
fsable:referuing to himfslfe eight hundred boyes & virgins,excelling the reft both 
in birth &cbeautie. But deferued vengeance would not fo relinquifh the ftatticide;, 
caft not long after into prifon , vpon this occafion. A youth thathadefcaped out 
of the Great Turks Serraglio, wasby him entertained at.ACityle' whom he had 
conuerted tothe Chriftian religion , and after notwithftanding moft wickedly 
contaminated. Vnmindfull of him in this tempeftof calamities,he had left him be= 
hind him: when after being prefented to the Eniperor for his admirable beautie, 
he was knowne,and the Prince clapt vp:as his inueigler. Now euery day expecting 
the executioner, for his fafetie he abiured his-Sautour:: whereupon eircamcifed, 
and vefted by.the Great Turke , he was fee at libertie: too deare a purchafe for fo 
fhorta breach ; imprifoned againe foone after, and finally ftrangled. This Hand 
in {uch fort fubieGted to the Turkith obedience, at this day fo continueth :. inhabi- 
eed for the maft part by Grecéans. All chatisleft of the Citie of titylen, which

For they gene- 
rally get cheir liuing by thefe fpunges, gathered from the fides of rocks about the 
bottome of the Srreights; fometimes fitteene fathome vnder water.A happie peo- 
ple, that liue according tomature ; and want not much, in that chey couet but lit- 
tle. Their apparel no other then linnen breeches; ouer that a {mocke clofe girt vn- 
to them with a towell; putting on fometimes when they go afhore,long flecucleffe 
coates of home-{pun cotten. Yet their backs need not enuie their bellies : Bifcot, 
Oliues, Garlicke, and Onions being their principall fuftenance. Sometimes for 
change they will fcale the rocks for Sampier , and fearch the bottome of the leffe 
deepe feas for acertaine litle fith(ifI may fo call it) fhaped like a burre,and named 
by the /taliens, Réceio. Their ordinarie drinke being water: yet once aday they will 
warme their blouds with a draught of wine, contented as well with this , as thofe 
that with the rarities of the do pamper cheir voracities. |

Vpon the two and twentieth of September, the winds continuing contrary, we 
buc alicele fhortened our raat Defcrying a {mall faile chat made towards VS, 
and thinking them to be pirats , we rowed backe bythe thore with all poffible 
fpeed.

afhore, one attired like a woman, lay groucling on the fand, whileft the reft skipe 
about him inaring , muttering certaine words , which they would make me be- 
leeue were prevalent charmes to alter the weather to their purpofe.

fide with pillars about two yards diftaat one from another , and garnifhed once:

at fuch time as Alexander came thither :- who then offred vp his fhicld, and —

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downe another (that which he after vfed in his fights }énriching the temple with 
gifts, and honouring the cowne with his name: exempting it from tribute,and de- 
termining vpon his returne to erect in ita fumptuous temple, to infticute facred 
games, and tomake it agreat Citie. But Alexander dying, Ly/imachies tooke vpon 
im that care, who immured it with a wall containing tortie furlongs in circuite; 
yet fuffered it to retaine the name of Alexandris. After it became a Colony, and 
an Vniuerfitie of the Romanes, of no meane reputation. Fimbria the Queftor has 
uing ina fedition {laine the Conful Valeriue F laccux in Brthynia, and making him: 
felfe captaine of the Romane arinie, the citizens refufing to receiue him, as a robber 
anda rebell, befieged this Citie , and in eleauen daies tooke ic: who boafted that 
hein eleauen daies had done that, which Agamemnon with fiue hundred faile of 
fhippes and the whole Greeke nation , could hardly accomplifh in ten yeares. To 
whom an //ian anfwered, That they wanted a Hector to defend them. Peeces of 
ruines throughout thefe plaines lie euery where fcattered. ee 
Returning againe to our barke, hard by on the left hand left we Juzbrins , now 
called Lembro, once facred to Mercury: and not farre beyong Lemnos ; famous 
for the fabulous fall of Vu/can.

day beareth his name. Theearth in chat place thereupon receiuing thofe excel- 
lent vertues of curing of wounds, {topping of fluxes,expulfing poyfons,&ci now 
called Terra Sigillata ,in that fealed: andthere onely gathered. In regard of the 
quality of this earch which is hot, the land was confecrated to /udean, who figni- 
fieth fire. Forthe Ancient expreff2d vnder thele fables, as well the nature of 
things, as manners of perfons. As now, fo heretofore in the digging thereof they 
vied {undry ceremonies: ceremony which giueth repute vnto things in themfelues 
but criuiall.It was wont to be gathered by the Priefts of Yess: who amongtt other 
rites, did mingle the earth with che bloud of a Goate ( printing the little pellets 
whereinto diuided, with his forme ) which was facrifized vnto her. The neglect of 
this her honour by thewomen of the Iland , was the caufe, as they fable , of their 
goate-like fauour: fo that loathed by their husbands ( who fhortly after making 
warres vpon the Thracéazs, had efpoufed their captives ) they burning with a wo- 
manly fpleene,in one night maflacred them all together with their concubines, af: 
ter murdering their owne children, left they in time to come fhould reuenge the 
bloud of their fathers : and fo extinguifhed the whole gencration. This hill lieth 
South of the ruines of that ancient Hepheftia which gaue anamevnto ulcan, and 
about three flight-fhots remoued. Betweene which ftandeth Sorzra, a little Chap- 
pell frequented by the Greeke Coloieros vpon the fixt of Auguft: where they begin - 
tieir 
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their orifons , and from thence afcend the mountaine to open the veine from 
whence they produce it: which they do with great preparations and folemnities, 
accompanied with the principall Twrkes of che Iland. That which couereth it be- 
ing remoued by the labour f wel-nigh fiftie pioners, the Priefts take out as much 
as the Cadee doth thinke for that yeare fufficient, (left the price fhould abateby 
reafon of the abundance) to whom they deliuer it: and then clofe it vp in fuch fort, 
as the place where they digged it is not to be difcerned; the veine difcouered , this 
precious earth,as they fay,doth arife like the cafting v Raf wormes and that onely 
during a part of that day : fo thatit isto be fuppofed that they gather as much as 
the fame will afford them. Certaine bags thereof are fent to the Great Turke, the 
reft they fell(of which I haue feene many cups at Con/Rantinople:) but that which is 
fold to the Merchants, is made into litcle pellets,and fealed with the Tsrki/b chara- 
&er: the ceremonies in the gathering hereof were firft inducted by the Venctians.

Callipoly is acitie of Cherfonefie, {eated at the bottome of a Bay;fo fhallow, that 
fhips do there viually anchor; as throughout the whole Helepont. Some conuer- 
ting C into G,do coniecture that it was called Gedépoly of the Gaules that ouer-ran 
chofe countries,vnder the condu& of Brennus, aBrittaine (if our Chronicles erre 
not) and brother to Belinus. But in that a Greeke furname, it feemeth to denie the 
receit thereof from a forrainer. Paufanias makes mention of one Calkpolis,the yon- 
gerfonne of Calcothous,who had fent Echopolse his elder brother to affilt Meleager 
in chace of the Bore of Caledon. Echopolis there {laine, and che newes thereof fait 
coming to of 1, in arage heranne into the temple, and threw the wood from 
the altar, his father then facrificing to poll : who thinking that it had bin in con- 
tempt of his facrifice, ftrucke out his braines with a fire-brand; and fo depriued 
himfelfe.of pofteritie. Calipolés roaketh a faire fhew a farre off ; but entred, is no- 
thing leffe then it promifed : a ary thereof poffeffing the fhore , andthe reft the 
rifing of che mountaine: vnwalled, and without either citadell or fortreffe. Along 
the iescestiere are diuers drie {tations for gallies. On the South fide of the citie in 
alictle plaine,are fundry round hils; the fepulchers,as they fay, of certain Thracian 
kings: for fuch was the ancient cuftome of buriall. The country aboue, is cham- 
ion,and not barren; but rarely inhabited. The infinite numbers of Turkith graues 
by the high-way fides and adioyning hils, do fhew it to haue bin plentifully inha- 
bited by a, and ofalong continuance; it being the firft Citie that they tooke 
in Ewrope,vnder the leading of the aforefaid Selymaz, in the yeare 1358.

to difpatch,and difcharge the dues of all Ghriftians fhips,not fubiect to the Grand 
Signior, and admitted free trading, below at the Caftles. To his houfe I repaired, 
with hope of fome refrefhment after my wearifome voyage: but he then from 
home, I was forced to returne to my water-bed; there being no Innes for enter- 
tainment throughout inhofpitall Turkée : yet is thistowne well furnifhed with all 
forts of prouifion. What is here fold by the Greeks, you may agree for on a price: 
butthe Turks will receiue your mony, and giue you a quantitie for it, according to 
their owné arbirrement; buttrulyenough, and rather exceeding, then fhort of 
your expectation. For two or three Afpers(whereof twentie are neare vpon a fhil- 
jing) a butcher will cutoff'as much mutton (for they deuide it not into ioynts) as 
will well fatisfie chree though hungry; which they carry to the cookes, who make 
no more ado, but flicing it into little gobbets, prick it on a prog of iron, and hang 
jt inafornace. Derided,and flurted at by divers of the bafer people, at night we 
- returned to our Barke. And departing the next morning,were forthwith met with 
acontrary wind,which drone vs to the fhelter ofa Rocke not far from the towne: 
where we abode all that day, and the night enfuing: they opening and wafhing 
part of their {ponges : which layd onthe fhore , by the bulke you would haue 
thought to haue bina fraught for apinnace; which ftiued into fackes,when wet, 
ee aisae vnder the fide benches and croffe bankes of this little veflell. . 

On the feuen and twentieth of September, before day we left the fhore, and af. 
tera while entred the Proponticke fea: confined with Thrace on the one fide, and 
with Bithynia onthe other:ioyning to the Euxine fea by the Streights of Bophorss, 
asitdoth to the Agean by the Helle/pont,an hundred and fiftie furlongs in length, . 
andalmokt of like latitude ; fo that thofe which faile in the middeft, may defcrie 
from all parts the enuironing land: callednow Adar de Marmore by che /takians, 
of Aarmora,alittle,but high land : which ftandeth againft the mouth of the He/- 

*  Lefpont , and in fight of Cadépoly,at whofe South fidechat night we arrined. 

This Iland was anciently called Procone/ws the countrey of :_4r/Stews, a famous 
Poet, that fiourifhedin the dayes of Cre/us,and a notable iugler : who dying (or 
fo feeming to do,) his body could be no where found by his friends that were af 
fembled to bury him. Ithadtwo Cities of that name, the Old andthe New: the 
former builtby the builders of Abydos: celebrated for excellent quarries of white 
marble : andthereofnow called Marmora ; where a number of poore Chriftian 
{laues do hew {tones daily for that magnificent A4o/qwe whith is now a building ac 
Conftantinople by this Sultan. Ithath a {mall village towards the North, with a ha- 

- uen, peopled by Greeks. The foile apt for vines,and not deftitute of corne, affor- 

ding alfo paftorage for goats, whereof they haue plentic : inctedible numbers of 

_partridges , like to thofe of Sia, here nin on the rocks , and flie chiding about the 
vineyards. Hauing climbed the mountaine fteepe towards the fea, we gotto the 
towne, and bought vs fome vituals, at night we recurned to our boate which lay 

~ inan obfcure Bay , where they fpentthe next day in wafhing the refiduc of their 
fponges:whileft I and my Interpreter {pent our times on the top of the mountaine 

in thevineyards, not well pleafed with thistheir delay , now more affecting their | 
eafe then when without the Hele/pont: being rid of that feare (for no Pirat dare 

venter to come within the Cafiles ) which had-quickned their expedition. Inthe 
euening we defcended, where wee found the Patron lying on his backe vpon a 

rocke, all dropping wet: fpeechleffe, and i with death to our saa ety 

| > a | Greeks 
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| Greeks together by the eares, euery one with his fellow: fome in the boate, and 
fome vponthefhore. Amongft the reft there was a blinde man, who had married 
a yong wife that would not let him lie with hers and therenpon had vndertaken 
‘this iourney to complaine vnto the Patriarch: he hearing his brother crie out at 
the receipt ofa blow ; guided to the place by the noife, and thinking with his - 
ftaffe to haue ftrucke the ftriker; laide it on with fuch a force , that meeting with 
nothing but aire, and not able to recouer himfelfe, he fell into the fea: and 
with much eifficultie was preferued from drowning. The clamor increafed with 
their contentions, and anon the Patron ftarting vp , as if of afodainereftored to 
life ; likea madman skips into the boate , and drawing a Turkifh Cymiter,begin- 
neth to lay about him (thinking that his veffell had bene furprifed by Pirats,)when 
they all leapt into the fea; and diuing vnder water like fo many Diue-dappers, af- 
cended without the reach of his furie. Leaping afhore,he purfiies my Greeke,whom 
feare had madetoo nimble for him; mounting a fteepe cliffe , which at another 
time hecould haue hardly afcended. Then turning vpon me onely armed with 
ftones, as God would haue it, he ftumbled by the way: and there lasblikea ftone 
for two houres together ; that which had made them fo quarrelfom being now 
the peace-maker, hauing caft the ferters of fleepe vpon their diftemperatures. For 
it being proclaimed death to bring wine vnto Constantinople, and they loath to 
poure fuch good liquor into the fea,had made their bellies the ouercharged veffels. 
When the Patron awaked, and was informed by my Greeke how he had vfed me, 
and withall of my refolution (which was rather to retire vato the towne , and there 
expect apaffage, than to commit my fafety vnto fuch people ) he came vnto me, 
"and kitted me , as did the reft ofhis companions, (a teftimonie amongft them of 
good-will and fidelitie) and foenforced me aboord. The winds the next day blew 
fre(h and fauourable. That night we cameto anchor alittle below thefeuen To- , 
wers : and betimes in the morning arriued at the cuftome-houfe.Then croffing the 
hauen I landed at Ge/ata, and fo afcended the vines of Pera; where by Sir Thomas 
Glouer , Lord Embaffador for the King , I was freely entertained: abiding in his 
houfe almoft for the {pace of foure moneths. Of whom without ingratitude and 
detraétion I cannot but make an honorable mention. : ~ 
— Paufanias King of Sparta, that is faid to haue built , did but reedifie this Citie: 
then called Byzantium of Byzathe founder, and taken by affaule but a little before 
from the Perfiams. A while after he fendeth for Cleosice the daughter of an honou- 
rable Byzantine, with purpofe to.haue abufedher: who vainely wafting teares and 
intreaties, defires chat for modefties fake , the lights might be extinguifhed. The 
time delayed by her lingring addreffe, he falleth afleepe : & fuddainly awaked with 
her ominous {tumbling then coming vnto him, ftarts vp, mifdoubting fome trea- 
fon, and ftrikes her to the heart with a dagger. Haunted by her ghoft , or through 
the rerrors of his guilt fo perfwaded, ever founding in his eares this faying : 


Tu cole isftitiam, teque atque 


alos manet vitor. Plus. in Be inft, Renenge attends on thee and others: 
Mor. ; " 

he was forced to repaire vnto Heraclea ; where the {pirits of the deceaffed, by cer- 

taine {pels & infernall facrifices were accuftomed to be raifed. Which performed, 

the ghoft of Cleonice appeared, and told him thatfoone after his arriuall at Sparta 

his trouble fhould end: which did with his life, mewed vp by the Ephoriin the 

Temple of A¢inerue, ( where he had taken fanctuary ) condemed by x for the 

| | inten- 
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intended betraying ofhis countrey vnto Xerxes. Byzentium from thattiine for- 
ward grew famous, and held an equall repute amongtt the principall Cities; three 
ares befieged ere taken by the Emperor Sewerws: and at laft made Soueraigne 
of thereft by the Emperor Con/fantine, who detefting the afcent of the Capitol, 24#m= 
the Senate, andthe people, amplified the fame, called it Conitantinople,and made 
itthe feate ofhis Empire; enduing it with the priuiledges of Rome , the citizens of 
one being free of the other, and capable of the dignities of either. But the chiefe _ 
caufe of his remoue was, that by being neare,and drawing into thofe parts his prin- 
cipall forces, the Empire towards the Eaft might be the better defended , then 
greatly annoyed by the Perfiazs : the diuine determination hauing fo appointed 
or permitted, that way might be giuen to che fpirituall vfurper: and toreftoreto 
the Wefterne world their temporall freedome, by withdrawing of the Legions, 
in the abfence of the Emperors; the fucceeding diuifion, and confequent fubuer- 
fion of chat Empire. He intended firft to haue buile at Chs/cedos, on the other fide 
of the Thracian Bo/phoruss in view of this, anda liule below it :- whereof the AMega- 
rians were the builders: called blind by the Oracle, for that firft arriuing at that 
lace, they made choife of the worfe, and leffe profitable {ite : the fith (efpecial- 
I the Tunnie bred in the lake of Meotss, which exceedingly enriched the Byzan- 
tines) that came outof the Euxinefea, being driuen to the contrary fhore by the 
ftreame, and frighted by the whiteneffe of the cliffes from the other; and cuen at 
this day fith of fundry kinds,at fundry times, in incredible multitudes are forced by 
the aforefaid current into the hauen: when many entring far in, and meeting with 
the freth, as ifinebriated, tutne vp their bellies, and aretaken. It is reported that 
when the workmen began to lay i platforme at Chalcedon, how certaine Eagles 
conueyed their lines to the other fide of the Streight, and let them fall right ouer 
Byzantium ; whereupon the Emperor altered his determination, and built his Ci- 
tie where as nowit ftandeth,as ifappointed to do fo by the Deitie. Finithed it was 
on the eleuenth of May, inthe yeare 331, and confecrated to the bleffed Virgin, 
Rome he bereft ofher ornaments, to adorne it : fetching from thence in one yeare 
more antiquities then twentie Emperours had brought thither before in an hun- 
dred. Among the reft, that huge obeliske of Thebam marble, called Plecaton by the 
Greeks, (formerly. brought out of gypr) anderrected itinthe Fors; with a bra- 
zen ftarue ofantque and Dedzlian workmanthip, fet vpon the top ofa Columne, 
& called by his name (but flippofed to be the counterfeit of pode tranflated from 
IHum) throwne downeby a violent wind in the reigne of «exis. This place was 
alfo beautified with the Trota2 Palladium,an — of Pallas three cubitshigh, in 
the right hand holding a fpeare, and in theleft a {pindle, appearing as if it walked; rodowicus Hines 
which fhe gaue, as they faine,vnto Dardanus in dowry with her daughter Chryfas. bah Cin. 
By J/us remoued vnto //um,it was told them by an Oracle, that as long as it inclu- dae, 
ded the fame, the Citie fhould remaine inexpugnable. Whereupon itwas placed Pas/aniasin 
in the moftfecret part of the Temple, and another made like ic, exhibited to the 4e Mpers 
view: ftolne after from thence by V/y/fes and Diomed. But the true one (together daughter of hers

But that of Seda Sophes, once a Chriftian Temple, (twife burnt, and 

happily,in thato fumptuoufly reedified by the Emperour Ju/f/nian ) exceedeth 

notonely the reft, by whofe patterne they were framed,. but all other fabrickes 

whatfocuer throughout the whole Vniuerfe. Along labour it were to defcribe it. 

exactly : and hauing done, my cies that haue feenc it, would but condemne my 

defeétiue relation. The principall part thereofrifeth in anouall: firrounded with 

pillars, admirable for their. proportion, matter, and workmanfhip. Ouer thofe o- 

thers, through which ample galleries , curioufly paued, and arched aboue , haue 

their profpea intothe Temple , dignified with the prefence of Chriftian Empe- 

rors at the time of diuine Seruice, afcended by them on horfebacke. The roofe 

compact, arid adorned with A4o/aske painting : anantique kind of worke , compo- 

fed of little {quare peeces of marble; gilded andcoloured according to the place 

that they are to affume in the figure or ground : which fet together,as ifimboffed, 
refent an vnexpreffable ftatelineffe, and are ofa marucllous durance : numbred 

2 Psncirollus amongtt things that are loft: but diuers in /ts/y atthis day excell in 

that kind: yet make the particles of clay, gilt, and coloured before they be neiled 

bythe fire. The reft ofthe Church, though of another proportion , dothioyne 

to this with acertaine harmonie. The fides and floore all flagged wich excellenr 

marble: vaulted vnderneath, and containing large cifternes, replenifhed with wa- 

ter from an Aquedudt. Before the entrance, there is a goodly Portico; where the 

Chriftians chat vifiteit vpon curiofitie, as well as the Turks, do leaue their fhooes 

before they do enter. Within on the left hand, there is a pillar couered with cop- 

* per, ever fweating, (Iknownot why, vnleffe in being paft through by fome con- 
duit) which the Turks wipe off with their handkcrchers : chrough a vaine fuperfti- 

tion perfwaded thatitis of facred and foueraigne vertue. The doores are curioufly 

cutthrough, and plated : che wood of one of them fained to be of the Arke of 

Noe, pe therefore left bare in fome placesto be kiffed by the deuouter people.

ALabomet 
the Great, vpon the taking of the Citie, threw downe the altars, defaced the ima- 
ges,(ofadmirable workmanfhip , and infinite in number ) conuerting it into a 
Mofque. To every onc of thefe principal A£o/ques belong publicke Bagzios, Hof- 
pitals,wich lodgings for Sarfons, and Eccleftatticall perfons : being endowed with 
- competentreuenues. The inferior are built for the moft part {quate + many pent- 
houfd with open galleries, where they accuftome to pray at times extraordinary: 
there being in all (comprehending Pera, Scutari,and the buildings thatborder the 
Bofphorus) about the number of eight thoufand. is : 
Butthis of Sophia, is almoft euery other Friday frequented by the Suter, being 
neare vnto ete hon of his serraglie, which poffefleth the extremeft point — 
of che North-eaft angle, where formerly ftood the ancient Byzantium, deurided 
from the reft of the Citie by a loftie wall, containing three miles in circuite ; and 
comprehending goodly groues of Cypreffes intermixed with plaines , delicate 
gardens, artificiall fountaines, all varietie of fruite-trees,and what not rare? Luxu- 
ry being the fteward, and the treafure vnexhauftable. The proud Pallace of the 
Tyrant doth open to the South, hauing a loftie gate-houfe without lights on the 
out-fide,and ingrauen with Arabicke characters, fet forth with gold and azure all 
of white marble. This leadeth into a {pacious court three hundred yards long, 
atid about halfe as wide, on the left fide whereof ftands the round of an ancient 
Chappell, containing the Armes that wete taken from the Grecéans in the fubuer- 
fion of this Citie;and at the farre end of this court a fecond gate,hung with fhields | 
and cymiters, doth leade into another full of tall Cypres trees, leffe large, yetnot 
by much then the former. The Cloyfters about it, leaded aboue, and paued with: 
ftone,the roofe fupported with columnes of marble,hauing copper chapters, and 
bafes. On the left hand the Dinanoiskept ; where the Ba/fas of the Port do admi- 
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nifter inftice, on that fide confined with humble buildings , beyond which court 


on the right hand there is a ftrecte of kitchens: andonthe leftis the ftable , large 


enough for fiue hundred horfe;where there is now to be feene a Mule fo admirably 


‘ftreakt, and dapled with white and blacke, and in fuch due proportion, as if'a pain- 


ter haddone it , notto imitate nature, but to pleafe the eye, and exprefle his cu- 


riofitie. Out of this fecond court there is a paflage into a third, not by Chriftians 


ordinarily to be entred: furrounded with the royall ae which though per- 
haps they come fhort of the /ta/az, for contriuement, and fineneffe of workman- 
fhip; yet notin coftly curioufneffe, matter,and amplitude.Betweene the Eaft wall 
(which alfo ferueth for a wall to the Citie ) and the water , a fort of terrible Ord- 
nance are planted, which threat deftructionto fuch as by fea fhall attempta vio- 
lent entrie or prohibited paffage: and without on the North fide ftands the Sw/- 
tans Cabinet, in forme ofa fumpyious Sommer-houfe, hauing a priuate paflage 
made for the time, of waxed linnen, from his Serrag/io: where he often folaceth 
himfelfa, with che various obiects of the hauen: and from thence takes barge to 

affe vnto the delightfull places of the adioyning 4/sa. This Pallace howfoeuer en-

Now next to thefe the Ottaman Maufoleas do require their regard , buile all of 
white marble, round in forme, and coupled on the top ; hauing ftately porches, 
within each is the rombe of a {euerall Sultan, with the tombes of his children, that 
either haue died before him, or haue after bene ftrangled by their tyrannicall bre- 
thren,according to the Turki/h piety. The tombes nor longer,nor larger thé fitting 
the included bodies, each of one ftone; higher at the head then feete, and compatt 
aboue: without other ornament then couers of greene,and Turbants laid vpon the 
vpperends: atthe foure corners of thofe of the Sudtans , there ftand foure tapers 
of waxe as bigge as athigh, bur not lighted. The floores of the monuments aré 
fpread with carpets: and {ome there are that do continually liue therein , perfor- 
ming fuch dutics of prayers and lamentations,as agrecth to their cuftomes; at cer- 
taine times befprinkled alfo with the teares of their of{pring. _ | 
The South-eaft angle of this Citie is taken vp by the feauen Towers, called an- 
ciently /anicula : employed, as the Tower of Lonaon, fora f{tore-houfe of the Sul- 
tans trea{ure, and munition : being alfo a prifon for capitall offeriders. We omit to 
{peake of the great mens Serrag/ios ; that of the women belonging to the deceaffed 
Emperors ; and that of the Vérgins: the Alberges of Jenizaries; the feuerall Serni- 
naries of Spachies and Gramoglans: the Befe/fans (where finet forts of commodities 
are fold, hofpitals, markets of men and women, &c.fince hereafter we are to treaté 


of moft of their Orders ; the buildings themfelues not meriting a particular de 


{cription : conuerting our difcourfe to thofe few remainders of many Antiquities, 
whereof the Aqueduct made by the Emperour Valentinian , and rera:ning his 
name, doth principally challenge remembrance. This hath his heads neare to the 
Black fea,not far from a village called Domuz-dere,of the abundance of wilde wad 

, there< 
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thereabout, the place being wooddy and mountainous , where many {prings are 
gathered together,and atfundry places do — fall into great round cefternes, 
from thence conucyed to conioyne with others (amongft which, as fuppofed, is 
the brooke Cydarius) led fometimes vnder the earth, now along the leuell, then 
vpon mightie arches over profound vallies, from hill to hill for the {pace wel-nigh 


_ of thirtie miles, vntill arriuing at the Citie, and furmounting the fame, it falleth at 


length as from a headlong cataraét into an ample cefterne, fupported with neare 


_ two hundred pillars of marble, & is from thence by conduits conducted vnto their 
publike vfes. This was repaired by Salyzzan the Greatgreat-grandfather ofthis now 


reigning Achmet: .whofe wifhes and endeuours are faid to have aimed at three 
things; which were, the reedifying of Poste Piccolo, and Ponte Grande,(which crofle © 
two armes of the fea) and the reftoring @chis Agueduc? ; theie he accomplifhed: 
bur the third, which was the expugnation of Vienna, he could neuer accomplith. 
Not far from the Temple of Sancta Sophia , there is a {pacious place furrounded 
with buildings, like to that of Smithfield; and anciently called the Hippodrom, for 
that there they exhibited their horfe-races,

Thefe are all the remaines that are left (or all chat are by the Chriftians to be 
{cene, befides the relikes of the Pallace of Com/fantine, now madea ftable for 


_ wilde beafts) of fo many goodly buildings, arid from all parts congefted antiqui- 


ties, wherewith this foueraigne Citie was in times paft fo adorned : and with chem 
are their memorics perifhec. For nota Greeke can fatisfie the Inquirer in the hifto- 
ry of their owne calamities. So fupine negligent are they, or perhaps fo wife, as 
of paffed euils to endewour aforgettulnefle. But to fay fomething of Conftantino~ 
plein generall: I'thinke there isnot in the world an obiect that promifeth fo much 
a farre off to the beholders, and entred, fo deceiueth the expectation. The beft of 
their priuate buildings, inferiour to the more contemptible fort of ours. For the 
Tarkes are nothing curious of their houfes, not onely for that their poffeffions are 
not hereditary; but efteeming it an egregious folly to ere& fuch fumptuous habi- 
tations, as ifhere to liue for euer; forgetfull of their graues, and humane viciffi- 

tude : reproued likewife by the Poet,

not: prohibited by 14ahomet that women fhould buy or fell (though now not fel- 
dome they do) or thew themfelues publikly. The ftreets for the moft part are ex- 
ceeding narrow; fome raifed onthe fides for more cleanlineffe: many hauing fteep 
afcents : in many places bounded with long dead walls , belonging to great mens 
Serraglios: fo negligent are they of exterior garnifhings. All the fuburbs thar this 
Citie hath, lie without the gate of Adr:mople, adioyning to the North-weft angle 
thereof, and ftretching along the vppermoft of the hauen : where within a ftately 
monument, there ftandetha tombe of principall repute in the A¢chometan deuo- 
tion: the fepulcher of dupe Sultan a Santon of theirs, called vulgarly and ridicu- 
loufly, the fepulcher of 0b.To which the Captaine Baffa docgpae before he fets 
forth , and at his returne,there performing appointed or and ceremonies: 
and vpon avictory obtained, is obliged to vifite the fame euery morning and eue- 
ning i the {pace of three weekes. Before this,in a Cypreffe groue, there ftandeth 
a f{caffold, where the new Su/tans are girt with af{word, by the hands of the Mufts-

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their principal! Prelate with diuers folemnities. : ee 
Now {peake we of the Hauen, rather deucuring then increafed by a little rivet, 
called formerly Barby/es, now by the Greeks Chartari¢on , aud Chay by the Turkesi 
much frequented by fowle, and rigoroufly preferued for the Grand Signiors plea- 
fure,who ordinarily haukes thereon : infomuch that a feruant of ny Lord Embaf- 
{adors was fo beaten for prefiiming to fhoote there , that fhortly after he died (as 
it is thought) of the blowes. This falleth into the Weft extent of the hauen: 
throughout the world the faireft, the fafeft, the moft profitable. So eonueniently 
profound, that the greateft (hips may lay their fides tothe fidesthereof, for the 
more cafie receit,or difcharge of their burthen. The mouth of it is land-lockt by 
the oppofite 4/4, opening Eaftward into the Thracian Bo/phorus, which by along 
narrow channel {tretching North and South, ioynes the Blacke and White feas: 
fo call they the feas North and South of the Be/phorus. So that no wind bloweth, 
which brings notin fome fhipping or other to the furnifhing of this Citie; hauing 
(as hath bin faid before) on the left hand the Euxsne fea, with the lake of Aeotis, 
inhabited about by multitudes of nations, and entred into by many natiigable ri 
uers: whereby whatfoeuer groweth, or is nourifhed in thofe farre diftant coun- 
tries , is eafily tranfporred vnto it: on the right hand Propontis and the Mid-land 
fea, (bordered with 2 atelie, Syria, Aigypt,' Africa, Spaine, France, Italy, Greece 
and De/matis with their fruitfull lands) and without, the great Ocean. Infomuch 
as itfeemeth by the oportunitie of natrigation co participaté with theit feuerall 
commodities, daily broughthither by forrainets ; feaved of it felfé in aeountiey, 
though not altogether barren, yet not fifficient to fiiftaine the inhabiturits.

negligence in repairing , tempefts, and the matter that they confift of, is here alfo 
" moft frequent; many (as hath bene faid ) being built af estab bricke. And 
alchough it enioyes a delicate aire, and ferene skies euen during the winter , when 
the Eaft,the Welt, or South wind bloweth: yet the boyfterous Tramontana, that 
from the blacke Sea doth fweepe his blacke fubftance , here moft violently ragess, - 
bringing often with it {uch ftormes of fnow, thatin September I haue feene the 
then flourifhing trees fo ouercharged therewith, thag their branches haue broken: 
accompanied with bitter frofts, which difloluing , réfolue therewith the vnfirme 
matter that fuftaines them. Lattly the plague ( eicher —s throughthe vice of 
the Clime, or of chofe mifbeleeuers , or hither brought by the many frequenting 
Nations) for the moft part miferably infefteth this Citie : increafed by the fuper- 
{tition of the Mahometans : from whom it may be that {ome one amongtt vs deri. 
ued chat damnable doftrine ; which coft fo many lives in the time of our laft great 
infeGtion.To thefe adde the {cepter of a Tyrant,with the infolencie of Slaues: and 
then é New Rome how are thy thus balanced eps and delights to be valued! 
On the other fide of the hauen (continually crofled by multitudes of little 
boats,called Permsagies,and rowed for the moft part by Aigypsians){tands the Citie 
of Galata , fo called as fome write of the Gasles, once the maifters thereof,or as o- 
thers will haue it, of Galac, which fignifieth milke , for that there the Greeks kept 
their cattell; as Pere (another name thereof,) which fignifieth beyond, in chat 
on theother fide of the hauen; butmore anciently Corns Byzantiwn. Infirme- 
ly walled; yet great if you comprehend the fuburbs therewith , extending 
| ¢, om along the fhore tothe “pper tops of the mountaines; furpaffing Conftantino- 
ple in her loftie buildings buileby the Geseat; who bought it of the Greeke Em- 
perors (in their declining eftate pofleft of little more.ttien the regal Citie , andti- 
tle; for the moft part fuftained by forraine contributions) and by them furrendred. 
vnto Mahomet the Great, the day after the facking of Con/famtinople. Atthe Welt 
_ end thereof the Grand Signiors Gallies haue a dry {tation: and at the Eaft end right 
againft the point of his Serragtio, called: Tephane and Fuadacle, lies'a number of 
_ great Ordnance vnplanted; moft of them the{poile of Chriftian Cities and for- 


oe ffes, as may appeare by their infcriptions, and Imprefes: and many of them of 
an incredible greatneffe.

One of thofe two forementioned fireights lies before Conpantinople: he other 
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being taken by a Renegado, then Captaine of two gallies, was by the Grand Signi. 
ors commandement {hut vp in shis place: they expecting great matters for his ran- 
fome. Where after he had remained thre yeares: i) one morning before. 
day, and finding the doores open, he defcended without the priuity of his keepers 
into the court of the Caftle. When aduifing with himfelfe of his efcape,and cafting 
his eyes about him, he found a rope that was tied to a tree not farre oe the wall, 
which he afcending ,by the benefit thereof without danger defcended on the other 
fide; and from thence conueyed himfelfe into the houfe of our Embaflador; then 
(as now) a Sanctuary for efcaped captiues: where for three dayes they hid him 
vnder a wood-ftacke, and not long after fhipt him for Holland. Inthe morning the

This countrey is confined on the North with mount Hemus,called Catena Mundi 
by the /taléans; onthe Eaft it hath the Ponticke,and Froponticke {eas ; on the South ’ 
the geass, ioyning onthe Welt to Afacedonia and'the vpper Ada/ia. Her more 
famous mountaines are, the aforefaid Hemus, Rhodope {till copt with {now, and ce- 
lebrated for the fongs of Orpheus, Pangeus rich in filuer, and Afe/Japus for his high 
fteepe piked rockes to be wondred at. The chiefe riuers are flow Hebrus falubrices 
Trauus,and troubled Ne/fis. The chiefe Cities next vnto this, Nicopolis,Philippi,yet 
boafting of her pane per ein, Hl Hadrianopolis, Traianopolis, Selymbria, 
Perinthus,Phinopolis, and Apotonia. In length ic containeth twenty dayes iourney, 
in latitude feauen, towards the fea indifferent fruitful ; producing corne, andnot 
contemptible wines : bur the farther remoued, the lefle profitable; lying in a wilde 
champion, made barren by the bitter cold of the climate. It is vnder the gouern- 
ment of the Beglerbeg of Grecia, who is alfo called the Beglerbeg of Romanta. 

The Turkes, now Lords of this Imperiall-Citie, (together with the goodlieft

Multiplying 

by the daily acceffion of their countrimen : being in religion Pagans, and liuing ia 

wandring troupes according to the Scythian Nomades; now the Saracen Empire 

‘drawing nigh a period by the diuifion of the AZahometan Princes, Mahomet Sul-

tan of Perfia, too weake for the Caliph of Babylon, intreated aide of the Turk; who 
fent him chree thoufand fouldiers,vnder the heading of Tanerolipix, the chiefe of 
the Selzuccian family: by whofe affiftance he ouerthrew the Caliph. Yet would he 
compell the Turke-to do him further feruice : whereupon a quarrell , and confe- 
quently a battell was commenced berweene them. In which, A¢shomet mifcarry- 


ing , Tangrolipix by confent of both armies was elected Sultaz. To Perfia he ad- 


ioyned the temporall iurifdiction of Babylon hauing fubdued the Caliph: but con- 
tinued che fpirituall to his fucceflor, as fucceffors vnto their falfe Prophet: the 
Turkes hauing then embraced the A¢ahometan uperftition; which was two hun- 
dred andfourteene yeares after their eruption out of Scythia: 4xan facceeded his 
father Tangrol:pix, who vpon agreement with Cutls-Mufes and his kinfinan (of 
kinne likewife vnto him) then in armes, affigned vnto them the abfolute foue-_ 
raigntie of whatfocuer they could purchafe with their {words from the Grecia 
Emperour: who by him aided, fubdued W:dia, much of Armenia, Cappadocia, 
Pontus, Bythinia, and moft of the lefler 4/is. On the other fide, the Su/tax gaue to 
Ducat and Melech, two other ofhis kinfmen , the cities of Dawsafcus and Aleppo, 
with their territories, tohold of him in chiefe, with whatfoeuer they could winne 
from the Saracens : who fhortly became maifters of the greater part of Syria. 
But foone after beaten out of it (as forthe moft part out of A/fa the leffe) by God- 


_ fry of Bullen, and his Chriftian forces, they were forced to retire into the more 


Eafterly parts of their dominions : fo that now their declining glories did feeme to 
imitate, or rather exceed their {wiftafcenfion vnto Empire. Butthey fhortly after 


recouered their loffes in the leffer #2. For the warlike Solan (the fonne of 
Cutlu-Mufes) that {o withftood the Wefterne Chriftians,being now dead, Adsho- 
met {ucceededhim . Betweene whom, and -%4/wt then Sultan of Iconium, there 
befell a warre, and forthwith an agreement. But 444/at in fine pofleft of the whole 
Tarkifb kingdome in that part of A/a, dying did diuide it among{this three fons. 
To.Calizafthlan he gaue the regall Citie of Aonéwm, with the vnder Prouinces: to 
Tagupafan, Amafia and Ancyra,with part of Cappadocia and the territories adiacent: 
but to Dadune he gaue the ample cities of calves and Seba/ffia , and all the {paci- 
ous countries vr pe the whole. being lately a parcell of the declining Greeke 
Empire. But thefe ambitious brethren, l:ke the fonnes of the Earth, drew their 
{words on each other. The eldeft difpoffefling Dadaze of his patrimony : and tur- 


ning his forces vpon /agupafan (who died inthe preparation of that warre) feized 


alfo vpon his. Then inuading the adioyning parts of the Empire, in a mortall bar- 
tell he ouerthrew Emanuel Comnenus the valiant but vnfortunate Emperor; fubdu- 
ing after his death the country of Phrygia, with diuers frontire cities and caftles. 
This aged Sultan dying, left behind him foure fonnes, Wa/ut, Coppatine, Reucra- 
tine and Caichofroes. To Mafut he bequeathed Amafia, Ancyra, Dor yleum,with fun- 
dry other cities of Poztus: to Coppatine, Melytene,Cefarea, Taxara :to Reucratine, 
Aminfim,Docea, with the fea bordering cities:but to Caschofroes (befides the regall 
feate of /comism) Lyczonia, Pamphilia, and the bordering countries as farre as Co- 


tyaninm with the title of Sultan. Buc thefe fell alfo at difcord. For Coppatine dying 
‘foone after, Reucratine and Ma/ut contended in armes for his poffeflions. Rescra- 


tine preuailing , inuadeth the Su/taz, takes from him /contwm, expels him out of 

his dominions, andremaineth fole foueraigne. As thefethus here preuailed ; fo 

the race of Dacat and Melech before {poken of, recouered all Syria ‘ee the con- 

tentious Chriftians; conducted by the glorious Se/adéne, hauing alfoioyned E- 
: E 
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gyptto that Empire: who leftnine fonnes behind; all murdered but one, by Ss- 
hradine their vnkle: and he efcaping by the meanes of his fathers fauourites, cal- 
—— ledalfo Saphradine,and Sultan of. Aleppo. Of that trecherous Saphradine, Meledin 
— Sultan of Kgypt defcended; and Coradin Sultan of Damefcus and Jerafalem. The 
mightie Empire of Sa/adéne againe rent in peeces; yet {till poffeffed in parts by the 
Selzuccian family :vntill driven out of Syrta by the Tartars , and difpoffeft of A- 
gypt by the Aamalucks. Butthe Turkifo Empire that was planted in Periz by Tax- 
grolipix,and in thofe Eafterne countries, after it had continued an hundred three- 
{core and ten yeares,was 7 fubuerted bythe Tartars, a fierce and barbarous 
people, dwelling on the North of the mountaine Cauca/ws : who oppreffed by fa- 
mine, at the perfwafion of one Zingis,a Prophet of theirs, their leader , and ho- 
noured by them with the ftile of Great Cham, like a violent inundation brake ouer 
thofe mountaines thathad for many ages confined them, and ouer-fpred all the 
Eaft of iz, euen as farre as the great Ocean. Heccata his fonne building Qasn/ay 
in China, and Cambalu in Cathai, making the laft named, the feate of his Empire. 
Diuiding his populous army, fome he fent into the South, fome into the North, 
fome into the Welt; who fubdued the Aracofians, Margians, Medes, Perfians,Par- . 
thians, Affyrians, Mefopotgmians, Armenians, Colchians and Jberians: with whom 
the Turks not able to encounter, quitted thofe countries ; and led by Aladine, one 
of the Se/zuccian family, ioyned themfelues with their countrimen in the leffer 4- 
fia: who tooke Cilicia from the Greeks, with the places adioyning , then in warres 
with the Latins: firft planting the feate of their new kingdome in Sebz fa, and after 
at Iconium. Aladin \eft behind him two fonnes, 4zadin and Iathatine: they falling 
out for the foueraigntie,the yonger was driuen by the elder into exile. But Azdin 
dying, Jethatine returneth, and is receiued for Sw/tan. After {laine in fingle combat 
by Theodorus Lafcarts the Greeke Emperor , another of that name fucceeded him: 
who ouerthrowne by the victorious Tartars, and forced out of Jconium,the Turks 
were at length conftrained to pay them tribute , and to become their liege-men. 
Iathatine dying in exile, the Great Cham diuideth his kingdome, betweene A4a/ut 
and Cei-cubades (defcended both of the Selzwceian family ) as to his tributary vat- 
fals. Thus this late mightie Empire, extinguifht in A.gypt by the Afamalacks,in the 
greater A/ia by Tartars,as alfo in the lefle,was for a time depriaed of all principali- 
tie. For not long continued they vnder the gouernment of the aforefaid Princes; 
euery onefeizing ona part, poops. the portion of his power; and of the rn- 
ines ofa monarchie, erected an anarchie. Thebafer fort poffeffing themfelues of 
the ftreights ofthe mountaines , by their many incurfions annoying the Chrifti- 
ans; and hauing giuen the Emperours Lieutenant a bloudy ouerthrow in Paphla- 
gonia, ouerranne all the country vnto the river Sangarivs ; {ubduing Pontus and 
Galatia, and Southward vnto the Liciaz and Carian {eas, and to the river Exrimi- 
don; which they diuided into feuerall Toparchies. Now of thofe two forenamed 
Princes, Aefut died iffuleffe, but Aladin {ucceeded his father Ceé-cubades, titular 
Lord of the whole, but tributary tothe Tartar, the laft of the Selzuccéan family. 
He dying, Sahib the head Vefr viurped the foueraigntie; yet held itnotlong. The 
Great ones fharing amongft them (as they had done the reft) the remainder of 
that difmembred kingdome. | | 
Ottoman among thefe poffefled Siguta,a little Lordfhip in Bythinia. Not fei- 
zedon by force, but giuen by adn the firft,vnto his father Ertogriel the fonne 
of Solyman,one of the Oguzianz family, and once Su/tan of Machan : who forfaking 


| 
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his Rogsoae for feare of the Tartarsslong led a a life with vncertairie for: 
tunes. But Ertogréel curning into the lefler Afia,requefted of Aladin chat he would 
allot fome corner of his fo large a kingdom, for him his diftrefled countriman, and 
his family to reftin. Who mindfull of what himfelfehad fuffered (hauing befides 
in a battell almoft loft againft the Tartar, by his vnexpedcted fupply of foure huns 
dred horfe, recouered the viCtory) affigned him this a to winter in, and the 
mountaines adioyning for the fommering of his cattell, with fome command vp-« 
on the frontiers. Where he long liued a quiet life, beloued both of Turkes and 
Chriftians confining, for his peaceable nature and good offices donethem. Dy- 
ing in the fourefcore and thirteenth yeare of his age,& inthe yeare of our Lord 
1289, he left three fonnes behind him, /undus,Sarugatinand this Ottoman whom 
the Ogazians elected for their gouernour. Now the Chriftians hauing done fome 
outrages to his people, he thereupon furprifed diuers of their Caftles, overthrew 
the Greeks in fundry confli€ts, ke from them the citie of Wéce ; for which he had 
many honours proffered by the latter Aladin. Which whileft he liued he forbore 
to accept: but dead, tooke vpon him the tide of Su/tan ; making Neapolis his regal 
feate in the yeare 1300. to which isto be referred the beginning of the Ottoman 
gouernment : who in thofe feuen and twentie yeares that he reigned,annexed By- 
thinia,Cappadocsa , and moft of thofe ftrong holds that border on the Euxsne fea 
to his kingdome. Him his fonne Orchanes fucceeded, who tooke the great Citie of 
Prafa, and honored ie with his refidence. Hauing much inlarged his dominions, . 
he died in the two and thirtieth yeare of his reigne : refigning his State to Amurath 
his fonne. Hevponthe diffention of the Greeks, firtt raffed ouer the ftreights in- 
to Europe; tooke Abydos and Calépole with the whole Cherfonefus. Then entring 
further into Thracia, fubdued Phikppolis and Adrianople:and proceeding, conque- 
sed Seruia with Balgaria; pafleth into the vpper A4jfia: and {tabbed by acommon 
Mouldier inthe one and thirtieth yeare of his reigne, was fucceeded by his fonne 
Baiazet. He pofleft of the greateft part of Thrace, fubdued a large part of Greece, 
with the country of Phocis; twice, but vainly, befieging Conxfantinople. Taken at 
length by Tamberlaine, and carried about in an ironcage, he defperatly brained 
himfelfe in the yeare 1399. His fonne Calepine (fome fay) fucceeded him , attribu- 
ting vnto him ti eares of gouernment: efteemed by others but a fable; who gaue 
the fucceffion to his yonger fonne Aahomet: the caufe of this diuerfitie of opi- 
nion proceeding from the Turki/b kingdome thus againe fuppreffed by the Tar- 
tars. The many fonnes of Basezet,and other Aahometan Princes, pofleft of feuerall 
Prouinces, and ftriuing with one another for vndeuided foueraigntie : by A¢zhee 
met at length dbrained, who vnited againe that difmembred Empire: enlargin 
the fame with the acceflion of Dacia, Walachia, the greater part of Shuonia an 

(Macedonia, cen vnto the Jonian fea. Tranflating the feate of his Empire from 
Prufavnto Adrianople,where he died : hauing reigned feuenteene yeares ; if the 
fame’be accotiriced from the death of his father. His fonne by thename of Ams- 
rath the fecond, ruled in his ftead : who conquered Epirus, itolia, Attica, Boctia, 
Achaia and Theffalonica. He lefthis ftate to Aahomet the fecond (after he had reig- 
nedeight and twentie yeares) whofe conquefts deferuedly gduc him the addition 
of Great : hauing vecerly ruinated the Greeke Empire , taken from them rs 
nople the Imperiall Citic, (the Emperour Coa/tantine being trod to death by the 
preafie of people in Adriamop/e gate) and na — the title of Emperour. 
vig Subduswgralfo the Empire of Trapezond, erected there by Alexsus Comnenys , at 
fuch 
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fuch time as the Greeks didlofe their European Empire to the Latins. Moreouer, 
Athens, Corinth, all Peloponne/us, Bofna, Lemnos, Euboa Mitylen,&cc. and died not 
without fulpition of poifon, in the one and thirtieth yeare of his Empire. Batazet 
the fecond, his fonne, hauing ended his warres with his brother,conquered all Cz- 
licta,a part of 4rmenia, withthe reft-of Cappadocia, whichbefore belonged to 
the Caramaniankingdome. He inuaded Syria, but with worfe fuccefle: and then 
_ conuerting his forces againft the Venetians, tooke from them Naspadius, Methona, 
Dyrrach:wum, and almott depopulated Dadmatza. But in the fix and thirtieth yeare 
of his reigne, he was poifoned by a Jew, atthe procurement of Sedymsus his sewer 
and fucceffor: who (befides the ciuill warres with his father and brethren) con- 
quercd all Syria and e£ egypt fromthe ruined Mamalacks, and brought 4rabia 
vnder his fubieCtion. After,intending to inuade the Chriftians, he died of a moft 
lothfome difeafe,when he had reigned eight yeares. His fonne So/yman taketh the 
Rhodes, at {cuerall times ouer-runneth Hungary : pofleffing himfelfe of Buda, Stri- 
| goninm,Alba recals: difpoffefleth the Perfians of Taurts; and ioyneth Babylon with 
the countries k Media, Mefopotamia,and _A/yria, to his Empire. Arabia is not 
free from his conquefts;nor the Portugads in indsa enough remoued from thereach - 
of his ambition, He died in the fix and fortieth yeare ot hisreigne. Se/yasus the {e- 
cond fucceeding; the onely fonne that he had left vnmurdered: whe-wonne by his 
Lieutenants Cyprus from the Venetians. They alfo inlarged his bounds with Va 
lachia,Moldaura,and thekingdome of 7 wmss.He reigned cight yeares. Him «_4a- 
rath the third fucceeded : who warred not in perfon, nor atchieued much by his 
deputis; yet reigned he nineteene yeares. Neither was Mabomet the third his fon 
a fouldicr, being but once in the field, and chen terribly affrighted. Nor enlarged 
he his dominions by the valour of others: his forces being chiefly employed in fup- 
preffing of inteftine rebellions. H¢ reigned eight yeares inglorioufly, and left the 
now reigning Achmet to {ucceed him : the fourteenth Sw/tax, and eighth Emperor 
of the Ortomax family; who yet hath added nothing to his fo vaft an Empire; the 
greateft that is, or perhaps that ever was from the beginning. For firft, the Ewro- 
pean part thereof extendeth Weftward vnto the Archdukes of Auftria's do- 
minions, ftretching to the Adriatick fea by the confines of Ragu/s, bounded on 
tht South with the Afediterraneum, onthe Eaft with zeum, Propontis and Pon- 
tus,euen to T heodofia a citie of the Scythian Cherfone(us; and onthe North almoft 
to Rufsia and Polonia: containing Romania, Bulgaria, Seruia,Rafcia, the tributary 
principalities of Welechia and Moldauia,the greater part of Hungary, Bo{na,Alba- 
nia,Macedon, Epirus, all Grecia & Peliponne(es, all the fruitfull Ilands of the Egean 
fea : Ragufa payes for her libertie :nor is Candie, Zant or Cephalania held without 
prefents. But what is this;¢ompared to her Afar territories ? within which, all Ne- 
tolia is comprifed; on three {ides embraced with the Egean, Euxine and Cilictan 
feas : containing the Prouinces of Pomtus, Galatia, Bythinia, Phrygia, Lycig, Pam- 
philea, Célicia ,Cappadocga, and the lefler Armenia: beyond whicttt his Ktretching 
North-wardto Cataée , and bounded on the Eaft with the country of the Georgs 
ans, whereof the Turkes poffeffe not a litle. A great part it alfo containeth of the 
greater Armenia : all Syria (in which Celofyria,Phanicia,and Paleftine;)Babylonia 
and Mefopotamia: Arabia felix which ftretcheth out into the South fea, interpo- 
fing the Per/ian and:_Avabian Gulphs, do bow to that Soueraigntie : fo do the 
inhabitants of Petree and Deferta; fich I meane as haue knowne habitations. 
In Ufrica it extendeth all along the coafts of the cMediterranenm , euen - 
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from the Red Sea to «_serath, a Citic of Mauritania (except fome few places 
‘ie by the Spaniard ) wherein is the countrey of the Trog/odrtes, the miracu- 
oufly fertile kingdome of Egypt , Trepoly in Barbary, the kingdome of Tanis,and 
Citie of Argers with her territories , with the tributary kingdomes of Fe/e and 
Morocco. To this adde Cyprus, Rhodes, and all the fertile Hands of the midland Sea; 
chat lic Eaft of ‘Candy. Thus great at this day is the Ottoman Empire : but too great 
for it are their affumed titles: as God on earth, fhadow of God; fole Monarch 
ofthe world, King of Kings, Commander of all that can be cornmanded , Soue- 
raigne of the ane noble families of Perfia,and Armenia, Poffeflor oftlie holy Ci- 
ties of Afecha and lernfalem, Lord of the blacke and white Seas, Su/tan of Bebylon, 
and fo proceeding with a repetition of their feuerall kingdomes. Like fwelling.at- 
tributes gaue this nowreigning Sa/taz to our Soueraigne, in a letter writ lately, — 
. which I will infert for the ftrangenefle: Vnto the moft glorious, and mof? mighty 
Xing lames, one of the creat Lords of the creation of le{us, and moft lendable among 
allthe Princes of the Nations of Me(fia,a Indge of all debates and differences of thé 
people of Nezarets, Poffeffor of great maieftie,riches and glory, & Judge of the most 
great kines of England, cc. facing his letter with like fuftian, calling his owne 
Court, Our moff happy and fhining Pert, a port of refuge for the world < and fubfcri- 
bing , From our imperiallrefidence of Se gin. moft firongly and mightily enar- 
ded: Yerin his owne ftile more modeft , containing no more then Sultan Achmet 
Chan, fonne to Mahomet Chan moft innincible. er ee 
: Buethe barbarous policie whereby this tyrannic is fiftairied doth differ from all 
other :: guided by the heads, and ftrengthened by the hands of his flaués , who 
thinke it asigreat a to befo, as a do with 2 on ferue 7 the — of 
Princes: the naturall Turke (to be fo ca. oda reproactt) being rarely employed int 
command or feruice : amongft Vestas ga nobility 8f blo : wes 
parentage, kindred, nor hereditary poffeffions: but aré as it were of the: Sw/tans 
creation, depending vpon him onely for their (uftenance and preferinents: Who 
difpoferti, as well of their lives as cheir fortunes, by no other rule then that of his 
will although fometime for forme he vfeth the affent of the neuer gain-faying 
Mufti. Thefe are the fonnes of Chriftians (and thofe the moft: compleatly furni- 
fhed by nature) takeir int their childhood from their miferable parents , by a teany 
made enery fiue yeates (or oftner,or feldomer, as occafton requireth) throughout 


the whole Empire, ( a on ee priuiledged places, amongft which are Sto 


and Canffantinople,) who are beftowed in feuerall Seminaries , inftructed in the 
Mahometan Religion (changing their names vpon their ‘citcumcifion )taught the 
vie of their fewerall weapons, and made patient of hun ergo labour, withinired 
~ abftinence ,-and continualt exercife. Thefe they. cali Zémo¢lans, who have their 
faces {hauen (the token of feruitide, ) wearing long coates and copped caps, not 
ynlike to our idiots: The choiceft of them for {pirie atid feature ate after a while 
receiued into the Grand Sieniors Serra eho: diftinguifhed by chamberstikere tho 
in Hofpitals, 7 to tier feniorities ; where all are brought vp inthe difci- 
pline of warres 8 nota few, acquainted with the fecrets of State:{uch'as by the‘ex= 
cellency of their gifts doaflure the expectation of a future eminency. Thofé of the 
firft chamber, are.che firft preferred: yet norin order, but according to the worth 
of the place,and worthineffe of the perfon.Of thefe come the Beg/erbegs,(the name 
fignifying a Lord of Lords yofwhom thete be onely two, the one of Grete, and 
the other of 2ussalia : whio command all the horfemen in thofe countries: = 
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the General) the great Ba/fs, (whereof fome are Generals of armies, fome Vizers 
of the Port, the reft vice-royes of prouinces) the Senzéaks gouernors of cities , for 
fo the name fignifierh with their territories and forces , and other officers both 
of warrg and peace; with thofe of the Court, of principall place and attendance. 
Of the other Jessoglans {ome come to br Chaufes, who go on Embafiies, execute 
Commandements; and are Purfiuants,and vnder-Sherifis: attending the imploy- 
nent of the Emperour who mounted on horfe-backe carry Dabuzes (a weapon 
like amace) before him, and on the courts of luftice: folisjting alfo the caufes of 
their clients.. Butthe Spachées and Janrzaries which are made of thefe Jemoglans 
(the principal caufe of their inftitution) are the nerues and {upporters of the Tar. 
k:{b Monarchy... The Spasbics are horfemen, weaponed for the moft part at once, 
with bow, mafe,lance, harquebuth , and-cymiter : whereof they haue the feuerall 
vies, agreeing with cheir fights, their flights. or purfunents. For defence fome 
weare bucklers,and fhirts of inale. The skirts of their coates,when they ride,are ga- _ 
thered within long ftammmiell broges that rcach to their ancles ; and there do ioyne 
to their buskings : fhod with iron, aud{upplying the want of fpurres, with theie 
large and tharpe ftirrops. Their faddles are plated behind & before, the feate deepe 
an hard: and for caparifon vic for the moft part the skins of Leopards , Lions, 
Tygers, Panthers,and the like.In cities when on foote,they weare gownes of ftam- 
mel with long hanging fleeues , and are diftinguifhed from others by the folding 
vp of their fhafhes. Of thefe there be two forts: the Vieffige, which isto fay, {tipert- 
dary, who are almott alcog-ther made of thefe Lemog/enss, and the Timarsots, who 
~ confitt of all forts of people. The firft as yet vnpreferred,vnder the command of fer 
uerall Capsaines, do attend vpon the immediate imployment of the Emperoure 
who alloweth vnto each the daily penfion of cenne Alpe pay them every quar- 
ter. Of chefe there be cwe and thirtie thoufand ; the one-halfe of them are called 
Spaheioglans,who weare red peridants on their {peares.and when is the field, march 
on the right hand the Sa/tes: as the other on the left,who arecalled sé/shtar paheis, 
bearing yellow and white pendants. The.ether difperfed oe the whole 
Empire, do liue vpon their particular tenements for tearme of life affigned them, 
and thereupon fo called.It being the policy of this State to ere in:the conquered 
countries a number of Témariots , anfwerable to the greatnefle thereof: whereby 
the principall part of the {Qpldiery ts -prouided for , and che Empire ftrengthned, 
both againft forraine inuafions and repoles of thefubdued, Of thefe, ds they fay, 
ghere are vpward of feauen hundred thoufand: euery one being-ro find as many 
horfe as his farme doth doable the yeargly value of fixtic Sudtanies: readie to be 
commanded by thei fenerall Sancéecksas they by their Ba//as:thefe beare on their 
‘lances white and red pendants... But the: /asizaries (a name that fignifieth new 
fouldiery.) are thofe thar beare tuch: great fway in Conifamtinoples: infomuch 
chat che: Sw/tans. chemfclyes haue bene: fomesimes.fubic& to their infolencies. 
They are. deuided into feurerall companies vnder feucrall Captaines :- but allcom- 
manded by their’ 4ga! a place of high trnft, and he.third ih repute through the 
Empite = howbcit, their toe-much love is to: him an aflirred-deftrudtion. Thefe 
are the flower ofthe Terk infanery,, by: whom fitch «wonderfull vitories: hauc 
bene. atchicued.: They call the Emperour father (far none otheris there for'them 
so depend on) to whofe valour and faith.in the time of warre: he committeth his 
perfor; they haning theit flations.:abputthe royall pausllion. They feruc with har: 
quebuthes, arnved befides with cymicgs', aud hacchets. ‘They weare an their heads 
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a bonnet of white fele,with a flap hanging downe behind to their thoulders; adore 
ned about the browes with a wreathe of mettall, gile, 8 fer with {tones of fmall va- 
lue; hauing a kind of fheathe or focket of the fame eredted before,wherin fuch are 
fuffered to fticke plumes of feathers as haue behaued themfelues extraordinary 
brauely. They tucke vp the skirts of their coates when they fight, ormarch: and 
carry certaine dayes prouifion of victuals about with them, nor is itacumber ! it 
being no more then a {mall portion of rice, anda little firgar and hony. When the 
Emperor is not in the field, the moft of them refide with him in the Citie: ever at 
hand vpon any occafion to fecure his perfon, & are as were the Pretorian cohorts 
with the Romanes. They are in number about fortie thoufand, whereof the greater 
part (I meane of thofe that attend on che Court ) haue their being in three large 
Serraglios, where the iuniors do reuerence their feniors, and all obey their feuerall 
commanders (as they their 4g) with much filenceand humility. Many of them 
that are married (a breach of their firft infticution) haue their priuate dwellings: 
and thofe that are bufied in forraine imployments , are for the moft part placed in 
fuch garrifon townes as do greatly concerne the fafety of the Empire ; ae are 
ointed to attend on Embaffadors:others to Guard uch particular Chriftians as 
vif be at the charge, both about the Citic, andin their trauels , from inciuilities 
and violences, to whom they are in themfelues moft faithful : wary, and cruell, in 
reuenting and reuenging their dangers and iniuries, and fo patient in bearing a 
bales, that one of them of late being ftrucken by an Englifh man ( whofe humo= 
rous {wagegering would permit him neuer to reuiew his countrey)as they trauclled 
along through Afores, did not onely notreuenge it, nor abandon him to the pil- 
lage and outrages of others, in fo vnknowne and fauage a country; but conducted 
him vnto Zant in fafery,faying,God forbid thar the villany of another fhould make 
him betray the charge that was committed to his truft. They are all of one trade or 
other.The pay that they haue from the Grad Signior is but fiue Afpers a day : yet. 
their eldeft fonnes as foone as borne are inrouled,& receiued into aire A his 
bounty extendeth no further vnto his progeny (the reft reputed as naturall Turks) 
nor is a Janizary capable of other preferments then the command,of ten, of twen. 
ty,or ofan hundred. They haue yearely giuen them two gownes apeece,the one of 
violet cloth , and the other of ftammell ; which they weare in the Citie; carrying 
in their hands a great tough reede, fome fe.uen foote long , tipped with filuer, the 
weight whereof is not feldome felt by fuch as difpleafe them. Who are indeed fo 
awfull , that luftice dare not proceed publikly againft them (they being onely to 
be iudged by their 4¢2) butbeing a attached, are as privately throwne in- 
to thefea ia the nighttime. But then are they moft tumulcuous (whereto they do 
giue the name 7 affeCtiorr) vpon the dangerous fickneffes of their Emperours: 
__ and vpon their deaths commit many out-rages. Which is the caufe that the great 
Ba/fas as wellas they can, do concealeit from them vntill allthings be pronided — 
for the prefentment of thenext for them to falute. Whereupon (befides the pre- 
fent larges) they hauean Afper a day increafe of penfion: fo thatthe longer they 
liue, and the more Emperours sa | out-liue, the greater is their allowance. 

Butit is to be confidered, thatall chefe before named, are not oncly of that tri- 
bute of children. For not afew of them are captives taken in their child-hood; 
with diuers Renegados, that haue moft wickedly quitted their religion and coun- 
trey , to fight againft both: who are to the Chriftians the moft terrible aduerfa- 
ries. And eithall they haue of late infringed their ancient cuftomes,by the admit. 
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ting of thofe into thefe orders that areneither the fons nor grand-fons of Chrifti- 
ans: anaturall Turke borne in Conffantinople, before neuer knowne, being now a 
Ba/fa of the Port. 

Quer and aboue thefe , and befides the auxiliary Tartars, whereof there are 
lightly threefcore thoufand (who liue on {poile, and ferue without pay ) thacare 
euer affiftant; the Grand Signior hath other forces whom cae call Achingi, who 
haue nothing but what they can get by foraging , being hindes of the countrey, 
and tied to ferue on horfebacke for certaine priuiledges that they hold , in number 
about thirtie or fortie thonfand : but finall in value,as are the 4z«p#, who ferue oni 
foote (yet properly belonging to the Gallies ) better acquainted with the fpade 
then {word: thruft forward with purpofe rather to weary , then to vanquifh the 
enemy : whofe dead bodies. do ferue the Jaz/zaries to fill vp ditches, and to 
mount the walls of affaulted fortreffes ; befides many voluntaries , who follow 
the army in hope to fucceede the flaine Spaheis and Janizaries , now nothing 
curious at fuch a time to receiue thofe that be not the fonnes of Chriftians 
into the Order. Such are the Turkifh forces, both in quality and proportion , and 
he tha (hall fee three hundred thoufand of thefe in an armie (as he might haue 
done this laft fommer in Bithyniz) {o difciplined,fo appoynted, and fo daringly re- 
folute: whofe onely repute confifts in their valours ; and whofe defeats are puni- 
fhed in their commanders as offences: furnifhed with fuch abundance of great 
Ordnance (much whereof they caft according to their occafions , carrying with 
them the mettall vpon the backes of Cammedls) will not onely not wonder at their 
victories, butrather how the reft of the yet vnuanquifhed world hath witl:ftood 
them. Ihaue heard a Prince (and he ofno fimall experience ) impute the fundry 
~ ouerthrowes giuen them,by a {mall number of Chrifisans,to the paucity of Com- 

manders,and their want of experience,fome one Saaziack hauing vnder his con- 
dué& fiue thoufand Timariots ; and he perhaps butnewly crept out of the Sultans 
Serraglo, exercifed onely in fpeculatiue conflicts. So that their numbers proue 
often but cumbers; and the aduantage loffe, encountred by the many expert di- 
rectors of few, who are alfo farre better defenfiucly armed. But he that hath boun- 
ded the Sea, hath alfo limited their furies. And furely itisto be hoped that their 

reatneffe is not onely at the height, but neare an extreme precipitation: the 
Body being growne too montftrous for the head ; the Sultans eat ei and ne- 
uer accompanying their armiesin perfon; the Souldier corrupted with eafe and 
liberty, drowned in prohibited wine, enfeebled with the continuall conuerfe of 
women, and generally lapfed from their former aufterity of life, and fimplicity of 
manners. Their valours now meeting on all fides with oppofition ; hauing of late 

iuten no increafe to their dominions:& Empire fo got,whé it ceaffeth to increafe, 
Foth begin to diminifh. Laftly, in thatit hath exceeded the obferued period of 
a Tyrannie, for fuch is their Empire. Now when they march the Tartars do fcoure 
the country two dayes iourney before: then follow the chingi,after them the T7- 
mariots next thofe few Jemoglans that be,next them the /axizaries the Chanfes fol- 
low on horfebacke, (who carrie bowes and arrowes befides their mafes and cymi- 
ters) then comes the Su/taz with the officers of his Court, and archers ofhis guard 
who are footmen : the ftipendary Spabe‘s marching on either fide of him. An hun- 
dred coaches couered with red, with foure horfes apeece, are drawne after, which 
carry the Hichoglans (his Pages) and Eunuchs ; about thefe the Jemog/ans called 
_ Baltagies are placed. The carriages of the army enfue; followed by voluntaries,

who go in hope (as before {aid) to be entertained in theroomes of the flaine; with ° 
the feruants of the Spaheis of the Court, andcertaine Jamizaries Att-oglans Lep- 
slers and Denegilers. The Janizaries haue the models of Elephants, boots, fwords 

of wood, and the like borne before them for their enfignes: and the royall ftan- 
dardis no other then a horfe taile tied to the end of a ftaffe: which though feeming 
sude, and anfwerable to their originall, doth retaine, perhaps fomething of Anti- 
quity. For Homer fticketh the like in the gallantly armed ( though not fo {pirited) 
Paria | -

As for their forces atfea, they are but fmall in comparifon of what they haue 
bene; and compared to thofe of particular Chriftian Princes , but contemptible. 

Approued by the Florentine, who with fixe fhips onely hath kept the bottome of 

_ the Streights for chefe three yeares paft in defpite of them: infomuch as they haue 

not dared to hazard the reuenew of Zieypt by fea , buthaue fent it ouer land with 
a guard of fouldiers, to their no {mall trouble and expences: the whole Armado 

_ coming often in view, yet not fo hardy as to aduenuure the onfec. The Admiral 
hauing thought it a fafer courfe to employ the Pirats of Tuis and Algers in thac 
feruice, who have many tall fhips (the fpoile of Chriftian Merchants ) and war- 
likely appointed: now growne expert in nauigation , and all kind of Sea-fights, 
by the wicked inftruGion of our fugitiue Pirats, and other Renegados. But thofe 

Pirats haue no heart to fuch an enterprife, where the vi&tory would proue {9 

. bloudy,and the booty fo worthleffe. The Nauy that is yearely fet forth in the be- 

— of May, to annoy the enemy fuppreffe Pirats collet tribute,andreforme 

iforders in the maritime townes that belong to the Admiralty, confifts of not a- 
boue threefcore gallies , which are all that can be {pared from theirotherplaces 
ofimployment. And that there be nomore, is faid-to proceed fromthe want of 
captiucs, by reafon of their generall peace with the Chriftians: forfuch,andfuch — 

as are condemned for offences, are onely chained to the oare, except the necefii- 

ty be urgent. As for matter.to build withthey wantnone : no more do they work- 
men, many excellent in thatart, and thofe Chriftians,: iriticed from all parts with 
Jiberall penfions to Worke in their Arfenals. The Capraine Ba//a (for fo is the Ad- 
mirall called) when not in feruice,hath his refidence in Com/antinople and Galépole. 

A man in regard ofhis place,of principal repute: and commanding the comman- 
ders of Gall:pole,Galata,Lemuos,Nicomedia,Lesbos,Chios,Naxus,Enbas,Rhodes,Canal- 

' Le, Nauplia,Lepante,Cyprus, & Alexandria. In October he recurneth from his annuall 
circuite : as he did now during our abode in the Citie, and entred the hauen in tri- 
umph. The gallaes deutded into a oe tricked in all their gallantry; 
towing. at their {ternes three og foure litde veffels no bigger then fither boats. A ri- 
dicufous glory,&8¢a prize to be afhamed of.But it was thought that the Grawd Sig- 
pior would haue giuen him but a bad welcome,that durft not aduenture with fuch 
odds of number on the becalmed: Florentiaes; During the winter the Armado is 
di'perfed , and the gallies are drawne into their drie tations. In which time the P- 

rats, bora Chriftian and Mahometan, dorob onthe Aigesn and Mediterranean 
{cas, vncontrolled, but by the defenfiue ftrength of the affailed. = 

¢ Thius isthe Great Twrke {grued by chofe whom he may aduance without enuie, 

and deftroy without danger. The beft of chem liuing a wandring and a 
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life, remoued from one command to another, and to parts fo farrediftant, chat 

often more time is {pent in the iourney then in their abode. The greateft Com- 

mandef, and in the aa of his Command fubmitting his necke vnto the exe. 

_ cutioners bow-f{tring, when fent by the Tyrant with the fatall boxe that includeth » 

the commiffion . Nor booteth it to refit in hope of partakers , when one mans 
preferment is built on the defired ouerthrow of another : a alfo, as is faid be- 

fore, without kindred or alliance: fo shat rebellions do but rarely happen. And al- 

__., though thefe great flaues attainito great riches, yet are they(as itwere)but the col- 
“) .. letors thereof for his treafury : whither at their deaths it recurneth, all, faue what 

it pleafeth him to beftow on thei pofteritie, who never are aduanced to eminent 

place; itbeing a caufe of the greater neglect to haue had excellent parents, asto 
them of ruine to be beloued in their gouernments. Nay fo much the continuance 
of honours in families are auoided, that when a Bafa is giuen (for fo I may 
terme it) tothe fifter or daughter of a S#/tax for an husband, the children begot- 
ten on them, do moft rarely rife aboue the degree of a priuate Captaine. But more 
{euere are thefe Tyrants totheir owne , who lop all the branches from the bole; 
the vnnaturall brother folemnizing his fathers funerals wich the flaughter of his — 
brothers. So fearfull are they of riualitie , and {fo damnably politicke ; making all 
things lawfull thac may fecure the perpemuitie of their Empire. Notnowto fecke 
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in thofe precepts of Photinus:

_ "Their Morall and Ecclefiafticall lawes,the Turkes do receiue from Mahomet the 
Saracen law-giuer : aman of ob{cure parentage, borne in /trarip a village of Ara- 
bia, in the yeare 551. His father a Pagan, his mother a lew both by birth and re- 
ligion. At the firft he exercifed merchandize ; hauing by the mariage of his miftris 
(not effeéted,as was thought, without witch-craft)attained to much riches: where- 
upon he became a Captaineof certain voluntary Arabians tharfollowed the Em- 
perour Heractise in his Perfian wares. Who falling into a mutinie, for that t 
were denied the military. garment ; and incenfing the reft of their nation with the 
_ seprochfull anfwer giuen them by the Treafurer ; which was, That that ought not 
to be gtuen to dogs, which was ordained for the Roman fouldier; a part of them 
chofe Mahomet for their ring-leader, who had aggrauated their difcontents,and _ 
confirmedthem in their rebellion - Butbeing ditt 


aiped by the better fort for the 
bafeneffe of his.birth; ta auoide enfiing contempt, he gaue it our, thathe atcai- 
OO a — ned 
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-nednotto that horiour by military fauour, but bydiuine appointment. That he 

was fent by God to giute a new law vnto mankind, and by force of armesto redace: 
the world vnto his sbedieses Chat he was the laft of thePnophers; being greatest: 
then Chrift, as Chrift was greater then cA4/es. Two-yeates. together he liued in 


a caue, hot farre diftant from Afecha; where hé compiled -hisdamnable doGrine; 


by the helpe of one Sergius a Nefforian Monke-, and Abdalls 2 lew (containing a 
hodgepodge of fundry religions; ) which he. firft communicated to his wife, per- 
{wading her that it was delivered him by the Angell Gaéréel;who had cite open his 
heart, and taken from thence the little blacke core (which the Turks do affirme-to 
be inthe heart of every man) wherein the diuell doth plant his temptations : and 
fhewed him withall the ioyes and myfteries df Paradife. His new religion by little 
and little he diuulged in Aecha; countenanced by the powerfull alliance which he. 
had by his fundry wiues; and followed by many of the yulgar, allured with the li- 
bertie thereof, and delighted wich the noueltié. Buc the Nobles of Adecha going 
about to apprehend him, he fledto Afedéna, not two dayesiourney diftant; whi- 
ther followed by a number, wicked of life,and defperate offortiines, he waged a 
fucceffefull warre againft the Syrians, planting his religion. amongft the vanqui- 
fhed: andafter making himfelfe Lord of Mecha, made ‘that the place of his refi- 
‘dence, where he died in the great,Climadtericall yeare of hisage : hauing nade 
them belecue, that the third day after he would afcend into heauen ;- whereupon 
he was kept aboue ground, vntill the aire infegted with his fauour,they buried him 
at Medina. Another promife he made concerning his returne, which fhould bane 
bene athoufand yeares after : which the Mahometans excule, as mifunderftood,by 
reafon of his feeble voice,euen then a dying; and that he didfay twothonfand: 
to which time they haue proroged their expe@acions.Meane of {tacure he was,8 
euill proportioned; hauing euer a fcald head,which (3s fome fay) made himweare 
a white hath continually; now worne by his fectaries, Being much fubie to the 
falling fickneffe, he made them beleeue that it was a prophericall trance; and that 
then he conuerfed wjth the Angell Gaéréed, Hauing alfo taught a Pigeon to feed 
at his eare > affirmang itto be i holy Ghoft, which informed him in diuine pre- 
cepts.Not vnliketo Nama s fained familiaritie with Aigeriasand Pythagoras his Ea- 
gle : whofe policie perhaps he imitated : whereby as they the Romsans and Crotoni- 
ans; {o drew he the grofle Arabians to a fuperftitious obedience. For he hada fub-- 
till wit , though vicioufly it being naturally inclined to all villanies : a- 
mongft the reft, fo infatiably lecherous, that he countenanced his incontinericy 
with a law: wherein he declared it, not onely to be no crime to couple with whonr 
foeuer he liked , but an act of high honor to the partie, and infufing fanétitie. Thus 
planted he his irreligious religion , being much affifted by the iniquities of thofe 
times : the Chriftian eftate then miferably diuided by multitudes of herefies. So 
that the difunitie of the profeflors made many to fufpe& the profeffion, and to 
embracc a dodtrine fo indulgent to their affeétions. Which raleisins, as thé Sara< 
cens and Turks igs their Empires,doth at this day wel-nigh ouer-runne three 
parts of the earth; of that I meane that hath cinill inbabitants: yet are the Afshome- 
tans deuided into threefcore and twelue {eQs, fprung from the two fountaines.OF | 
that named /msamia, the Perfians are drunke; ‘of the other, called Lefbare, the Syri« 
ans, Arabians, Turks, and Africans. ne ee oe 
The Alcoran, which containeth the fumme of their religion, is written in Ar2- 
bickerhime,without due proportion of numbers: and muft neither be writren ner 
| F 3 read 
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read by them in any other —— Befides, the pofitiue dorine (to it felfe con- 
tradittory Mfarced with fables,vifions, Legends, and relations. Nor is it at this day 
the fame that was wriccen by s4chomet, (although {o credited to bé by the vulgar) 
mariy.things being fecretly put in, and thruft out, and fome ofthe repugnancies 
_ recontiledby thefucceeding Caliphs. And Mahomet the fecond isfaid to haue al- 
teredic much, andadded mach to it. This booke is held by them in noleffe vene- 
rationgthea the old Teftament by the lewes,and the New by the Chriftians. They 
never:touch jt with vawafht hands : and a capitall crime it is, in the reading there- 
of to miftake a letter, or difplace the accent. They kiffe it, embrace ir, and fweare 
by it : calling icche booke of glorie, and director vnto Paradife. Tofpeake alittle — 
of much, they teach that God is onely to bésworfhipped, onely one,and the Cre- 
ator of all: righteous ; -pidfull: in wifedome aidgore incomprehenfible. How 
God made man ofall forts and colours of earths Yad being formed, for thoufands 
of yeares laid him a baking in the Sunne, vntill he was pleafed to breathe life into 
him. Then commanded he all his Angelsto reuerence him : which the dinell at 
that time an Angell of light, refufed to do : expoftulating why he fhould fo honor 
-» thatcreature whom heknew would become fo poluted with all manner of (byhim _ 
articularized ) vices.God therefore aaiua thediuellto hell ; who euer fince 
path continued an enemy to than. Idolatrie they hold to be the moft accurfed of 
crimes; and therefore they interdi¢t all images and counterfets whatfoever, -repu- 
ting the Chriftians idolaters for that they haue them in their Churches and hou- 
fes.; imagining alfo chat we worfhip three Gods, as not apprehending the myftery 
of the Trinitie. They deniethe Diuinitie of Chrift, yet confeffe him to be the fon 
of avirgin : Marie conceiving by the {mell of a rofe which was prefented her by 
the Angell Gabriel: and that fhe bare him at her breafts. They hold him to be.a 
greater Prophet then #e/es; and the Gofpell better then the Law;infomuch as no 
Tew cantarne Twrke vntill he firft rurne Chriftian, forcing him to eate hogs-flefh, 
(then called Abdul which fignifieth the fonne of a Chriftian) and after two or 
three dayes againe abiuring Chrift,is made a Afabometan. They fay, that the blef- 
fed Virgin was free from originall firine and the temptations of the diuell. He is 
ealled inthe Alcoran , the breath and word of God; faid to know the fecrets of 
hearts, to raife the dead to life, cure difeafes, reftore fight to the blind, and {peech 
to the dumbe; and that his diciples wrought miracles by his yertue : yet vific they 
not his fepulcher in their pilgrimages (not thinking him to#e dead) as —? 
bruted. Forbeing,as they fay led towards the place of execution, God not per- 
mitting fo bafe a people to put to death fo holy aProphet (forthey confeffe thae 
he never finned) did affume him into heauen. When mift, and fought by the foul- 
diets in the throng, they laid hold of one of the ludges that hadcondemned him, 
who refembled him much in fauour and proportion , telling him that he fhould 
not efcape from themagaine; and fo not beleeuing whatfoeuer he faid, did exe- 
cute him in hisroome . They fharply punifh allfuch as blafpheme him; and fay, 
that he fhall returne to iudgement about fortie yeares before the worlds ending. 
The holy Ghoft they acknowledge; yet not to be diftin& in perfon,but onely as a 
power and operatiue vertue in the Godhead, which infpireth good motions into 
the heart, the producer of good actions. They are commanded feuen times a oid | 
to refort vnto publike prayers: the firft affembling is called Timgil-namas , which _ 
ss two houres before day: thefecond S<bah-namas,at day breake: the third yle- 
. namas, at noone : the fourth Kyady-namas,at three of the clocke : the fift Al/bam- 
namds, 


namas, after fun-{et: the fixth Ghogic-namas,two houres within night : and the fe- 
uenth Gimwna-namas,at ten ofthe clocke in the morning: the laft alfoo Ay 
obferued by all, a¢ other times but by the more religious. Corigregated Ea? ores 
faid) by the chanting of the Priefts from the tops of fteeples : at which times light- 
ly though they be in the fields, they will fpread their 7 garments on the earth, 
and fall to their deuotions. Morecouer I haue feene them conioyntly pray in the 
corners of the ftreets, before the opening of their {hops in the morning. Friday is 
their Sabboth; and yer they {pend buca part thereof in deuotion, and the-reft in 
recreations : but for chat time they obferac it fo rigoroifly, that a: Tre here late- 
ly had his eares nailed to his fhop-boord for — it too timely. Before they 
_ pray,they wafh all che organs of their fenfes; theirlegs:totheirknees, and their 
armes to their clbowes : their priuities after the purgings of natute; and fometimes 
all ouer from top to toe: for which there are houfes of office with conduits belon- 
ging to euery principall Mofque. Where water iswanting, they do it with duft. Ac 
the doore of the Mofque they put off their fhooes s aind entring, fit crofle legged 
vpon rowes of mats, one behind another, the poore and the rich promifcuoufly. 
The Prieft in a pulpit before them, not otherwife diftinguifhed in habite but by — 
the folding vp of his Turbant. VVhenthey pray, they turne their facestowards — 
Mecha : fh ftanding vpright,without any motion of their bodies, halding the 
palmes of their hands vpward ; fomerimes they ftop their eies andeares , and oft 
pull che haire on the fides of their faces : then thrice they bow, as in their falutati- 
ons; andas often proftrating themfelues onthe earth, dokiffe it. Doing this fun- 
drie times, they will looke backe vpon ne occafion, vntill they come vnto the falu- 
tation of Mahomet: at which time they reuerfe their faces firft ouer the right fhoul- 
der, and then ouer the left ; beleeuing that his coming will be behindthem when 
they are at their deuotions. The Prieft doth fometimes reade vnto them fome part 
of the Alcoran (holding it, in reuerence tothe booke,as high as his chin, ) fome- 
times fome of their fabulous Legend , intermixing expofitions, and inftruGions,, 
which they hearken vnto with heedie attention, and {uch fteadie pofitures of bo- 
die, as if they were intranced. Their Seruice is mixed with fongs and refponfes: 
and when allis done, — ftroake downe their faces and beards with lookes of de- 
uout grauitic. If they finda paper in the ftreets, they willchruftic infome cre- 
* pice of the adioyning wall; imagining that the name of God may be contained 
therein,and chen prophane to be trod vnder foot, or otherwife defiled. They num- 
ber their often repetition of the names of God and his atcributes(with other fhort 
-ciaculations of prayer or praife) vpon beades: fome fhaking their heads inceffant- 
ly, vntill they eurne giddie: perhaps in imitation of the fuppofed trances (but na- 
turally infirmitie) of their Prophet. And they haue an Order of Monkes, who are’ 
called Dervifes, whom] haue often feene to dance in their Mofques on Tuefdayes’ 
and Fridayes many together,to the foundof barbarous muficke; dances that con- 
fift of continual turnings, vneill at a certaine ftroke they fall vpon the earth; and 
lying along like beafts ,are thought toberapt in fpirit vnto celeftiall conuerfati- 
ons. Now the women are not permitted to come into theit temples (yet haue they 
fecret places to looke in through grates) partly for troubling their deuotions, but 
efpecially for that they are not circumcifed,as are the women of Perfie and Ethio- 
pia. Nor circumcife they the males vatillthey be able toanfwer the Prieft , and 
promife for themfelues: which is for the moft part at the age of cight. They are cir- 
cumcifed in the houfes.of their parents, at a feftiuall meeting , and in the midft 
eo 2 ) F 4 of 
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of the affembly, the child holding vp his fore-finger,in token that he is a A¢zhome- 
tan. As fooneas cut, the Prieft wafheth the wound in water and fale, and bindeth 
icin linnen. Who changeth not his name,but is from thenceforth called a A4x/fel- 
man: which is, a true beleeuer. This done, he is carried vnto the Banaia, where his 
haire (before that time worne at full length) is fhauen, and fokept ever after: all 
fauing a locke on the top of his crowne; by which they dreame that they thall be — 
affurned by «Mahomet into Paradife: then put they on him a white Turbant; and 
fo returning with drums and hoboys, is with great folemnity conduéted tothe 
Mofque,arid prefented with gifts according to his quality. 7 | | 
_ The Tarkes do faftone moneth in the yeare, which they call Ramazan: which 
changeth yearely, (fo that in thirteene yeares they faft one) whetcin,they fay,that 
the Alcoran was deliuered vnto ALahomet by the Angell. Obferued by all but the 
infirme and trauellers.::who are to faft for as long a time, whenfo they recouer,or 
come to theend of theiriourney. But they faft ia during the day: in the nighe — 
chey feaft,and then are all their fteeples ftucke round with lampes,which burne till 
the morning: affording an obie& of great folemnity. Such as in fteed of abftaining 
from meates, do abftaine at that time from their Mofques , -they carry about in 
{corne, and feuerely chaftife; but fuch as then drinke wine,they punith with death. 
Vpon the difcouery of the new Moone (which they fuperttitioufly gratulate,eftee- 
ming him happy that difcouereth it firft,and by the courfe thereof do reckon theie 
yeare) falling out this yeare on the feauenth of December, the feaft of the Great By- 
ram did begins which doth continue for three dayes together, obferued by them as 
Eafter is with vs. On the firft day the Grand Signior riding to Sanéla Sophia in all 
_ thepompeand glory of Empire (of which we thall fpeake hereafter; ) vpon his re- 
curne we faw a fort’of Chriftians, fome of them halfe earth already, crooked with 
age, & trembling with palfies; who by the throwing away of their bonnets, and lif- 
ting vp of their forefingérs,did proffer themfelues to become Afahometans.A fight 
full of horror and trouble,to fee thofe defperate wretches that had profeffed Chrift 
al their life,and had fuffered no doubt for his fake much contumely and oppreffion: 
nowalmoft dying,to forfake their Redeemer,cuen then when they were to receiue 
the reward of their patience.To thefethe Tyrant a little inclined his body,who be- 
fore not fo much as caft his eye afide,but fate like the adored ftatue ofan Idoll.For 
they hold ica great grace, and an a¢ of fingular piety , to draw many to their Re-" 
ligion, prefenting them with money, change ofrayments, and freeing them from 
aff tribute and taxes. Infomuch that if a Chriftian haue deferued death by their 
law, if he will conuert, cr will many times remit his punifhment. But they com- 
pel no man. During this feftiuall they exercife themfelucs with various paftimes, 
ut none mote in vfe, and more barbarous, then their {winging vp and downe , as 
boyes do inbell-ropes: for which there be gallowfes (for they beare that forme) 
of an exceeding height,erected in {undry places of the Citie;when by two ioyning 
ropes that are faftned aboue , they will {wing themfelues as high as the tranfome: 
perhaps affected in thatit ftupifies the fenfesforafeafon: the caufe that opium is 
fo much in requeft, and of their forefaid fhaking of their heads, and continued 
turnings. Inregard whereof, they haue fiich as haue loft their wits , and naturall 
idiots, m high veneration, as men rauifhed in fpirit, and taken from themfelues,as 
it were to the fellowfhip of Angels. Thefe they honour with the title of Saints, 
lodge them in their Temples fome of them going almoft {tarke naked: others clo- 
thed in fhreds of feuerall colours: whofe neceffities are fupplied by the peoples de- 
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am an. itt ie °

uotions , who kiffetheir garments as they pafle through the ftreets , and bow to 
their benedictions; yea many by counterfetting the idiot haue auoided punifh- 
mét for effences which they haue vnwittingly fallen into. Whilft the Byram lafteth, 


you cannot ftirre abroad but you fhall be prefented by the Derséfesand lanizaries, 
 withtulips andtrifles, befprinkling you with fweete water; norceafle foto do, till 


they haue drawne rewards fromyou. . 
The Turkes are incouraged to ales by their Alcoran, as acceptable to God, & 
meritorious in it felfe : if giuen without vaine-glory, and of toa well gotten,al- 


Jedging it to be a temptation of the diuels ro abftaine from almes for feare of im- 


poucriihment. Their more publike almes confift in facrifices (if not fo wrongfully 


‘tearmed) vpon their feftiuals,or performance of vowes: whert fheepe and oxen aré 


flaine by the prieft, and deuided amongft the poore : the owner notfo much as re- 
taining apart thereof. They fay, they giue mu¢h inspriuate: and in ruth, [ haue 


{cene but few beggers amongft them. Y et fometimes fhal you mecte in she ftreets 


with cyuples chained together by the necke, who beg to fatisfie their creditors in 
part; ait are at the yeares end releafed of their bonds , provided that they make 
fatisfaction if they proue afterward able.Attheir deaths they vfually giue legacies 
for the releafe of prifoners, the freeing of bondflaues repairing of bridges, buddin 

of Canes for the reliefe of paflengers: and the great men, to the erecting of Mot. 
ques and Hofpitals, which they buildnotfeldome in their life time. But Mahomet 
the great, and So/yman the magnificent, have in tharkind exceeded all others: 


whofe ftately 8 {umptuous ftrutures do giue a principall ornamentto the Citie, 


where the ficke and impotentare prouided for , and the ftranger entertained (for 
here be no Innes) the reu¢new of that of A4ehemets amounting to an hundred and 


fiftie thoufand Sw/tanies.T o thefe there belong Phyfitions,Chyrurgions, Apothe- . 
caries, the charge therof comitted vnto their Priefts, who bring vp acertamenum- _ 
ber of youths in the A¢chametan law: and — pray for the departed foules . 


of the Founders in the Ch of their Sepulchers. They extend their charity to 
Chriftians and Iewes, as well as to chem of their owne ir 0d birds & beafts 
haue atafte thereof, For many onely colet them loofe will buy birds in cages, and 
bread to.giug ynto dogs$ for moft haue in this Citic no particular owners : being 
reputed an vneleane creature,and therefore not fuffered to come into their houfes, 
thinking it neuertheleffe a deede of piety, to feede, and prouide them kennels to 
litter in , moft of them repairing to the feafidenightly ,. where they keepe fucha 
houling, that ifthe wind fit South-ward,they may be eafily heardto the vpper fide

Since it can be neither haftned nor auoided , being withall perfwaded, that they | 


die bravely that die fighting : 8 that they fhall be rewarded with Paradife that do 
{pend their bloud vpon the enemies of their Religion called Shahids, which is 
Martyrs, by them: for alchough they repute murder tobe an execrable crime, that 
cries to heauen for vengeance, and is neuer forgiuen: yet ate they commanded by 
their law to extend their profeffion by violence, & without compaffion to flaugh- 
ter their oppofers. But they liue with themfelues in {uch exemplary concord,that 
during the rime thal remained amongft them (it being aboue three quarters of 
a yeare) I neuer faw Mahometan offer violence to a AMahometan; nor breake into ill 
language:butif they fo chanec todo, a third will reproue him, with Fie Afa/fel-men, 
fall out! and all is appeafed. He that giuesa blow hath many gafhes made in his 
ficfh, andisled about foraterror, but the man-flaier is deliuered to the kindred 
or friends of the flaine, to be by them put to death with all exquifite torture. 

Now their opinions of the end of the world, of Paradife, and of hell; exceede 
the vanity of dreames, and all old wiues fables. They fay, chat at the winding of a 
borne not only all flefh hall die,buc the ph themfelues: 8c that the earth with 
earthquakes fhall be kneaded together like alumpe of dough, for forty daies fo 
continuing. Then fhall another blaft reftore beauty tothe world, and life vneo all 
that cuer liued. The good fhall haue thining and gloriffed faces, butthe bad, the 
countenance of dogs and {wine, and fisch like vncleane: creatures: ‘Mofes, ry a 
and Mahomet, thal| bring their {cuerall followers to ludgment , and intercede for 
them. Case that did the firft murder fhall be the ringleader of the damned, who 
are to paffe quer the bridge of Iuftice,laden with their. finnes in fatchels. When the 
greater finners fhall fall on the one fide into hell, where they thall confume in fire, 
and be renewed tonew torments, yet God will haue pitie vpon thein int the end, & 
receiue them vnto mercy,and the diuell thal ceafle tobe, fince his malice is fuch as 
he cannot be faued. 1 wastold by a Sicéan Renegado,an Eunuch,and one greatly 
denoted to their fuperftition,that the buming globe of the Sunne (for fuch was his 
Philofophy ) was the continent of the damned. Thofe that tumble from the other 


‘fide of the bridge, are laden with leffe finnes,and do but fall into Purgatory: frony. 


whence they fhall thorely be releafed,and receiued into Paradife.But as forthe wo- 
men, poore foules be they neuer fo good , they haue the gates fhut againft chem: 
yctare configned to a manfion wichout,where they {hall live happily: as another 
repleate with all mifery for the other. Icis to be more then coniectured,that #44- 
homet grounded his deuifed Paradife , vpon the Poets inuentionof Elifum. For 
thus Thwlles defcribeth the one.

Vnder whofe fragrant fhades they fhall — the courfe of their happy time with 
amarous virgins, who fhallalone regar their particular louers:not fuchas haue 
liued in this world, but created of purpofe;with great blacke eyes,and beautifull as 
the Hyacinth. They daily fhall haue cheir loft virginities reftored: euer young, 
(continuing there, as here at fifteene,and the men as ac thirty) and euer free from 
naturall ih ee Boyes of diuine feature fhall minifter vnto chem, and fet be- 
fore thé all variety of delicate viands. But .4uéces that great Philofopher and Phy- 
fician, who flourifhed about foure hundred and fifty yeares finee, when Afahome- 
tifme had not yet veterly extinguifhed all good literature; who was by linage an 
Arabian ofa royall houfe, in religion a A¢ahometan , but by countrey and habita- 
tion a Spaniard, and Prince (asfome write) of Cordube,teacheth a ere different 
do&trine.For alchough as a A¢ahometan, in hisbookes De Anims and De Almahad, 
addreffed particularly to a A¢shometan Prince, he extolleth Afahomet highly, as 
being the /esle of diuine /awes, and the Le? of the Prophets ,excufing his fenfuall 
felicitics inthe life to come, as meerely allegoricall, and neceffarily Freed to rude 
and vulgar capacities: (for, faith he, ifthe points of religion were taught in their 
erue forme to the ignorant dull Zewes, or to the wilde Arabians employed altoge- 
ther abouc cheir Caml ; they would veterly fall off from all beleefe in God:) yet 
befides that this excufc is fo favourable & large, that it may extend as well vnto all 
Idolaters, andin briefe to theiuftifying of the abfurdeft errours, it is ina point of 
doGtrine fo contrary to his owne opinio as nothing canbe more. For Auicén him- 
felfe in the aforefaid bookes, doth efteeme fo vilely of the body, that he pronoun- 
ceth bodily pleafures to be falfe and bafe; and that the foulcs being in the body 
is contarie to ruc beatitude: whereupon he denieth alfo the refurreétion of the 
flefh. Yet in fauour,as hath bene {aid, of Ashomet, (who by fenfuall do&rine 
fought to draw the rude world to follow him, ) he not onely by his allegorical 
conftruction approoueth the doGrine of the refurretion of the b »dy,wherein the 
Tewes and A. ans confent with the Chriftians; but withall the wanfmigra- 
tion offoules from one body into another, (by which meanes Adahomer deuifed 
how a Camell might paffe through the eye ofa needle; the foule of a finner for 
purgation entring firft into the body ofa Camell, then of a leffer beaft, and finally 
of actle worme which fhouldcreepe through the eye of aneedle,and fo become 
)and laftly not once reproueth that impious faying of Adahomset,that God 
imfelfe at the refurrection fhould alfo bauea body , no dodbr to enioy thofe 
. fweere fenfuall felicities, chough all fuch opinions are difclaimed by him: but con- 
_trariwife reprouech the do@trine of the Chriftians touching fpiricuall happin: fle, 
and that faying of our Saviour , that, the Saints in the world to come fhall be as 
Angels (yet profeffeth the fame to be true) as being weake andill fitted to vulgar 
vnderftandings. So ftrangely may wife mé be befotted wich faction,to excufe and 
commend the teaching of abfurd errours euen by themfelues condemned, and to 
‘lay an afperfion vpon the purity of diuine dodtrine, in chat vnfitto be fo commu. — 
| a 2% nicated 
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nicated to the ignorant, as if Truth were to maske her felfe to pleafe beaftiall Igno- 
rance,and Ignorance not rather to be enlightned by degrees,and drawne »P tobe- 
hold the Truth. But now this 4wécen,Jaying downe for awhile his outward perfon © 
ofa Mahometan,and a the habite ofa Philofopher; in his Metaphyficks 

feemethto make a flat oppofition betweene the truth of their faith receiued from 
their Prophet, and the truth of vnderftanding by demonftratiue argument. And 


_ faith,in effect, that their law & a deliuered by AZehomet, which — that 


God himfelfe at the refurre&tion fhould haue a body,placeth the happinefle of the 
life to come in bodily delights.But wife Theologians, faith he, haue with greater 
defire purfiied {pirituall pleafures proper to the foule:and for this corporal Eliciey, 
although it fhould be beftowed vpon them,would not efteeme it in comparifon of 
the other,whereby the mind is conioyned to the firft rath,which is God.And here 
he never mentioneth that {trained excufe of an allegory:but with iuft indignation 


- and fome acerbity of fpeech, detcfteth that grofle opinion broched in their law, 


which placeth thepredominance of euerlafting felicity in the bafenes of fenfualiy, 
and in that lowe volupruoufnes;and faith that a prudent & vnderftading man, may 
notthinke that all delight is Jike the delight ofan A ffesand that the Angels who are 
next to the Lord of the worlds, fhould liue depriued of all pleafure and ioy; & that 
he whois the higheft in beauty and vertue, fhould confit in the laft and loweft 
degree of fuauity. And therefore concludeth,that neither in excellency,nor in pere 
fection , nor yet in multitude, no nor in any thing praifeworthy or tobe defired 
in pleafure , there is any comparifonbetweene thofe felicities : and though bafe 
foules be addi&ted to that bafe felicity; yet the worthy defires ofholy minds are far 
remoued from that difpofition;and contrariwife being ioyned to their perfetion 
(which is God) are filled with all rue and happy delights : and that ifthe contrary 
perfwafion or affe@ion fhould be remaining in them, it would hurtand withhold 
them from attaining vnto that height pir er This being his better aduifed 8¢ 
more fincere difcourfe,it veterly excludeth his former excufe ofan allegory:whofe 
right vic being by plaine and fenfible allufions to draw vp the vnderftanding to an 
apprehenfion of diuire chings,reprefented in thofe fimilitudes : the courfe held by 
Mahomet worketh a cleane contrary effe&;and drowneth their vnderftanding part 


_ and affeion in the hope and loue of thefe corporall pleafures. Whereby it is true 


that he greatly enlarged his owne earthly dominion:but by this iudgmenteuen of 
Auicen withheld his followers from the true feliciry. And it is worthy obferuation, 
that in the iudgment of 4w‘cen,one thing is truc in their faith,8 che cétrary in pure 
& demonftratiue reaton.Wheras (to the honor of Chriftia Religion be it fpoken) 
it is confeffed by all,& enacted bY a Councel,that it is an errour to fay,one thing is 
true in Theology,& in Philofophy the contrary.For the truths of religion are ma- 
ny times aboue reafon,bur neuer againft it.So that we may now céclude, that the 
Mahometan celigion,being deriued from a perfon in life fo wicked, fo worldly in his 
proiedts,in his profecutions of them fo difloyall trecherous,& cruell:being groun- 
ded vpon fables and falfe reuelations,repugnantto found reafon,& that wifedome 
which the Diuine hand hath imprinted m his workes; alluring men with chofe in- 
chantinents of flefhly pleafures, permitted in this life and promifed for thelife en- 
fuing;being alfo fupported with tyranny and the {word (for it is death to fpeake 
there againtt ir; )and laftly where 1¢ is planted rooting out all verrue,all ide | 
and {cience, and in fiimme all liberty and ciuility ; and laying the earth fo wafte, 
difpeopled and vninhabited, that neither it came from God (faue asafcourge by 
permiffion) neither can bring them to God that follow it. Ebbu- 
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Ebbubecher, Omar, Ozman, and Haly, followed Uahomet in the gouernment, 
(the great enlargers of their religion and dominions:) but Ha/y was perfecuted, 
and {laine in the end by the other, for afluming the right of fucceffion , inthar he — 
had married the daughter of their Prophet. From whom the Perfians do challenge 
prioritie of gouernment in mates religion,(the maine caufe of the hatred be- 
tweene them andthe Turks) alledging moreouer, thatthe former three, to con- 
firme their authorities,did falfly addeto the Alcoran,and put out what they lifted; 
and in {uch fore falfified, left it to their followers. Them fucceeded the Caliphs of 
Babylos,who bore both the fpiritizall and temporal iurifdiétion. After, the Lgyp- 
tians {et vp a Caliph of their owne, But in proceffe of time they were both fuppref- 
fed; the one (as hath bene {aid before) by the Tartars , and the other by the Sa/- 
tans. The dignitie amongft the Tarks,with much abatement, doth now remaine in ° 
the Mufties (which name doth fignifie an oracle, or, anfwerer of doubts ) as fuc- 
ceflors to Ebbubecher, Omar and Ozman; the other oth High-priefts and 
Princes; thefe Patriarks, as it were, and Soueraignes of their Religion. Through- 
out the whole Turkz/h territories, there is but one ; who euer refideth in the royall 
Citie,or followes the perfon of the Emperour.He is equall to the ancient Popes; 
_ orrather greater both inrepute and auchoritie. The Grand Signior doth rife at 
his approch to falute him, and fets him by him, and giues him much reuerence. 
His life is onely free from the fword , and his fortunes moft rarely fibie€&t to fub- 
uerfion. The Emperour vndertaketh no high defigne without his approuement.He 
hath power to reuerfe both his fentence, and the fentence of the Déwax, if they be ..- 
not adiudged by him conformable tothe Alcoran; bur his owne is irreuocable.- 
_ In matters of difficultie they repaire to him ; and his expofition ftandeth fora law. |... 
To conclude, he is the fupreme Iudge, and reGifier of all actions, as wellciuillas 
Ecclefiafticall , and an approuer of the iuftice of the military. The place is ginen: 
by the Grand Sigaiors to men profoundly learned in their law, andofknowneinte- | 
gritie. He feldome ftirres abroad, and neuer admits of impertinent conuerfation. 
Grauc is his looke, graue is hisbehauiour, — |

For when any come to him for iudgement, they deliuer him in writing the ftate 
of the queftion; who in writing briefly returnes his oraculous anfwer. He come 
monly weareth a veft of greene, and the greateft Turbant in the Empire: I fhould 
not {peake much out of compaffe, fhould I fay as large in compaffe as a buthell. I 
oft haue bene in this mans Serrag/o, which is neither great in reccit rior beautie; 
et aufwerable to his fall dependancie, and infrequencie of futers. He keepeth in 
bi houfe a Seminary of boyes , who are inftructed in the myfteries of their Law. 
Heisnotreftrained, norreftraineth himfelfe from pluralitie of women. His in- 
comes are great, his disburfings little, and confequently his wealth infinite! yet he 
isa bad pay-maifter of his debts, though they be but trifles. He much delighteth 
in clocks and watches: whereof, as fomefay, he hath not fofew asathoufand. . 
Next in place to the Maftieare the Caaéle/chiers that are Iudges ofthe Armies | 
(butnot to meddle with the /axé/arie) and accompanie the Beglerbegs when they 
go into the field. Of thefe there are onely two: one of the Ewrepean part of the Em- 
pire, and another of the 4/ian. Thefe are alfo elected e the Grana Signior, asthe 
 & C4- 
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Cadies by them (yet tobe allowed by the other, and to kiffe his veft:) of whom 


there is one in euery towne, whobefides their {pirituall funGions, do adminifter 

iuftice betweene partie and partie, and punith offenders.Of inferiour Priefts,there 

be fome particularly appointed to fing at the tops of their fteeples,and to congre- 

gate thepeople; fome to looke tothe Ceremonies, and fome to reade and inter- 

retethe Alcoran. There are alfo other religious Orders , which 1 omit to fpeake 

of, being of their owne taking vp, neither commanded nor commended, and ra- 

ther to be efteemed vagabonds then religious perfons, confider we either their 

life or their habits. | : , 

Among the Tarkifo commandements, one is that drawne originally from our 

Sauiours, Thou fhalt not do what thon would not haue-done to thee: whereupon for 

the moft part their ciuill iuftice is grounded; not difagreeing greatly from be Jaws 

of Mo/es.All eui&tians there,as elfewhere,depend vpon witnefles : yet will not the 

oath of a Chriftian or a Te be received againft a Turke, as willa Twrkes againtt 

them,and theirs one againft another.But the kindred of A¢zhomet haue their fingle 

teftimonies in equall value with the teftimonie of two others : notwithf{tanding the 

oath of a Mahometan will not be taken,if impeached for a drinker of wine,or eater 

of wines flefh.Euery Ba/fa keepes a Dinan ({0 they call the Court of Tuftice)within 

his Prouince: but the higheft of al,andto which they may appeale from all other, is 

that,which is kept foure days of the week in the Grand Signiors Serraglio£c6 whence 
no appeale is admitted but tothe perfon of the Atsftie.

* Ricckiteh, inthe fameroome sri his Court) where all caufes whatfoeuer that are heard, 
*reieder, within the {pace of three dayes are determined , the Great Vizéer Ba/fa being Pre- 
fident of thereft. But Bribery, not knowne vntill lately amongft them, hath fo 

corrupted their integritie , that thofe caufes (if they beare but a colour of right) 

do feldome mifcarry where gifts are the Aduocates: yet this isthe beft of the 

wort, that they quickly know their fuccefles. But many times whenthe oppreffed 

fabicéts can haue no iuftice, they will in troupes attend the comming forth of the 

Emperour , and by burning ftraw on their heads,or holding vp torches, prouoke 

his regard: who brought vnto him by his Mutes, doth receiue their petition;which 

oftentimes turnes to the ruine offome of thofe great ones. For a of pur- 

- chafes,they haue no Indentures, no fines and recoueries. The omitting of a word 
cannot fruftrate their eftates ; nor quirks of law preuaile againft confcience. All _ 

that they haue to fhew is alitle Scedule,called a Hodget or Sige/sonely manifefting 

the pofieffion of the feller, as his of whom he bought it, or from whom it defcen- 
ded vnto him; which vnder-written by the Cadse of the place, doth frufteate all af- 

ter-claimes whatfoeuer. Now the punifhments for offenders, be either pecuniary 

-or corporall.To impofe the former, they will forge all the flanders that they can, 

toeate vpon the leffe circumfpe& Chriftians: but the other are feldome vniuftly 

infli€ted. Their formes of putting to death(befides fuch as are common elfewhere) 

are impaling vpon ftakes , ganching (whichis to be let fall from on high vpon 
“-hookes, and there to hang vntill they die by the anguifh of their wounds, or more 
miferable famine,) and another inuented (but now not here vfed) to the terror of 

“mankind, by fome diuellith Persdes, who deferued to haue firft cafted of his owne 


muen- 
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inuention: yiz. they twitch the offender about the waift wich a towell, enforcing 
him to draw vp his breath by often pricking him in the body ,vntil they haue drawn 
him within the compaffe of a {pan; then tying it hard, they cut him off in the mids 
die, and ferting the body on a hot plate of copper,which feareth the veines, they 
fo-vp-proppesg him during their cruell pleafure: who not only retaineth his fenfe, 
but the faculcies of difCourfe,vntill he be taken downe; and then departeth in an itis 
ftant. But liccle faules are chaftifed by blowes receiued on the foles of the feet with 
a baftiniado, by hundreds at a time, according to the qualitie of the mifdeméanor. 
A terrible paine that extendeth to all the parts of the body : yet haue I feene ther 
taken for money. The maifter alfo in this fort doth correct his flaue: but paretits 
their children with ftripes on the belly. The Swba/bie is as the Conftable of a Citie, 
both to fearch out and punifh offences. . x oe 

It remaineth now that we {peake of the perfons of the Turks, their difpofitions, 
manners and fafhions. They * generally well complexioned, of good ftatures, 
and full bodies, proportionably compacted. They nourifh no haire about them, 
buc a locke onthe crowne, and on their faces onely ; efteeming it more cleanly, 
and to be the better prepared for their fiperftitious wafhings. But their beards 
chey weare at fulllength, the marke of their affeCted grauitie, and token of free- 
dome, (for flaues haue theirs fhauen) infomuch that they will {coffe at fuch Chri- 
 ftians as cur,or naturally wantthem,as if fuffering themfclues to be abufed againft 
nature. All of chem weare on their heads white Shafhes and Turbants,the badge 
oftheir religion: as is the folding of the one,and fize of. the other, of their vocatie 
‘ons and qualitie. Shafhes'are long towels of Callico wound about their heads: 
Turbants are made like great globes, of callico too,& thwarted with roules of the 
fame; hauing little copped caps on the top,of greene or-red veluet, being onel 

wome by perfons of ranke, and he the greateft that weareth thegreateft, the Muf: 
ties excepted,which ouer-fizesthe Emperours. sind though many Orders haue 
particular ornaments appointed for their heads , yet weare they thefe promifcu- 
oufly. Itis an efpeciall fauour in the Tarke to fuffer the Chriftian tributary Prin- 
ces and their chiefeft Nobles to weare white heads inthe Citie : but in them,what 
better chen an apoftaticall infinuation ? But to begin from the skin ; the next that. 
they weare is a {mock of callico,with ample fleeues, much longer then their armes: 
-vnder this a paire of calfouns of the fame,which reach to their ancles, the reft na- 
ked ; and going in yellow or red flip-fhooes, picked at the toe, and plated on the 
fole : ouer all chey weare a halfe-fleeued coare girt vntothem witha towell : their 
necke all bare: and this within doores is their fommer accoutroment. Quer all 
when they go abroad they weare gownes , fome with wide halfc fleeues, ( which 
more particularly 7 to the Grecians,) others with long hanging fleenes and 
the gownes burtened before : and a third fort worne by the meanerfort, reaching _ 
buca little below the knee, with hanging fleeues not much longer then the arme, 
and open before; but all of them vngathered in the fhoulders. In the winter they 
adde to the former,calfouns of cloth which about the {mall of the legge are fewed 
to (hort fmooth buskins of leather without foles , fit for the foote as a gloue for 
the hand: lining their gownes with furre, as they do their coates ; — the 
~ fleeues (or quilted waiftcoates vnder them) reaching clofe to their writts. Th 
weare no gloues. At their girdles they weare long handkerchers, fome of them ad- 
mirable for value and workmanfhip. They neuer alter their fafhions : not greatly 
differing in the great and vulgar more then inthe — . Cloth of tifhue , Fr] 
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gold and filuer, veluet, {carler, fattin, damaske, chamolets , lined with fables, and 
other coftly furres, and with martins, fquerrils, foxes,and conyskins;worne accor- 
ding to their feverall qualities. But the common weare is violet cloth. They retaine 
the old worlds cuftome in giuing change of garments: which they may aptly do, 
when onevelt ficteth all men,and is ofeuery mans fafhion.The Clergie go much 
in greene , it being A¢4ahomets colour; and his kinfmen in greene {hafhes, who 
are called Emers,which is Lords: the women alfo weare fomething of greene on 
their heads, to be knowne. There liues not a race of ill-fauoureder people ; bran- 
ded perhaps by God for the finne of their feducing anceftor, and their owne wic- 
ked affuming of hereditary holineffe. But if a Chriftian out of ignorance weare 
greene, he fhall haue his clothes torne off from his back, and perhaps be well bea- 
ten. They carry no weapons about them in the Citic; ‘onely they thruft vnder 
their girdles great crooked kniues of adagger-like fize, in fheaths of mettall; the 
hafts and fheaths of many being fet with {tones , and fome of them worth fiue 
hundred Sultanies. The canes their bodies vpright , of a ftarely gate, and elated 
countenance. In their familiar falutations they lay their hands on their bofomes, 
and alittle decline their bodies : but when they falute a perfon of great ranke,they 
bow aloft to the ground,and kiffe the hemme of his garment. The ornaments 
of their heads they neuer put off vpon any occafion.Some of them perfume their 
beards with amber, and the infides of their Turbants : and all of them affe& clean- 
lineffe fo religioufly, that befides their cuftomary lotions, and dayly frequenti 
of the Bannias, they neuer fo much as make water,but they wafh:both their hands 
and prinicies: at which bufineffe they fequefter themfelues,and couch to the earths 
reuiling the Chriftian whom they fee piffing againft a wall and fometimes ftriking 
him.Thisthey do to preuent that any part of either excrement fhould touch their 
garments, efteeming it a aere aN hindering the acceptation of prayer, who 
then are to be moft pure both in heart and habite. So flouthfull they be, that they 
neuer walke vp and downe for recreation, nor vfe any other exercifc but fhooting: 
wherein they take as little paines as may be, fitting on carpets in the fhadow, and 
fending their flaues for their arrowes. They alfo fhoote againft earthen wals, euer 
kept moift in {hops and private houfes for that purpofe, ftanding not aboue fixe 
paces from the marke , and that with fuch violence, that the arrow paffes nat fel- 
dome through: nay I haue feene their arrowes fhot by our Embaffadour through 
targets offtecle , peeces of brafle two inches thicke; and through wood,with an 
atrow headed with wood,of eight inches. Their bows are for forme and length nor 
vnlike the lath ofa large croflebow, made of the hornes of Buffolges, intermixed 
with finewes,of admirable workmanfhip, and fome of them exquifitly gilded. Al- 
though there be wraftlers amongft them, yet they be fuch as do it to delight the 
| aa and do make it their profeffion; as do thofe that walkevpon ropes, where- 
in the Turkes are mofk expert; going about when they haue done,to every parti- 
cular {pectator for his voluntary beneuolence. Of cards and dice they are happil 
ignorant ; but at cheffe they will play all the daylong: a {port that agreeth well 
with their fedentary vacancie; wherein notwithftanding they auoid the difhoneft 
hazard of mony. The better fort take great delight in their horfes,which arc beau- 
tifull to the eye, and well ridden forferuice , but quickly iaded if held to a good 
roundrrot (for amble they do not) in an indifferent iourney. But the Turkes do 
not lightly ride fo faft as to put chem vnto either. Their faddles be hard and deepe, 
though not great, plated behind and before; and fome of them with filuer, as are 


their 
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their maffie ftirrops, and the raines of their bridles , fired vnto thgir coftly capari~ 
fons. When they ftand in the ftable they feede them forthe moft pate, if notalto- 
gether, with barley; being here of finall value, and onely feruing for that purpofe. 
They litter them in their owne dung, firft dried in the Sunne and puluerated,which 
keepes their skinns cleane, {moothe, and fhining. 7 

The Turkes do greatly reuerence their parents, (fo commanded to do by their 
law) as the Inferior his Superior, and the young theaged, readily giuing the prio- 
rity to whom it belongeth, (the left hand as they goin the ftreets me te before 
the right, in chatmade maifters thereby of the{word of the other, andthe chiefeft 
place the fartheft from the wall) liuing together as ifall ofa brotherhood. Yet giue 
they no entertainement vnto one another , norcome there any into their houfes 
but vpon fpeciall occafion, and thofe but into the publike parts thereof; their wo- 

_ men being neuer feene but by the Nurfes and Kunukes which attend on them.Yea 
fo iealous they are, that their fons when they come to growth are feparated from 
them. As their houfes ate meane, fo are their furnitures: hauing nothing on the 
infide but bare white walls, vnleffe it be fome efpeciall roome,in the houfe offome 

of high quality. Bue the ‘roofes of many of them are curioufly feeled with in- 
laid iat pry tee with gold and azure ofan exceffiue coftlinefle; the greater 
part of the floore, and thata little aduanced, being couered with Twrkée carpets, 
whereon whenthey tread they do put off their flipfhooes. Many of their roomes 
haue great out windowes, where they fiton cufhions in the heate of the day. They 
lie vpon mattrefles, fome of filke, fome of {tained linnen, with bolfters of the fame, 
and quilts chat are fucable, but much in their clothes , the caufe perhaps that they 
are fo loufie. Nor fhame they thereat: many fhall youfee fit publikely a loufing 
themfelues in the Sunne; and thofeno meane perfons. They haue neither tables 
nor ftooles in their houfes, but fit croflegd on the floore at their viGtuals , all in a 
ring. In {tead ofa cloth, they haue askin {pread before them; butthe better fort fit 
abouta round boord, ftanding ona foote not paft halfe a foote high , and brimd 
like a charger. Their difhes haue feete like ftanding bolles, and are fo fet one vpon 
another, that you may eate of each without the remouing of any. Their moft ordi- 
nary foode is pillaw, that is, rice which hath bene fod with the fat of mutton. Por« 
tage they vfe of fundry kindes, egges fried in hony , tanfies, (or fomething like 
them) patties of fundrie ingredients:the little flefh which they eate is cutinto gob- 
bits, 8¢ either fod,or tofted in a furnace. But I thinke there is more in London {pent 
in one day then is in this Citie intwenty. Fifh they haue in indifferent quantity. 

Buc the commons do commonly feede on herbes, fruites,rootes, onions, garlicke, 
abeaftly kind of vnpreffed cheefe that lieth in alumpe; hodgpodges made of flo- 
wer, milke, and hony, &c. fo that they liue for little or nothing , confidering their 
fare, and the plenty ofall things. They are waited vpon by their flaues giuen them, 
or purchafed with their fwords, or money: of thefe to haue many itis accounted 
for great riches. When ene hath fed fufficiently he rifeth, and another taketh his 
roome,and fo continue to do vntill all be fatisfied. They eate three times a dav,but 
when they feaft they fic all the day long, vnleffe they rife to exonerate nature, and 
forthwith retume againe. They abftaine from hogs-fleth, from bloud,& from what 
hath died ofit felfe,vnleffe in cafes of neceffity. Their v{uall drinke is pure water,yet 
haue they fundry Sherbets, (fo call they the confections which they infufe into it) 
fome made of {ugar and lemons, fome of violets, and the like, ( whereof fome are 
mixed with amber) which the richer fort diffolue thereinto. The hony of S#vis ex- 
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cellent for that purpofe , and they make another of the iuice of Raifins , of little 
coft, and moft vfually drunke of. Wine is prohibited them by their Alcoran: they 
plant none, they buy none: but nowto that liberty they are growne (the naturall 
Turke excepted ) that they will quaffe freely when they come to the houfe of a 
Chriftian: infomuch as I haue feene but few go away vnled from the Embaffadors 
table. Yer the feared diforders that might enfue thereof, have bene an occafion 
that diuers times all che wine jn the Citie hath bene ftaued(except in Embaffadors 
houfes)and death hath bene made the penalty vnto fuch as preftumed to bring any 
in. They preferre our beere aboue all other drinks. And confidering that wine is 
forbidden, that water is with the raweft ( efpecially in this clime ) the deareneffe of 
Sherbets,and plenty of Barley( ee, fold notfor aboue nine pence a bufhel) 
no doubt but it would proue infinitely profitable to fuch as fhouldbring in the vfe 
thereof amongft them.Although they be defticute of Tauerns, yet haue they their 
Coffa-houfes, which fomething refemble them. There fit they chatting moft of 
the day; and fippe ofa drinke called Coffa (of the berry that it is made of ) in little 
China difhes, as hot as they can fuffer it: blacke as foore,and tafting not much vn- 
like it ( why not that blacke broth which was in vie amongft the Lacedemonians?) 
which helpeth, as they fay, digeftion, and procureth alacrity : many of the Coffa- 
men keeping beautifull boyes,who ferue as ftales to procure them cuftomers. The - 
‘Turkes are alfo incredible takers of Opswms, whereof the lefler fis affordeth them 
plenty: carrying it about them both in peace and in warre; which they fay expel- 
leth all feare, and makes chem couragious: but I rather thinke giddy headed, and 
turbulent dreamers; by them, as fhould feeme by what hath bene iid , religioufly 
affe€ted. And perhaps for the felfe fame caufe they alfo delight in Tobacco ; they 
take it through reeds that haue ioyned ynto them great heads of wood to con- 
taine it: I doubtnotbut lately taught chem, as broughe them by the Englith : and 
werc it not fometimes lookt into (for AMforat Baffa not long fince commanded a 
pipe to be thruft through the nofe of a Turke , and foto be led in derifion through 
the Citie,) no queftion but it would proue a principall commodity.Neuerthelefle 
they will take it in comets,and are {o ignorant therein,that that which in England 
is not faleable, doth paffe here amongft them for moftexcellent. | 
They are by their lee in generall exhorted to marry, for the propagation o 
their Religion : andhe ill — of that forbeareth fo to do vntill the age of fiue 
and rwenty.Euery manis allowed foure wiues,who areto be of his owne religion, 
and as many concubine flaues as he is able to keepe of what religion foeuer. For 
God (faith the Alcoran) that is good and gracious , exacteth not of vs what is 
harfh and burdenfome; but permits vs the nightly company of women:well know- 
ing that abftinency in thatkind is both ip andimpoffible. Yet are they to 
meddle with none but thejr owne peculiars: the offending woman they drowne, 
and the man they ganth. They buy their wiues of their parents,and record the con- 
era&t before the Cads , which they after folemnize in thisgnanner. Many women 
are inuited by the mother of the Bride to accompany her the night before the 
mariage day ; whereof they fpenda great part in feafting; then leade they her in- 
co abath, where they annoynt andbathe her: fo breaking company they depart 
vnto their feuerall refts, and in che morning returne to her chamber: where they 
tricke her in her richeft ornaments, tying on her filken buskins with knots eafily not 
vnknit. The Bridegroome hauing feafted a number in like manner: in the morning, 
they alfo repaire to his houfe, in their beft apparell, and gallantly mounted , from 


whence

whence they fet forward by two and by two, to fetch home the Bride , accompa- 
nied with muficke,and conducted by the Sagdich , who is the neareft of his kind- 
red.Vnto whom the Bride is deliuered with her face clofe couered: who fet aftride 
on horfebacke, hath a Canopy carried ouer her; in fuch foit as no part of her is to 
be difcerned. So the troup returning in order as they came:after thé are carried in 
Sctpets(a kind of baskets) their prefents,and apparell, then followeth fhe,and laft- 
ly her flaues, ifany haue bene giuen her. The Bridegroome fkandeth at his doore 
to receiuc her,who is honoured by his guefts/yet go they notin) with fundry pre- 
fents before their departure. If fhe be of quality, fhe is led to the Bridechamber by 
an Eunuch , where women ftand prepared to vndrefle her. But the Bridegroome 
himfelfe muft vnty herbuskins (as amongft the Romanes they did their girdles) to 
which he is faine to apply his teeth. Now heis to entertaine his wiues with ane- 

uall refpect,alike is heir diet, alike is their apparell ,alike his benevolence (for fuch 
feces {tuffe is contained in the precepts of their Doctors ) vnleffe they confent 
to giue or change turnes; or elfe they may complaineto the Cad/,and procure a — 
diuorcement. But the husband may put away his wife at his pleafure: who may After the firft, 
marry vnto another within foure moneths after, prouided fhe proue not with /ath Lavi. 
child, and then not vntill fo long after her deliuery. But ifhe will haue heragaine, poy. 237, _ 
he muft buy her: and ifafter the third diuorce , another is firft to lie with her, asa 
punifhment inflicted for his leuity. They giue him the reuerence of a maifter; they 
are at no timeto deny him their imbracements , whom he toucherh not againe 
vntill they haue bene atthe Basares. They receiue chaftifement from him , and 
that they hold to be an argument of his affection. They feede apart, and intermed- 
dle not with houfhold affaires. All that is required at their hands is to content their 
husbands, to nurfe their owne children, and to liue peaceably together: which 
they do (and which is ftrange)with no great iealoufie,or enuy.No male accompa- 
nies them aboue twelue yeares old, except they be Eunuchs: and fo ftri@ly are. 
they guarded, as feldome feene to looke out at their doores. They be women of =~ 
elegant beauties, for the moft part ruddy,cleare,and finooth as the polifhed iuorys. 
being neuer ruffled by the weather, and daily frequenting the Basaizs, but withall 
by ie felfefame meanes they fodainly wither. Greateyes they haue in principall 
repute: affected both by the Turkes and the Grecéans , as it fhould feeme from the 
beginning. For A4ahomet doth promife women with fuch, (nay as big as egges) 
in his imaginary Paradife : which Homer attributes,as an efpeciallexcellency, vnto 
lano: |

And of thofe the blacker they be , the more amiable : infomuch that they putbe- 
tweene the eye-lids and the eye acertaine blacke powdgr with a fine long penfil, 
made ofa minerall brought from the kingdome of Fez, and called Alcohole; which 
by the not difgracefilly —_ of the lids doth better fet’ forth the whiteneffe of 
the eye: and though it rrouble for a time, yet it comforteth the fight arid repelleh 
ill humors.Into the fame hue(but likely they wor do they die -_ eye- 
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breis, and eye-browes: (the latter by art made high, halfe circular,and to meete, if 
naturally they do not )fo do they the haire of their heads:

asa foyle that maketh the white feeme whiter , and more becoming their other 

perfeétions. They part it before in the midft, and — it behind , yet fometimes 

wearing it difheueled. They paint their nailes with a yellowifh red. They weare on 

the top of their heads a cap not vnlike the cop of a fugar lofe, yet alittle flat, of 
paift-boord, and couered with cloth of filuer or tifhue. Their vnder-garments 

(which within doores are their vppermoft) do little differ from thofe that be 

worne by the men, which we will prefentto the eye to auoide repetition. 
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hanging ouer their hands; hauing buskins on their legs, and their heads and fa- 
ces {o mabled in fine linney, that no moreis to be feene of them then their eyes: 
nor that of fome,who logke as through the fight of a Beuer. For they are forbid- 
den by the Alcoran to difclofe their beauties vnto any, but vnto their fathers and 
husbands. They neuer ftirre forth , but (and then alwaies in troupes ) to pray at 
the graues, and to the publike Baszics: which for excellency of buildings are nexe 
to their Mofques. Bur hauing in part already defcribed fome.of their formes, I will 
a little treate of their vfe: which haue bene in times paft, and are at this prefent, in 
fuch requeft with thefe nations(as once with the Romanes, as may appeare by. cheir 
regardable ruines ) that few but frequent them twice in the weeke; as well for their 
health, as for delight and cleanlineffe. For the ftomacks crudities, proceeding 
from their vfuall eating of fruites, and drinking of water , is thereby concocted : 
which alfo after exercife and trauell reftoreth to the wearied body a wonderfull 
alacrity. .

The men take them vp in the moming , andin the afternoone the women. But 
both aniongft the Romanes did ordinarily frequent them together: a cuftome, as 
they fay; continued in Switferland at this day, and that among the moft modeft. 
The men areattended vpon by men, and the. women by women; in the outermoft 
roome they put off their cloathes, and hauing aporns of ftainedlinnen tied about 
their waifts , then entring the baths to what degree of heate thar they pleafe, ( for 
{euerall roomes, and feuerall parts of them are of feuerall temperatures, as is the 
water let in by cocks to wafh the fweate and filth of the body ) the feruitors wath 
them , rub them ,: ftretch out their ioynts, and cleanfe their skins with a peece of 
rough progerain , which done, they fhaue the heads and bodies of men, or take 
away the haire with a compofition of Rufima : minerall of Cypris) and vnfleake 
lime: who returning torhe place where they left theircloathes,are dried with freth 
linnen; and for all this they pay not abouethree or foure Afpers: fo lictle,in that 
endued with reuenewes by their Founders. Burthe women, do annoine their 
bodies with an oyntment made of the earth of Chios, which maketh the skin 
foft, white, and fhining; extending that on the face, and freeing it from wrinkles. 
Much vnnaturall and filthic luft is faid to be committed daily in the remore clofets 
of thefe darkefome Bannias: yeawomenwith women;a thing vncredible,if former 
times had nor giuen thereunto both detection, and punifhment. They haue gene- 
rally the fweeteft children that euer Ifaw; partly proceeding trom their frequent 
bathings,and affeted cleanlinefle.As we beare ours in our armes,fo they do eae 
aftride on their fhoulders. 

Now next to their wiues we may fpeake of their flaues : for little difference is 
there made betweene them : who are Chriftians taken in the warres, or purchafed _ 
with theirmoney. Of thefe there are weekly markets in the Citie, where they are 
tobe fold as horfesin Faires: che men being rated according to their faculties , or 

erfonall abilities; as the women for their youths and beauties: who are fet out in 
on becoming attires, and with their afpects of pity and affection, endeuour to 
allure the Chriftians to buy chem, as expecting from them amore eafie feruitude, 
| and 
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and continuance of religion : when being thrall tothe Twrke,they are often infor. 
ced to renounce it for their better entertainment. Of them there be many of excel- 
lent outward perfeétion: and when the buyer: hath agreed of the price (but yet

etiento the fearch of her mouth, and affurance (if fo fhe be faid to be) of her vir- 
-ginitie. Their maifters may lie with them, chaftife them, neo and fell thems 
at their pleafurre. Buta Chriftian will nor lightly fell her whom he hath layen with 
bur giue her herlibertie. If any of their flaues will become Mahometans they are 
difcharged of their bondage : but if a flaue to.a Turke, he onely is the better in- 
treated. The Tarkes do vie their bond-women with litle leffe refpe@ then theic 
wiues; and make no difference betweene the children begotten ae one 
and the other : who liue tog “ther without iealo ufie, it being allowed by their irre- 
ligiousreligion. Notwith{tanding their wiues do onely receiue, as proper vnto 
them, their Sabboths beneuolence. The old and the moft deformed, are put to 
moft drudgery. The men-flaues may compell their maifters before the Cadie , to 
limit the time of their bondage, or feta price of their redemption, or elfe to fell 
chem vnto another: but whether of the two, they lightyt erre to the flaues ele- 
Gtion. Ifthey be onely fic for labour, they will accept of the time s but if skilfull in 
any craft, of the price : which expired, or payed they may retume into their coun- 
tries. But eo are feldome releafed, in regard of their {mall number, aud 
much employment which they haue for them: nor thofe that are flaues vnto 
great ones ,to whom the Cazes authoritie extends not. Many of the children that 
the Turkes do buy (for thefe markets do affoord of all ages) they caftrate, making 
all (nooth as the backe of the hand, (whereof diuers do die in the cutting) who 
fupply the v fes of nature with a filuer quill which they weare in their Turbants. In 
times paft,they did but onely geld them : but being admitted to the free conuerfe 
of their women, it was obferued by fome,that they more then befittingly deligh-_ 
ted in their focieties. For according to the Satyre,

But others fay, that Se/ymus the fecond, hauing feene a gelding couer a mare, 
brought in amongft them that inhumane cuftome. The firft that euer made Eu- 
nuch,was Sessyramis. They are here in great repute with theix mafters,trufted with 


their 
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their ftates, the gouernment of their women and houfes in their abfence : hauing 
for the moft part bene approved faithfull, wife, and couragious ; infomuch as not 
a few of them haue come to fic at the fterne of State, (the fecond Vizer of the 
Portbeing now an Eunuke:)and others to the gouernment of armies. | 
But now fpeake we of theirfunerals. After their death,the men bythe men, 
and the women by the women are laid outin the midft of the roome. When divers 
of their Priefts do affemble, and hauing performed certaine idle ceremonies, as in 
wrapping their beades about it, and in the often.turning it, inuoking God to 
haue mercy on the departed : whestuseme, they wath it, fhaue it, and fhrond it in 
linnen, which they leaue vntied both atthe head and feet. Then lay they the corfe 
ona beare, placing a Turbant at the vpper end, and carrying it to the graue with 
the head forward : fome of the Deruiles going before with tapers , tie Priefts af 
ter finging, and laftly his fricnds and acquaintance. But perfons of principal qua- 
litie haue their horfes led before them , with enfignes trailed on the earth , at O- 
ther rites of that nature; divers of the Santons soing before, naming of God, and 
fhaking oftheir heads, and turning about vntill they fall downe giddie, The fides 
and bottome of the graue are boorded, and a boord layd ouer the corfe tokeepe 
the earth fromit, leauing a fufficient compaffe to kneele in. For they are of opi- 
nion that two terrible pee called Afongir and Guauequér, do prefently repaire 
vnto the graue, and put the foule againe into the body, as if (faith the Alcoran) a 
man fhould put ona fhirt : and raifing him on hisknees,with his head vncovered, 
_ <the winding theet being left vnknit for chat ‘el eeg demand of him in particular 
how he hath behaued himfelfe ‘in this life : which if not well, theone tikes him 
on the head with a hammer nine fathoms into the earth, the other tearing him 
with an iron hooke; and fo continue to tormenthim vntill the day ofiudgement. 
A Purgatory fo feared, that in their Matins they petition God to deliver them 
from the exatninations of the blacke Angels,the tortures of the praue,and their e- 
uill iourney. But ifhe haue fatisfifed them in his reply, they vanith away, andtwo 
white Angels come in their — , the one laying his arme vnder his head , the 
other fitting athis feet, and fo protec him vntill daomes day. The Emperours, 
andfome of the greac Ba/fas (whereof we haue fpoken fufficiently before) haue 
their particular A2dfolewms. Thofe of a fecondcondition are buried in their gar- 
dens, in epulchers without couers, filled within with earth, and fet with varietic of 
flowers: according to the cuftome of the Pythagoreans, and vniuerfall withes of

They being (as they thought) fenfible of burdens, and delighted with fauours,or - 
with the honour therein done them. But the common fort are buried by thehigh 
way fides,and fields of moft pt a ey te to the Citie, hauing a ftone of 
white marble morethen a foot broad and fourefeethigh , ingrauen with Turkith 
charaGers,ereéted at the head, and another atthe feet, the graue betweene lying 
Jow like atrough. To thefe the women flocke euery Thurfday in multitudes wees 
ping ouer their children, husbands, kinsfolks, and dead progenitors , often kiffing 
the {tones, and prayitie for theic deliuery from the aforefaid blacke torturers : ma+ 
ny times leauing bread and meate on their graues (a cuftome allo of the Pagans) 
oF 
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for dogs and birds to deuoure, as well as to relieue the poore: being held an auail- 
able almes for the deceaffed. The better fort do mourne in white (as for blacke, I 
neuer faw it worne by a Turke) and but fora lictle feafon. And the women are not 
to marry by their law vntill fouremoneths and ten dayes after the deaths of their 
husbands, a : a 

To {peake a word or two of their {ciences and trades : fome of them haue fome 
little knowledge in Philofophie. Neceffitie hath taught them Phyficke; rather had 
from experience then the grounds of Art. In Aftronomie they haue fome infight: 


and many there are that vndertaketo tell forensaeseD-hefe frequently fit inthe ft:eets 


of the Citie,reforted vnto by fuch asare to take a iourny,or go about any bufines 


ofimportance. They haue a good gift in Poetry, wherein they chant their amours : 


in the Perfige tongue to vile muficke; yer are they forbidden fo to do by their law: 
Gitternes, Harpes andRecorders being their principall inftruménts. But their 
lowd inftruments do rather affright then delight the hearing. On atime the Grand 
Signior was perfwaded to heare fome choife /ta/ian muficke: but the foolifh Mu- 
fitians .( whofe wit lay onely in the ends of their fingers) {pent fomuchtime 
in vnfeafonable tuning , that he commanded them to auoid; belike efteeming 
the reft to be anfwerable. They ftudy notRhetorick, as fufficiently therein inftru- 
éed by nature; nor Logick, fince it ferues as well to delude as informe; and that 
wifedome (according to the opinion of the Epicures) may be comprehended in 
laine and dire& expreffions. Some there be amongft them that write hiftories, 
few reade them; thinking that none can write of times paft truly, fince none 
dare write the truth of the prefent.. Printing they reiect; per = for feare left the 
vniuerfality of learning fhould fubuert their falfe grounded religion and policy; 
which is better preferued by an ignorant obedience: moreouer a number that 
liue by writing, would be vndonce , who are for the moft part of the Priefthood, 
The Turkifb tongue is lofty in found, but poore oft felfe in fub{tance: for bein 
originally che Tartarian,who were needy ignorant paftors,they were conftrained 
to borrow their termes of State and office from the Perfians, (vpon whofe ruines 
they erected their — ¢,) of Religion (being formerly Pagans) from the % 
rabians,as they did of maritim names (together with the skill.) fromthe Greekes 
and Italians.In Natolia it is moft generally fpoken. They vieYasthe Perfians) the 
Arabike character. In writing they leaue out the vowels,vnleffe it bein the end of a 
word; fo that much is contriued in alittle roome. They curioufly flecke their pa- 
per,which is thicke; much of it being coloured and dapled like chamolets.done by 
atricke they haue in dipping it in the water. They haue Painters amongtt them, 
* exquifite in their kind, (for they are not to draw by their law,nor to haue the figure 
ofany thing liuing) yet now many priuatly begin to infringe that precept; ce the 
Grand Signtor himfelfe hatha fanne,whereon the battels of Hungary are painted. 
Colours alfo they haue, notleffe faire then durable. Euery one hath fome trade 
or other : nowfo much as the Grand Signior excepted. Their trades are lightly fuch 
as ferne for their owne vfes;, neither much fupplying forraine Marts, nor frequen- 
ting them. A lazy people, hat worke but by fits; and more efteeme of their eafe, 
then their profit: yet are they exceffiue couctous. And although they haue not the 
wit to deceiue (for they be groffe headed) yethaye they the will; breaking all com- 
pacts with the Chriftians that they find difcommodious: fo that they feldome will 
deale with them. But with one another they buy and fell oftely for ready monys 
wherein the moft of their fubftance confilteth ; the occafion that few fuites do 
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happen amongft' them. I haue fpoken fufficiently, at leaf whar I can, of this 
Nation in generall : now conuert we to the Perfon and Court ofthis Swltaz. 
Heis, in this yeare 1610, about the age of three and twenty, ftrongly limd,& of 
aiuft ftacure, yet greatly inclining to be fat : infomuch as fometimes he is ready to 
choke as he feeds and fomedo purpofely attend to free him from that danger: His 
face is full and duely proportioned: onely his eyes are extraordinary great,by them 
efteemed (as is faid before)an excellency in beauty.Fleame hath tie predominan- 
~ -¢y in his complexion.He hath a litle haire on ‘his vpper lip,but leffe on his chinjof'a 
darkfome calour. His afpectis as hauty as his Empure is paves he beginneth alrea-. 
_ dyto abftaine from exercife; yet are there pillars with infcriptions in his Serragl:o, 
betweene which he threw a great iron mace, that memorife both his ftrength, and 
actiuity. Being on a time rebuked by his facher (Mshomet that he negleaed fo 
much his exercifes and ftudies, he made thisreply: that, Now he was too old to. 
‘begin to learnes incimating thereby that his life was to determine with his fathers: 
whcreat the Sa/fa2 wept bicterly.For he then had two elder brothers, of whom the 
eldeft was ftrangled in the prefence of his father vpon a falfe fufpition of treafon; 
and the otherbya naturall death did open his way tothe Empire. Perhaps the 
co; fideration thereof hath made him keepe his younger brother aline, contrary 
to their cruell cuflome: yet ftrongly guarded, and kepe within his Serraglio. For 
he is ofno bloudy difpofition, nor otherwif sa ee vicious, confidering the 
aufterity of that gouernment,: and immunices of their Religion. Yctis he anva- 
relenting punifherof dffences;,, euen in his awne houfhold :. hauing caufed eight 
of his Pages, at-my being there, tobe shrowne into the Sea for Sodomy ( an: 
ordinary crime, if efteemed a crime, in that nation) in thenight time; being ecto. 
know by thie report of a Cannon that his will was fulfilled.1 Amongft. whom, ‘it 
was giuent-ont t iat the Vice-royes natural fonne of Sicilia was one(a youth lately 
taken prifoner, and prefented ynco him ) yet but fo faid to be,to difhearten fuch as 
fhould practife h:s efcape. His valourrefts yervntried, hauing made no warre but 
by difputation: nor is it thought that he greatly affects it defpairing of long life in 
regarcofhis corpulency. VW '‘ereuponhe is now building a magnificent Mofque, 
for the health of his foule, all of white marble; arthe Eaft end, and South fide of 
the Hippodroms where he firft broke the earth, arid wrought three houres in per- : 
* fon. The like did the 32/72: bringing with chem prefents ‘of money, and flaucs to 
further che building. His occupation (fot they are all tied to haue one) is the ma- 
king of iuory rings,which they weare on their thumbs when they fhoote,whereup- 
on Fe workes daily. His Turban is like in fhape to a pumpion, bur thrice as great. 
His vnder and vpper garmetysate lightly of hie factin, or cloch of filuer tithued 
with an eye of greene,and wreughtin greatbranches. He hath not fo few as foure — 
thoufand perfons that feede and jue within his Serragho,befides Capagies o&whom 
there.are iehenieed attired hike Jenizerses, but onely chat they want the focket 
in the front of their bonnets, wha waite by fifties a¢ euery gates ‘Fheghiefe officers 
of his Coutare the Mailter(as we may sermehim) of the Requefts,the Treafurer, 
and Steward of his houfhold, his Cupbeareg, the Aga of the women, the Con- 
trouler of the Jemoglans:who alfo ftecreth-his barge,and is the principall Gardiner. 
Diuers of thef: /emog/ans marching before the.Graad Ségvior at{olermne thewes, in 
avaine oftentation of whatthey would vndeigo for their Lord, gathering. vp. the 
skin of theirtemplesdo theuft quils chrough, and fticke therin feathers for a greater 
bravery: fo weaning them sa sheir no {mall wouble, ren putiifies; fome 
| : when 
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when the old breaks cut, cutting new holes clofe to the broken. Yea the ftandard- 

bearers of this crew thruft the ftaues fometimes of rheir ftandards through the skin 

and fat of their bellies, Fi lowerend ona — of leather and fo beare 
P 





them through the Citie. Fiftty, Muces he hath borne deafe and dumbe , where- 
of fome few be his daily compantons ; the reft are his Pages. It is a wonderfull 
. thing to fee how readily they can apprehend,and relate by fignes, euen matters of 
great difficulty. Notto fpeake of the multitude of Eunuchs , the footmen of his 
guard,cookes,{herbet-men, (who make the forefaid beurage) gardeners, & horfe- 
keepers. Relate we now of his women: wherein we will include-thofe as well with- 
out as within his Serragizo. - . a , oom 
And firft begin we with his Virgins, of whom there feldome are fo few as fiue 

hundred, kept in a Serraglioby themfelues,and attended on onzly by women,and 
Eumuchs. They all of them are his flaues; either taken in the warres , ot from their 
Chriftian parents : and are indeede the choifeft beauties of the Empire. They are. 
notto be prefented to the Emperour , vntill cercaine moneths be expired after 
their entrance, in which time they are purged and dieted , according to the cue 
{tome of the ancient Per/tans. When it is his pleafure to haue ong a, Sea ranckt 
- ina gallery and fhe prepareth for his bed cowhom he giueth his hankercher: who 
is deliuered to the aforefaid 4a of the women (a Negro Eunuch ) and condu- 
ed by him into the Salt.ns Serraglie. She that beareth him the firft fonne is ho- 
noured with the title of Sultans. But for all his multitude of women , he hath yee 
begorten but two fonnes and three daughters , though he be thatway vnfatiably 
giuen, (perhaps the canfe thathe hath fo few) and vfeth all forts of foods that may 
inable performance. ‘He cannot make a free woman his concubine: nor have-to 
do with her whom he hath freed , vnlefle he do marry her; it Being well knowne to 
the wickedly witty Roxelana:who 2 sepa a are defirous for the health, 
forfooth, of her foule to erée& a Temple, with an hofpitall, imparting her mind to 
the A/nft#, was told ‘by him that it would not be acceptable to God, if built by a 
bondwoman. Whereupon fhe put ona habite of a counterfet forrow; which pof- 
- feftthe doting So/ymen with fuch a compaffion , that he forthwith gaue her her 
freedomie that {he might purfue her inténtion.But hauing after a while {cnt for her 
by an Eunuch, fhe cunningly excufed her not coming , as touched in confcience . 
with the volawfulneffe ofthe fa@; now:being free, and therefore not to confent 
vnto his pleafure. So he whofe foule did abide in her,and not able to line without 
ler, was conftrained to marry her. The onely marke that fhe aimed at, and where- 
on fhe grounded herfuccecding tragedies. This alfo hath married his concubine, 
the mother of his yonger fonne, (fhe being dead by whom he had the eldeft) who 
with all the practifes of a politicke ftepdame endevonrs to fettle the ficceffion on 
her owne, adding , as itis thought, the power-of witch-craft to thacof her beauty, 
fhe being paffionately beloued ofthe Saitan. Y ét is fhe called Ca/ek Cadoun, which 
is, the Lady wythourhaire: by Nature her felfe, both graced, andfhamed. Now 
when one Saltex dieth., all his women are carried into another Serraghe , where 
thofe remaine that were his predeceffors: being there both frilly lookt vnto,and 
liberally prouided for. The Grand Signier not feldome beftowing fome of them (as 
of his Virgins, and the women of his owne sl vpon his great Ba//zs and ‘o- 
thers; which is accounted a principall honour. Butfor his daughters , fifters, and . 
aunts, they haue the Ba//as piuen them for their husbands : the Sa/tanf. aying thus, 
Here sifter , I gine thee this man to thy flaue , together with this dagger, that if he 
) | plesf 


leafe thee not thou maift killhim, Their husbands come not vnto them vntill they 
te called: if but for {peech onely , their fhooes which they put off at the doore 
are therc {uffered to remaine: but ifto lie with them , they are layd ouer the bedb 
an Eunuch, a figne for them to approch; who ereepein vnto thé at thebeds feete, 
<Muflapha and Hadir, (two ofthe Vizers of the Port) haue married this Sw/tans 
fitter, and necce; and Adshomet Ba([a of Cairo, his-daughter, 4 child of fixe yeates 
eld,and he about fiftic, hauing had prefents fent him according to the Twrks/b {o- 
{emnitics:who giueth two hundred thoufand S#/tanées in dowry.Not much in ha- 
bite do the women of the Serragho differ from other, but chat the Fauorite weares 
the ornament of her head ace tial, and of a particular fafhion, of beaten gold, 
and inchaced with gems; from the top whereof there hangeth a veile thatteacheth — 
so her ancles, thereft haue cheir bonncts more depreffed, yet rich; with their haire 
difheueled. _ a 
When the Sultaz entertaineth Embaffadours , he ficteth in a roome of white 
marble, gliftring with gold and ftones, vpon alowthrone, {pred with curious car- 
pets, ret accommodated with cufhions of admirable workmanthip; the Ba/zs of 
the Bench being by , who ftand like fo many ftacues without f{peech or motion. 
Jtis now a cuftomethat none do come into his prefence without prefents , firft 
faftned vpon his Ba//as,as they fay, by.a Per/eaw Embaffadour: whothereupon fent — 
word to the Sophy his maifter that he had conquered Tyrkée. The ftranger that ap-_ 
procheth himis led berweene two:a cuftome obferued euer fince the firlt Armurath 
was flaine by the Seruéien Cobelstz, a common fouldiet ; who in the ouerthrow of 
Coffowa, vifing from amongft the dead bodies, and reeling with his wounds, made 
towards the Sw/saz. then dine a view of the flaine, as ifhe had fomething to fay: 
by whom ad.nitted to fpeech,he forthwith ftabd him with a dagger, hid vnder his 
caffocke for chat purpofe. They go backward from him, & neuer put off their hats: 
the fhewing of the head being held by the Turketo be an opprobrious indecency. 
Now when he goeth abroad, which is lightly euery other Friday ( befides at other 
_ times vponother occafions) vnto the Mofque : and when in ftate, there is not in 
the world to be feene'a greater fpectacle of humane glory, and (if fo I may 
{peake) of fublimated manhood. For although (as hath bene faid) the Temple of 
Sancta Sophia which he moft viually frequenteth, is not aboue a {tones caft from 
the out-moft gate of the Serreglio, yet hath he not fo few as a thoufand horfe (be- 
fides the archers of his guard and other footmen) in that fhort proceffion: the 
way on each fide inclofed as well within as without , with Capagies and lanizaries, 
in Se (carlet gownes, and particular head ornaments. The Chaufes ride formoft 
with their gilded maces; then the Captaines of the /avézaries with their Aga, vext 
the Chiefetaines of the Spachées, after them theit Sanzézks ; thofe of the fouldery 
wearing in the fronts of their bonnets the feathers of the birds of Paradife, bro ught 
out of _4rabia, and by fome elteemed the Phoenix. Then follow the Ba/fas and 
Begler begs : after them the Pretorian footmen called the Se/acchi,whereof there be 
in number three hundred; théfe are attired in calfouns and firiocks of calico, wea- 
ring nomore ouer them then halfe-{leeued coates of crimfon damask, the skirts 
cucke vnder their girdlesshauing plumes of feathers in the top of their copped bon- 
nets; bearing quivers at their backs, with bowes ready bent in their left hands and 
arrowes in their righ’:gliding a long with a marucllous celeriry. After them feaueri 
or nine goodly horfes are led, hauing a and trappings of ineftimable 


value ; followed by the idolized Sw/taz gallantly mounted. About whom there 
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‘runnefortle Peichs (fo'called in that they are naturally Per/rans) in high-crowned 
brimleffe caps of’ beaten gold, with coats of cloth of gold girt to them with a 
girdle called Chechiach : the Pages following in thereare, and other officers of che 
houfhold. But what'rnoft deferueth admiration amongft fo great a concourfe of 
eople, is their generall filence : info muchas had you but onely cares, you might 
ippofe(exceptwhen they falute him with afoft and fhort murmur)that men were 
then folded in fleepe, and the world in midnight. He that brings him good newes 
(as vnto others of inferior condition)receiueth his reward,which they call Afuffo-, 
loke. But this Sultan to auoid abufes in that kind, doth forthwith commic them 
to prifon,vneill their reports be found true or falfe; and then rewards or punifheth 
accordingly. Alchough he {pends moft of his time with his women, yet fometimes 
he recreates bimfelfe in hauking : who for that purpofe hath(I dare not name) how 
many thoufand Faulknersin penfion , difperfed throughout his dominions: and 
many of them cuer attendant. Their long-winged haukes they whiftle not off as 
we do : but putting a bridle abouttheir necks, they make them couch to their fifts, 
& fo galloping to the brooke fling them offat the fowle , being reared fodainly by 
the noyfe ofa drumme that hangs at their pummels , by vfe made cunning in that 
kind of preying. They carry them onthe right hand.A hardy haukeis highly eftee- 
med; and they haue akin ofthem called Shahans, much leffe then a Falcon: yet 
{o ftrangely couragious thatnothing flieth in the aire that they will not bind with. 
They alfo hauke atthe field , for I haue feene them carry fpaniels with them: yet 
thofe in beauty notlike vnto ours, but of'a baftard generation. They feede their 
hatikes with hard egges when fiefh is wanting , and feldome beftow of them the 
Penir. Tom, a, Muing. The old world, as is thought, was ignorant of this port; being rarely , if 
Tit.23. mentioned, by any ancient Author ; fothat faidby fome to haue bene firft inuen- 
ted by Frederick Barbaroffa, during the time thathe beleagred Romse with his army.

Thofe that ferue for that purpofe are ftickle haired,and not vnlike 
to the Irifh grayhounds. 7 _ 
Now the yearely reuenew which he hath to defray his exceffiue disburfinents, 
fuch a world of people depending vpon him , amounts not to abouc fifteene male 
lions of Su/tanies,( befides the entertainment for his Ti#sariots) which is no great 
matter,confidering the ig wrt of his dominions: being poffeft of two Empires 
aboue twenty kingdomes, befide diuers rich and populous Cities ; together with 
the Red , moft of the Mid-land, the Agean, Euxine , and Preponticke {eas. But it 
may be imputed to the barbarous waftes of the Turki/b conquefts:who depopulate 
whole countries,and neuet reedifie what they ruine.So thata great part of his Em- 
pire is but thinly inhabited, (except the Cities ) and that rsd the moft part by 
Chriftians : whofe poucrty is their onely fafety and protectrefle. But his cafuail 
incomes do giue a maine acceffion to his treafury: as taxes, cuftomes,fpoiles, and 
extortions For as in the Sea the greater fifhes do feede on the leffe,fo do the Great 
‘ones hercon their inferiours, andhe onthemi all; being ,as afore aid, thecom- 
——— 3 | mander 
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mander of their liues, and generall heire of their fubftances. ‘He hath diuersmines,,. 
of gold and filuer within his dominion : that of Séderocapfa in, Macedon hauing |. 
bene as beneficiall vnto him as the largeft Citie of his Empire , called anciently — 
Chryfites: and not vnknowne to Philip the father of Alexander; who had the gold 
from thence wherewith he coyned his Phi/ips, as alfd from thofe of Crasider, from 
whence he yearely extracted a thoufand ralents.He hath onely two forts of coine: 
the Sultanie and the A/per. The Sultanie is equall in valtieto the Venice Zecceene, 8¢ 
fix {Core Ajpers amount to a Su/tani¢ called rather A/pro,of the whitenefle thereof, 
in that confifting of filuer. a uk eA ek wa 
Con/tantinople_ is {aid to containe feanen hundred thoufand perfons: halfe of 
them Turkes , and the other halfe sewes and Chriftiahs; and thofe for thé generall 
Grecians. But Pera hath three Chriftians for one Mahometan: for no- Jew dwells int 
Pera,though they haue their {hops there. We omit to fpeake of the Zerves vneill we 
come into Jewry ; and now will bend our difcourfe to the Grecians :a Nation nd 
leffe {cattered then they, but infinitely:more populous. For not onely three parts 
of che inhabitants ofall Greece and Romaniaate Greciaas » bucalmoftallchat dwelt 
in the Ilands of the Mid-land Sea, Propontis and ZEgeam. Infinite numbers there 
are of them both inthe Leffe,and the Greater Afiz,and ity Africa not a few. For (be- 
fides diuers Colonies by them formerly planted) when Astipater,Perdiccas,Seleucus, 
Lyfimacus,Antigonus, Ptolomy, and the reft of the fucceffors of Alexander had. 
fhared his Empire among them, they endeuoured as much as they couldto plant, . 
their new-got kingdomes with their countrey men: whofe pofterity in partremat- ~ 
neth to this day, though vaffaled to the often changes of forraine Gouernours: 
fupplied by the i ofthe latter Greeke Empire , who yet retaine-wherefoe- 
uer they liue, theic Name, their Religion,and particular language. A Nation once 
fo excellent, that their precepts and examples do ftill remaine as approoued Ca- 
nons to direét the mind that endeuoureth vertue. Admirable in arts, and glorious —— 
in armes ; famous for gouernment, affectors of freedome, euery way noble: and 
to whom the reft of the world were reputed Barbarians. Butnow their knowledge - 
is conuerted, as I may fay, into affectedignorance,( for they haue no fehooles of 
learning amongtt them ) their liberty into contented flauery , hauing loft their 
minds with their Empire. For fo bafe they are, as thouightit is that they had rather 
remaine as they be, then endure a temporary trouble by preuailing fuccours ; bae2an/ 
would with the //raed:tes repine at their deliuerers. Long after the loffe of they: o-

Many of them exercife merchandize in veffels 
called Carmafals, and haue of late gotten the vie of the Compaffe, yet dare they 
mot aduenture into the Ocean. They are of divers trades in cities, and in the coun- 
try do till che earth (for the 7 Turks do little meddle with husbandry) and’ 
dreffe their vines , by them onely planted. They haue a ceremony of baptizin 

of their wines,which is the reafon that the Zewes will not drink thereof: camill 
in the memory, and on that day wherein Chrift conuerted water into wine : the 
Prieft in the midft of his orafons powring thereinto a {mal quantity of water. Their 
ancient habites may be conceiued by that defcription of Homer,

But now both in cut and attire they do in moft things agree with the people 
whom they liue vnder; like Wenetians in the Venetéan territories, and like Tarkes in 
Turkéie : as alfo in their manners. The halfe-fleeued gowne of violet cloth, with 
bonnets of the fame, or diuers coloured fhathes,is here moft appropriate vnto 
them : but the Greeke Genoe/es in Pera do weare theirs blacke,andofricher ftuffes, 
with veluet caps, notvnlike vnto thofe that were in fafhion amongftvs. The an- 
tique Grecéans vfed to lie along at their meales, from whom the Romans re- 
ceiued that cuftome, as they from the effeminate fans, vpon beds that circled 
three parts of the table which was round and low,(the waiters ftanding in the va- 
’ ant part,and behind them) leaning on their elbowes raifed with pillowes, in their 
" feaftings crowned with chaplets of flowers, and garlands of lawrell: but the wo- 
_ men did fit, when admitted which was rarely amongft them:for them to lie along, 
efteemed too prouokingly lafciuious. The number of the conuiuals at priuate en- 
tertainments exceeded not nine ,nor were vnderthree , i, Babe them-

OF their ficft cups they fhed a little on the table, as an offering to fome of the 
Gods,whom they defired to be propitious; as they did of the reft in the honour of 
their friends particularly named : drinking fall draughts ac the beginning, vneill 
they arriued atthe height of inremperancy ; and fometimes as many together as 
there were letters contained in the names of their miftrifles:

and the graue difcourfed of Philofophic ; but of fuch as was pleafant as wellas pro- 
firable,and delightful co the hearers: as may appeare by Plato's Conuiutumsand Pla 
tark's Sympoftacks : the firft named, dying at fuch a banquet, in the fourefcore and 
one yeare of his ages and on.the feuenth of Nouember, which was alfo his birth 
day. And although the Greekes do now forthe moft part imitate the Turkes (I 
meane here.in Turkee) in fitting at their meate, yet retaine they ftill that vice of 
immoderate drinking. They Pledge oneanother in order; andhethatcalsforwine | ; 
out of his curne, is reputed vnciuill. Their glaffes are litle, bucateuery draught — 
emptied ; and when they haue once drunke hard, they obferue no rule, but pro- 
uoke one another to exceffe. Neuer filent; and euer and anon kiffing thofe that fit 
next them on the cheeke and forehead : and fo likewife they do in their falurati- 
ons after along abfence, and to thofe to whom they would giue an affurance of 
their good will.

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fterne nations. But tokiffe their women is an Vnfufferable wrong ; vnleffe it be bes

wel-fauoured, and exceffiuely amorous. Their garments differ little from theirs 
amongtt whom they liue; yethaue they in Pera this particular fafhion,

_. They couer not their faces (the virgins excepted) vnleffe it be with painting; vfing 
all the fuppliment of a fophifticate beauty. And not without caufe : for when they 
grow old, they moft grow contemptible , being putto do the drudgeries of the 
houfe, and many times to waite on their children. They are coftly in their attires 
and willcomplaine to the Patriark if their husbands maintaine them not accor- 
ding to their fubftances. The Greekes,as the Tarkes, do vie litde houfhold ftuffe; 
andlievponmattrefles. — 

I need not to fpeake of the excellency of their primitive language: excellent 
in regard of the P —— and liberall Sciences, together with the Diuinity de- 
liuered therein; and excellent in it felfe, for the loftie found, fignificant exprefft- 
ons,and genuine {uauity: for which it grew in fo much requeft among the Romane 
Dames, that they generally vfed it in their courtfhips,made thereby (as they 


thought) more pracefull, and amiable: whereof the Satyre thus exclaimeth,

But now the Grecéans themfelues,( except fome few) are ignorant thereiri; it being 
called-the Letine Grecke, and is a language peculiar to the learned: Yet the vulgar 
Greeke doth not differ fo far from the fame, as the /ta/éan from the Latine i corrup: 
ted not fo much by the mixture of other congues, as through a fupine retchlef- 
neffe. In foe places they {peake it more purely than in others. For the boyes of 
Pera will laugh,when they heare the more barbarous diale& of other maritim Gres 
cians. Andthere be yet of the Laconéansthat {peakefo good Greeke (though hot 
grammatically ) that chey vnderftand the learned , and vnderftand not the vulgar. 
Their Liturgy isread in the ancient Greeke, with not much more profit perhaps to 
the rude people, then the Latine Seruice of the Romifh Church to the illiterate 
Papitts. | a. ) 

They haue foure Patriarchs : One of Conffantinople_, another of _Mexandria, 
the third of Jerufalem, and the fourth of Antioch. He of Conflantinople hath vnder 
his iurifdi@ion all Peloponme/ue, Grecia, Thracia, Dacian, Mafia, Macedonia, Epirus, 
Albania, Dslmatia, Ilyria,a great pact of Poldsia, Ru/fia,the Hands of the Adriaticke 
Sea, andof the Archipelagus, with Casdy, Rhodes, Coos, almoftall the lefler fiz, 
Colchis, nota few that inbabite about the Fennes of Aavtis, & Northerne fhore of 
Euxincs: as Sicilia and Calabrie were , vntill they geturned vnto the Sea of Rome. 
Vnder the Patriarch of _44xandria, are thofeot Zigypt and Arabia. The Greeks 
of Palefise_,and of the countries thereabout,de abey the Patriarch of Jerufalewm 
And he of Antioch, who hath bis feate in Demafens, (for Antiochia is now defolate) 
hath fubieé vnto him the Grecians of the lefler Armenia, Cilicia, Beritus, Tripoly, 
Aleppo, and other places of che greater 4/fs. In all thefe parts they haue the freeex- 
ercife of their Rcligion : with publicke Temples, and numbers of {trong Monatte- 
ries. If a Patriarch die, another is eleted by a Synod of Bifhops. Bur the Patriarch 
_ Of Conftantinople_ hath the fupremacie of the reft affigned him by the Councell 
of Chalcedon , as Metropolitan of the Imperiall Citie ;whofe Dioceffle exceedeth 
the other fo much, in that moft of thofe Northerne Nations were won to Chrifti- 
anicy by the mduftry of his predeceffors , and reduced to their a So 
if we do confider it,the Grecan Religion both in extent and number exceedeth the 
Romane. And as the Papifts attribute an extraordinarie holinefle to Rome, fo do 
the Greekes vnto Athos,amountaine of Afacedonias fo named of Athon the fonne 
of Neptune , decke with ftill-flourifhing trees, and abounding wich fountaines: 
called alfo the Holy Mountaine by the Chriftians. A place from the beginning 
dedicated to Religion; lying directly Weft trom Lemos: and {o high,that though 
it be feauen hundred furlongs diftant ; yet is it {aid a little before the fetting of 
Sunne, to caft a fhadow on that land. Whereupon the prouerbe: 

Afpiring Athos hides al 
The Lemnian oxes fides. 
This ftretcheth out into the Sea, andioynes vito the Continent x ber Ifthosos x 
bour a mile and halfe broad: which was cutthrough by Xerxes (as hath bene in- 
timated before) and made circumnauigable.But time hath Jeft now no impreffions 
of 


=~ 
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of his barbarous labour. It iswell nigh three dayes iourney in length, confidering 
the difficulty ofthe way ; and halfe a dayes ouer. The top thereof refembleth the 
forme ofaman, ftretched on his backe from Weft vnto Eaft; and formed (ac- 
cording to Strabo) to the fimilitude of Alexander. This mountaine is onely inha- 
bited by Grecian Monks whom they call Coloseros , vnintermixed with the Laity: ~ 
of whom there are there refiding not fo few as {1xe thoufand, that liue in Monafte- _ 
ties ftrongly munited againft the incurfions of robbers and Pirats. Of thefe there 
be in number twenty foure. The Caloseros weare-gownes of blacke, of a homely 
ftuffe with hoods of the fame; and their haire at full length. They neuer marry ,ab- 
ftaine from flefth, and often ( efpecially during their eee from fifh that hath 
bloud in it.They liue hardly, es Sa on Bifcot, Onions, Olives, Hearbs,and fuch 
fith as they take in the on feas. For they all of them labour for their fufte- 
nance: leauing their Monatteries betimes in the mornings; and imploying the day 
fome in tillage, fome in the vineyards, fome in making of boates, feme in fifhing, 
others at home fpin, weaue, fow, and do all the offices that belong ynto women: 
fo that none but are bufied about one thing or another, to the behoofe of theie 
particular Couents: and men they be that are onely meete for fuch drudgeries.For 
amongft fo many, not paft three or foure can write or reade, throughout a whole 
Monattery: infomuch that at their Liturgies,chat is read to them firft, which they 
are to fing after. In thefe Monafteries many excellent manu-fcripts haue bene pre- 
ferued: but thofe that now are,be onely of Diuinity,all other learning (as amongft 
the Turkes) at this day detefted by the Religious. The Colséeros of this place haue a 
repute aboue all others : and for their ftrictneffe of life, and obferuancy ofcere- 
monies are in their feucrall Monafteries relieued, from, {cuerall Nations. The Pa- 
triarch of Con/tantinopleis {aid to pay yearely'tor hepa and Coloferos that are 
ynder his iurifdiGion within the Turkifo dominions twelue thoufand Sultanies. 
The Patriarchs of Constantinople were heretofore men of fingular grauity and 
learning ; but now nothing leffe : rather chofen for temporall refpects then either 
for their knowledge or devotion; admitted not feldome tothe place at the age of 
fortie,chough prohibited, if vnder threefcore,by an ancient Canon. Although ele- 
&ed by their owne Bifhops ; yet often appointed, and ever to be allowed, by the 
Grand Signiour: frequently difplanted’, and banifhed ynto the Rhedesby the bri- 
bery of their fucceffors. Some few of their Priefts are learned. For them it is law. 
full to marry: but bigamy is forbidden them , and trigamy detefted in the Laity. 
There are no other Orders amongft them befides the forefaid Coloseros,& certaine 
Nunneswhom they call Coloteras. Yet of the laft but afew, who are for the moft 
part poore old widdowes, that exercife themfelues in fweeping of the Churches, 
attending.on the ficke, & actions of like nature. Their Churches are many of them 
well fet forth and painted with the —- of Saints: but they haue nocarued 
nor imboffed images. Lampes they haue continually burning. Their ordinary Li- 
turgy is Saint Chry/oftomes;, but on feftiuall dayes they do reade Saint Bajils, and 
_ then attired in their pontificals. Their behauiour therein expreffeth there, tomy 
vnderftanding , no great either decencie or devotion. They adminifter the Eucha- 
riftin both kinds ; if the bread be not leauened, they thinke it norauaileable; and 
they drinke of the cup very liberally. One article they hold againft the Catholicke 
Creed ; which is, that the Holy Ghoft proceedeth onely from the Father. Foure 
Lentsthey haue in the yeare , and thenadamnable finne it is to eate fleth , or fith 
that hath bloud in it ( except in the Lent before Eafter, when all forts of fith may 


be. 
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be ‘catia by the Laity:) but thelfish they eate,and the cuttle: whoft bloud,if I may 

fo rearmic it, is like inke , a delicate food and in greatrequeft. They fafton Wed-. 
nefdays, Fridayes, and on holy eues: but on Saturdayes they feaft, in regard that 
it was the old Sabboth. They compute the yeare as we-do. They yeeld no fupres 

macie to the Romane Papacy, but hold that Church for {chifmaticall. And al- 

though many times out of theneceffity of their affaires , and to purchafe reliefe, 
_ they haue treated ofa conciliation, & fongetimes it hath bene by their Agents con- 

cluded : yet what they haue done hath bene generally reieéted vpon their returne, 

both by the Greeks, and thofe other Natians-chat profeffe their Religion. Of cheir 

mariages I haue elfewhere fpoken , and now conclude we will with their funerals: 

wherein they retaine not a few of theirancient and heathen ceremonies. Of old 

the neareft in loue or kindred laid their mouths vnto theirs, to receiue their laft 

breath: and clofed the eyes of the dying: |

naked by Ceshersss decking their boufes with branches of cy prefle: a tree deftina- 
ted to. the'dbard; ih shat once being cut ic never reflourifheth, So laying them vpon 

their backs on beds, they conyeyed them, nso the funeral pile (as now. vnto the 
grauc) on beares. But their lamentations are the fame that they were, and beyond 
allciuility. The women betimesin the moming do meete at appointed’ placesg . 
and then cry out mainélys beating of choir breafts, tearing their haire, their faces, 
and garments.

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The reafon why the Grecians did burne their dead, was, becaufe that part whichi 

was diuine in them, fhould as itwere ina fierychariot againreafcend to the cele- 

ftiall habitations, as vnto earth the earthly returned: They vfedto quench the fire 

with red wine , and gathering the bones together to include them in vrnes, as the 

vrnes in fepulchers;(which had no title,vnleffe they were flaine in fighting for their 

country) exhibiting games, and prizes for the victors in honour ofthe Seceaffed: | 
. Notwithftanding ih were not burnt, but foe buried in their apparell, as now be- | 
ing Chriftians they are: who vfe extreme vn@ion, as inducted by Saint femmes: oh them 
yec not onely deny the Romane opinion of Purgatory, but furthermore errénis 
oufly matntaine,thatneither the foules of the bleffed nor damned do fuffer either 
ioy or torment, or fhall till the general] iudgement. But enough of the Grecians. 

The German Emperour, the Kings of England and of France haue here their 

Ledger Embaffladours : as the Vesetsans their Baly , and diuers tributary Princes 
their Agents. Some meerly employed about State affaires ; others together there- 
with, about the rraffike of 1 their nationis. But the Exgi/h onely negotiates for the 
Merchants ; hauing two inthe hundred vpon euery thip, befides a large penfion: 
with the name of a rn proportion of —— from the Grand Signzsor.The Ex- 
¢lsfo Conlulthip of Chzos is in his difpofing, and accountable to him; and out of 
that of Alexandria he hath no {mall (hare,though ferued by a Freach man. There 
hath bin fome contention betweene him and the Frexzch about the protection of 
the Dutch Merchants: but now they do deuide the een The Engi Confull of 
Aleppo is abfolute of himfelfe : yet hath from hence his redreffzs of iniuries : whofe 
‘chicfe employment is to prote& the perfons and goods of our Nation; to labour ; 
a reuenge of wrongs, anda reftitution ofloffes. And to giue*this no more then his sis Thoin 
_ due, for this place none can be more fufficient; expert.in their language; and bya Glewer, . 
long experience in their natures and practifes : being moreouer of fuch a fpitit, as 

not to be danted. And furely his chiefeft faulchath bin his misfortunes in the too 
violent, chargeable, and fucceffeleffe folliciting of the reftitution of the Prince of 
Moldauia, (whomaduerfity hath rather made crafty then honeft:) whofe houfe - 
doth harbour both him and his dependents; being open alfo to all of our Nation: 

a fanétuary for poore Chriftian flaues that fecretly fly hither, whom he caufeth to 

be conueyed into their countries , and redeemeth not a few with his mony. The 
Wefterne Chriftians are called Franks,that are admitted to trade here: either of 

the name which fignifieth free, or for that the Fresch men were the firft that had 

amitie and traffick with the infidels. They live freely, and plentifully : and many of 

them will not lie alone where women are {0 eafily come by. For befides the afore- 

{aid markets, it is a vfe, not prohibited but onely by our Religion, to purchafe for 

their concubines the beautifull daughters of the Grecéans., wherewith the adioy-. 

ning Ilands are yc ftored: fold by their parents at arate;whereof they haue 

halfe in hand, and the reft when they put them away:recording the coiitra@ in the 

Cadies booke.Thefe are to theit louers excceding obfequious; wellknowing that 
_at the fecond hand they fhall be prifed but as aworne garment. But death it is for 

a Chriftian to meddle with a Adahometan. And many times the trecherous Turks 

will practife to bring them into fufpition that they may with their purfes redeeme 

the calumny. Pradtifed of late betweene the Suba//e of Galata and an stalian Friers 

whom the a Embaffadour had receiued into hishoufe vpon the Confuls of 

Chios commendation, where I before had feene him. A man ignorant in learnings 

yet learned in the art of villany and nnernee they fay, at ——

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tinople from amongft their fraternity, comming downe vnto Chies, he had infi- 
nuated himfelfe into the ee of the Confull : profeffing how God in his 
mercy had opened his eyes,to behold the vanity and deceit of their Religion; and 
_ that now he would endeuour both with tongue and pen,as much as in him lay,to 
reduce the feduced from their errors. Who eafily perfwaded to beleeue (a Gale 
~ incident to the beft natures)fent him vp vnto Com/tantinople vnto the Embaffladors; 
by whom<(cafting off the weeds of his Order) he was clothed anew, fet athis cable, 
and fupplied with mony by a generall contribution;where he preached every Sun- 
day, at the leaft wittily. And fo contefted with the ey that came to recon- 
cilehim, that the Embaffador much contented therewith, fent intelligence of the 
fame into England ; with purpofe tohaue fent him thither fhortly aa - Buthe 
whofe onely religion (as himfetfe after confeffed) was eating, drinking , and who- 
rings who thought he had exchanged for the greater liberty, finding the contrary, 
and that he was to go into acountry where his impoftury would not onely be dif 
couered, but {euerely chaftifed, caft about forhimfelfe, and confpired with the 
_ Subaffeeco bring certain gendemen that lay in the Embaffadours houfe into a gar- 
den, where diuers women fhould haue bin placed of purpofe ; and fo to hauc bin 
taken amongft them. But failing in that proie&, he failed not in another. For in 
the houfe there was a Spaniard, of whom he informed the Suba/fee that he was 2 
Spy,and fecretly praGufed the efcape of the Vce-voys natural fonne of Sicilia:agree- 
ing for a certaine reward to betray him. So hauing enticed him to walke amongft 
the Graues; vpon a figne giuen, the Twrks rufhtin,and apprehended him,clogeing 
him with chaines, and intending to torture out of him aconfeffion. Whereof the 
Embaffadour hearing, and expoftulating the matter; the Suba//ce told him thathe 
"was a Spie, and difcouered the Intelligencer : wherein being fatisfied, and perhaps 
not vnbribed, he granted his releafé. But a heauy reckoning befell the Frier, that 
fufpedted no fuch matter ; being throwne into prifon, and after brought to a pub- 
. like hearing before our whole nation: who fhewed how mucha man could fay for 
himfelfe in fo bad a caufe. In the end he was fent vnto the Venetian Balies, and that 
inthe night (left he fhould haue cried out that he would haue turned Muffel- 
man, and haue bin taken from them) whomade {ute to haue him, and fent him 
(as they fay) to row in the gallies at Casdée. The principall commodities that our 
Merchants fetch from hence, are Tar kee carpets, chamolets,and grogerams. They 
take in here alfo fome quantitie of raw filke, and carpets of Perjis, brought ouer- 
land from thence by the Armenian merchants. But the Sultanies, & eff ecially the 
Royals of cight,wherewith this Citie is well ftored, and which in no place lofe of 
their value, is that they moft feeke for by the fale of the ware they ese hither. 
For although they lofe by their broad cloaths andkerfies, yet amends is made by 
the plentiful recurne of the filks that are fent from Aleppo to Tripoly , and other 
commodities of the Leuant pr 0 with that mony.The maine of our commo- 
dities brou pnt hither is cloth and kerfies, but tinne is the moft profitable: here ex- 
ceedingly vied, and exceedingly wafted; for they tinne the infides of their veffels, 
and monethly renew it. The Moffes teeth, all kind of furres and wrought iron , do 
here {ellto much profit, with other wares which I forbeare to mention, fince it is 
no part of my skill or profeffion.

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Right againft where we lay, andon Europes fide, ftands Azayto called formerly 
Mactdes,and Madites,a\arge towne, almoft altogether inhabited by Grecians.On

{wade that it fourifhed in the old worlds childhood. The inhabitans call it the 
Virgin Tower : and that is all they can fay thereof. A wedding here in the fore- 
noon, entertained our time in the after-noone. They dance in rings about the mu- 
fitian ; aman, and then a woman; taking hands acroffe, and viing variety ofnot 
vncomely ation. Thecountrey wenches cloathed in damaske and fattin : their 
haire and bofoms fet forth with pearle and ftones: rich ifnot counterfeir. Of thefe 


the day following we met with diuers carrying pitchers on their heads , and ftucke 


with rags below the condition of pouerty. The mariage day they confume in dan- 
cing , and the night in feafting: the Bride not breaking company vntillthe breake 
of day: and (as he fay) not knowne by her husband vntill the third night follo- 
wing. The night outwatched made vs make a night of the morning , vntill rouzed 
from our ground-beds by the a of the Cannon. When from the fhore be- 
tweene the Caftles you might behold galley ; paffing , and that fo leafurely,as if 
empty, and purpofely fuffered to driue with the current ; rather to exercife the ar- 
tillery, then manned by men endeuouring fafety, and fo befet with deftru@ion.At 
length the Sea entred at her many breaches ; and by little and little deuoured the 
{pectacle. The men fome flaine, fome drowned, others by boates from each fide 
cruelly faued, out-liued to enuy their dead companions. Thefe were Chriftian 
flaues that hewed ftone in the quarries at Marmore : whoto compafle their liber- 
ty, had flaine their guardians, and ftolne away with the galley. Hither they came 
too late; nor durft they linger vnto the euening : to proceede or returne was now 
grawne equally defperate.Approching neare, a warning peece was giuen them to 
come to an anchor. When they, leaning their oares lay downe, all fauing he that 
{teered ; and committed themfelues to the wind that then blew freth and fauoura- 

bly : but like a hollow friend, fhrunke from their failes in their greateft necefficy. 

More happy fuccefle not long before hada galley , for the moft part manned by 

Englifh; who pafled by, and that by day in defpite of them. Cheaper wines then 

here are hardly elfewhere to be had , or in greater plenty; infomuch as moft Chri- 

ftian fhippes returning from Con/lantinople. , do at this placé take in their

The firft chat brought Philofophy into Greece, and ftom thence into /taly. This 
Iland is not aboue a quarter of a mile diftant from the Continent of 4/z. Fruitfull 
in all chings but vines : which is the rather to be noted; in that the countries round 
about produce firch ftore, and {fo excellent. At the South end ftood the Citie of 
Samia, with a goodly harbour adioyning : now (as the reft) by reafon of the Pirats 
thac infeft thefe Seas, almoft altogether defolare. Of the earth thereof were thofe 
veffels made of firch great efteeme:foueraigne alfo for diuers vfes both in phyficke, 
and furgery. The North-weft of the Ile high land, enuironed with vnacceffable 
cliffs: full of call wood within, and moft commodious for building of fhips. 
On the right hand, and neare,lieth Nécerfa, heretofore /earia taking thatname, - 

as ‘doth the adiacent Sea, asthe Poets faine,from the fall of scarss: '

called Pergamum before : who were faidto flic in regard of their failes, by Dedalat 
then firft inuented , to out-f{trip oe ete of Mines; when Icarus in another vel: 
fell,by bearing too great a fails, fuffered fhip-wracke here about. It is now rarely 
inhabited,yet abounding with good paftorage,corne alfo it produceth plentifully: 

It hath no hauen, but diuers ,roades fufficiently commodious. Beeweene thefe 
two Ilands lie thofe fharpe rocks, in times patt called AZelanthy, and now the For- 

go li, well knowne, and in the night much feared by mariners. ees - 

South of thefe we failed by Palmofa , formerly Patmos. A little land confitting . 

onely of three or foure rockie mountains.’ On oné ofhem atowne ; and on the 
"very top thereofa Monattery of Greeke Coloseros , hauing large exhibitions from 
fundry places of Chriftendotne, Men ignerdnt in letters, ftudious for their bellies; 
and ignominioutly lazie, vnleffe {ome few thar giue thearelues to nauigarion; and 
become indifferent good Pilots. About this Ile there arevariety of excellent har 
bours: and not fo few as fortie faile of fhips belonging to the towne, by the tra- 
ding whereof they bring in that fuftenance which the foile affordeth not; being 

fo barren, that nothing growes, as I haue heard , efpecially neare vnto the 
towne , except on fuch earth as is brought thither froni other places. And there- 
fore inflicted as a punifhment vnto Szist ohn; bither banifhed by the Emperour 
Traian , ot, as fome write, by Domitian; for fo the Romanes accuftomedtoconfine —

After the death of the Emperour,he remoued vnto E- - 
phefus, and being a hundred and twentie yeares old, caufing a graue to be made, 
is faid to hauc entred it aliue in the prefence of diuers ; to whofe feeming dead, 
Aug.in teh, — they couered him with earth --which,if we may beleeue * Saint Auguftine, bub- 
tracl.t24. —— Ieth like water,to teftifie his breathing; and that he is not dead but fleepeth. In this 
| Monaftery is referued a dead mans hand,which they affirme to be his: and that the 
nailes thereof being cut,do grow againe. | 
.Amongtt divers other Ilands we paffed by Coos now called Lozge: a delicate 
country to behold, lying for the moft part leuell ; onely towards the Eaft not vn- 
ea be mountainous , from whence fall many fprings,which water the plaines 
heowand make them extraordinarily fruitfull: where grow thofe wines fo cele- 
brated : Cypreffe trees and Turpentine, with diuers others, as well delightful as 
profitable. In this was Hippocrates borne,who reuiued Phyficke then almoft loft, 
and the ancient practile of AE/culapins: vnto whom the Iland was confecrated. In 
the fuburbs he had his Temple, famous,and rich with offerings. Thofe that had bin 
ficke,vpon recouery there regiftred their cures,and the experiments whereby they 
were effected: of thefe a made an abridgement, and committed them to 
poftericy. In this Temple ftood that rare piture of Venus, naked,as if newly rifing 
from the feasmade by Apelles, who was alfo this countryman : after remoued vnto 
Rome by Ochauins Cefar, and dedicated vnto Judéus ; {he being reputed the mother 
_ oftheir family.Icis faid,chat at his drawing thereof he affembled together the moft 
beautifull women ofthe land, comprehending in that his one worke their deui- 
ded perfections.For this piCture the Cogawshad a hundred talents remitted of their 
tribute. The towne and cittadell are now onely inhabited by Tarks; the villages 
by Grecians, whereof in all are but two. 7 : 
Nexe vneo this ftands Rhodes, of all the reft the moft famous and beautifull: 
once couered with the fea, or at leaft an vnhabitable marifh ; as they faine, belo- 
ued of the Sunne,and erected aboue the waues by his powerfull influence. Forno

terror. Hauing then one Cirie onely, but that well fortified, feared towards the * 
morning Surme, on the afcending hull, apart on the leuell fhore, embracing, as it 
were, a mot fafe and admirable hauen : treble walled , adorned withtowers, and 
fortified with fiue ftrong fortreffes. Often inuaded, and ro little purpofe; at length 
it was taken by Solyman the magnificent (Vtllerius being then Great Maifter) with

Now hauing loft the fight of Rhodes, we faw no land vntill the third night after: 
in the euening doubrfully difcouering the coaft of Aigypt. Fearing thelee fhore, 
all night we bore out to fea: the lighting miniftring vncomfortable light, in- 
termixed with thunder and tempefts. The.next day we entred the hauen of W4/ex. 
andria, newly defamed with a number of wracks ; which fcattered here and there, 
did miferably teftifie the vnfafe protection of that harbour.For not paft two nights 
before,the Northerne winds beating full vpon che mouth of the hauen ,. with vio- 
lent {eas droue the foremoft fhips from their ankers, who falling foule on the reft, 
funke all for company , eulen two and twenty innumber: amongft the reft, thar 
great and warlicke fhip calledthe Red Lion, but taken the yeare before from the 
Knights of AZ2/ta. 
But before'we proceed any further in particulars, meet it is that fomething be 
faid of 2gypt in general. Agyptusthe fonne of Belws, for his greater glory fo na- 
ov of Nilus eat. his * kingdome : called 44s/raim by the Hebrews, of A4é/raims the fonne of 
led formerly Chitty —Mefre by the Arabéans, and Chibzth by the inhabitants, of Chebith the firft 
AEgyptus, — Lord of this land,and who firft began to build houfes. On the Eaft it is confined 
with the Arabiaz Deferts:thofe of Bara,Lybia,and Numidia lying onthe Weft: on 
the South deuided from e£thiopa by the greater Cataract ; and bounded North- 
ward by the Aigyprian fea, being apart of the Afedsterraneum. A coaft dangerous 
and vnhofpitable, full of flats,and hauing no haven faue that of Alexandria which 
is by a Defert deuided from thereft of the habitable country : fo that it isneitber 
by fea nor landto be inuaded but with much difficultie. Ic is {aid to extend. from 
North to: South fiue hundredand threefcore miles, for along tra@ contraéted 
between barren mountaines, in many places fcarce foure,in few aboue eighit miles 
“broad; vntill notfarre aboue Casro it sane by degrees toenlarge, and focon- 
tinueth to do,euen tothe fea : being betweene Roferta and Dansiata, which ftand 
-vpon the Weft & Eaft confines of that which is ouetflowed by the naturall courfe 
” of the Riuer ahundred and forty miles ; and from Rofetta to Alexandria thirtie: 
- all low ground, and lying in a champion leuell. Pe og

thems fowere the weeds infolded with the water, not to be waded, nor by boate 

to — through. There faw they two rocks, from whence a current gutht with 
exceffiue violence. But whether this was the fountaine , or onely an augmentati- 
on: whether then beginning , or before received into the earth, and there reafcen- 
ding , was vncertaine. But our more prefuming Geographers,do raife his concea- 
led head from the lake of Zembre (in which they fay are Syrens & Tritons ) eleuen 
- degrees beyond the Aiquator, feated amongft high and vnacceflable mountaines; 

& fo great, as deferuing rather the title of a Sea.From whence it ree ue 
through fpacious deferts, and multitudes ofkingdomes ; not feldome feeming to 
affect his forfaken fountaines: now difperfed into ample lakes , and againe recol- 
leting his extrauagant waters , which often deuide to make fortunate lands, (a- 
mongft which CMeroes the faireft and moft famous ) appearing euer more great 
then violent. |

Foure miles below Caéro, it deuideth into two maine and nauigable branches: thae 
next the Eaft running into the Mid-land Sea by Damiata ¢ heretofore Pelu/iw:) 
the other inclining vnto the Welt, and formerly called Canopus , falleth into the 
felfe-faine Sea a little below Rofetta: making of the richeft portion of the landa 
triangular Iland; named Delta, in that it beareth the forme of that letter: the freth 
water keeping together , and changing the colour of the falt, far further into the 
Sea, then. the fhore from thence can be difcerned. Two other branches there.be 
thatrunne betweene thefe, but poore in waters; befides diuers channels cut by the

{mall ftrengthning tothe countrey. Of thofe feauen mentioned by Herodotus,ind 
thofe nine by Prolomy , thefe areall that ] either faw or could heare of. Nor isita 
thing extraordinary for rivers to lofe their channels , either choaked by them- 
felues, or by the aduerfe feas with beds of fand,and turned vp grauell refifting their 

affages. But amongft the hidden myfteries of Nature, there is none more won- 
d-rfull, chen is the overflowing of this River: making of ameere defert (for fuch is 
ZEzypt vnwatered by A s/ws) the moft fruitful part of the habitable world; lice 
when others are great, and in their decreafe increafing.

His feete are armed with clawes, and his backe and fides 
with {cales fcarce penetrable; hisbellie tender, foft, and is eafily pierced: his teeth 
indented within one another: hauing no tongue , and mouing of his vpper iaw 
onely; his mouth fo wide when extended , as fome of them are able to {wallow, 
anentire heiffer. Foure moneths of the yeare he eateth nothing , and thofe be 
during the winter: on the land thicke 4 fe s not fo inthe water, to whom both 
elements are equally vfeful. The female laies an hundred egges;as many dayes they 
are in hatching ; and as many yeares they liue that do liuethe longeft, continually 

owing. Where fhe layeth, there is (as they write ) the vetermoft limirg of the 
Frcceeding ouer.flow : Nature having endued them with thac wonderfull prefci- 
ence, to auoide the inconueniences, and yet to enioy the benzfit of the riuer. By

Dolphins rufhing vp the riuer , and encountred by afort of Crocodils, fighting as 
it were for foueraignty; vanquifhed at lenyth by thofe milde,and harmeleffe crea- 
tures, who fwimming vnder did cut their bellies with their {piny fins: and deftroy- 
ing many, made the reft co flie, as ouerthrowne in batrell. A creature fearefull of 
the bold, and bold se the fearefull. Neither did the Tenterstes maifter them in 
regardoftheirbloud, or fauour, (as fome haue coniectured) but by being fierce 
and couragious. A oe dwelling far aboue,, in an Hand enuironed by Niélus: 
onely se againft thofe, and the onely men that durft affaile chem before: out 
of an aaa greedily purfuing the incounter. But now few keepe fo low 
as Cairo by three dayes iourncy. They will deuoure whom they catch in the riuer: 
which inakes the countrey people to fence in thofe places where they fetch their 
water.

The birdisatthis dayknowne: defctibed 
to be about the bigneffe ofa Thruth , of colourwhice, the points ofhis feathers 
fharpe, which he fets ‘3 an end like briftles when he lifts, & fo pricketh the mouth 
of the Crocodile ifhe but offerto clofeit. As for the sermon he hath but onely 
changed his name,now called the Rat of Wélus.A beaft particular to Egypt about 
the bigneffe of a Cat , and as cleanly : fhowted likea Ferret, but hae blacke and 
without long haire; fharpe tootht, round eard, fhort legd.Jong taild (being thicke 
where it ioynés tothe body, and fpinie at the end) his haire fharpe, hard,and bran- 
ded; briftling it vp when angry, and then will flie vpona maftiffe. They are 

thought (for they haue an apparence of both) to be ofboth genders. Their young 
ones are broughtto markets by the countrey people , ard grecdily bought by the 
cownes men for the deftroying of mice and rats, which they will notably hunt af 
ter; ftrongly nimble, andfubtill wichall. They willreft themfelues vpon their hin- 
der feete, and rifing from the earth, iumpe vpon their prey with a violent celerity. 

They prey alfo vpon Frogs,Lizards,Camelions,& all forts of leffer ferpents:being 
a deadly enemy to the Afpe, and do deftroy the egges of the Crocodile wherefoe- 
uer they can findthem. ‘They will ftrangle all the cats they mecte with : for their 

mouthes are fo little that they can bite nothing thatis thicke. They loue nothing 

better then poultry , and hate nothing more then che wind, Butto retirne to the 

Crocodiles , the countrey people do often take them in pitfals , and grapling 
their chaps together with an iron,bring them aliue vnto Casvo. They take them alfo 

with hookes, baited with fheepe or goates , and tied with a rope to the truncke of 
a tree. The fefh of them they cate, all fauing the head and taile, and fell their skins 

vnto Merchants, who conuey them into Chriftendome for the rarity. It is writcen 

in the Arabian records, how Hameth Aber Thaulon being gouernor of egypt for 

Gifar Matantchi Caliph of Babylon) in the 270 bag of their Hegir , caufed the lea- 

den image of a Crocodile, found amorgft the ruines of an ancient Temple, to 

be molten; fince when the inhabitants haue complained thatthofe ferpents hauc 

bene more noyfome vnto them then before; affirming that it was made, and there 

buried by the ancient Magicians to reftraine their indamagings. 

_ Throughout this countrey there areno wines: yet want they none, inthat 
they defire them not. Neither are here any trees to fpeake of , but fuch as are plan- 
ted, and thofe in orchards onely: excepting Palmes, which. delight in deferts: 
and being naturally theirs do grow without limits.Of thefe they haue plenty: plea- 
fing the eye with their goodly formes , and wich diuerfity of benefits inriching 
their owners. Ofbody ftraight, high, round, and flender, ( yet vnfit for buildings) 
cre(ted about, and by meanes thereof with facility afcended. The branches like 
fedges, flit on the neather fide, andeuer greene ; growing oncly on the vppermoft 
height, refemble faire plumes of feathers: which they yearely prune, by lopping off 
re ay and at the top of all by baring alittle of the bole.Oftchefe there Ee male 
and female: both thruft forth cods ( which are full of feeds like knotted ftrings) at 
the roote of their branches, but the female is onely fruitefulls and not fo voleffe 
growing by the male, (towards whofe vpright groweh fhe inclines her crowne ) 
and haue of his feedes commixed with hers; which in the beginning of March 
theynomore faile to do,then to fow the earth at accuftomed feafons. Their Dates 
do grow like fingers, and are thereofnamed : not ripe vntill the fine of December; 
which begin to cod about the beginning of February. They open the tops offirch 
as are fruiceleffe,or otherwife perifht ; and take from thence the white pith, of old

called thie btaine,which they fell vp and downe : an excellent fallad, noe much vn- 
like in taft,but far better then an Artichock. Of the branches they make bed-fteeds, 
Jattices,8¢c. of the web of the leaues, baskets, mats, fans,8cc. of the ourward huske 
ofthe cod, good cordage; of the inward, brufhes, &c. fuch and frch like affoord 
they yearely without empaire to themfelues. This tree they held to be the perfect 
image of aman; and by the fame reprefented him. Firft forsthat it doth not fructi- 
fie,but by coiture: next as hauing a braine, as it were,in the vppermoft part; which 
once corrupted, as man, euen fo it perifheth: and laftly in regard that on the top’ 
thereof grow certaine ftrings which refemble the haire; the great ends of the bran- 
ches appearing like hands ftretcht forth, and the Dates as fingers. And becaufe the 
Palme is neuer to be fiippreffed but fhooteth vp againft all oppofition,the boughs 
thereof haue bin propofed as rewards for fuch as were either vi€torious in armes 


or exercifes, |

which they bare in their hands attheir returne from viGtory. A cuftome firft infti- 
tuted by Thefews in the Iland of De/os . Wood then is here but {carce in regard of 
the quantities and yet sein ar their vies forthe fame be confidered. For they 
eate but little fleth, (frefh cheefe, fowre milke made folid, roots, fruites,and herbs, 
efpecially Colocafra , anciently called the Egyptian Beane, though bearing no 
beane, buclike the leafe of a Colewort, being their principall fuftenance; baking 
their bread in cakes ontheharth, and mingling therewith the feeds of Corian- 
der.) As for cold they know it nor; hauing fufficient of the refufe of Palines, fugar 
canes, and the like, to furnifh them with fuell anfwerable to their neceffities . But 
forrainers that feed as in coldercountries, do buy their wood by weight,which is 
_ brought in hither by fhipping, The Gallions alfo of Con/fantineple, alwayes go 
into the Blacke fea for timber,before they take their voyage for Caso. Omit I muft 
not the fedgie reeds which grow in the marifhes of igypt, called formerly Papyri, 
of which they made paper; and whereof ours made of rags, affumeth that name. 
They diuided it into thinne flakes ,whereinto it naturally parteth: then laying them 
ona table, and moiftning them with the glutinous water of the Riuer, they preft 
them together, and fo dried them inthe Sunne. By this meanes Philedelphus ere- 
&ed his Library. But Ewmenes King of Pergamus {triuing to exceed him in that 
kind, Philadelphus commanded that no‘paper fhouldbe tranfported out of his 
__ kingdome : whereupon Ewmenesinuented the nfaking and writing vpon parchs 
ment; fo called of Per gamsus. " 3 
The Aigyptians were {aid to haue efteemed themf{clues the prime nation of the 
world, inregard of their vnknowne beginning, the nature of the foile , and excel- 
lent faculties attained vnto nh along continuance.But certain itis,that moft 
of,or all a was afea when other parts of the world were inhabited : made ma- 
nifeft by the fhels and bones of fifhes found inthe intrails of the earth, and wells 
which yeeld but falt and bitter waters:amongft fo many,one onely (and that re- 
ported to haue {prung by a miracle) to be dtunke of. So that by the operation of 
che Riuer, this country hath his being (properly called the gift of Nilus) bringing 
downe earth with his deluges , and extruding the fea by litte and little. Info- 
muchas the Ile of Phares thus defcribed by Homer, .

Bufiris,as the faireft feate ofthe earth, made choife of this countty to reigne in: 
{eleGing the people vnto feuerall callings; and caufed them to intend thefe onelys 
whereby they became moft excellent in their particular faculties.. He poffeffed 
chem firft with the adoration of the Gods; emboldening and awing their minds 
with a being after death, happy orvnhappy, according to the gpod or bad com: 





mitted in the prefent: and infticuted thehonouring of contemptible things; or for 
fome benefit re hy 5 orto appeafe them for fuch hurt as they had the power to 
inflict.

For the Tenter ites bearing an inueterare hatred to the Comsbos their neighbours, 
for adoring the Crocodile which they hated , fell vpon them vnawares in their ci- 
uill ianglings at the celebration of their feftiuall; and putting them to flight,cut the 
hindermoft in peeces; whom recking hote, with heart yet panting, they greedily 
deuoured ; the Poet himfelfe an eye-witneffe of the fact. Such iarres proceeded 
from their fertility of Gods, differing in each feuerall iurifdiGtion: and inftituted by 
their politicke crafty Kings , that bufied with particular malice, they fhould not 
concurre in a generall infurretion. Aboue all they honoured //is and Oférés which 
fable(too tedious for our profeffed breuity)contained fundry allegories. Amongft 
others, by Ofsriethey Lesage N flus;by ifis the Earth made pregnant by the Ri- 
uer ; and by Typhon the Sea. They faid,chat Typhon was vanquifhed by Ofiris, in 
that the Riuer had fo repulfed the Sea: and by Typhon afterward murdered, be- 
caufe at leng the Sea doth as it were deuoure it. Their Priefts were next in dignitie 
to the King; and ofhis councell in all bufineffes of importance. From amongit 
them he was chofen: or if ofthe Souldiery, he forthwith was inuefted in the High- 
priefthood, and inftruéted by them as in the myfteries of their Philofophy; deliue- 
red vnder fables, and znigmaticall expreffions. They dranke no wine vntill the 
time of P/ameticus the laft of the Phareessefteeming it to haue {prung fro the blood 
of the Giants; in that it prouoked the mind to tuft, impatiencie, crueltic, and all

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the difordered affections that thofe contemners of che Gods were endued with.Of 
all che Heathen,they were the firft thar taught the immortalitie of the foule, and 
che tranfinigration thereof into another body, either of man or beaft, cleane or 
vnicleane, as ithad behaued it felfe inthe former.From whom Pythagoras receiued 
chat opinion, and diuulged it to the Grecians ; who the better to per{wade , affir- 
med himfelfe to haue bin once 4Ethalides the fonne of Afercurie:and commanded 
by his father to aske what he would,immortalitie excepted; did defire after death, 


to know what had paffed in his life, andto haue hismemory a preferued: 


which by not drinking of Lethe befell him accordingly. After the de

By meanes whereof he withdrew the Grecéans from luxury, and poffet their 
minds withthe terror of ill-doing. ue oo 

The AE yptians firft fon Arithmeticke, Muficke, and Geometry; and by 
reafon of the perpetuall ferenitie of the aire, found out the courfe of the Sunne 
and the ftarres, their conftellations, rifings, afpe@s,and influences; diuiding by 
the fame the yeare into moneths, and grounding their diuinations vpon their hid- 
den properties. Moreouer from the AE gyptians Orphew,Mafeus,and Homer, hane 
fetchit their hymnes and fables of the Gods:Pythagoras,Ewdoxns,and Democritus, 
their Philofophie: Lycurgue, Solon and Plato, the forme of their gouernments : by 
which they oh in their feuerall kinds haue eternized their memories. Their letters 
were inuented by Afercury, who writ from the right handto theleft, as do allthe 
Africans. But in holy things efpecially they expreffed their conceits by Hicrogly- 
phicks;which confift of fignificant figures: whereof there yet are many to be feen, 
though hardly co be interpreted. One Ewill produce for an example, {aid to be 
_ pourtrayed within the porch of A4snerue's Temple in the Citie of 5:

Acthe firftchey were gouerned by Pharoes of their owne; of whom Se/offrss The word fynis 
was the moft famous, and puiffant; who entred the Red Sea in gallies, which he ting. 


firftinuented: fubdued Arebis,and the greater part of Aithiopia, and Lebya. Ela- 
ted with thefe beginnings he affected the Empire of the world: ouer-tunning not 
onely thofe countries of the greater 4/a,Jong after ouercome by dexander: but 


to the vttermoft confines of the South and Eaft Continent, extending his con- 


quefts. Then inclining Weftward he vanquifhed the Scythians, and thofe nations 
that border onthe Ewxéae Sea: pafling ouer into Ewrepe he fubdued the Thracians. 
When oppreffed by famine, by reafon of thofe more barren countries , and the 
multitude of his people, he was conftrained to giue ouer his enterprife; and recur- 
ning by the riuer Phajis, ouercame the Gztes: where he left his moft tired fouldi- 
ers , and {upplied his army with the people-of that countrey. Whereof F /accws, 
defcribing the dores of the Temple of Co/chis figured with the origiriall of the 


Colchians.

In the vanquifhed countries he ere&ed pillars, whereon were ingrauen (befides 
the ats that he had done) the figures of men, and on diuers, the priuities of a wo- 
man ; to teftifie the valour or cowardice of the conquered. At his returne into 
FEgypt on folemne dayes, he was drawne by tributary kings vnto the temples of 
hy, te gods , which he had adorned with their fpoiles. He caufed many trenches to 
be cut through the land, and fome of them nauigable. Whereby vnpr:fitable ma- 
rifhes were drained, the countrey ftrengthned, trafficke made eafie : and fuch pla- 
ces relicued as laboured with the penury of waters. He attempted to haue made a 
nauigable chanell betweene the Red Sea, and the River; afterward feconded by 
Darius: but both defifted vpon the like fufpitions. For that Sea was found to lic 
higher then Ai.gypt : which made them mifdoubr, that it would either drowne the 
countrey , or elfe by mixing with the 2 é/ws diffeafon his waters. The markes of 
their proud endevours are at this day extant: neuertheleffc,in fome fort long after 
effected by Philadelphus. Cambyfes was the firft that made them ftoope toa for- . 
raine yoke, who ouerthrew their-temples , and-maffacred their Priefts , after that 
_ with his owne hands he had wounded their W4pis: deriding their fubuerted and 
bleeding Gods ; of chem, and of themfelues fuch infirme sere For which 


they reported that he became from thenceforth mad, and had fuch ill fucceffe in 
his fucceeding expedition. : oe

In the time of Darius that was called Nothus, they expulfed the Perfans,andagaine 
were gouerned by kings of their owne. But Ochws reduced them vnto their former 
obedience , continuing fo, vneill Mlexander the Great with the reft of the world 
fubdued that countrey. After whofe death, in the deuifion ofhis Empire, A.gypt 
fell to Prolomexs the {on of Lagus , and continued in his family for the {pace of two 
hundred and foure yeares: ten kings, and all of that furname , fiicceeding each o- 
ther. Philadelphus being the fecond in defcent, but firft in glory, then Exergetes, 
Philopater, Epiphanes, Philometer, Phyfcon, ({o called for his deformity) Lethures 
and Auletes : who left his fonne Diony/rus, together with Cleopatra, the coheires of 
his{cepter.

Her tragedy acted; O‘tauins Cefar reduced Aigypt into the forme ofa Prouince. 
Vader the Romane bondage they receiued the Chriftian libertie, by the miniftery 
of Saint Marke the Euangelift. In the diuifion of that Empire they became fubie& 
to the Canfentinepolican Emperourse But the Aigyptians foone weary of their op- 
preffions, (not long after the impoltury of Afshomet) as fome fay ;called in the Sa- 
racensto aflift them in the expulfion of the Greeks, But howfoeuer, they were ex- 
pulfed by Hensro General to Homar the fecond Mahometan high Prieft,in the yeare 
635. who onely impofing a tribute, afforded vnto all the liberty of Religion. So 
Aigypt became fubieG vnto the Caliphs of Babylon,vorlllthey fet vp a Caliph of their 
owne: yetreputed for {chifinaticall. Three hundred and two yeares the Egyptian 
Caliphs continued: vntill the time of Abmerseus the {ixt king of Jernfalem. By him 
inuaded,the Caliph intreated aide of the Su/tan of Syrie : who fent him Saracco,that 
repelled the Chriftians,and by murdering the affifted,vfurped his foueraignty.To 
him fucceeded saladine the veter fubuerter of the Holy-land. Who dying forbad 
ail funerall pompe, faueonely a fhirtto be carried abouton the point of a {peare, 


with chis proclamation : 


Great Saladine the Conqueror of the Eat, 

Of allthe fate and glory he poffeft, 

(O fraile and came rood !) 0 more 

Hath borne away, but that poore fhirt he wore 


Seuenty & fixe yeares thatkingdome continuéd with the Turkes, vntill che reigné 
of Melecfalai who often foyled by the Chriftians, hauing loft moft ofhis men and 
_ diftrufting the Egyptions ; bought amultitude of Civcaffian flaues ( a people bor- 
dering on the Euxine Sea, heretofore called Getes) of the Tartars which then had 

ouer-runne that Nation. Thefe he armed; and by theit valour not onely freed his 

countrey; but gaue the French men a fearefull ouctthrow ; taking|King Lewss pri- 

foner hard by Damiata. But thefe flaues a while after murdered Atelec/alasand ele- 

ted a Sultan of their owne,tyrannizing over the naturall inhabitants, & ftill main- 
taining their power, by the yearcly purchafe of Cércaffiaz children , brought ynto 

Alexandria by Rouers and Merchants. Thefe they inftruéted in the Pi na 

law, and exercife of armes; the fonne not fueceeding the father ; neither in empire 

chor military profeffion: no nor fo much as inthe name of aMamaluck. Dreadfull 
in power, and abounding in riches, for two hundred & feuenty yeares they. 7

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that gouernment. Ouerthrowne at length by Selysus thd farkifb Empcrour, and 
after fundry doubrfull and mortall conflicts veterly segs ae ; — with 

~ their liues,they loft their dominion to the conquerour. In whofe pofteritie it re- 
miaineth at this day: and is now gouerned by a Ba//a who hath his refidence in Caz- 
yo, arid commandeth as an abfoluce Soueraigne. Vnder whom are fixteene Sanzi- 
 acksyand a hundred thoufand Spacheis. The reuenues of this little country amoun- 
Hesimgthe fame ting co three millions of *Sharsfes. The Great Turke hauing one (viz. foure hun- 
proline ° dred thoufand disburfed yearely in fugar and rice, and fentto Confantznople, the 
name of Cairo refidue fent overland with a guard of fix hundred fouldiers for feare of the Floren- 
seer ** tine:) another million is {pent in payes,and in ferting forth the Carwan vnto Mecha; 
sia oda the third he hath for the fupportance of his owne eftate, and entertainment of his 
finer gold by two dependents. But this is litle in regard of that which was raifed thereof in thereigne 
ershree Apert. Of tuletes,whoreceiued feuen millions and a halfe of Crowness much more fp: 
pofed to haue yeelded to che more prouident Romanes. | 
The Ba//a now being, and called Mahomet, is a man well ftriken in yeares , of 
afowre and inflexible nature. Achis firft entrance he cut off the heads of foure 
thoufand Spacheés, that had borne themfelues too infolently, and committed ma- 
my outrages and extortions. Hefent the great men that bore ouermuch {way vnto 
Constantinople; thofe that refufedto go,he caufed to be ftrangled; vfing the aide of 
the Arabians (who iuftly hated the other) in all hisexccutions. Ifa robbery be 
committed, and the theeues efcape, fuch as are appointed to guard thofe quarters, 
do fuffer in their ftead; infomuch as often they attach poore innocents < they, 
cannot apprehend the guiltie, to deliuer themfelues from punifhment : 
holes through the condemneds armes, ftretcht wide on ftaues ; in which are can- 
dles ftucke, that burne downe into the flefh; and are led in that manner through 
the Citie vnto the place of execution. Others are ftript of their skins; yet liue in 
horrible torment fo long as the executioners fteele offends not the nauell. Drun- 
kennefle is punifhed with death; and all diforders fofeuerely lookt into, that I 
thinke in no other place you fhallfee {6 few amongft fch:a multitude of people. 
* The malice his rigour procured , had caufed himfelfe to confine himfelfe to the 
Caftle fora tweluemoneth before our coming to Caéro:but his gouernment is fo 
well approued by the Grand Signior, that to do him the more honour, he hath gi 
uen him his daughter in marriage,a child of foure yeares old, which hath bin E. 
lemnized with te ceremonies.One thing more is in him praifeworthy;that 
he will hardly fuffer a Chriftian to tume Afahometan , either out of the diflike of 
7 owne religion, or knowing well that they do it onely for commoditie and pre- 
erment. | | 
ZEgypt is now diuided into three Prouinces : that which lies South of Caro is 
called Sahéd : that betweene Cairo, Rofette and Alexandria, Errifia: and that be- 
tweene Cairo, Damiata and Tenefe, Maremma. Sabid exceedeththe reft in line,all 
forts of pulfes, poultry and cattell : Evréfie in fruites,and rice: and Maremma in 
‘cottens,and fugar. The inhabitants of Errifie and Maremma are more ciuill then 
thofe of :Sabid,as more conuerfing with forreiners; Sahéd being onely reforted vn-. 
to by afew AEthiopians. The Pharoes and ancient Egyptian Nobilitie did refide in 
Sahtd; the Ptolomies in Errifia ;the Romanes and Greekes along the fea-coafts. But 
the Afabometans made the midft of the land the feate of their Empires; both the 
better to keepe the whole in fubie&tion, and for feare of the Chriftians inuading 
the maritim places. The Egyptians of the middle times,were a people degenera- 
ee : ting

ting from the worth of their anceftors; prone to innouations, deuoted to luxury; _ 
cowardly cruell; naturally addicted to {coffe,andto cauill, detrating from what- 
foeuer was gracious andeminent. Thofe that now inhabite the country, are for 
che moft part Adcores. Turkes there are many, and /ewes, which refide onely in ci- 
ties. Store of Ufrabians, and not afew Negroes. Of Chriftians,the natiue Copties 
are the moft in number: fome Greeks ame and afew Armenians. 

The Aigyptsan Moores (defcended of the Arabéans, and vnderftanding each o- 
ther) are men of a meane ftature, tawny of complexion, and {pare of body, thrill 
tongued, and nimble footed ; naturally induftrious, affecting mote their profit - 
then their cafe, yet know they howto liue of alittle, as in nothing riotous. Rather 
craftie they are then wife; more obferuant then faithfull, by much more de- 
uout then the Turks in the Afehometanteligion. In learning they are vtrerly igno- 
sant. Amongft them none are noble: few admigted to the fouldiery,(nor fufered 
in townes to weare weapons) not any to Magiftracy. In cities the beft of them ex- 
ercife merchandize: rich by meanes of their trafficke with the fedians ; yet that de- 
cayed fince our Eaft-Indian voyages: infomuch, as Spices brought out of the Ze- 
vant heretofore, are now with profit brought thicher by our Merchants. In habite 
they differ little from the Twrks , a oe fome of the yonger fert , who weare 
fide coates oflinnen (the ancient habite of. chat country) girt to their wafts , and 
towels throwne about their necks ofthe fame. Diuers of the N ¢groes weate velts 
like furplices. Thofe of the poorell jong garments of aire, ftreak black and whites 
in the winter, fide coates of. costen. The beggers by finging, both get reliefe,and 
conifort their pouertie;playing withall vpon drums which are fathioned like fiues. 
‘A number here be afflicted with foreeyes., either by the reflecting heate, the fale 
duft of the foile,or exceffiue venery: for the pocks is vncredibly frequent amongft 
them. The women when out of their houfes, are wrapt from the crowne of the 
head to the foot in ample robes oflinnen, {preading their armes vnderneath toap- 
peare more corpulent: for they chinke it a{peciall excellency to be fatsand moft of 
them are fo ; fo in frequenting the Bannzas for certaine dayes together : wherein 
they vfe fuch dict and frictions, as daily vic confirmeth foreffectuall. They coner 
ehcir faces with blacke cypres befpotted with red. Their vnder garments oF lighter 
- ftuffes then the Twrks/J, not differing in fafhion. The lass fort weare hoopes o 
gold and filuer about their armes, and aboue their ancles : others of copper, with 
peeces of coine halfe couering their foreheads, and plates hung about their necks, 
&zc. Both men and women do brand their armes for the loue of each other. Divers. - 
‘of the women haue I feene with their chinnes diftained into knots and floweis of 
blue, made by pricking of the skin with needles, and rubbing it oucr with inke and _ 
theiuyce ofan herbe, which will neuerweare out againe. They haue quicke and 
eafie tibo ur, bearing heretofore often two, and fometimes three ata burthen: 
thofe alfo borne in che eigith moneth liuing, rarely ifelfewhere heard of. Inthe 
adioyning deferts of Saint Aecario,a plant there is,low,leauelefle browne of co- 
Jour, branched like corall, and clofed at the top; this in the time of the labour of. 
- women,they fer in water in fome comer of the roome,which ftrangely difplayeth 
procuring (asthey generally conieGture) eafie deliveries. The country people do 
follow husbanury. They are not long in dreffing themfelues, being onely wrapt int 
a ruffet mantle: nor haue the women any better couerture,hiding their faces with 
beaftly clouts, hauing holes for their eyes; which little is too much to fee; arid ab- 
ftaine from lothing. Ouer their fhafhes the men weare rounds of ftiffned ruffet,to

3 2*°) defend their brains from the piercing fervour. A people breathes not more fauage 
Stercusbouivaw and naftie; crufted with dirt, and ftinking of fmoke , by reafon of tlie* fuell,ar.d 
their houfes which have no chimnies. Some of them dwell vnder beggerly tents, 


and thofe efteemed of the old inhabitants. 


Caled commonly But the Copies are the true Agyptians , retaining the name of Coptus that anci- — 
itis 7 ent Citie and territory, little below, and on that fide the Riuer where once ftood 
Thebes againft the Hand of the Tenterétes.The name fignifreth Priuation,{o called, 
for that there J#s cut off a locke of her hairé, and put on funeral gartherits for che 
. death of ofr#s. Others will haue them fo called in regard of their circumcifion. 
Thefe,as I faid, are Chriftians , notwithftanding they are circumcifed: whereof - 
they now begin tobe afhamed ; faying , that in thecountry they are thereunto 
compelled by the Afoores; and in cities where fecure from violence, they vf itnor; 
howbeit, doing it rather in thatan ancient cuftome of their nation (mentioned by 
Herodotus) then out of Religion. They were infected with thathercfie of one na- 
ture in Chrift, long before Zacobus (of whom now named, and of whom we thall 
{peake hereafter) diuulged it in Syria. At this day they profefle him tobe perf & 
- God and perfect man; yet darenot diftinguifh his natures, for feare of on iding 
his perfon. They baptize not their children vntill ~— dayes old*”"Pre ily at. 
ter midnight they repaire to ther Churches, where they remaine wel. nigh vntill 
Sunday at noone; during which time they neither fit norkneel, but fupport them- 
f-lues vpon crutches. The Prieft is veiled and vefted in linen, hauing two or three 
boyes apparelled alike, and fequeftred fromthe reft ofthe people, to affift him; 
for they conferre inferiour Orders vpon children. They fing ouer moft part of the 
Pfaltnes of Dasid at euery meeting , with divers parcels of the old and new Tefta- 
ments ; the latter as written by Nécomedes : fome in the Copticke language, vnder- 
ftood but by few; moft in the Morefco. Often both Prieft and peo le,conioyney 
in fauage noifes,to our judgements not articulate » The Prieft not feldome eleua- 
t arcd cloth (vnder which I fuppofe was the Sacrament) which they adminifter 
in bothkinds , and giue it’to infants prefently after Baptifme. Intheir Churches 
they haue the picture of our Saviour, and the bleffed Virgin; but not over their 
alrars; nor for any thing I could perceipe,do theyreuerencethem. In certaurfe 
chefts they preferue the bones an afhes offuch as haue rurned Adahometans, and . 
afterward recanted; for which they haue fuffered Martyrdome. At their entrance 
they kiffe their hands,and lay them vpon one another : the women in grated gal. 
leries feparated fromthemen. Extreme vnétion, itp forthe dead, and purga- 
tory,they admit not of. The Romane Church they hold for hereticall; andreie@ all 
generall Councels, after that of raat Yet a multitude of late haue bin drawne 
to receiue the Popifh religion (efpecially in Cairo) by the induftry of Friers , ha- 
ving had the Roman Liturgie fenethem from Rome,together with the Bible, in the 
dle eens. Of Alexandria hath their Patriark hisname ; buthis abode is 
in Cairo. Sixe dayes ioumney aboue Casro vp the Riuer,they haue a great Citie cal- 
Jed Safer, where Chnift,with his mothers faid to haue made their abode vntill the 
death of Herod: vnto which,growing old and fickly, they repaire, as defirous to die 
there: where there is a,goodly Church — fomething ruinous; built by Hellen 
the mother of Con/fantine,& confecrated to the bleffed Virgin. They neuer eatc in 
theday time during the Lent,buc on Sacurdaies and Sundaies. They weare round 
caps, towels about their necks, and gowns with wide fleeues, of cloth, and ftuffcs 
Icffe ponderous.

‘The platforme for want of chalke, was laid out with meale; prognofticating there: 
’ by ber enfiring felicity: drawne in the figure ofa -Aacedonian cloake; and after- 
_ ward walled by Prelomy. The fides ftretching outin length containedin diameter 
three thoufand feuen hundred paces ; thofein the leknde athoufand; contrafed 
atthe ends by narrow Ifthmofes:here bounded with the lake,& there with the Sea. 
The contriuer, and ouerfeer of the worke was Désocrates. From the gate of the 
-Sunne, vnto that of the Moone, on each fide af the way ftood ranks of pillars ; in 
the middefta fpacious Court, led into by a number of ftreets: in fo muchas the 
people that pafed throughour, in fome fort did feeme to haue vndertaken a iour- 
ney. Onthe left hand of this ftood that part of the Citie which was named of .4- 
lexander; being as itwere a City of it {elfe, whofe beauty did herein differ : for 
looke how farre thofe columnes direétly extended in the former , fo did they here, 
but obliquely placed. So that the fight difperfed through multitudes of waies, and 
raui(hed with the magnificency thereof, could hardly be fatisfied. A wonderfull 
adorning hereuntowere the Fanes,and regall pallaces,poffeffing welnigh a fourth 
part of the Citie; for euery one did ftriue to addefome ornament as well to the 
Fouts of their kings, as to the Temples of the Gods: which ftood on the Eaft 
fide of the Citie ; adioyning , and participating one with another. Amongft the 
which was that famous Mujsem founded by Ph:ladelphas, & endowed with ample 
reucnues : plantedwith fuch as were eminent in liberall fciences,drawne thither by 
rewards , and cherifhed with fauours. He caufed the Philofophy of the igyprians 
— (beforealone peculiar to the Priefts) to be diuulged in Grecke for the benefit of 
ftudents. He procured feuenty of the sdacioall learned amongft the Jewes to 
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112, Alexandria when it flourifbed. Pharns. Lis.2

For Ptolemy the fonne of Lagus tookeie icin Perdiccas : who bringing itfrom Bs- 

bylon,and making for A.gypt with intention to haue feifed on that kingdome, 
on his approch was glad to betake himfelfe into a defert Iland , where he fell 
(thruft through with iauelins)-by the hands of his fouldiers : who brought thebo- 
dy vnto Alexandria, and buried it in the place aforefaid ; then inclofed ina Sepul- 
cher of gold. But Cybiofactes the Syrian, efpoufing the eldeft daughter of Agletes, 
and in her right poffeft of the kingdome, (fhe being elected Queene) difpoyled 
the body of that precious couerture : when forthwith ftrangled by Cleopatra , he 
lied not toenioy the fruites ofhis couctoufneffe.

In apro- 
montory therofon arocke enuiponed by the ce se caufed a tower to be 
Acrelechias — builtofa wonderfull height; afcended by degrees, and hauing many Lanternes at 
ae the top, wherein lights burned nightly for a direction to fuch as failed by Sea. For. 
the coafts vpon both fides being rockie, low, and harbourleffe , could not other- 
wife be approched without eminent dauger. Yer diuerfe times the multitude of 
lights appearing afarre off as one, and miftaken fora ftarre, procured contrary ef 
feéts tothe promifed fatety. This had the repute of the worlds feuenth wonder, 
named after the name of the Iand.

who now hath nothing left her butruines; and thofe ill witneffes of her perithed 
beauties : declaring rather,that townes as well as men, haue their ages and defti- 
nies. Onely thofe walls remaine which were founded (as fome fay) by Ptolomsie: 
one within another, imbatled,and garnifhed with threefcore and eight turrets;ra- 
ther ftately then ftrong, if compared with the moderne. Yet thefe, by the former 
defcriptions,and ruines without, appeare to hauc immured buta part of the Ci- 
tic. After that deftroyed by the Saracens, it lay for along time wafte : vntill a A44- 
hometan Prieft, pronouncing (as he faid, out of -Mebomets prophefies) indulgen- 
ces to {uch as fhould re-edife, inhabite, or contribute mony thereunto within cer- 
taine dayes, did in a fhort {eafon repeople it. Buta latter deftruGtion it receiued 
bythe Cypriots,French,and Venetians , about the time that Lewis the fourth was 
enlarged by the Su/raz,who furprifed the Citie with a maruellousflaughter. But 
hearing of the approach of the Sw/taxz, (who had raifed a great army for their re- 
licfe) defpairing to maintainc it, they fet iton fire, and departed. The Sw/tax repai- 
ring the walls as well ashe could, built this Caftle that now ftands on the Pharus 
for the defence of the hauen; and brought it tothat ftate wherein it remaineth. 
Sundry mountaines are raifed of the ruines by Chriftians not to be mounted; left 
they fhould rake too exact a furney of the Citie:in which are often found(efpeci- 
ally after a fhower ) rich ftones, and medals engrauen with the figures of their 
Gods, and men,with fuch perfection of art; as thefe now cut,{eeme lame to thofe, 
and vnliuely counterfets. Onthe top of onc of them ftands:a watch-tower, where 
continuall centinelliskept ,. to giue notice of approching failes. Of Antiquities 
there are few remainders: onely an Hieroglyphicall Obelisk of Theban marble, as 
hard welnigh as Porphir, but of a deeper red, and {peckledalike, called Pharos Nee= 
die, {tanding where once ftoodthe pallace of -4Mivandey : and another lying by, 
and like it, halfe buried in rubbidge . VVithout the wAls on the South-weit fide 
of the Citie, on alittle hill ftands a Columne of the fame, all of oné ftone: eigh- 
ty fixPalmes high, and thirty fix in compaffe, the Palme confifting of nine as 
anda quarter,according to the meafure of Gezoz, as meafured for Zégal Ba/fa by a

The Patriark of _Mexaadria hachhete ahoufe 
adioyning to a Church;which ftands (as they fay) in the place where Saint cAtarkt 
was buried, their firft Bifhop and Martyr : who in the dates of Tsien; baled with a 
rope tied about his necke,vnto the place called Angeles, was there burned for the 
teitimony of Chrift,by the idolatrous nip as - Afterward his bdnes were remo: 

There 
be at this day two Patriarks, thé Greeks; another of the Circumcifed, the 
yniuerfall Patriarke of the Coftses and Abifjines. The name of the Greske Patriarke 
now being,is Cyré/, a man of approoued vertue and ledming, a friend to che refor- 
med religion, and oppofing the contrary; faying that che differences becweene vs 
and the Greeks,be but fhels; but that thofe are kernels betweene them and the o: 
ther.Of whom fomething more fhall be fpoken hereafter. The buildings now be- 
ing, are meane and few, erected on the ruines of the former: that pate that lieth 
along the fhore inhabited oncly, the reft defolare : the walls almoft quadrangular, — 
on each fide a gate, one opening towards N jlus, another regards Afexioris , the 
third the deferts of Barche,atid the fourth the hauen.Inhabited by .Atdores,Tarkes, 
Jewes, Cofties, and Grecians;more in regard of merchandize, (for Alexamdria is a 
free port,both for friend and enemy) then for the conuentency of theplace: fea: 
ted in a defert,where they haue neither tillage nor pafturage, except what borders 
on the Lake;that licle,8¢ vnhusbanded: yet keep they goad {tore of goars,that haue 
eares hanging downe to the ground, which feed amongft theruines: On the Ile of 
Pharus now a part of the Continent, there ftands a Caftle defending the entrance 


of the hauen; which hath no water but what is a Camels from the. ce- 
fternes of the Citie: this,at our comming in, as is the vfe, wefaluted with our ord- — 
nance. As many of vsas came afhore, were brought tothe Cuftome-houfe , to 
haue our felues and our valeifas fearched : where ten inthehundred isto be paid 
for whatfoever we haue, and that in kind, onely mony payes, but one.anda halfe; 
whereof they take an exa& account , that thereby they.may aime ae the value of 
returned commodities; then paying eleven in the hundred more, euen for fucli 
’ goods as are in property vnaltered. At fo high arate: is this free traffick purchafed, 
ae Mahometan here paying asmuch asthe Chriftian, The Cuftotmesare farmed 
by the Zewes, paying for the fame vnto the Bafa twenty thoufand *Madeins a day, “4 "of Fixer 
irty of them amounting to 4 Royall of eight. We lodged ‘in the houfe of the sper forvalae. 
French Contul,vnto whofe proteQion all ftrangers. commie them{elucs.The Cane 
lockt vp by the Tarks at noones and at nights, for feare hae the Franks fhould fifi | 
fer or offer any outrage. The Vice-conful keepes a table for Merchants; he hin 
felfe a Magnitico, lefic liberall of his prefence, then induftrious to pleafare; yct ta: 
ther ftately chen proud; expeCting refpe&, and meridng: good will: thar was a 
Priettand wouldbe a Cardinall; with the hopes whereof.chey fay sthat he feafterh 
his ambition. By him we were prouided of a /eai/ary for dur guard vito Casto: hia 
hire fiue peeces of gold, befides his owne dict and his mans,with prouifion of pow: 
der. For our affes (not inferiour in this country vnto horfes for travel) hulfe a Sha: 
riffe a peece, for our camels a whole one. At the gate they tooke a Madein.a head, 
for our felues and our affes , fo indiffetently do they ptize vs: throughywhich ‘we 
could not paffe without a Te/carie fromthe Cadee, the principal officer of this 
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... On thefiscond of February in the afternoone we vndertooke our iourney : paf- 
ding through a defert producing here and there a few vnhusBanded Palmes , Ca- 
pers, anda weed called Kallby the 4rabs. This they vfe for fuell: and then colle- 
Cig the aflies which crufht together like a ftone,they fell them ip great quantitie 
to the Venetians : who equally mixing the fame with the ftones that are broughe 
shiem from Pasis by theriver of Técinum, make thereof their chryftalline glafles. 
On the left hand we left divers ruinous buildings : one faid to haue bin the royal 
manfion of Cleopatra. Beyond which Bacharis, once alitde,but ancient Citic: now 
onely fhewing her foundations ; where grow many Palmes whieh fuftaine the 
wretched people thar hue thereabout in beggerly cottages; where ona rocke 
ftands a tower, affoording light by night to the failer, the place being full of dan- 
ger. Anon we paffed by a guard of fouldiers, there placed forthe fecitring of that 

paffage; paying-a Madein for every head. ‘Seuen or eight milesbeyond , we fer- 
sied ouer a creeke of the fea: On the other fide ftands a handfome Cane, not long 
fince built by-a A@oore of Caéro for the reliefe of trauellers; containing a quadrangle 
within, and arched ynderneath. Vander one ofthefe we repofed; the ftones our 
beds, our fardels the bolfters. In fuch like places they vnloade their merchandize, 
refre(hing thetmfelues and their camels wich prouifion brought with them; {ecu- 
xed from theeues and violence. Giuing a mifle for oile, about midnight we de- 
pared: having here met with good ftore ofcompany; fuch as allowed travelling 
with their matches light, and prepared to receiue all onfets. The AZoores to keepe 
themfeliies awake , would tellone taleahundred times ouer. Bythe way againe _ 
‘we fhould haue paid Caphar, bur the benefice of the night excufed vs. Trauelling a- 
long the fed fhore,& at length a litle inclining on the right hand,before day we en- 

_Rofettacrepairing to a Cane belonging to the Fra#ks.Our beft entertainment 
an vnder-foorbe, muftie, without light, and the vnwholfome floore to lie vpon. 
_: This Cisie ftands vponthe principall branch of the Néde, (called ani Ca- 
iopus, which about famie.three miles beneath difchargeth it felfe into the fea. Ha- 
wing hete (as.at Dewsiata) his entrance croffed with abarre of fand, changing ac- 
cording to.the changes of the winds,and beating of the furges : infomuch that the 
Terbies that pafle oucr,are made eidicm laces tating flat and round bottomes. 
A pilot of:the towne there founding all theday long, by whofe direCtions they 
enter, andrhatfoclofe ynto him, that one leapes out of that boate into the other

(for the Moores.vfe. much to lie on the tops of th ciths ufes ) ietting over aloft like 
the poopes af fhips,to fhadow the ftreets that are but narrow, from the Suns refle- 
tions. Nat Gal, yet of finall defence ; being deftitute of walls, and other fortifi- 
cations. Ichinke no place vnder heauen‘is better furnifhed with graine,fleth,fith,

Which day 
and night were well nigh couered with painted boates, fraught with men and wos 
men: chanting amours, and dedicating their behauiours tothe excefic of liberty:

The Citic it felfe containing diuers lakes, in which were bowers and places of fo- 
lace , agrecable to their vanities. Amongft whom ({aith Sexeca) who fo auoided- 
vice, auoided not infamy, the very place adminiftring a fufpition. ; 
The nexe day but one that followed , we imbarked for Gaéro, ina Ierbie, vnto 
which feuen watet men belonged ; which we hired for twelue dollats. This arme 
of the Nyleis as broad at Rofesta as Thames about Tilbury , ftreightning by little 
and little:and then in many places fo fhallow,that oft we had me ado to free our 
felucs from the flats that had ingaged vs ; the water being euer thicke ; as if lately 
troubled; and paffing along with a mute and vnfpeedy current. Ten miles aboue 
Rofetta is that cutof the river which runnesto Alexandria. By the way we often 
boughtas much fifh for fixe pence , as would haue fatisfied rwenty. On each fide 
of the Riuer ftand many townés , but of no great efteeme, for the moft part _ 
. pofites 
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pofite: built partly ofbricke’,, and partly ofmud ;'many.of the eo houfes ap- 
pearing like bee-hiues. Seated on little hilsthrowne vp by the labour of man, to 
preferue them and their cattle in the time of the overflow. Vpon. the-banks all 
along areinfinite numbers of deepe and f{pacious vaults , into which they do let 
the riuer; drawing vp the water into higher cefterns , with wheeles fet round with 

_ pitchers,and turned about by Buffolees,From whence it runnes along licle trenches, 

made vpon the ridges of bankes; and fo is conueied isttn their feuerall grounds, 

the countrey lying all in a leuelll. The windes blew feldome fauourable: infomuch 
as the poore cMoores for moft part of the way were enforced to hale vp the boate: 
often wading aboue their middles to deliner it from the (hallowes.At every enfor- 
cing of themfelues (as in all their labours ) crying Elough : perfwaded that God is 
nearethem when they name him, the diuell far off, and all impediments leflened. 

Of thefe itis ftrange to fee fuch a nsmber of broken perfons: fo being by reafon of 
their {trong labour and weake foode. The pleafant walks which we had on the 

_fhore , made our lingring paflage leffe tedious. The fruitfull foile poffeffing vs 
with wonder; and ian maturity of things, there then asforward as with vs in Tunes. 
who begin to reape in the ending of March. The {ugar canes ferued our hands for 
ftaues , and feafted our taftes with their liquor. By the way we met with troupes of 
horfemen : appointed to cleare thofe en ha theeues , whereof there are 
many, who Mo rob by water in little frigots. Which made our carefull emizary 
(for fo are moft in their vndertaken — affifted by two other (to whom wee 
gaue their paflage, who otherwife would haue taken it) nightly to keepe watch by 
turnes: difcharging their harquebufes in the euening , and hanging out kindled 
matches , to terrifie the theeues, and teftifie their vigilancy. Fiue dayes now al- 
moft fpent fince we firft imbarked , an houre before Sanne we failed by the 
Southerne angle of De/ta:where the riuer deuideth into another branch,not much 
inferiour vnto this, the Eaft bounds of that Iland (which whether of fie or Afri- 
cais yettobe a Sea (as hath bene faid before ) below Dasmiata. 
Proceeding vp the Riuer , about twilight we arriued at Be/ac the port towne to 
Cairo, andnottwomiles diftant: where euery Franke at his landing is to pay a 
dollar. Leauing our carriages in the boate, within night we hired fixe Affes with 
their drivers rd the value of fixe pence, to condu& vs vnto Cairo; where by 
an Englifh Merchant wee were kindly entertained , who fed and houfed vs 

ratis. | : 

Hucha Hibns Naffh the Arabien,inuading apart of Africa, and making himfelfe 
Lord of the fame, built a Citie in the defests, as fearing the trechery of the U4/#- 
cans, fome hundred and — miles from the ruines of Carthage,which he called 
Cairo: the name fignifying in the 4rabicke tongue a place of conuention : or ra- 
ther E/ Chabira, which fignifieth a Compeller. aa aa time the _frabians be- 
gan tomixe with the Afoores , from whence this affinity in their Speech doth pro- 
ceed; yet accuftomed they in theirfangs to mention their genealogies, and to 
joyne with their owne names the name of their Nation. This kingdome for cer- 
taine yeares consinued in his family , and grew fo great in the dayes of ElcanCa- 

_&phwho entred onthat principality and Prieft-hood in the yeare of our Lord 996, 
that he fent out Gebor, by birth a Dadmatian (whom of aflaue he hadmade of bis 
Councell ) with a mighty army ; who fubdued all Numidse and Barbary: and in 
afecond expedition conquered both Agypt and Syria. But miftrufting the forces 

| of 
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of Elsiy Caliph of Babylon, (to whoin the Vice-Caliph of Egypt was fled ) he built 
for a refuge this great, and then ftrong Citie, which he named Elchahiro in memo- 
riall of the other. Scaliger the elder writes, that Gehor built it to fortific himfelfe a- 
gainft his maifter, hauing rebelled: but Leo the African, that he fent for the Ca/iph 
into Barbary, andinuefted him in his conquefts. This Citie is feated on the Ea 
fide of the River , at the foote of the rockie mountaine Aiwecat : winding there: 
with, and reprefenting the forme ofa crefcent, ftretching South ahd North with 
the adioyning fuburbs, fue /ta/en miles ; in breadth fcarce one and a halfe where 
it is atche broadeft: the walls ( ifit be walled) rather feeming to belong vnto pri- 
uate houfes then otherwife.Yet is the Citic of a maruellous frrength : aS appeared 
by chat three dayes battell carried through itby Se/yzus, and maintained by a 
oore remainder of the cAzmalucks. For the ftreets are narrow, andthe houfes 
igh-built,all of {tone well nigh to the top: at the endalmoft ofeach a gate; which 
fhut (as nighcly they are) make euery ftreete as defenfiue as a Caftle. The houfes 
more beautifull without, then commodious within: being ill contriued with com- 
berfome paffages. Yet are the rooffes high pitcht : and the vppermott lightly open 
in the ridden to let in the comfortable aire.Flat,and plaiftred aboue: the walls fur- 
mounting their rooffes, commonly of fingle brickes, ( as are many of the walls of 
the vppermoft ftories) which ruined aboue,to fuch as ftand aloft afford aconfufed- 
{pectacle: and may be compared to a groue of flourifhing trees that haue onely 
feere and perifhed crownes. Their locks and keyes be of wood ; euen vnto doores 
thac are plated with iron, But the priuate buildings are not worth the mentioning, 
if compared to the publicke: of which che Mofques exceede in magniticency: 
the ftones of many being curioufly carued without, {upported with pillars of mar- 
ble;adorned with what Ace can deuife,and their Religion tollerate. Yet differthey _ 
in forme from thofe of ConfPantinople ; {ome being {quare with open rooffesin the 
iniddle of a huge proportion, the couered circle tarraft aboue : others ftretching 
out in length: and many fiteed vnto the place where they ftand. Orie built ( and 
thatthe greateft) by Gebor called Gemith Hafbarer : he being named Hafbarer by 
the Caliph, which fignifieth Noble. Of thefe inthis Citie there is reported to be 
fuch a number as paffes beleefe , fo that [lift not nameir. Adioyning vnto them 
are lodgings for Santons (which are fooles, and mad men) of whom we haue {po- 
ken already. When one of them die, they carry his body about in proceffion with 
reat reioycings: whofe foule they fuppofe to be rapt into Paradife. Here be alfo 
| an goodly Hofpitals, bok for building , reuenue, and attendance; amongft 
which, chat built by Péffor the firlt Sates of the Mamalueks, moft remarkable ; en- 
dowed by him with the yearely renenew of wo hundred tlioufand Sharsfes. Next 
to thefe inbeauty are the Great mens Serraglios. By which if a Chriftian ride they 
will pull hin froin his affe (for they prohibit vs horfes as not worthy to beftride 
them) with ay aang and contumely. The ftreets are vnpaued, and exceeding 
dirty afeer'a fhower ; (for hete it raineth fometimes in the winter contrary to 
the receiued opinion arid then moftfubiedt to plagues) ouer which many beames 
are laid arhwart on the tops of houfes.,; and coucred with mats to fheleer them — 
from the Stinne. The like couerture thre is ‘betweene two high Mofques. in the 
principal ftreete of the Citi¢: vnder which when the Ba//2 pafleth, or others of 
quality ,they (hoore vp artowes, which fticke aboue in abundance. The occafion of 
‘that cuftome I know not. During our abode in the Citie fell out the feaft of their 
lictle Byrars , when in thei priuate houfes they flaughter a number of — 
: | | whic 
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which cut in gobbets, they diftribute vnto their flaues and poorer fort of peoples 
befmearing the doores with their blood: perhaps in imitation of the Pafleouer. 
The Wale (a mile diftant) in the time of the inundation, by fundry chanels flowes 
into the Citie. When thefe chanels grow empty,or the water corrupted, they haue 
it brought them chenceforch from the Riuer by Camels. For although they have 
"many wels, yet is the water bad,and good for no other vfe then to coole the ftreets 
or to cleanfe their houfes. In the heart of the towne ftands a {pacious Cane,which + 
they call che Befe/tax; in which (as in thofe at eh are fold all-kind of 
wares of the finer fort : felling old things by the call of Whe gines more ? imitating 
therein the Venctians,or imitated by them. Three principal, gates there be tothis 
Citic, Bebe Nanfre,or the Gate of Vidtory, opening towards the Red fea; Bub. Za- 
_ eélaleading to Nelusand the old towne ( betweene thefe the chiefe ftrect of the 
Citie doth extend,) and Bebel Futulsor the Port of Triumph,on the North of the 
Citie,and opening tothe Lake called Esbiky. Three fides thereof are inclofed with 
voodly buildings , hauing galleries of pleafure which ietty ouer, fuftained vpon 
pillars. On the other fide (now a heape of ruines) ftood the ftately pallace of Du/- 
. tibe,wife to the Sultan Castbeus: in which were doores and iaumes of Ivory; the 
walls and pauements checkerd with difcoloured marble : Columnes of Porphir, 
.  Alablafter,and Serpentine: the feelings flourifhed with gold and azure, and inlaid 
with Indian Ebony, a wood affirmed to be onely proper to that country,

A tree,which being cut downe, almoft equals a ftone in hardneffe. Ina word, the 
magnificécy was fuch as could be deuifed or effected by a womans curiofity,& the 
purfe of'a Monark:leuelled with che ground by 'Sédymssssthe {tones and ornaments 
thereof were conueyed vnto Cos/tantinople. The Lake both {quare and large, is but 
onely a lake when the R iner saecticoee ioyned thereunto bya chanell: where 
the Afoeres (cowed vp and downe in barges, fhaded withdamasks, and ftuffes of 
India) accuftome to folace them{clues in the euening . The water fallen, yer the 
place rather changeth then lofeth his delightfulneffe : affoording the profit of fiue 
aructts in a yeare, together with the pleafure; frequented much in the coole of 
the day. Icannot forget the re receiued in this place, and withall che iuftice. 
Abufed by a beggerly Azcore (for luch onely will) who then but feemed to begin 
his knauery, we were glad to fly vnto another for fixccour, feeming a man of good 
fort; and by kiffing of his garment, infinuated into his fauour 3 who rebuked him 
for the wrong he did vs. When croffing vs againe,ere we had gone farre, he vied vs 
-. 3 - = | far 
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far worfe then before : we offering toreturne to the other,which he fearing, inter- 
pofed : doing vs much villany to the metriment of the beholders ; efteeming of 
Chriftians as of dogs and Infidels. Aclength we got by, and againe complained. 
He in a maruellous rage made his flaues to purfue him;who caught him, @tript him, 
and beat him with a all along the leuell; calling vs to be lookers on: and fo con- 
ucyed him to the place of corre&tion; where by all likelihood he had a hundred 
blowes on the fees to feafon his paftimes. Beyond this are a number of ftragling 
houfes, extending wel-nigh to Bolse, which is the key vnto Caro: large towne, 
and epiemaph. sage the Riuer; in fafhion of building, in fome part not much 
inferiour to the other. Within and without the Citie area number of delicate or- 
chards,watered as they do their fields , in which grow variety of excellent fruitess 
as orenges, lemons, pomegranats, apples of Paradife, Sicamor figs, and others, 
(whofe barks they bore full of holes, the trees being as great as the greateft oakes, 
the fruice not growing amongft the leaues,bur out of the bole & branches) Dates, 
Almonds, Caffia fiftula, (leaued like an ath, the fruite hanging downe like faufa- 
ges) Locuft, (flat, and of the forme of a cycle) Galls growing vpon Tamarix, Ap- 
ples no bigger thé berries, Plantains,that haue a broa age leafe,growing inclu- 
{ters,and thaped like cucumers, the rind like a pefcod, folid within without ftones 
or kernels, to the tafte exceeding delicious,(chis the 4¢ehometans fay was the for- 
‘bidden fruite ; which being eaten by our firft parents, and their nakedneffe difco- 
uered vnto them, they made them aprons of the leaues thereof) and many more, 
not knowne by name,nor {eene by me elfewhere : fome bearing fruite all che yeare, 
anid almoftall ofthem theirleaues. To thefe adde thofe whole fields of Palmes 
(and yet no preiudice to the vnder-growing corne) of all others moft delighefull. 
In the aforefaid orchards there are great numbers of Cameleons; yet not eafily 
found, in that neare to the colour of that wheron they fit.A creature about the big- 
nes of an ordinary Lizard.His head vnproportionably big, his cies great,& mouing 
without the writhing of his neck which is inflexible:his back crooked,his skin fpot- 
ted with litle tumors,leffe eminent as nearer the belly;his caile {lender and long:on 
‘each foot he hath fiue fingers,3 on the outfide,and two on the infidesflow of pace, 
but fwiftly extéding his we ,of amaruellous length for the proportid of his body, 
wherewith he a be vpon flies the top thereof being hollowed by Nature for that 
purpofe.So that deceiued they be who think thar they cate nothing, but onely liue 
vpon —— furely aire is their principall {uftenance.For thole thathauekepe 
them for awhole yearetogether,could neuer petceiue thag they fed vp6 any thing, 
elfe:and might obferue thei belli $,t0 > fwel, after they had get the aire,& clo- 
fed their iawes;which they @paate againft the rays of the Sun.Of colour green and 
of a dusky yellow:brighter & whiter towards the belly, yet {potted with blue,white, 
& red. They change not into all colours,as reported : laid vp6 green,the green pre- 
dominates;vpon yellow the yellow : but laid vpon blue,or red,or white,the greene 
retaineth his bis notwithftanding s onely the other fpots receiue 4 more orient lu- 
fire : laid vpon black, they looke black, yet not without a mixture of greene. Alll of 
them in all places are not coloured alike. They are faid to beare a deadly hatred to

* the ferpent:infomuch as when they efpie them basking in the Sun,or in the fhade, 


they will climbe ro the ouer hanging branches,and let downe from their mouthes 
a thred, like to that ofa fpinfters, having at the end a little round drop,which thi- 
neth like quickfiluer, chat falling on their heads doth deftroy them : and what is 
more to be admired, if the boughs hang not fo ouer, that the thred 9d eae 
cularly defcend,with their former feet willfo dire& - that it {hall — 
x | t 
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Aloft,and neare the top of the mountaine, againft the Southend of the Citie, 
{tands the Cattle (once the ftately manfion of the Mamaluck Sultans, and deftroy- 
ed by Selymus) afcended vnto by one way onely,and thathewne out of the rocks 
-which rifing leifurely with eafie fteepes,and {pacious diftances (though of a great 
height) may beon Horfeback without difficulty mounted. From the top, the Citie 
by reafon of the Palmes difperfed throughout,appeareth moft beautiful,the whole 
country below lying open tothe view. The Cattle fo great,that it feemeth a city of 
it felfes immured with high wals, diuided into partitions, and entred by doores of 
iron;wherein are many fpacious courts, in times paft the places of exercife. The 
ancient buildings all ruinated,do onely thew that they haue bin fumptuous ; there 
being many pillars offolid marble yet {tanding, and of fo huge a proportion, that 
how they came thither is not leaft to be wondredat. Here hath the Ba//a his refi- 
dence, wherein the Déwaz is kept,on Sundaies, Mundaies,and Tuefdaies: the Chas- 

2s as advocates preferring the {uites of their clients.Forty Jawizaries he hath ot his 
guard, attired like thofe at Com/Rantinople: che reft employed about the country, 
for the moft part are not the fonnes of Chriftians; yet faithfull vnto fich as are 
vnder their charges; whom fhould they betray, they notonely lofe their liues , but 
alfo the pay which is due to their pofteritie. Such is this Citic, che faireft: in 
Turkie, yct differing from what it was, as from a body being yong and healthful, 
doth the fame growne old: and wafted with difeafes. a ; 
Hither the facred thirftof gaine,and feare of pouerty,allureth the aduenturous 
merchant from far removed nations: by reafon of the trade with sndsa,and neigh- 
borhood of the Red fea; being from hence not paft two daies iourney + fo called 
of Erythra an Figyptian — fignifieth Red in that language. Y ét little is the 
Turke aduantaged thereby: outhfull, of a grofle conceit to Suite new waies vnto 
profit, and vnexpert in navigation 5 which to an induftrious and knowing people 
would affoord an vnfpeakable benefit. Neuertheleffe they haue here a hauen cal- 
- led Sues,heretofore Ar finoes flourifhing and abounding with merchandize in the 
time of the Prolomies. Built by Phéladelphus, and fo named in honour of his fifter, 
a Lady of furpafling beauty, giuenin mariage to Lyfimachus King of (Macedon. 
The fea there being at alow water, no broader then a riuer : and every where dan- 
_ gerous to faile through, by reafon of the multitude offhelues and vndifcouerable 
tocks. Speaking of this fea, cannot but remember the wonderfull proie& of Cleos 
patra, who flying from the battell of —4¢#ium, and gathering together all her por- 
table riches, attempted to haue hoift her fhipping out of the Mid-land fea, and to 
haue haled them into this ; with purpofe to haue planted in anothercountry, re- 
moued far from the danger and bondage epipamer by that warre: but the com- 
ming of Aathony altered her ‘ay sone ow blace of {mall commerce,and inhabi- 
tedby afew, inregard of the carcity of all manner of prouifion , and penury of 
waters.¥ etis there a {tation for gallies, being in number about fiue and twenty. 
_ ‘Thefearc brought from Con (lantinople vnto Cairo; and taken in peeces,are caried 
vito Sues vpon Camels, and there put together. But the maine of commodities 
are brought ouer-land by Caruan froin Mecha; as precious ftones, {pices,ftuffes of 
India kadico, gumns,drugs, amber, all forts of perfumes, &c. But the Exg/ifh haue 
fo ill vtterance for their warme clothes in thefe hote countries that Ibelecue they 
will rather fuffer their fhips to rot inthe River, then continue that trade any 
- Jongers > - | ee 7 | 
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ties , Greeks, and Armenians: who are here the pooreft, and eugry where the ho- 
nefteft; labouring painefully, and liuing foberly. Thofe that are not fubieét to the 
Turke if taket in warres, are freed from bondage: who are, liue freely, and pay no 
tribute of children as do other Chriftians. This prinjledge enioy they forcthat a Leconins chal, 
certaine _4rmenian foretold of the greatnefle and glory of Mahomet. They once * 3 
"were vnder the Patriarke of Con/tantinople: but about the herefie of Eatyches they 
fell from his gouernment, and communion with the Grecians , whom they deteft 
abouc all other: rebaptifing fuch as conuertto their fe&. They beleeue that there 

is but one nature in Chrift, notby a commixtion of the diuine with the humane, 
as Extyches taught, but by a coniunction : euenas the foule is ioyned to the body. 
They deny the reall prefence in the Sacrament, and adminifter it as the Coptées do: 
with whom they agree alfo, concerning Purgatory, and not praying for the dead: 

as with the Greekes , that the holy Ghoft proceedeth onely fromthe Father, and 
that the dead neither donor fhall feele ioy or torment vntill the day of doome. 
Their Patriarke hath his being at Tyberté in Perfia: in which country they liue weal- 
thily , and in good eftimation. There are three hundred Bifhops of that Nation; 

_ the Priefts mary not twice: eate flefh but fiue timesa yeare; andthenleftthepeo- 
ple fhould thinke ic a finne to eare, in regard of their abftinence. Theyerre that 
write that the people abftaine from all meates prohibited by the Mofaicall law; for 
hogs fiefh they eate where they can without offence to the Mahometans. They — 
obferue the Lent moft ftri@ly : yet eate fleth vpon Fridayes betweene Eafter and 
Whitfontide.As for Images they adore them not.Here they haue their aflemblies 

in obfcure chambers. Coming in (which was ona Sunday in the after noone) we 
found one fitting in the middett of the congregation ; in habit not differing from 
thereft, reading on a Bible in the Cz/dean tongue. Anon the Bifhop entredin a 
hood and veft of blacke, with a ftaffe in his hand ; to which they pee ee much 
holineffe. Firft he prayed,and then fung certaine Pfalmes,affifted by two or three; 
after all {ung ioyntly, at interims praying to themfelucs : refembling the Turkes in 
the pofiture of their bodies and often proftrations: zhe Bifhop excepted ; who 
ereCting his hands {tood all the while with his face to the altar. The Seruice ended, 
one after another do kiffc his hand , and beftow their almes , he laying the other 
on their heads, and bleffing them.Laftly;brefcribeth fucceeding fafts and feftiuals. 
Where is to be noted, that they faft vpon the day of the Natiuity of our Sa- 
our. 

Here alfo is a Monaftery of Greeke Coloieros , belonging vnto the capital 
Monattery of Saint Katherine of Mount Siza,from Caéro{ome eight dayes iourney 
ouer the deferts; faid to be the daughter of King Coffa, aKing of Cyprus: who itt 
thetime of Maxentius conuerted many vnto Chrift. Tortured on awheele,and 
finally beheaded at Mexandria ( where two goodly pillars of Thebsx marble 
(though halfe {wallowed with ruines) preferue the memory of the place,) fhe was 
conueyed (as they affirme) by an Angell, and buried in this mountaine. It hath 
three tops ofa maruellous height:that on the Welt fide of old caled Mount Horeb, 
where God appcared to AZofes in a buth, fruicfull in paftorage; far lower, and fha- 
dowed when the Sunne arifeth by the middlemoft: that whereon God gaue the 
Law vnto Mofes. The Monaftery ftands at the foote of the mountaine, refembling 
a Cattle, with an iron doore ; wherein they fhew the tombe of the Saine much vi: 
fited by Pilgrims,from whence the top by foureteene thoufand fteps of {tone is af 
cended, where ftands aruined Chappell. A plenufull {pring defcendeth from 
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thence,and watering the valley below, is againe drunke vp by the thirfty fand. This 
ftrong Monaftery is to entertaine all Pilgrims,(for there is no other — of enter- 
tainment ) hauing an annuall reuenew of fixty thoufand dollars from Chriftian 
Princes. Of which foundagion fixe and twenty other depend, difperfed through 

~ divers countries. They giue alfo daily almes to the Arabs, to be the better fecured 
from outrage. Yet will they not fixffer them to enter, but let it downe from the bat- 
tlements. Their orchard Facies with excellent fruites: amongft which apples, 
rare in thee countries, transferred from Damma/co. They are neither fubie& to Pope, 
nor Patriarke ; but haue a Superintendent of their owne, at this prefent in Cazro. - 
Thefe here made vs a collation, where I could not but obferue their gulling in of 
wine with a deare felicity ; whereof they haue their prouifion from Candy. 

Foure fects of Mahometans there were in the time of Leo Africanus in this City: 
{prung in times paft from foure feuerall Interpreters ofthe Alcorans who will not 
eafily relinquifh their opinions. Yet do they not traduce one another , although 
they repute each other for hereticall. That called Chesefia , the principall ; whole 

riefts do feede on horfe-flefth. Such horfes as are vnfit for feruice,their caters do 
| a and fat for their palats. Each fectary is punifhed for tranfgreffions againft 
the rules of their Religion by the Iudge of that Order. | 

During our abode here, a Carwax went forth with much folemnity, to meete 
andrelieue the Great Caruaz-in their returne from CMecha; which confifteth of 
many thoufands of Pilgrims chat trauell yearely thither in deuotion and for mer- 
chandize; euery one with his banrol in his hand: and cheir Camels gallantly tricke 
(the Adcoran carried vpon one, in a precious cafe couered ouer with needle-worke, 
and layd onarich pillow,enuironed with a number of their chanting Priefts)guar- 
ded by diuers companies of fouldiers , and certaine field peeces. Forty eafie 
dayes iourney itis diftant from hence: diuided by a wildemefle of fand,that licth 
in drifts, and dangeroufly moueth with the wind: through which they are guided 
in many places by ftarres, as fhips in the Ocean. Now within three dayes iourney 

_ they afcend a mountaine ( the fame they fay, where _4braham would haue {acri- 
 ficed s/aac.) Here facrifice they anumber of fheepe: & {tripping themfelues,wrapt 
onely in a mantle without knot orhem, proceede vnto Mecha. Where is a little 
Chappell (within a goodly Mofque ) about eight yards {quare: the caufe of this 
deuotion, (towards which, when va pray , wherefoeuer they be, they do turne 
their faces) built as they affirme by 4 orahams: within, itis hung with crimfon fattin, 
and vefted without with a richer ftuffe fent thither yearely by che Emperour, as to 
* A Gouernor or that of Medina Telnaby, prouided at Cairo; the * Emer of Mecha hauing the old for - 
rae: his fee. The Camels that bring them are from thenceforth freed from burthens. 
Buta fight it is no leffe ftrange then ridiculous,to behold the honour they do vnto 
the Camel athis returne vnto Conftantinople, that fupported their Alcoran,(as at 
Cairo in fome fort to that that carried the veftures ) crowding about him as led 
through the ftrects : fome pulling off his haires, and preferuing them as relickes; 
fome kaffing , others with his {weate befmearing their eyes, and faces: and cuttin 
him at length into little gobbets giue thereof to eate vnto their fiends and famili- 
ars. Many ofthe Pilgrims by poaring on hot bricks , do voluntarily perith their 
fights: as defiring to fee nothin prophane, after fo facreda fpe@acle. Hethatar — 
his returne giueth ouer the world, and himfelfe to contemplation,is efteemed as a 
— yah impor Sainte; all are called * Hadges: and fo call chey their Camels, hanging as many little 
$helmele  haines about their forelegs, as they hauc bene times there. In hae Citie of Mecha 
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fome fay their falfe Prophet was borne! bircerronioufly. Seated itis in.a pleafant 
foile, bur enuironed with deferts and hills: hauting no water but whatproceedeth 
from one {pring , which they fay was fhewed: by-an Angell vnto Hagar: anttal- 
moft miraculous it is thatit fhould fuffife fuch a multicudé of peopleand catrell A 
place of principall trafficke ‘ not onely by the méanes of the Jadian Caraans,which 
thither yearely repaire wich their commodities : but of the countrey adioyning, 
whofe precious productions haueinftiledithappy. == 2 
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The Chriftian dieth that approcheth this place within fiue milescompaffe. After 

foureteene dayes they returne vnto the aforefaid motintaine : a part of them par- 

ting from thereft going out of the way to Medina Telnabi, which isby interpreta: 

tion, the Citie of the Prophet; famous for concourfe of people, thoughinabar- ~~ 

ren country, being fcarce two dayes iourney from Afecha. Where ina little Chap- 

pell lightned with three thoufand lampes that there burne perpetually, lie A¢zho- 

ssct, Omer, and Haly: in fimple tombes of the ancient fafhion, cut out like lozen- 

ges. That of -Mahomet (not hanging in the aire as reported ) is couered with 
eene,hauing on the fide a* Carbunele as big as an egge,which yeelds a martiel! — told bya

_o digreffe no further. Than Cafrofo Citie can be more populous,nor beté 

_ ter ferued with all forts of prouifion. Here hatch they eggs by artificiall heate in 

infinite numbers ; the manner as feerie thus briefly. In a narrow entty-on each 

fide ftood two rowes of ouens, one ouer another. On the floores of the lower they 

fay the offals of flaxes over thofe mats; and vpon them their egges ; at lealt fixé 

thoufand in an ouen. The floores of the vppet ouens were as rooffes to the vnder: 

- grated ouerlike kilnes, onely hauing tunnels in the middle,with couers vnto them. 
Thefe gratings are couered with mats: on them three inches thicke lieth the drie, 

and oalloaseed dung 6f Camels Buffoloes,'8c. Atthe hither and farther fides of 

chofe vpper ouens are trenches oflome; ahandfull deepe,& two -handfulls broade: 

In thefe they bume of the forefaid dung,which giveth a finothering heate‘without 

viftble fire.. Vnder the mouthes of thée-vpper‘ouens are contteyances: for finoake: 

hauing round rooffes,and vents at the tdp’to hut and to: open. Thuslie the egies 

in the lower ouens for the {pace of eight dayes: med daily and carefirity-leoke to 

that theheate be but moderate.’ Theri cull they the. bad from the good by that 

time diftingui(hable ( holding them betweene a lanipe’ahd the nib Bee are 

two parts of three for the'iiioft part. Two dayes aftet'they put oink the fire 5-arid 
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conuey by the paflage in the middle, the one halfe into the vpper ouens: then {huts 
ring all clofe, they letthem alone for ten daies longer; at which'time they become 
difclofed iran inftant.This they practife from the beginning of Ianuary vntill the 
midft of lune, the capes being then moft fit for that purpofe; neither are they (as 
reported) preiudiced by thunder: yet thefe declare that imitated Nature will ne- 
uer be equalled ; all of them being in fome part defectine or monftrous. -

 Moft of the inhabitants of Caéro confit of merchants and artificers : yet the 
merchants frequent no forrein marts. All ofa trade keepe their fhops in one place, 
which they fhut about the houre of fue, and folace themfelues for the rett of the 


day: cookes excepted,who keepe theirs open till late inthe euening. For few but 


' fuch as have great families drefle meate in their houfes, which the men do buy 


ready dreft; the women too fine fingerd to meddle with houfwifry,° who ride a- 
broad vpon pleafure on eafie-going Affes, and tie their husbands to the beneuo- 
lence thacis due, whichif neglected, they will complaineto the magiftrate, and 

rocure a diuorcement. Many practitioners here are in Phyfick,inuited chercunto 
by the ftore of fimples brought hither, and here growing : an Art wherein the E- 
gyptians haue excelled from the beginning. , 
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abthfull, fet for euery ufe. 
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Akind of Rue is here, much in requeft, wherewith they perfume themfelues in the 
mornings, not onely asa preferuatiue againft infection, but efteeming it preua- 
lent againft hurtfull fpirits. -So the Barbaréans of old accuftomed to do with the 


. \* roots of wilde Galingal. There are in this Citie,and haue bin of long,a fort of peo- 


ple that do get their liuings by the fhew,ng of feates with birds andbeafts, excee- 


_ ding therein all {uch as haue bin famous amongftvs. I haue heard aRauen to 


{peake fo perfectly, as it hath amazed me. They vie both their throats aiid congues 
in vttering of founds, which other birds do not : and therefore more fit for that 
urpofe. Scaléger the father, reports of one that was kept ina monaftery hard by 
a 3 which ik would call vpon Conrede the cooke, (o plainly, as often 
miftaken foraman. 1 haue feene them make both dogs and goates to fet their 
foure feet ona litde turned pillar of wood, about a foot high, & no broader at the 
end then the palme ofa hand :climing from onc to two, fet gn the top of one ano- 
ther; and fo to the third and fourth;and there turne about db en as their maifters 

wold hid thé. They carry alfo dancing Camels about,taught when yong, byfettin 
them on a hote harth, and playing all the while on an inftrurnenc: the poore beat 
through the extremity ef heate lifting vp his feet oneafter another. This praatife 
a! for certaine moneths together : fo that at length whenfoeuer he heareth the 
fiddle, he will fall a dancing. Affes they will teach to do fuch tricks,as if pofleffed 
with reafon: to whom Berks his horfewouldhayeprouedbutaZawy, =: 
__. Thetimne of our departure proroged,we rode to, Adagares,fiue miles North-eaft 
of the Citie. By the way we faw fand caft vpon the earth,to moderate the fertility. 
Here they fay,that our Sauiour, and the blefled Virgin with ofeph, repofed re

felues as they fied from the fury of Hered: when oppreffed with thirft, a fountaine 
forthwith burft forth at their feet to refrefirthem. We faw a well enuironed witha 
poore mud wall,the water drawne vp by *Baffolos into a litle cefternes from whence Sé/aniens £8.10. 
ft ranne into a lauer of marble within a {mall chappell, by the AZoores(in contempt “4°, Ge 
of Chriftians) {pitefully defiled. Inthe wall there isa little concaue lined with fash, bum(lfe 
{weet wood (diminithed by affectors of relicks!) and {moked with incenfe : in the 07.) that 
fole, a {tone of Porphyr,whereon (they fay) fhe did fet our Sauiour. Of fo many hace a 
thoufand wels(a thing moft miraculous)this only affoordeth guftable waters : and. 4¢dey merning 
__ that fo excellent, thatthe Ba// refufeth the Riuer to drinke thereof, and drinkes (7. "i/ ™ 's° 
ofno other; and when they ceaffe for any time to exhauft it, it fendeth forth of it ing vp of water, 
felfe fo plentifull a ftreame, as able to curne an ouer-fall mill. Paffing through the «gh »rzed 
chappell, it watereth a pleafant orchard ; in acorner whereof there ftandeth an.o- ?/"?** 
uergrowne fig-tree, which opened (as they report) to receiue our Sauiour and his 
mother, then hardly efcaping the purfuers; gels aig till che purfute was paft; 
then againe diuiding, as now itremaineth. A or ole there is through one of 
the fides of the leaning bulk: this (they fay) no baftard can thred, but fhall ftick faft 
by the middle. The tree is all to be-hackt for the wood thereof, reputed of foue- 
raigne vertue. But abufe my time, and prouoke my Reader. In an inclofure ad- 
ioyning , they fhewed vs a plant of Balme: the whole remainder of that ftore 
which this orchard produced: deftroyed by the Turks, or enuie of the Jewes, as by Ae fhe 
theptreported: being tran{ported out of Jury, in the daies of Hered the Great, by 
the commandement of _ Letonsine,at the fuite of Cleopatra: but others fay broughe 
hither out of C4rabia Felix, at the coftofa Seracen Sultan. 
A day or two after, we croffed the 2 s/s. Three miles beyond on the left hand 
left we the place where vpon Good-friday the armes and legs of 4 number of men 
appeare ftretched forth of the earth, tothe, aftonifhment of the multitude. This I 
haue heard confirmed by Chriftians, A¢ahometans,and fewes,as {eene, vpon their 
feuerall faiths. An a perhaps contriued by the water-men, who fetching 
them from the A4ummses, (whereof there are an viconfinneable number) and kee- 
ping the myftery in their families,do fkicke them ouer nightin the fand ; obtaining 
thereby the yearly ferrying ouer of many thoufands of paflengers.” Fhree orfoure- - 
miles further,on theright hand,and infight, athwarttheplainc, thereextendetha —s. 
_ cauffey fupported with arches, fiue furlongs long, ten paces high, and fiue in 
. breadth, of fmooth and figuted ftone ;_ bile by the builder of the Pyramides, for a 
paflage ouer the foftand vn{ypporting earth with weigbry carriages; Now having 
ridden through a goodly plaine, fome twelues miles ouer (in that place.rhe whole 
breadth of Aig pt) we came to the foot of the Libyan Deferts. ©. 0 
Full Weft of the Citie,clofe vpon thofe deferts, aloft on a. rocky leuel] adioys 
ning to the valley, ftand¥thofe three Pyramides (che barbarous monuments of 
prodigality and vain-glory) fo vniuerfally celebsated.,: The name is detiued from 
9 flame of fire, in regard of their fhape: broad below, and fharpe about, like a 
pointed Diamond. By fuch the ancient did. expreffe: thir otiginall of things , and 
that formleffe forme-taking fub{tance. For as a Pyramtis beginning ata point, and 
the principall height, by little and lictle dilateth into all parts fo Nature procee- 
ding ffom one vndeuidable fountaine (euen God the foueraigne:eflence ) re- 
ceiueth diuerfitie of formes’ effufed into feuerall kinds.and mulatudes of figures: 
vniting all in the fupreme head, from whence all exceHlencies iffue. The labours o€ 
the Jewes,as themfelués report,and is'alledped by — employed in thefe, 
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yer eleruig little better credie ¢ for what they buile was of bricke) then that ab. 

“---  frdopinion of Nazéanzenus, who out of the confonancy of the names,affirmeth, 
thar they were built by Zofeph for granaries, againft the feuen yeares of famine:

the regall fepulchers of the A.gyptians.The greateft of the three, and chiefe of the 
worlds feuen wonders, hein anaes at the bottome, is fuppofed to take vp eighe 
acres of ground. Euery {quare being 300 fingle paces in length, the fquare at , 
the top, confifting of three ftones — yet large enough for threefcore to ftand 
vpon : afcended by two hundted Ary ue fteps, each ftep aboue three feet high, 
of a breadth proportionable. No ftone fo little throughout the whole, as to be 
drawne by our carriages; yet were thefe hewne out of the Trosan mountaines,far 
off in #rabéa: {0 called of the captiue Troiess, broughtby Meselaus into mle 
and there afterward plantedi A wonder how conueyed hither: how fo mounted,a 
greater. Twenty yeares itwas a building, by three hundred threefcore and fixe 
thoufand men continually wrought vpon? who onely in radifhes, garlick, and o- 
nions , are faid tohaueconfimed one thoufand and eight rear talents. By 
thefe and'the like inuentions:exhaufted they their treafure, and employed the peo- 
ple, for feared left fuchinfinice wealth fhould:corrupr theit (ucceflors, and dange- 
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rous idleneffe _ in the Subieét a defire of innouation. Befides, they confide

ring the frailty of man , that inan inftant buds, blowes, and withereth ; did ende- 7 
uour by firch fumptuous and magnificent ftructures , in {pice of death to giue vn- pare 
to their fames eternity.

Yet this hath bene too great a morfell for time to deuoure; hauing ftood, as may 
be probably conie€tured, about three thoufand and two hundred yeares : and now 
rather oldthen ruinous: yet the North fide moft worne, by reafon of the humi- 
dity of the Northeme wind, which here is the moyfteft. The top at length we af- 
cended with many paufes and much difficulty ; from whence with delighted eyes 
we beheld that foueraigne of ftreames , and moft excellent of countries. South- 
ward and neare hand the AZummes: afar off diuers huge Pyramides; cach of which, 
were this away, might fupply therepute of a wonder. Duringa great part of the 
day it cafteth no fhadow on the earth , but is at once illuminated onall fides. De- 
—- againe, onthe Eaft fide, below, from each corner equally diftant, we ap- 
aes the entrance, feeming heretofore to haue bene clofed vp, or fo intended, 
oth by the place ir felfe, as appeareth by the following picture, and conueyances 
within. Intochis our /enézarées difcharged their co , left fome fhould 
haue skulkt within to haue done vs a mifchiefe:& guarded the mouth whilft we en- 
tred, for feare of the wilde Arabs.To take the better footing we put off our fhooes, 
and moft of our apparell: foretold of the heate within, not inferiour to a ftoue. 
Our guide(a .Woore)went foremoft: enery one of vs with our lights in our hands. A 
moft dreadfull paflage,and no lefle comberfome; not aboue a yard inreadth,and 
foure feete inheight : each ftone containing thatmeafure. So that alwaies ftoo- 
ping , and fometimes creeping , by reafon of the rubbidge, we defcended (norby 
‘ftaires,but as downe the ftecpe of a hill) a hundred feete: where the place for a little 
circuite enlarged ; andthe fearefill defcent continued, which they fay none cuer 
durft attempt any farther. Saue that a Bef of Caéro, curious to fearch into the {e- 
crets thereof, caufed diuers condemned perfons to vndertake the performance; 
well ftored with lights and other prouifion: and that fome of them afcended a- 
gaine well-nigh thirty miles off in the Deferts.A fable deuifed onely to beget won- 
der.But others haue written,that at the bottome there is a {pacious pit,eightie and 
fixe cubits deepe,filled at the ouerflow by concealed conduits:in the middeft a litle 
Tland, and on that atombe containing the body of Cheops, aKing of Egypr,& the 
builder of this Pyramis:which with the truth hath a greater affinity.For {ince Lhaue 
bene told by one out of his owne experience , thatin the vecermoft depth there is 
a large {quare place ( though without water) into which he was led by another en- 
try opening to the South, known but vnto few(that now open being fhutby fome 
order ) and came vp at this place.

Here we paffed through a long entry which led ao : folow, 
chat it tooke euen from vs that vneafie benefit of {tooping, “ate ne vs in- 
to alittleroome with a compatt rooffe,more long then broad, of polifhed marble, 
whofe grauelike finell,halfe full of rubbidge forced our quicke returne.Climing al- 


fo ouer this entrance, we afcendedas before , about an hundred and twenty feete 
a ah ni aiy i Ni split «nanan eeeaal dase a 
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higher. This entry being of an exceeding height , yet no broder from fide to fide 
then a man may fathome , benched on each fide,and clofed aboue with admirable 
archite€ture, the marble fo great, and{o cunningly ioyned , as had it bene hewne 
through the liuing rocke. Acthe top we entred into a goodly chamber , twenty 
foote wide, and forty in length : the rooffe of a maruellous height ; and the ftones 
fo great, that eight floores it, eight rooffes it , eight flagge the ends, and fixteene 
the fides, all of well wrought T4eb4 marble. Atwhart the roome at the vpper end 
there ftandeth a tombe: vncouered,empty,and all of one ftone : breaft high , fe- 
uen feere inlength, not foure in breadth, and founding like a bell.In this no doubt 
lay the body of the builder. They erecting fuch coftly monuments, not onely out 
of: a vaine oftentation: but being of opinion, that after the diffolution of the fleth

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the foule fhould furuiue; and whenthirty fixe thoufand yeares were expired; a- 
gaine beioyned vnto the felfefame body , reftored vnto his former condition: ga- 
thered in their conceipts from A ftronomicall demonftrations.

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Weafhirmedto haue roge aye miles North-weft of that city, ftanding direGly Welk, 
and full rwelue from cfs. Buc the moft pregnant proofe hereof are the Mummes, 
(lying ina place where many generations haue had their fepuleures) not far aboue 
Memphis neare the brow of the Lébyan defert, and ftreightning of the mountaines, 
from Cairowel-nigh twenty miles. Nor likely it is that they would fo far carry their 
dead, hauing as conuenient a place adioyning to the Citie. 

Thefe we had purpofed to haue feene; but the chargeable guard, and feare of 
the Arabs there then folemnizing their feftiuall , ich Ye to haue layne out 
all night, made vs content our felues with what we had heard; hauing before 
feene ditiers of the embalmed bodies, and fomé broken vp, to be bought for dol- 
Jars apeece atthe Citie. In that place are fome indifferent great, and a number of 
little Pyramides with tombes of feuerall fafhions : many ruinated, as many viola- 
ted by the Afoores and Arabians, who make a profit of the dead, and infringe the 
priviledge of Sepulchers. Thefe were the graues of the ancient 4Egyptians, from 
the firft inhabiting of chat countrys coueting to be there interred , as the place 
{uppofed to containe the body of Oféris.Vnder euery one,or wherefouer lic {tones 
not nacurall tothe place, by remouing the fame, defcents are difcoucred like the 
narrow mouthes of wells (hauing holes in each fide of the walls to defcend by, yet 
fo troublefome,that many refufe to go downe, that come thither of purpofe) fome 
wel-nigh ten fathoms deepe:leading inta long vaults (belonging as fhould fceme, 
to particular families) hewne out of the rocke, with pillars of the fame. Betweene 
euery atch the corfes lie ranckt oneby another , fhrouded in a number of folds of 
Jinnen,fwathled with bands of the fame: the brefts of diuers being ftained with Hi- 
eroglyphicall charaers. Within their bellies are painted papers , and their Gods 
inclofed in little models of tone or mettall: fome of the fhape of men, in coate-ar- 
mours, with the heads of fheepe, haukes,dogs,&c.others of cats, beetles monkies, 
and fuch like. Of thefe I brought away diuers with me, {isch in fimilitude.

The linnen pulled off (in colour, and like in fubftance to the inward filme between 
the barke and the bole; long dried, and britle ) the body appeareth : folid, vncor- 
rupt, and perfect in all his dimenfions: whereof the mufculous parts are browne of 
colour, fome blacke , hardas ftone-pitch ; and hatin phyficke an operation not 
vnlike, though more foueraigne. In the ia aa thefe,to keepe them from pu- 
trifaction, they drew out the braines at che noftrils with an inftrument ofiron, re- 
plenifhing the fame with preferuatiue fpices. Then cutting vp the belly wich an E- 
thiopian {tone, and extracting the bowels, they cleanfed the infide with wine: and 
ftuffing the fame with a compofition of Caffia, Myrrhe, and other odours, clofed 
it againe. The like the poorer fort of people effected with Bitumen (as the infide 
of their skuls and bellies yet teftifie) fetcht from the lake of 4/phalitesin lury. So 
did they with the iuyce of Cedars; whichby the extreme bitternes, & ficcatiue fa- 
culty,not only forthwith {ubdued the caufe of interiot corruption, but hath to this 
day (a continuance of aboue three thoufand yeares) presgrugegiem vncorrup- 
ted. Such is the differing nature of that tree, procuring life to the dead and death 
to theliuing. This done, they wrapt the body with linnen in multitudes of folds, 
befineared with gumme,in manner of feare-cloth. Their ceremonies (which were 
many) ‘tole sherbet dae the corps in a boate,to be wafted ouer CAcherafia,a 
lake on the South of the Citie , by one onely whom they called Charon : which

VWhen landed 

on the other fide,the body was brought before certaine Iudgess to whom if con- 

uinced ofan euill life,they depriued it of buriall; ifotherwife, they fuffered itto be’ 

interred as aforefaid. So fumptuous were they in thefe houfes of death, fo carefull 

to preferue their carcafles. Forfomuch as thefoule, knowing it felfe by divine in- 

ftiné immortal doth defire that the body (her beloued companion) might enioy 

(as far forth as may be) the like felicitic : giuing, by ereéting fuch loftie Pyramides, 

and thofe dues of funerall all poffible eternitie. Neither was the loffe of this leffe 

“s  feared,then the obtaining coueted: infomuch that the Kings of Aigypt accuftomed 
to aw their fubiects (to them a moft powerfull curbe, anda {trong prouokement)

Returning by the way that we came,and having repaft ché XK sls , We inclined 
on theright hand to fee the ruines of the old Citie adioyning to the South of Caé- - 

ro, called formerly Babylan,of certaine Babylonians then Suffered to inhabite by the 
ancient Egyptian Kings; who buile a Caftle in the. felfe fame place where this 
now ftandeth,defcribed before, which was long after the garrifon towne of one 
of the three Legions, fer to defend this countrey in the time of the Rossanes: and 
_anciently gaue the name of Babylon, vnto this City below; now called .#4é/rulbe- 
tich by the Arabians : {aid to haue bene built by Omar the fucceflor vnto AMzho- 
met; but furely rather re@tified by him then founded , hauing had in ic firch ftore 
of Chriftian Churches as cftified by their ruines. We paft by a mighty Cefterne 
clofed within a Tower, ftanding vpon an inlet of the River,built,as they here fay, 
at the charge of the /ewes, to appeafe the anger of the King, incenfedbythema- __ 
gainft the innocent Chriftians;who by theremouing of amountaine(thetaskeim- 
pofed vpon their faith) conuerted him vnto their religion,and his difpleafure vpon 
their accufers. This ferueth the caftle with water running along an aquaduét borne 
ypon three hundredarches. The ruines of the City are great,{o were the buildings, 
amongft which many of Chriftian Monafteries and. Temples : one lately (the laft 
that ftood} throwne downs by this Be//e (as they fay ) for that it hindred his pro- 
f{pe&; Iffo, he firrely would not haue giuen leaue vnto the Patriarch, to rebuild it: 
for which he was fpitefully {poken of by the Afcores,as a {ufpected fauourer of the 
Chriftian Religion ; who fubuerted forthwith what be had begun. Whereupon 
the worthy Cer#ll made a voyage vnto Conffastinoples, to procure the Grend Si¢~ 
ssiors Commandment for the {upport of his purpofe: when by the Greeks there,noc 
altogether with his will , he was chofen their Patriarch: but withina fhort fpace 
difpbanted as the manner is) by the bribery of another, he retumed ynto Cairo. 

' Befides here is a lirtle Chappell dedicated to our Lady : vnderneath ita grote; in | 
which ic is faid that fhe hid her felfe when purfued by Herod. Much frequented it is 
by che Chriftians,as is the combe of Nefi/a(here a by the Mahometans, who 
leauing Cwfa a Citie of Arabia the Happy, here feated her felfe. And for char fhe 

_ _ was of the bloud of their Prophet, and of life vnreproueable , after her death they 
canonized her for a Saint, and built ouer her body a fumpruous fepulcher, vnto 
whicl all ftrangers repaired , honouring it with their deuotions , and enriching it 
with their gifts , amounting toan hundred thoufand Sharéffs one yeare with ano- 
ther; diftributed amongft the poore kindred of A4ahomet, and amongtt the Priefts 
chat had the charge of the fepulcher : who by diuulging forged miractes,increafed 
the number of her votaries.

another a Phyficion. For our felues we hired three Camels with their keepers; two 
to carry vs, and the third for our prouifion. The price we {hall know at Gaze, vp- 
on the deuiding of the great Carman , anfwerable tothe fuccefle of the iourney. 
Wealfo hired a Coptie fochalfe adollar a day; to be our interpreter,and to attend 
on vs. Our prouifion for fo.long a voyage we bore along withvs, véz. Biskor, 
Rice, Raifins,Figs, Dates;Almonds, Oliucs, Oyle, Shexbets, &c. buying pewter, 
brafie, and fuch likeimplements, as if toferv houfe-keeping. Our water we car- 
ried in goate skinnes, We ridin fhallow-cradles ( which we bought alfo) two on a 
Camell : harboured aboue, iand couered with linnen §to vs exceeding vneafie; 
not foto the people of thefe countries,wha fit croffe-legd with a natural facility. 
That night we pitched by Hangers , {ome foureteene miles from the City. In the 
euening came the Captaine; a Tarke, well mounted,and attended on. Here we 
ftayed thenext day following , for the gathering together of the Carmen; paying 
foure Madeines a Camel vnto them of the villag . Thefe as (thofe elfewhere ) do 
nightly guard vs, making good whatfocuce is ftolne.. Ener and anon one cryin 
wafhed, is anfwered Elough by another (ioyntly fignifying one onely Godihich . 
paffing about the Caruar , doth affure them thatallis infafety. Amongft vs were 
divers Jewifb women: ia the extremity of their age vndertaking fo wearfome a 
journey, onely to die at /erufalem; bearing along with them the bones of their pa- 
rents, husbands , children , and kinsfolke: as they do from all other parts where 
they can conucniently. The merchants brought with them many Negroes; not 
che worlt of cheir merchandizes. Thefe they buy of their parents,fome thirty dayes 
iourney aboue,and on the Welt fide ofthe River. As the wealth of others confitts 
jn multitudes of cattell ; fo theirs in the multitude of their children: whom they 
part fromawith as litle paffion; neuer after to be {eenc or heard of : regarding more 
the price then condition oftheir flauery. Thefe are defcended of Cas, the fonne 
of curfed Cham ; as are all of that complexion. Not fo by by reafon of their feede, 
nor heate ofthe climate : che one confuted by _ 4ré/tesde, the other by experience: 
in that countries as hot produce ofa different colour,and colder by bi degrees 
haue done ‘of the fame; (for Alexander in his expedition into the Eaft encountred .

Six hundred weight is his ordinaty load; yet will hé carry 
‘a thoufand When in lading or viilading -he lies on his belly ; and will rife (as itis 
faid)whtetiladén proporvionably abe nor fuffer more to be laid on him. 
Foure dayestogather he will well trauell without water; for aneceffitie fourtcene: 
fin his oftendbelehings thiulting vp a bladder, wherewith he moiftneth his mouth 
& throat,wher ik Fioumey they cram them with barly: _— They are,as fome 
fay, che oispbyithat ingender batkward. Their paces flow, and intollerable hard, be- 
‘ing withall vaftire of foot; where neuer fo little flipperyorvneuen. They are not 
spade to antend their paces when weary, with blowes; but are encouraged by fongs 
and the poing before of their keepers. A beaft gentle and tractable,but inthe time 
lof his rie i then,as if rémembring his foriner hard vfage,he will bite his keeper, 
throw him downe and kicke him: forty daies continuing in that fury, and then re- 
earning to lis former meekneffe.

They acknowledge no fouexaigne : not, worthithe conquesing,!-noxcan:they be 
conquered: retiring to places impaffable for exits, byiceafin-af the tolling {ands 
and penury of all things. A nation fram dhe béginning worhiked, wich erbersiboa- 
dtinig of their nobilitie, and agdhis day batted all mechandoall (Ciencesi: Theyhang 
aboutche skirts of the habitable counertes;:, aiid having rbbhed,retivewist. a mar- 
ucllous célerity. ‘Thofe that are noc desadhed pertaris,jiequene:the 1 ctphbouring 
villages for prauifion,and eradicke without qraleftationa tiey nor'daring ro inseat 
them cuilly. They.are af'meann Satwres,dawiboned, tawny, Iauine femninice vo 
ces :.of {wiftand noifleffe pace; behins yn exe awaboofithetn.:. “Their religion 
-Mabomecanifme, gloryiag in that thdt the Inipaftorsvadsieir counmiinan: their 
oe extending as far 4s that religion extendeth. "Lhey side on fwift héries(nor 
amif-fhapen, though leant yard patient of bour. Theyifeed therm twice aday with 
the milke of Camels; nohare chey-cfteained of sfnar of fufiitient peed tb oucrcake 
an Oftridge. Of thofe théreare ftore: in the. defetts .: Theykedpe in flocks, and oft 
-affright che ftranget paffonger with theif Sdarhiill {hreeabes, appearing ‘afar off like. 
atroupe of horfmen. Their bodies are tao: béduy to. befappossed with theirwings, 
which vfeleffe for flight sda forue them onély 20 ruoneshi¢ more {peedily.They-are 
the fimpleft of fowkes and fymbols of folly What they ‘find they: fwallaw,choupt 
without delight,cuen {tones and iron. Wien they haueldidehcir egges, nat leffe 
great then tlie bulletofia Culierin ( whereod chece ant’ pecar numbers rahe fold 

in Casro) they leaue them, and vamindfill where, fit on gofethey nexs meet wieh. 

The 4rads'catch the yorig ades, rumhipg apact.asfodne ‘s-aifclofed land when 
facted,do cate them: fo dothey.fome pare of te old, -aidfe}t 2heix sktos with the 
feathers vponthem. Theyxide alfo on Dromedarics; hike infhape, bi defle then 
a Camell, of aiumping gate, and incredible fpeed. They-will caery'atoan tyes vr 
fit for burthen) a hundred miles a day; living without water , and with little food 
fatisfied. If one of thefe -absans vndertake your conduct, he will performe it 
faithfully : neither will any of the Nation moleft you. They willleade you byvn- 
knowne nearer waies ; and farther in foure daies, then you can trauell by Caruan 
in fourteen. Their weapons are bowes, darts, flings, and long iauclings headed like 
partifans.As the Turks fit crofle legged, fo do they on chee : differing little 

_ inhabite from therufticke Egyptians. . 

About breake of day we pitched by two wels of brackith water, ca'led the wels 
of Duedar. Hither followedthe Suba/[ee of Salheia with the ewes which we left be- 
hind: who would not trauell the day before,in that it was their Saboth. Their {u- 
perftition had put chem to much trouble and charge; as of late at Tests it did to 
fome paine. Fora fort of chem being to imbark for Sa/onice; the wind coming fatie

Ie feemeth fttange to me, 
how thefe Merchants ban get by their. wares fo far ferche , ‘arid tranelting through 
fuctra number of expences, ‘The thirteenth {pent in paying of Caphar,on the fout- 
teenth of Marclyby file ofthe clocke we departed, andréfted aboutnoone by the 
Wels:of Slaues. Hither followed the Gouetnour of Catie, accompanied with 
twentichorfe; and pitched histent befidesvs. Thereafon why he came with fo 
flight a condud;through apaflage fo dangerous, (for -thére,not long before,a Car- 
wan of three hundred cane hadbin borne away by the Arabs) was for that he was 
in fee with the chiefe of them : who vpon the paiment of a certaine taxe, fecured 
both goods and paffengers: Of théfe thete were diuers'in the company. Before 
midnight wediflodgedj and byiixe the next moming we pitched by another well 
of brackith water,calléd the well of the mother of 4//ax. In thie afternoone we de- 
parted.As we went,one would have thought the fea wo haue bin hard by,& tohaue 
temoued vpon his — sby.reafon of che gliftéring Nitre. Andno doubt,bur 
much of chefe deferts hauc in times paft. bin fea; manifefted by the falinefle of the 
foile, and fhels thac lie. bathe fand in infinite numbers. Fhe next morning byfiue 
of theclocke we came to 4ré//as a {mall Caftle, enuiraned with a fewhoufes: the 
garrifon confifting of atuindred fouldiers. This place:is fomething better then de- 
Fer s two.miles remoued ftom the fea, 82 bleft with good water. Here we paid two 
Madeins for acamell, and halfe as much for our afless two of them for the moft 
part rated vnto one of the other.

- ghicing excelleht waters :-atid no part empty of delight or profic. Hauing at oncé 
fi{tained of her owne thirtedhe hundred rhoufand fighting men, (what then in all, *Sa=.24-9. 
proportioned wich thefe) and that wich abundance. Deutded it was into three re- 
gioris; fedrs, which lieth to the South, Samariain the middeft: and Gallic exten- 
ding vnto ‘Lrbzaus: of which the Vpper, and the Nether. Watred by many 
fprings and tdrtents but riot many riuers. Jorden the prince of the reft: feeming 
to arife from /or,and Daz, two not far diftantfountaines. But he fetcheth his birth 
from Phiala a round deepe well a hundred and twentie furlongs off; and paffing . 
 vnder the earth,afcendeth at the places afore-faid.Running from North to South; 
not nauigably deepe, not aboue eight fathoms broad, nor (exceptby accident) 
heady.Shadowed on both fides with poplars, alders, tamarix, and reedes of fundry 
kindes. Of fomethe Arabians make darts and iauclins, of others arrowes of prin- 
cipall efteeme ; othcrs they fele&t to write with: more vfed then quils by the people 
of thefe countries. Paffing along it maketh two lakes: the one in the Vpper Gzlilie, 
named Samachenitis(now Houle) in the fummer for the moft part dry ,oucrgrowne 
with fhrubs & reeds, which afford a fhelter for Bores, and Leopards.

The foile about it of fo adtnirable a nature, that fruites 
which are onely proper to cold, to hot, anid to temperate countries , there ioyntl 
thriue wiclt alike felicity: the plaines about are now well nigh ouergrowne with 
bufhes, and vnhusbanded. Running.a great way farther, with many windings, as 
it were to delay his ill deftinie ; gliding through the plaines of /erico not far below 
where that Citie ftood, it is at length deuonred by that curled lake apphalites : fo

didting ,& by torture enforcing whatfoeuer by their law they were commanded or 

prohibiced.

His brother Alexander reigned 

in his fteede; not inferiour in cruelty , ever in warres either forraine ot ciuill ; ac- 

quainted with variable fortunes. He left his kingdome to Alexandra his wife , for 

rcftraine of his cruelty well beloued of the people.By him fhe had two fonnes,Hér- 

canus,and Ariffobalus: conferring vpon a eldeft the Priefthood andkingdome.

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him Ca/fius. Ariftobulus fet tree by Cefar, and furnifhed wich an army , is poifoned 
by Pompezs fauourites : his fonne Alexander beheaded before by Scipio at Antioch. 
Antipater for his manifold deferts is by Cefar made gouernour of Judea: and the 
Prieft-hood for his fake confirmed to Hircanas., whovnfit for rule , enioying one- 
ly the ile of a King , is direted by the other. Amtipater foone after poyfoned (a 
man of high valour, and wifdome ) leaueth foure fonnes behind him: Fhafeolus, 
Herod, lofeph , and Pharoras. Hered by his victories becometh famous : who with 
his brother Phs/colus are made Tetrarchs by 4utony. Antigonus the fecond fonne 
to Ariflobulus raifeth new tumults, affifted by the Parthians :by whom Hircanus 
and Phafeo/us contrary to promife , are treacheroufly furprifed , and deliuered to 
ie pe who making Hércazus, by biting offhis eares,vncapable of the Prieft- 


- hood,affumeth vnto himfelfe the foueraignty.Herod in diftrefle repaireth to Rome; 


is aided, and created King of Jadea by Auguftus and Anthony. The warres after ma- 
ny conflicts do end with the death of —-4tzgonus: the laft of the race of the AZac- 
cabses, who held that gouernmenta hundred thirty and one yeares. Herod reigned 
thirty foure ycares; a man full of admirable vertues , and execrable vices ; his acts 
had deferuedly giuen him the addition of Great : fortunate abroad , vnfortunate 
in his familie ; hauing put three of his fonnes to death , and the wife that he lo- 
ued: his life tragicall, his death defperate . His crowne he bequeathed to C#rche- 
Jans, his fonn ao Malthace the Samaritan. But expulfed by the Zewes for his cruel- 


_ ty; the matter was debated before Augustus: who gauc him halfe of the kingdome 


with the title ofan Etbnarch. The other halfe deuided intotwo Tetrarchies were — 
beftowed on two of his brethren ; PAi&p, (to whom Agrippa fucceeded, the fonne 
of Arsftobulus {laine by his father Herod, with the title ofa King , giuen himby C/zy- 
dius Cefar) and Antipas, called alfo Herod. Archelansbanifhedtoone after for his 
cruelty, did dic in exile, his Etharchy reduced into a Romane Prouince, andthe 
gouernment thereof committed vnto Pontins Pilate by Tyberius Cefar: vnder 
whom the Sonne of God did die for the offences of Man: fore-told by heathen

tenant wnto ‘Adrian, ( notwithftanding: many of cheir defperate atreinpts ) razed 
fifticof cheir ftrong holds, nine hundred eighty fiuerbwhes, and flue i rm fue 
hundred,and foure fcore thoufand.Infomuch that the coumrey lay watte,.and the 
ruined Cities became an habitation for foxes and leopards. The captiuts by che 
Emperors commandement were tranfported into Spaine: and Pha ite againe 
exiled in the yeare 1500 by Ferdinand.and Emanuel. heey now without lewes , im- 
braced the arr religion im the daies of Cowfansine:: whofe mother Aelens is 
faid to haue built therein no leffe then two hundred Temples and:Momatterics, in 
places made famous by the miraclesof Chrift: or firch as:were the knowne habis 
tations of his difciples. The next >befell in the reigne of Phocas: when Co/: 
reethe Perfiaw oucrran all Paleffine 3 inflicting vnheard-of tortures on the patient 


_ Chriftians. No fooner freed of that yoke but made to fuftaine a greater by the ex- 


ecrable Saracens, vnder the conduct of Omer fueceffor yito set, who were 
long after expulfed by the Tarkes, then rewly planted in Perfie: by Tamegrovopix. 
When the Chriftians of the Weft , for the recouery of the Holy Land ( rf by 
them inftiled ) fer forch an army of three hundred thoufand, Godffy of Balen the 
Generall: who madethereofan abfolure conqueft and was elected King of Je 
rufalem ; \efle then a yeare gaue a period to his reigne. Him his brother Baldwin 
fucceeded, then Baldwin the fecond hiskinfinan , him Fa/ke his fonne in law. He 
left two fonnes behind him: Bs/dwin the third, and A/mericus who fucceeded his 
brother: him, his fonne Ba/dwiathe fourth. Then Baldwin the fifth , his fifters 
fonne: a child by his mother poifoned within feuen moneths of his coronation g 
out of her cruel ambition to gain vnto lier (elfe the foueraignty, by conferting the 
fame vpon her husband Guy ; the ninth and laft King of #rufslem. Thieir trouble- 
{ome reignes high valours, the alternate changes of foiles and viQories (their foes 
at hand, their fuccours afarte off ) and finally their fiiall ouer-throw procured by 
home-bredtreafon, require a-peculiar Hiftory. In the 89 yeare of chat kingdome; 
and during the reigne of Guy, the Chriftians were veterly difpoffett of Judea, by Sa- 
ladine the Herprion Salten. A countrey it feemeth anathemated, for che death of 
Chrift, and flaughter of fo many Saints:as may be conceiued by view of the place 
it felfe , and ili fucceffe of the Chriftian armies: which in attempting to recouer it 
haue endared there fo often fich fatall ouetthrowes: or ele, in reputing ic a meri- 
corious warre, they haue prouoked the diuine vengeance. The aiery title our Ry: 
chard the firft did purchafe of Guy; with the reall , and floutifhing kingdome.of | 
Cyprus, which now is aflumed by the kings of Spaéne, with as little profit , and the 
like ambition.

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- It is for the moft part now inhabited by Afcares, and Arabians : thofepofleffi 
. the vallies , and thefe the mountaines. Fwrkes.there be few : but many Greeks, with ; 
other Chriftians, of all {ets andanations , fich as impute to the placean adherent _ 
holineffe.Here be alfo fome Jewes, yet inherit they no part of che land , bur in their 
owne country do live as aliens, a people fcattered shroughour the whole World, 
_ and hated by thofe amongft whom they live; yet fuffered, as.a neceflary mifchiefe: 
{ubie& to all wrongs and contumelies, which they: fupport wih an-icuincible 
patience. Many of them haue I {eerie abuded; fome of them beaten z-yer neuer 
faw I Jew with an.angry countenance. ‘They:can fubie& themfelues-vnto times, 
and to whatfoeuer may advance their profit. In general chey are worldly wift,and 
thriue wherefocuer they fer. footing. “The Tusrke imployes them in receipt of ar 
ftomes, which they bytheir policies have inhaunced, and in buying and felling 
with the Chriftian::being. him felfe in thatkind a foole and eafily coufened. The 
aremen of indifferent atures, andthe beft complexions. Thefe as well in Chu- 
ftendome; as in Tur ky, are the remaines oncly of the Tribes of /ads and Beniamin; 
with foine Lesites which: returned from Babylon with Zerubabel . Some fay that 
the other ten areveterly. lofts but they themfclues, that they are in Indi »a migh- 
ty Nation incompaffed with rivers of flones which onely ceaffe to runneon their 
Sabboth,when prohibited to trauell.From whence theyexpe& their Meffias:who 
with fire and fword thall.{ubdue the world, and reftore their cemporall kingdome: 
and therefore whatfacuer hefalls them they record it in their Annals. Amongft 
chem there are three {es, One onely allow of the bookes of cMofes; Thefe be Se 
maritan jeoes ( not lemes by descent ag before faid ) chat dwell in Damsafco: who 
yearely repdireto Sichene.(now Neapolss and there do af this day worfhip a Calfe; 
as I was informed bya Merchant dwelling in that countrey. Another allow of all 
the bookes ofthe old Teftament. The third fort mingle the fame with traditions, . 
and fantafticall fables deuifed by their Rsbbens , and inferred into their Tabmud. 
Throughout the Turks dominions they are allowed their Synagogues-fo are they 
at Rome andelfewhere in aly; whofe receipt they iuftifie as a retained reftimony 
of the verity of Scriptures ; and as being a meanes of their more fpeedy conuerfi- 
ons: whereas the if that they receiuc from images, and the lofie of goods vp- 
on their conuerfions,oppugne all perfwafions whatloeuer. Their Synagogues(for 
as many as I haue feene) are neither faire without, nor adorned within more then 
with a curtaine at the vpper €d,and certaine lampes (fo farre as I could perceiue) 
not lightned by day-light. In the midft ftands a {caffold, like thofe belonging to 
Querelters, in fome of our Cathedrall Churches: wherein he ftands that reades 
their law & fings their Liturgy:an office not my Pe, vnto any in particular;bur 
vnto him (fo he be free from deformities) that fhall at that time purchafe it with 
moft mony ; which redounds to their — treafury. They reade in fauage 
tones; and fing in tunes that haue no affinity with muficke: ioyning voyces at the 
fcuerall clofes. Bur their fantafticall geftures exceede all barbarifine, continually 
weauing with their bodies, and often umping vp-right ( as is the masner in daun- 
" ces) by chem cfteemed an aftion of zeale, and figure of fpiriquall elenarion. They 
ray filently with sidiculous and continuall noddings of their heads, notto be 
eene-& not laugheat. During the time of Seruice cheir heads are veiled in linnen, 
fringed wich knots; in number anfwerable to the number of their lawes: which 
chey carry about with chem in proceflion; and rather boaft of then obferue. They 
haueit ftucke in the iambs of their doores, & couered with glafle : written by their 
_ | Cacams, 
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Cacams, and figned with the names of God, which they kiffe next their hearts Doftors of sheir 
in their goings totth, aridin their returnes ; They may not print ic, butitis tobe “”: 
written on parchment;prepared of purpofe(the inke of a prefcribed compofition). 
notwith a quil, but acane. They do great reverence to all the names of God, but 
efpecially to /ebowa; infomuch that they neuer vfe it intheirfpeech. And whereas 
they handle with great refpe& the other bookes of the old Teftament,the book of 
Hefter (that partthat is canonicall, for the other mag allow not of ) writ in along 
{crole they let fall on the ground as they reade it, becatufe the namie of Godis 
not once mentioned therein which they attribute to the wifedome of the writer;in 
that perufed by the Heathen. Their other bookes are in-the spamifh tongite 
and Hebrew charaéter. They confeffe our Sauiour to haue bene the moft learned 
of their nation,and haue this fable difperfed among({t chem,concemning him: How 
that yeta boy, attending vpon a great Cacamat fuch time as the heauens accufto- 
med to open, and whatfoeuerhe prayed for was granted ; the Cacam oppreffed 
with {leepe, chatged the boy when the time was cometo awaken him. But he pto- 
uoked with ‘a franticke defire of peculiar glory, (fucty is their diuellith iniiention) 
made for himfelfe this ambitious requeft; that like'aGod-he might be adored a- 
mongft men. Which the Cacam ouer-hearing addedthereunto ( fince what was 
craued could not be renoked) that it might not betill after his death. Whereupon 
he liuedcontemptibly; but dead, was,is, and fhall behonoured vnto all pofterity. 
They fay withall chat he got into the Sanctum fanttoram: and taking from thence 
the powerfull names of God, did few them in his thigh. By vertue whereof he 
went inuifible, rid on the Sunne beames, raifed the dead to life, and effected like 
‘wonders. That being often amongft them they could neuer lay hands on him; vn- 
till he voluntarily tendred himfelfe to their fury: not willing to deferre-his furure 
lory anylonger. That being dead, they buried him priuately ina dung-hill ; left 
his body (hould haue bene found and worfhipped by his a hat : when a wo- 
man of great nobility fediced by his doctrine,to prevailed with the Romane gouet- 
nour, that hethreatned co put them forthwith ynto the {word vnleffe they produ- 
cedthe body.

Their familiar fpeech is Spanifh: yet few.of them are ignorant in the Hebrew,Tur- 
bifh, Morefvo,nalgar Grecke, and Italian languages. Their onely ftudies are Diuinity 
and Phyfick : their occupations brocage and vitry; yet take they no intereft ofone 
another, nor lend but vpon pawnes; which once forfeited, are vnredeemable. The 
poorer fort haue bin noted, orfortune-tellers, and by that deceit to haue purcha- 
fed their fuftenance. | - a

They marry their daughters at the age of twelite, not affecting thefingle life, as 
repugnant to focietie,and che law of creation. The Sabboth (their deuotions en- 
ded) they chiefly imploy in — beneuolencies : as an act of charity, befitting 
well the fandtity ofthatday. Alchough no citie is withoutthem throughout the | 
Grand Signiors dominions,yet live they with the greateft liberty in Sa/ensca which 
is almoft altogether inhabited by them. Euery male aboue a certaine age, doth 
ay for his head an annuall tribute. Although they be gouerned by the Tar kih 
Faftice ; neuertheleffe if-a Jew deferue to die by their law, they will either priuatly 
make him away, or falfly accufe him of a crime that isanfwerable to the other in 
qualitie, and deferuing like punifhment. Ir isno ill ume forthe Frasks.that they 
will not feed at their tables. For they eate no deh, bur of cheir ownekilling ; in re- 
ard of the intrails, which being diflocated or corrupted, is an abomination vnto 
them. When foit fals out, though exceeding good (for they kill of the beft) they 
will fellitfora trifle. And asfor their wines, being forthe moft part planted and 
gathered by Grecsans they dare not drinke of them for feare they be baptized: ce- 
remony, whereof we haue fpoken already. They fit at their meate,as the Tarkes do. 
They bury in the fields by themfelues ,. hauing onely a ftone fet vpright on their 
graues, which one a yeare se elt 7p burning of incenfe, and teating of theit 
ey faft and mourne for the dead, yea even for fuch 
as haue bin executed for offences. As did the whole Nation at our being at Con- 
j[tantinople for wo of good account that were impaled vpon ftakes; being taken 
with a.

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tith corpulency. For the moft part they are ggg eyd. Theyneither fhun con- 
uerfation , nor are too watchfully guarded by their husbands. They are good 
work-women,and can and will do any thing for profit, that is to be done by the art 
ofa woman,and which futes with the fafhion of thefe countries. Vpon iniuries re- 
ceiued, or violence done to any of their Nation, they will cry out mainly ac their

intended maffacre, and turned his fury vpon their accufers. They are fo well skilled

South of this,and by the way of 
Egypt there isa mighty cefterne , filled onely by the fall ofraine, and defcended 
into ‘% large ftaires of ftone: where they wath their clothes , and water their cat- 
tell.

The doore exceedinglow, asare 
all that belong vnto Chriftians , to withftand the fodaine entrance of the infolent 
Turkes. For : here do liue in a fubieétion to be pitieds not fo much as daring to 
_haue handfome houfes,or to 7 their grounds to the moft benefit. So dange- 
rous it isto be efteemed wealthy. During our abode here,there came a Captaine 
with two hundred Spahess, fent a (Morat Baffa to raife thirty choufand dollars of 
the poore and few inhabitants of this Citie. The Grecézns haue certain finall vine- 
yards : but that they hae wine, they dare not be acknowne ; which they fecretly 
prefic in their houfes. They bury their corne vnder-ground; and keepe what they 
_, areto fpend in long veffels of clay; in that it is fubie& to be caten with wormes (as 
davastoot Ee and will not laft ifnot fo preferued. In the principal part of 
the City they haue an ancient Church, frequented alfo by the Coptics. The Greekifh 
women (a thing elfewhere vnfeene) here couer their faces sdying their hands black; 
and are pad like the AMooresof Cairo. Euery Saturday in this Church-yard 
vpon the graues of the dead, they keepe amiferable howling; crying of cuftome, 
without teares or forrow. The Swbapee would haue extorted from vs wel-nigh as 
much mony as we were maifters of: which we had hardly auoided, had not the 
fick Sanzéack (in that adminiftred vnto by our Phyfitid) quitted vs of al paiments. 
So that there is no trauelling this way for a Franke,without {peciall fauour. 

_ Thruft out of our lodging (as we were about ta |eaue it) by the vnciuill Spaheés, 
who feized on diuers of our neceflaries: on the eighteenth of March we returned 
to the Caruan. We payed halfe a dollar apeece to the place for our camels : and 
for their hite from Cacro,for thofe of burthen fix Sultanies; for fuchas carried paf. 
fengers,cight. We gaue them more, two Suleanies apeece to proceed vnto lernfa- 
lem. Here the Caruan diujded: nota fmnall part thereof taking the way that leadeth 
vnto Bebylon. The next day we alfo diflodged : leauing the ewes behind vs, who 
were thereco celebrate their feftiuall. The Captdaine of the Carnan departed the 
night before ; taking his way ore the mountainotis country by Hebron: out of 
his deuotion to vifite the graues of the Patriarks; a place ofhigh efteeme amon 
them, and much frequented in their pilgrimages.’ The ancient City (the feate of 
Dauid before he tooke.Ston from the Zebufites) is vtterly ruinated. Hard by thereis . 
a little village, featedin the field of etechpelah, where ftandeth a goodly Temple, 
erected ouer the caue of theirburiall, by Helena the mother of Conffantine, con- 
terted now into a Mofque.We patt this day through the moft prepnantand plea. 
fant vally that euer eye beheld. On the righthand a ridge of high mountaines, 
(whereon ftands Hebron): onthe left hand the Mediterranean fea, bordered with 


con 
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continued hils , befet with variety of finites : as they are for the moft part of thig 
dayesiourney. The champion betweene about twenty miles ouer, full of flowry 
hils afcending leafurely , and not much furmounting their rancker valleys : with 
groues of oliues, and other fruites difperfedly adorned. Yet is this wealthy bottom 
(as are all the reft ) for the moft part vninhabited , but onely fora few {mall and 
contemptible villages , pofleffed by barbarous Aores ; whotill no more then 
will {crue to feede them: the graffe waft-high, vnmowed, vneaten, and vfelefly wi- 
thering . Perhaps {0 defolate in that infefted by the often recourfe of armies , or 
maifterfull Spehess : who before they go into the field (which is feldome vntill the 
latter end of harueft, leaft they fhould ftarue themfelues by deftroying of the 
corne ) are billited in thefe rich paftures for the benefit of theirhorfes , lying in 
tents befides chem : commiting many outrages on the adioyning townes and di- 
ftrefled paflengers. | | 

Ten miles from Gaza, and nere vnto the Sea, Sands .4/ca/on, now a place ofno

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aftures without controulment of the villagers. The next day we departed two 
sao before Sun-rife : defcending into an ample valley, and from that into ano- 
ther; hauing diuers orchards towards the Sea. The countrey fuch (but that wich- 
out trees) as we paft through before. No part fo barren , but would proue moft 
profficable, if planted with vines,and fruites: mademore then probable, by thofe 
that grow about Gazs. Paffing through a {pacious field of olives, aboutnoone 
we pitched ona little hill, lying Eaft, and within a sa Rama: called Rarmula 
by the Adoores ; which fignifieth fandy. Icisfeated in a plaine , ona litte rifing of 
the earth , ftretching North and South, built of free-ftone, the ftreets narrow, 
the houfes contempuble. Yet are there many goodly ruines , which teftifie far 
better building : efpecially thofe of the Chriftian Churches. Here is a Monaftery 
much of it ftanding ; founded by PAi/sp the good Duke of Burgundy in that place 
whcre fometimes {tood the houfe of Nicodemus; built for the releefe and fafety of 
Pilgrims in their paflage to Jerufalem: andalthough quitted by the Friers, yet at 
this day feruing co that purpofe; called Sion-bow/e, and belonging tothe Monatfte- 
ry of mount Son. | .

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vpon vs, and bereft vs of the election. The much raine enforced vs to fie for thel- 
ter vntoa ruinous chappell, where diftruft fet the watch,which we carefully kept 
tillche morning. Betimes we forfooke the village, defcending the way we Had af- 
cended, guided by the chiefe of the towne, who for a {umme of mony hadvnder- 
taken our condu& to thetop of the mountaines , hauing hired affes for our more 
expedition : yet others crofling vs as wereturned along the vally, with fhewes of 
violence,would haue extorted more mony. Our pafla ge for fiue houres together 
lay through a narrow ftreight of themountaines; much of our way no other then 
fuch as {eemed to haue bin worne by the winters torrent. We patt by a ruinous 
fort, feared neare a fountaine , fufficient when it ftood to haue made good that 
paflage. Inthe way we {prang a number of Partridges; others on each fide run- 
ning on the rocks; like in colour vnto thofe of Chios. Afcending by litle and litle, 
at length we attained to the top, which ouertopt and {urueyed all che mountaines 
that we hadleftbehindvs. Fromhence to lerufalem the way is indifferent euen. 
Oneach fide round hils,with ruines on their tops, and vallies, fuch as are figured 
in the moft beautifull land-skips . The foile though ftony, not altogether barren, 
producing both corne and oliues about inhabited places.: jee the North 
gate of the Citie,called in times paft the gate of Epiraim,and now of Dama/cus,we 
onely of all the reft were not permitted to enter.

their hands ; being affadlted by Dawid ;, they pla- 
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buildings: and remouing from Hebron, made it the feace of hiskingdaite. From’ 
thenceforth called serufalem,which is to fay \sebufalem, conuerting 5 into r, for the 
better harmony. His fonne So/omon and the fucceeding Kings of Jud much enlar-. 
ged the Citie, then containing in ciccuite about fifty furlongs : fortified it with 
{tconger walls and deeper trenches hewne out of the lining rocke; .and added 
thereunto an abfoluce perfeation - by the frrudture of. chat magnificent Temple, 
their fumptuous Pallaces , and other ftately. edifices. In thisexcellency it conti-. 
nued for fonre hundred threefcore and feusnteene yeares.. When deftroyed by 
N ¢huchsdaczzar for threefcore & ten yeares it Jay wafte,wntill che Jewer reevrning 
from that captinity ; began to reedifie:the fame which-yet was vnimmured for: 
threefcore and three yeares after : and theh offgAed by Avkhemic in the [pace of 
two and fifty daies; containing incircuite three and thirty fixlongs :, afger that ¢n-. 
larged vino threefcore. Adorned by the AMachabees, burelpecially by she many and. 
- admirable buildings ereGted by Herod , it feemed not: much to decline from her. - 
former beauty and amplitude. This rebuilt Citie floimifhed for the {pace of fiue 
hundred threefcore and two yeares;-and then was défiroyed by she wrath of 
God, and fury of Titus : wherein eleuen hundred thoufand,by famine. peftilence, 
the enemies {word , and cjuill butcheries, moft defperatly périfhed.. Onely chtee 
towers, Heppicum,Phafealum and Marianme (built by. Herdd,and adioyning to his: 
Pallace) he left varazed, exceeding the reft in greatnefic and beauty; and a.part of 
the wall which enuironed the Wek of the Cjtie : bathtobe.adetenceto the Ro- 
manes, and to declare voto pofterity the ftrength of the place, and-valour of the 
vanquifhers. But threefcore and fiue yeares after, Elina Advianas in flitting on the 
rebelling /ewes a wonderfull flaughter, fubuerted thole rengajnders; aa {prinkled 
fale vpon the foundation. Where not long after he buils anew Cite, -batleffe in 
circuite: taking inmountCalwary, anda past of meunt Giles , with the valley be- 
tweenies which lay onthe Weft fide, and were extluded inthe former Citic; fet; 
ting ouer the gace that openeth cowards Bethiebé,the pourtraiture of a Swine:pro- 
hibiting the /ewes for euer to enter, or fo much as to looke.vpon it from aay more 
eminent mountaine: and after his owne name namedit- Ale Capitolia,; But not 
long after inhabited by Ghriftians , and dignified with a Patriarchal] fea! it recos 
uered the ancient name of /erufalem; andremained for fue hundred yeares in the 
poffeffion ofthe Chriftians, but not without fundry perfecutions. Then:taken by 
the Saracens in the yeare of our Lord 636. wonne by God/ry af Buikn:in the yeare 
1og9. and retaken . Saledinein 1187. itwas finally orig eins by Selyenue inthe 
yeare 131 7-now called Guds of the Adahometans, which {ignifieth Holy,..So that 
from the firft foundation to this prefent 1611. three: thowand fiu¢ hundred and 
fixe and forty yeares are expired. ae ee ee 
This Citie ts feated ona rockie mountaine : every way.to.be afcended. (exceps 
alittle onthe North, ) with fteepe defcents, and deepe vallies naturally fortified: 
for the moft part enuironed with other not far remoued mountaines,, as ifiplaced 
in the midft of an Amphitheater. For on the Eaft is mount Ofwet feparated from 
the City by the vally of /ehofephat(which alfo circleth a part of the Nerth,)on the 
South the mountaine of Offence, interpofed with the valley of Gehinpen : and on 
the Welt it was formerly fenced with the vally of Gibos,.and mountaine. adioy- 
ning. To fpeake fomerhing thereof asit flourifhed in the daies of our Sauiour; it 
was divided then into foure parts, feparated by feuerall walls, ftretching Eaft and 
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Weft; asiffo many feuterall cities. That next the South ouerlooking the reft, and 
including mount S/os , was then called the vpper Citie ; but before, the Citie of 
Danid. In the midft whereofhe erected a'ftrong and magnificent Caftle; the feare 
of the fiicceeding Kings. Inthe Weft corner and vpon the wall ftood his Tower, 
of which we hall fpeake hereafter, as of his Sepulcher, the Canaculum, the houfe 
of Annas, and that of Casphas. Here King Hered built a fumptuous pallace, con- 
taining two houfes in one, which he named by the names of Céefar and 4erippa: 
adorned with marble, and fhining with gold: in coft and ftate fuperiour to the 
Temple. ‘Thewalls of this part’of the Citie broken downe by 4atioohus, were 
ftrongly repaired by che Aecchabees; which adioyning every way with the down- 
fall of the rocke, did make ic impregnable. But Séoz razed in that general] fubuerft- 
on, is now for the moft parcleft out of this Citie. From the vpper Citie they de- 
fcended into the nether, ouer a deepe trench, which was called Tyroeon, and plen- 
tifully inhabited; now filled with rubbidge, and hardly diftinguifhable. This part, 
as fome deliuer,was named the Danghter of Sion; in greatmnefie by farre exceeding 
the mouneon the Eaft fide of this Sioz , Vpon mount Moria ftood that glorious 
Temple: of Solomon: and betweene it. and the mount Sion, his throne , his pallace 
(which by-a high bridge had a paflage into the Temple,)the Pallace of the Queen, 
and the houfe of the Grotie of Lébanus: nowall without the walls of che Citie. 
Weft ofehe Temple,and on a high rock, the pallace of the AZecchabees was feated, 
which furteyed the whole Citie; after reedified, and dwelt in by King —4erippa: 
neare vnto which the Theacer built by King Herod,adorned with exquifice piGures: 
pee; the conquefts,ceophies, and triumphs of _4veu/tus. Againft the South 
cornerof the Temple Rood the Hippodrom,made alfo by Herods and therin were 
infticutdd diuersexercifes, of fiue yeates continuance,in honour ofthe Emperour. 
And when he grew old,and sw rami: | fick,.knowing how acceptable his death 
wouldbs ro the saves, he caufed the chiefe of them to be affembled together,& to 
be there (hut ps that his death accOpanied with their flaughter might at that time 
in defpite. of their hatred; procure a generall lamentation. Within the Weft wall 
of the Gitiesand ncare it,was mount “ra, fteepe androckie, where once ftood a 
Citadel erected by Astiochus,and razed by Sémon,who'abated the extraordinary 
height thereof, chat it might not furmount the Temple : whereon Helena Queene 
ofthe Adsaberes (a Nation beyond Euphrates) built ber pallace ; who conuerting 
from Paganifme to Iudaifme, forfooke her dst and dwelt in Jerufalem : after: 
ward embracing the Chriftian R eligion, fhe much relieved the diftreffed Chrifti- 
ans in that famine prophefied of by Agebus (which happened in the reigne of Clas- 
dius Cafar) with the corne fhe bought, and caufed tobe brought out of Egypr. 
Without the Citie fhe had her fepulcher,not far from the gate of Ephraim; ador- 
- nedwith threePyramides,, and vndemolifhed in the daies of Eufebjs. Onthe 
North fide of Acre ftood Herods Amphitheater,fpacious enough to contain four- 
fcore thioufand people; imitating in the fhewes there exhibited, the barbarous cru- 
elty of the Rarwanes. Neare vnto the North wall of this fecond part, ftood the com- 
mon Hall,and courts of Tuftice. And adioyning wel-nigh to the North fide of the 
Temple,vpon a fteepe rock? fifty cubits high, ftood the tower of Baris, belonging 
- tothe Prieftsof the race of 4/mones : but Herod obtaining the kingdome,and con- 
fidering how conuenient a place itwas to command the Citie, builtthereon a 
ftately theo Caftle, hauing at euery corner a tower, two of them being fifty cu- 
toot birs . 
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bits in height,and the other two,threefcore and ten; which,to infinuate with U47- 
tonius,he called Astonia: wherein the Romanes did kecpe a garrifon, fufpicioufly 
ouer-cying the Temple; left the sewes being animated with the {trength thereof, 
_ fhould attempt fome feared innouation : vnto which it was ioyned by a bridge of 
maruellous height,which paffed ouer che artificiall valleyof Cedron.On the North 
fide of Antonia, a gallery croffed the ftreete ( whereof we fhall fpeake hereafter) 
vnco the pallace 2 the Roman Prefident. Now for the third City,which was but 
narrow; and whofe length did equall the breadth of the other: the Weft end 
thereof as the circuit then ran,was wholly pofleffed by the royal manfion of King 
Herod, confining on the three walls: for coft exceffiue, and for ftrength impreg- 
nable, containing groues, gardens, tifh-ponds, and other places of delight , and 
for exercife. On the South-eaft corner of the wall ftood Mariamnes Tower, fifty | 
cubits high ,befides the naturall height of the place, of excellent workmanthip: 
buile in i memory , and retaining the name of his too-well loued wife by hin 
rafhly murdered. Onthe South-weft corner ftood that of Phafeolus; threefcore 
- and ten cubits high: called after che name‘of his brother, (who dafht out his owne 
braines ; being contrary to the law of Nations, furprifed, and imprifonedby the 
Parthians) exceeding {trong , and in forme refembling the Tower of Pharws.And 
in the North wall ona lofty hill ftood the Tower Hippic, cignty foure cubits high: 
fourefquare , and hauing two fpires at the top : in memorial of he Héppicé his two 
friends , and both of them {laine in his warres. In this third City were the houfes 
of many ofthe Prophets: and that of AZary the mother of lohs and Marke, fre- 
quented by the Primitive Chriftians. The fourth part of Jerufalem lay North of 
this , andwas called the New City: once but a fuburbeto the other, and inha- 
bited by the bafer tradef-men. The out-wall of which was reedified by King U£ 
grippa, and made ofa wonderfull ftrength, (the whole Citie onely on that fide 
affailable) inheight twenty fiue cubits , and fortified with ninety Towers, two 
hundred cubits diftant fromeach other. The fole where the New City ftood,and 
a part of the next, is now left out of the walls of lerafalem. | 
Thus little of much haue I {poken, and yet by thefe few imperfe@ lineaments, 
the perfection thereof may be in fome fort conie€tured. More will be faid'when 
we {peake of the Moderne exactly reprefented in the following figure : with the 
ti — remarkable places; whereof mention is madein the procefle of our 
ournal]:

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The Pater-guaraian with due complement entertained vs:a reuerent old man, 
ofa voluble tongue, and winning behauiour. His name Gaudentius: his Nation J+ 
taly. Euery third yeare they are remoued; anda fuceeffor elected by the Pope, 
from whom they hauea part of their exhibition : the reft from the Spasiard ; and 
Florentine. Nor is ita lictle that they get by the refort of the Pilgrinis of Chriften- 
dome. For all that come muft repaireto their Couent; otherwife they {hall be ac- 
cufed for {pies, and fuffer much trouble :the Romane Catholickes rewarding them 
out of deuotion, and the reft out of curtefie: which if fhorc.of their expe€tations, 
they will repine atas lofers. We foure for eight dayes entertainment beftowed 
little leffe amongft them then an hundred dollets 5 and yet they told vs we had 
hardly payed for what we had eaten. Acoftly rate for amonatticall diet. But the 
Turkeis much more fierce vpon them : awaiting all aduantages that may giue a 
colour to extortion.A little before our coming,a Tarke.being denied by a Frier of 
fome trifle that he requefted; gaue himfelfe {uch a blow vpon the nof¢ that the 
blood gufhedforth:and prefently exclaming as if beaten by the other,complained 
to the Senziéacke; for which Aseniathey were compelled to part with eight hun- 
dred dollers. Brought mueh behind hand,as they alledge,with {uch loffles, they vie 
oft to rehearfe chem as motiues vnto charity: ee | 
The Couent hath alfo another income by the Knights of the Sepuleher; who 
pay thirty Swltanies apeece to the Pater-gnardian : who by verthe of his 
Pattent doth giue them that dignity.The Kings of France were foueraignes of that 
Order : by whom it was infticuted in the yeare 1099; who pranted them divers 
immunities. They bare fiue croffes gules, in forme of that which is at this day cals — 
led the /eru/alécroffe;reprefenting thereby the fiue wounds that violated the body ~ 
of our Sauiour. None were to be admittéd ifofa defamed life; or not ofthe Ca- 
tholickereligion. Thev are to be Gentlemen of blood: and of fufficient meanes 
to maintaine a port agreeable to that calling, without the exercife of mechanical 
{ciences. But now they will except againftnone that bring reat k infomuch that 
at our being there they admitted ofa Romane, by trade an Apothecary, late dwel- 
ling in —— . They take che Sacrament to heare euery day a Maffe, if they may 
conueniently: Ifwarres be commenced againft the infidels,to ferue here in perfon: 
or to fend other in their fteads no leffe feruiceable:To oppugne the perfecutors of 
the Church, to fhunne vniuft warres, difhoneft gaine, and priuate duel : Laftly, 
to be reconcilers of diffentions, to aduance the common good, to defend the wi- 
dow and orphane, to refraine from {wearing , periury, blafphemy, rapine, vfury,, 
facriledge,murder,and drunkennefle: to auoid fufpected places, the company of 
infamous perfons ; toliuechaftly, irreproueably , and in-word and deed to fhew 
themfelues worthy of fuch a dignity. This oath také,the Pater-guardian layeth his 
hand vpon his head, as hekneeleth beforethe entrance of the tombe : bidding. 
him to be loyall,valiant,#ertuous, and an vndaunted Souldier of Chrift and that 
holy Sepulcher. Then giues-he him the fpurs, which he puts on his heeles ; and 
after that a {word (the fame as they fay which was Godfreys of Bullein)and bids hin 
vfc it in defence ofthe Church and himfelfe;and.to the confufion of Infidels: fhea- 
- thing it againe, he girts himfelfe therewith. Who then. arifing , and forth-with 
kneeling clofe to the Sepulcher, enclining his head vpon the fame s he is created 
by receiuing three ftrookes on the Shoulder, and by faying thrice, Z ordaine thee 4 
Knight of the holy Sepulcher of our Lord le(us Christ,2n the name of the Father, the

None exceed two ftories : the vnder no better then vaults; the vp- 
er arched aboue, and ftanding vpon arches: being well confirmed againft fire, as 
ane throughout no combuttible matter: the roofes flat,and couered with plai- 
fter. Tchabited it is by Chriftians out of their deuotion; and by Twrkes for thebe-

_ After alittle refrefhment,the fame day we came (which was vpon Maundie 
Thurfday) we went vnto the Temple of the Sepulcher; euery one carrying with 
him his pillow and carpet. The way from the Monaftery continues in along de- 
fcent, (the Eaft fide of Gshon) and then a little afcendeth to mount Ca/sary.Mount 
Caluary arockie hill, neither high nor ample, was once a place of publicke execu- 
tion: then without, but now wel-nigh within the heart ot the Cidade: whereupon 
the Emperour Adrian erected aFane vnto Venus; butthevertuous Helena (of 
whom our country may iuftly — ouerthrew that receptacle of Paganifme, 
and built in the roome thereof this magnificent Temple ; which not onely poflef- 
feth che Mount, but the garden below, together with a part of the valley of Carcaf- 
fes (fo called, in thacthey threw thereinto the bodies of the executed) which lay

ches crefted,and garnifhed with floritry. On the Iefthand there ftandeth a Tower, 
now fomeching ruined (once, as fome fay,a fteeple, and depriued by Saladine of 
bels vniufferableto thee Aabometans:) on the right hand by certaine ftepsa little 
Chappell is afcended, coupled aboue, and fuftained at the corners with pillars of 
marble : below through a wall which bounds the Eaft fide of the court, a paire of 
‘ftaires do mount to thetop of the rocke (yet no rocke euident) where is a litde 
chappcll built (as they fay) inthe place where Abraham would haue facrificed I- 
faacs; of muchdeuotion, andkeptby the Prieft of the i//ens. This ioyneth to 
the top of the Temple, leuell, and (if I forget not) floored with plaifter. Out of the 
Temple there arife two ample coupulos: that next the Eaft (couering the Eaft — 
end and Ilesofthe chancell) tobe afcended by fteps onthe out-fide: the other 
ouer the Church of the Sepulcher, bcing open in the middle. O who can without 
forrow, without indignation behold the enemies of Chrift to be the Lords of his 
Sepulcher! who at feftiuall times fit mnounted vnder a Canopie, to gather mon 
of fuch as do enter : the profits arifing thereof being farmed ateight thoufand Sul 
tanies. Each Franke payes fourteene (except he be of fome religious Order, who 
then of what fect foeuer is exempted from paiments ) wherein is included the im- 
poft due at the gate of the Citie: but the Chriftians thatbe fubiedt to the Turk, do 
pay bura trifle in refpeét thereof. At other times the doore is fealed with the feale 
of the Sanzrack, and not opened without his direétion: whereat there hangs feuen 
cords , which by the bels that they ring , giue notice to the feuen feuerall fects of 
Chriftians (who liue within the Temple continually ) of fich as would fpeake with 
them; which they do througha little wicket , and thereat receiue the prouifion 
that is broughe them. Now to make the foundation even ina place fo vneuen, 
much of the rocke hath bin hewne away, and parts too low,fupplied with mightie 
arches : fo that thofe naturall formes are vtterly deformed, which would haue bet- 
ter fatisfiedthe beholder; and too much regard hath made them lefleregardable.

Temple: which we gladly accepted of ; he demanding firft if deuotion or curio- 
firy had ken vs with that defire.So that for omitting Pater noftersand Aue Ma-

oft many yeares indulgences, which euery place doth plentifully afford 


to fiich as affect them: and contented our felues with an hiftoricall relation. 
Which I will not declare in order as fhewne, but take them as they lie trom the 
firft entrance ofthe Temple. Right againft the doore,in the midft of the South — 
Ile, and levell with che pauement,there lieth a white marble in forme of a graucs- 
ftone, enuironed witha raile of braffe about a foote high : the place (as they fay) 
where Jofeph of Aramathia, and Nicodemus, anoynted the bodie of our Sauiour 


with fweete ointments. This they kiffe, and kneele to : rubbing thereu 


on their 


crucifixes, beades,and hand-kerchers; yea whole webs of linnen: which they 
Carrie into farre countries, and preferue the fame for their fhrouding fheetes.Ouer 
this there hang feuen Lamps , which burne continually. Againft the Eaft end of 
the ftone there is a litle Chappell. Neare the entrance on the right hand ftands the 


Sepulcher of Godfrey of Bullesn: with a Latine Epitaph,thus Englifhed. 


Here lieth the renowned Godfrey of Bullein, who wonne all this land 
tothe worfbip of Chrift. Reft may his foule in peace, Amen.

Afcended on the North fide thereof by twenty fteps;the higheft hewne out of the 
_ rocke, as is a part of the paflage; obfcure, and extraordinarily narrow. The floore 
of the firft Chappell, is checkered with diuerfe coloured marbles; not to be trod - 
vpon by feete thatare fhod.Ar the Eaftend vnder a large arched concaue of the 
wall,is the place whereon our Saviour did fuffer,and may affuredly be thought the 
fame : and if one place be more holy then anotherreputed ef, in the world the 
moft venerable.He is void offence that fees, beleeues, and is not then confoun- 
ded with his paffions. The rock there rifeth halfe a yard higher then the pauement: 
leurell aboue informe of an altar,ten foote long,and fixe han broad:flagged with 
_ white marble; as is the arch & wall chat adioyneth. In the midftis the place where- 
in the Croffe did ftand : lined with filuer, guilt,and imboffed. This they creepe to, 
proftrate themfelues thereon, kiffe, falute; andfuch as vfe them, fanétifie therein 
their beades and crucifixes. On cither fide there flandeth a croffe: that on theright 
fide in the place where the good theefe was crucified; and that on the left where 
the bad ; deuided from Chrift by therent of the rocke (a figure of his {pirituall 
feparation) which cloue afunder in the houre of the paffion. The infides do tefti- 
fie chat Art had no hand therein : each fide to other being anfwerably rugged and 
there where vnacceflable to the workman. That before {poken of, in the Chappell 
below is apart of this, which reacheth (as they fay) to the center. This i 
longeth ro the Georgians : whofe Priefts are eo and accept of almes. No other 
nation fay Maffe on that altar: ouer which there hang fortie {ixe Lamps, which 
burne continually. On che felfc fame floore, of the felfe fame forme is that other 
Chappell belonging to the Latines, deuided onely by a curtaine, and entred 


through 
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through the former. In the midft of the pauementis:a {quare,inchaced with ftones 
of different colours, where Chrift, as they fay, was nailed vpon the Croffe. This 
place is too holy to be trod vpon. They weare the hard ftones with their foft knees, 
and heate them with their feruent kiffes; proftrating them(elues, and tumbling vp 
and downe with {uch an ouer-actiue zeale, that a faire Gréeke virgine, ere ‘aware, 
one morning {fhewed more then intended : whom the Frier that helpt the Prieftro 
fay Maffe fo tooke at the bound, that it ecchoed againe,and difturbed the mourne: 
full facrifice with a mirthfull clamor; the poore maid departing with, great indig- 
nation. Quer the altar which is finely {et forth, three & thistie Lamps are maintai: 
ned. Thefe two Chappels topking into the Temple, are all that poflefle the fummit 
of the rocke : excepting that. of che Immolation of J/eck, without, and {poken of 
before; and where they keepe the Altar of melchifedech: Oppofite-to the doore 
of the Temple adioyning to the fide of thechanell are certaine marble Sepulchers, 
without titles or Epitaphs. Some twenry paces direGly Welt from mount Calua- 
ry, and on that fide that adioyneth to the Tower, a round white maible,Jeuell with 
pauement, retaineth the memorie (as they fay }-of that place,where the blefled

The firft on thelefthandto the 4biffens, thenext to the Jacobites, 
tHe third to the Copties (clofe to which,on the left fide of another, there is a caue 
hewne out of the rocke, with a narrow entrance, the fepulcher of Jofeph of Arema- 
thia,) the fourth to the Georgians, andthe fifth to the Maronites. The Chappell of 
the CArmenians pofieffech a great part of the gallery aboue; and the reft lying to- 
wards the Noith,belongeth tothe Latins. though notemployed to religious v- 
{es. Now between the top of the vpper gallery;and extreme of the vpright wall, in 
feucrall concaues,are the pictures of diners ef the Saints in Mofaique worke, full 
faced,and vnheightned with fhadows according to the Grecéen'painting;but much 
defaced by malice,or continuance. In the midft on the South fide is the Emperor 
Constantines oppolite to his mothers, the memorable Foundreffe. This Round is 
couered with a Cupolo fuftained with rafters of Cedar, all of one peece, open in 
the midft like the Pantheon at Rome, whereat it receiueth the light that it hath, 
and that as muchas fufficeth. Iuft in the midft,and in view of heauen, -_ the 
glorified Sepulcher,a hundred and eight feet diftant ftom mount Caluary, thé naa 
turall rocke furmounting the fole of the Temple, abated by art, and hewne isto 
the forme ofa Chappell, - oe 4 2

ded with ten finall pa adiayning tothe wall, and{uftainng the comifh..On th 






top (whichis fiat) a thereof litle cupolo.couered with Lead, is.ere~ 
Ged vpop fix double, bye finall Corivehaey columnes oF polithed Porphyre. The 
‘other part being lower then this by the height of the. cornifh, {moorh aboue, and 


noe 
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notfo garnifhed on the fides, feruing as a lobby or portico to the former, is entred 
atthe Eaft end, (hauing before the doore a long pauement,crected fomething a- 
boue the floore of the Church included betweene two white marble walls not 
paft two foot high) canfitting of the felfe fame rocke,doth containe within acon- 
caue about three yards {quare, the roofe hewne compaffe;all flagged throughout 
with white marble. In the midft of the floore there ts a ftone abourafoote high, 
and a foot anda halfe fquare ; whereon,they fay that the Angell fate,who told the 
two Maries that our Sauiour was rifen. But Saint Matthew {aith, he fate vpon the 
great {tone which he had rolled from the mouth of the Sepulcher; and which, it is 
faid, che Empreffe caufed to be conueyed to the Church of Saint Sauiour, ftan- 
ding where once {tood the pallace of Casphas. Out of this a paffage through the _ 
midit of the rocke, exceeding not three feet in hcight,and two in breadth, hauing 
a doore of gray ftone with hinges of the fame, vndeuided from the naturall,affoor- 
deth away to creepe through into a fecond concaue, about eight foot {quare, and 
as much in height, with a compaft roofe of the folid rocke, bur lined for the moft 
part with white marble. Onthe North fide a Tombe of the fame,which poffeffeth 
one halfe ofthe roome, a yard in height, and made in the forme of an altar : info- 
much as not aboue three can abide there at once ; the place no larger then affoor- 
deth a liberty forkneeling . Ivis faid, chat long after the Refurrection, the Tombe 
remained in that forme wherein it was when our Sauiour lay there:when at length 
by reafon of the deuouter pilgrims, who continually bore away litle peeces there- 
“of (relickes whereunto they attributed miraculous effects) it was inclofed within a 
grate of iron.Buta fecond inconueniency which proceeded from the tapers, haire, 
and other offerings throwne in by votaries,which defiled the monument, procu- 
red the pious Helema to inclofe the fame within this marble altar, which now be- 
longeth to the Latins: whercon they onely {ay Maffe, yet free for other Chriftians 
ro exercife their priuate devotions; being well fetforth; and hauing on the far fide 
an antique and excellent picture cee the Refurrection. Quer it perpe- 
tually burneth a number of lamps,which haue fullied theroofe like the infide of a 
chimney, and yeelds vnto the roome an immoderate feruour. Thoufands of Chri- 
ftians performe their vowes, and offer their teares here yearely, with all the expref- 
fions of forrow, humilitic,affection,and penitence. It is a frozen zeale that will nor 
b2 warmed with the fight thereof, And 6 that I could retaine the effects that it 
wrought, with an vnfainting perfeuerance! who then did dictate this hymne 
to my Redeemer : |

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Wichout, and to the Weft end of this Chappell , another very {mmall one adioy- 
neth, vfed incommon by the Aigyptéans and Aithiopians.Now on the left hand as 
you paffe vnto the chappell of the Apparition, there are two round ftones of white 
matble in the floore : that next the Sepulcher couering the place where our Saui- 
our, andtheother where Mary Magdalen ftood (as they fay) when he appeared 
vntoher. Onthe North fide, and without the limits of the Temple, ftands the 
Chappell of the Apparition : fo called (asthey fay) for that Chrift in that place 
did fhew himfelfe to his forrowfull mother, and comforted her, pierced with an- 
guith for his cruell death, and ignominious fufferings . This belongeth tothe La- 
tins,which ferueth them alfo for a Veftery; from whence they proceed vnto their 
pompous Proceffions. On the Eaft fide there ftands three alears: that in the midft 
in aclofet by itfelfe , dedicated to God, and our Lady. That on theright hand is 
called the Altar of the holy Croffe,whereof a great part was there (as they fay) re- 
ferued. But when Sultan Solymax imprifoned the Friers of mount s#oz, (whom he 
kept in durance for the {pace of foure yeares) the C4rmenians {tole it from thence, 
and carried it to Saba (4a their principall Citie. That onthe lefthand in the corner, 
and neare vnto the entrance, is called the Altar of the Scourging ; behind which 
there is a peece of a pillar,of that (as they fay) whercunto our Saviour wasbound 
when they fcourged him. This ftood on mount Séon, and there fupported the Por- 
tico to a Church in the daies of Saint /erom; when broken by the Saracens, the pee- 
ces were recollected, and this part here placed by the Chriftians. The reft was di- 
{tributed by Pu/ the fourth,vnto the Emperour Ferd/nand, Philip King of Spasne, 
and the Signory of /enicesin honor whereof they celebrate the fixt of April.!t is(as 
I reméber) about 3 foot high,ofa dusky black-veind marble,{potted here & there 
wit'tred; which they affirme to be the marks of his bloud wherewith it was befprin- 
ded. Before it there is aprate of iron, infomuch as not to be toucht but by the me- 
diation ofa fticke prepared for the purpofe ; being buttened at the end with lea- 
ther, in maner ofa foile, by which they conuey their kifles, and bleffe their lips 
with the touch of that which hath touched the relicke. Through the aforefaid Ve : 
ftery,a paffage leades into certaineroomes, heretofore a part of the Colledge of 
the Knight-T emplers : an Order erected by the Princes of Fraxce (of whom the 
chiefe were Hugo de Paganis, and Gaufredus 4 Santto Audamaro) about the yeare 
of our Lord 1119. inthe dayes of Ba/dwin the fecond, who affigned them this 
place adioyning to the Temple, and whereupon they were called Templers. It is 
faid,chat they received theirinfticutions from Saint Bernard , together with their 
white habite : and after thar, the red Croffe from Eugeniue the third Pope of chat 
name: the one afymbol of Innocency, the other of not to be refufed Martyrdom; 
and of the bloud which they were profufely to fhed in defence of this country. Ac 
firft chey grew glorious in armes; ve rich in revenues: which corrupted their ver- 
tues, and betrayed them to the moft detefted kinds of licentioufneffe: infomuch 
as by agencrall Councell held in Vemma in the yeare 1312. the Order was extin- 
guifht, and their lands for the moft part conferred vpon the Knight-hofpitallers 
of Saint Johns of Jerufalem, of whom we fhall fpeake when we come vnto Malta. 
The Temples in London belonged vnto them: where in the Church (built round 
in imitation ofthis) divers of , 8 ftatues are to be feene, andthe pofiture vied in 
theirburials. Here the Francéfcans entertained vs during ovr abode in the Tem- 
le. Returning again€ through the Chappell of the Apparition, a litle on the left 
and there is a concaue in the wall,no bigger then to containe two perfons befides 


the 
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the Altar; which is called the Chappell of the Angels: belonging alfo to the L+- 
tines but lent by them to the defpifed We/fortans,during the celebration of Eafter. 
Winding with the wall along the out-ward North:alley of the Chancell, at the 
farre end thereof there is a Grot hewne out of the rocke, where they fay,that the 
Jewes imprifoned our Sauiour, during the time that they were a prouiding things 
neceffarie for.his crucifying. This is kept by the Georgians; without other orna- 
ment then an vngarnifhed Altar : ouer which hangeth one onely lampe, which 
rendreth a dimme light tothe prifon. Vintreading a good part of the fore-faid al- 
‘Jey, we entred the Ile (there but diftinguifhed by pillars) which borders on the 
North ofthe Chancell: and turning on the left hand, where it beginnes to com- 
paffe with the Eaft end thereof, we paffed by a Chappell containing an Altar, but 
of no regard: wherein they fay, the Title was preferued, which was hung ouer the 
head of our Sauior : now {howne at Rome in the Church oftheholy Croffe of /- 
rufalem. Nextto this in the fame wall, and midft of the femicircle, there is ano- 
ther, the place where they fay, the fouldiers calt lots for his garments : of which 
the Armeniaas haue the cuftodie.A litle beyond you are to defcend a paire of large 
- ftaires of thirtie fteps, part of the paflage hewne outof the rocke of Calwary, which 
Jeadeth into a Lobby : the roofe be with foure maffie pillars of whice mar- 
ble; which, euer moift through the dankneffe of the place (being vnder ground) 
and {fometimes dropping, are faidto weepe for the forrowfull paffion and death of 
Chrift. Ac the farre end, containing more then halfe of the roome, is the Chap- 
pell of Sains Helena: hauing two great Altars ereted by.Chriftian Princes in her 
piped On the South thereof ftandeth afeate of ftone, ouer-looking a paire of 
ftaires which.defcend intothe place of the inuention of the Croffe : where they 
fay, that fhe fare whileft the fouldiers remoued the rubbidge that had conered it. 
Thefe ftaires ( eleuen in number ) conduct into an obfcure vault,a part of the 
valley of Garca//es. There threw they our Sauiours Crofie, and couered it with the 
filth of the Citie;when after three hundred yeares,the Emprefle Heleva trauellin 

vnto Jerufalem inthe extremitie of her age ; to behold thofe places which Chrif 
had fangtified with his corporall prefence, threatned torture and death to certaine 
of the principal Jewes, ifthey would not reueale where their Anceftours had hid 
it-Atlaft forfooth they wrefted the truch. from an old old Jew, one /uedzs, firkt al- 
moft famifhed :who broughtthem to this place. Where afterhe had petitioned 
heauen for the difcouerie ; the earth trembled, and breathed from her cranies aro- 
matick odors. By which miracle confirmed, the Emprefle caufed the rubbidge to 
be remoued ; where they found three croffes, and hard-by,the fuperfcription. But 
when not able ro diftinguith the right from the other, they fay that A¢acar/us,then 
Bithop of Lerufalens, repairing together wich the Empreffe vnto the houfe of a 
noble woman of this Citie, vncurably difeafed, did wich the touch of the true 
Croffereftore her to health. Atfighe whereof the sew became a Chriftian, and - 
was called thereupon Qusréacus. Being after Bifhop of feru/alem, in the reigne of 
Julian the Apoftata he was crowned with martyrdome. At which times it was de- 
creed, that no malefaétor (hould thence-forth fuffer: othe Croffe; and that the 
third of May,fhould be for euer celebrated in memoriall of that Inuention.In this 
vault are two Altars : the one where the Croffe of Chrift was found and the other 
wherethe other. Afcending againe by the aforefaid ftaire into the Temple: on 
~ the left hand betweene the entrance , and mount Ca/uary, there is a litle roome 
which is called the Chappell of the Derifion. ar vnder the Altar is referned 
a 
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a part (as they fay) ofthat pillar to which Chrift was bound, when Pilates feruants 
~ crowned him with thornes, clothed in an old purple robe, placing areede in his 

hand, in ftead of a {cepter, andcrying , Hasle King of the Jewes : with other oppro- 

brious taunts, andreuilings. This is kept by the 4://ens.Now nothing remaineth 
to {peake of bur the Quire, not differing from thofe in our Cathedrall Churches. 

The Welt end openeth vpon the Sepulcher : the Eaft ending in a femicircle,toge- 

ther with the Iles,iscouered with a high cupolo:on each fide {tad oppofite doores 

which open into the North and Southalleycs ; all ioyntly called the Temple of 

Golgotha. A partition at the vpper end excludeth the halfe round (behind which 
‘their high Altar) which rifeth in the manner of loftie Screene, all richly guilded 

(as mott of the fides of the Chancell) and adored with the pictures of the Saints 

in antique habits: flat and full faced, according tothe manner of the Grecéans, to 
whom this place is affigned. Towards the Weftend from each fide equally diftant 

there is alitle pit in the pauement, which (they fay) is the Nauell of the world, and 
endeuvour to confirme it with that faying of the Scripture , God wrought his fal- 
nation in the midft of the earth : which they fill with holy water. The vniueifall 
fabricke , maintained by the Greeke Emperors during their foueraigntie, and then 
by che Chriftian Kings of Jeru/alem, hath {ince bene repaired in the feuerall parts 
by heir particular owners. The whole of fo ftrong a conftitution, as rather decai- 

- in beauty then fubftance. | = 

‘Hauing vifited thefe places ( which beftow their feuerall indulgences, andare 
honoured with particular orifons) after Euen-fong,and proceffion, the Peter-guar+ 
dian, putting off his pontificall habit , clothed in a long veft of linnen girt clofe 
ynto him, firft wafhed the feete of his fellow Friers;and then of the Pilgrims: 
which dried by others he kiffed, with all ourward fhew ofhumilitie. The nextday, 
being Good-friday, amongft other folemnities, they carried the image of Chrift 
on a fheete fupported by the foure comers,in proceffion,with banners of the Paf- 
fion » fiirftto the place where he was imprifoned, then in order to the other, per- 
forming at each, their appointed deuotions.Laying it where they fay he was fixed 

_ onthe Croffe, the Frier Preacher made ouer it a {hort and paffionate oration: 
who acted his part fo well, thathe begot teares in others with his owne; and 
taught them howto be forrowfull. At length they brought it to che place where 
they fay, he was imbalmed : where the Pater-guardian anointed the na with 
fweete oiles, and ftrewed it with aromaticke powderes, and from thence conuei- 
ed it tothe Sepulcher. Ar night the lights put out,and company remoued, they 
whipped themfelues in their Chappell of mount Calwary.On Saturday their other 
_ folemnities performed, they carried the Croffe in proceffion, with the banners of 
the buriall, to the aforefaid Chappell : creeping to it, kiffing, and lyin groucling 
ouer it. OnEafter day they faid folemne Seruice before the doore of the Sepul. 
cher. The whole Chappell couered on the -out-fide with cloth of tiffue: the gift 

(as appeareth by the armes oo thereon) of the Florentine. In this t 

{hewed the varietie of their Wardrobe:and concluded with a triumphant dt! 

fion, bearing about the banners of the RefurreGtion. Thofe ceremonies that are - 
not locall, I willingly omit. At noone we departed ro the Monaftery ; hauing 
daine on the hard {tones for three nights together,and fared as hardly, 

_ The other Chriftians os fuch as inhabit within, ofeach forta few, and 
that ofthe Clergy) entred not vnull Goodfrid ay.Viz.Grecians Armenians Coptics, 
Abiffens, lacobites, Georgians, Maronits,and N¢ftorians, Of the Grectans, Copties,

and Armenians no more fhall be faid (fince we haue fpoken of chem already) chen 
concernesthecelebrationofthisFeftual, 
The Abi(fens or Asthiopians be defcended of the curfed generation of Chas. But 
their Emperours do deriue themfelues.from Selomon, of one begotten by him on 
the Queene of Saba : in regard whereof they haue ever fauoured that nation. They 
received che doétrinc of Chrift from the Exsuch infteucted by Phiip : which inthe 
yeare of our Lord 470, did generally propagate throughout all A:+biopi2, vnder 
thereigne of Abraham and Asba,two brethren: who thereupon were ftiled the 
Propagators and defenders of the Chriftian religion. Abraham outliuing his 
brother,(and after his owne death canonized by theit'Clergy)to aueid diffention 
in his pofterity, (fo aduifed,as they fay,by a vifton) was fie’ that firft confined the 
Royall progeny within high and vnafcendable mountaines : hauing onely on¢ en- 
trance, andthatimpregnably fortified. A cuftome obferued at chis day : wherein 
they enioy whatfoeuer is fit for delight, ot Princely education. Out of thefe , ifthe 
Emperour die fon-leffe, a fucceffor is chofen : of fuch.afpirie as their prefene aft 
faires do require. There haue they the goodlieft Librarie of the world : where ma- 
ny bookes that are loft with vs, or but meerly mentioned, are’ kept entire : as hath 
bin lately reported by a Spams/b Frier that hath feene thé,if we may beleeue him:a+ 
mongtt which, they fay,are the oracles of Exoch(with other myfteries that efcaped 
the Flood, ingrauenby him vpon pillars) and written in their vulgar language. 
Their Prie{ts do marty but once, they labour for their liuings, and haue thetr pre- 
ferments giuen them by:the King. They fhaue their heads, and fofter their beards - 
contrary to the laity. The chiefe of them are iudges in caufes afwell Ciuil as Eccle- 
fiaftical. They acknowledge the Patriarch of Alexandria for their Primate,I meane 
the Patriarch of the circimicifed. Pittures they hauein their Churches, butno 
-_ carued images; neither beftow they vpon them any-yndue reuerence. They ad- 
mit of no Crudifixes. The Croffe they ve asa. badge of their profeffion, and ac- 
cording to the-firft inftieution. Men and women are both circumcifed : notas a 
matter ofreligion, butas the Copties do, out of an ancient cuftome of their nation: 
sheir Priefts fay, that they now doit in imitation of our Saviour. They baptize 
not the male vntill forti¢, nor the female vntill threefcore daies old; and ifit die in 
the meane time, they fay, that the Eucharift receiued by the mother when it was 
in her wombe,is {ufficient to faue it.Vpon the Twelfth day,they rebaptize yearely; 
ahd hauecertaine ponds and lakes referued for that purpofe: which they-do not 
facramentally,but in memoriall that Chriftwas as thac day baptized by 202 in sor- 
dan: a cuftome introduced not paft a hundred yeares fice by a King of Erhiopie. 
They receine the Eucharift in both kindes, .but. with -vnteauened bread ; nor {pit - 
they all che day after. Incenfathey vfe, arid holy water. Confefle they do, but not 
Breatly in priuate. The Lent is moft ftri@ly:obferued by: chem: wherein they eate 
itle buchearbs and fruits;and thatnot vneill Sunfet.. During which time not a 
few of their Priefts do flie the conuerfe of men : liuing in caues and défetts; and in- 
AiQing’ on themfelues exceffiue penance. ‘They abftaine from fuck meéat¢s as 
were prohibited che Jewes, and celebrate the Satmrday afwell as the Sunday. All 
the Paffion weske they forbeareto fay. Mafle:putting on mournfull garments,and 
countenances furable. They vfe no extreme.yndtion : but-cartie the dead ‘tothe 
graue, with the Croffe, the Cenfer, and holy water :-.and fay Seruice ouer them. 
To conclude,they ioyne with the Coptzes for the mof part in fubftance‘ofteligion, 
and in ceremony; one Pric{thereferuing both : an Airhispian, poote, atidaccom- 
a & Q 2 panied 
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panied with few of his nation; who fanraftically clad, doth dance in their proceffi- 
ons with a skipping motion, and diftortion of his body, not vnlike to our anticks. 
Towhich their muficke isan{werable;_ the inftruments no other then {nappRrs, 
ingles,and round-bottomd drums,bornevpon the backe of one,and beaten vpon 
by the followers. | , | - 
” "The Lacobites are fo called of Jacobus the Syrian,.an obfcure fellow, and of no 
reputation; who for his pouertie was named Zanzelus.. He infected thefe coun- 
tries with divers hereticall opinions: amongft the reft,chat the Godhead of Chrift 
was paffible, and confufed with his Manhood. They marke their children before 
Baptifme with the figne of the croffe. They vfe not auricular confeflion; pray not 
for the dead; reieé the opinion of rir beleeue that the foule doth reft in 
the graue with the body,and fhall dot Chuitts fecondcomming. Their Priefts 
do marry ; and they in both kinds communicate the Sacrament. They reie& the 
fourth Synod, and authoritie of the Fathers. This Set began in the dayes of the 
Emperour. Maaritine, difperfing through the cities of Syria, AMe/opotamia, and 
Chaldearyet vnder other names their religion extendeth far further; the Copties and 
Abiffens being in-amanner no other then Jscobétes. They had two Patriarks; orie 
refident in the mountaine Tr, the other inthe Monaftery of G:fra# neare vnto 
the Citie of Aferdin; {eated (they fay) on fo high a mountaine that no bird flyeth 
ouer it. Butnow they haue but one Patriarke, and that he of G/fran; alwaies a 
Monk of the Order of Saint _4atGonie, and named Jgnatius ; {tiling himfelfe the 
Patriarke of Astioch; who for the more conueniency is remoued to Carmit. They 
haue a Bifhop ftill refiding in Jerafalem , of which the Patriarke. is alfo a Je 
cobite, | ee | “4 | 
_ The Georgians differ not much from the Grecéans in their opinions : not called 
(as fome, write) of Saint George their fele&ted Patron, but oftheir country, fo na~ 
med, long before the time. wherein he is fuppofed to haue liued; lying betweene 
Colchos, Cauca/us,the Cs/pian{ca,and Armenia; heretofore Iberia,and Albania. A 
warlike people, infeftedon both fides with the Turki/b and Perfisx infolenciese 
They haue a Metropolitan of their owne; fome tay, the fame that isrefident ist 
mount Size. They fay,shat they marry within prohibited degrees.: they:are diui- 
ded into eighteene Bifhopricks; and are not here: tobe diftinguifhed fiom the 
Sorians, nor they from them, being alnioft of one religion: and called «Melchites 
heretofore of their aduerfaries, which fignifieth a King in the Syrian tongue ; for 
chat they would not embrace: the herefies of Ewtyches and Diofcorus, but’ obeyed 
the Edidtof the Emperour, and Councell of Chadcedon. Their Patriarke is the true 
Patriarke of Astioch, who abides in Damafco, for that 2xtioch lies now wel-nigh 
delolate. Their Bifhop is here poore ,; : fo are his ornaments; in their proceffions, 
for ftate,or in regard of his age{upported on both fides. Their mofickleffe inftru: 
ments are fannes ofbrafle;shung about with rings, which they ginglein ftops ac- 
cording to theirmarchings. - 0 ae 
— _ The Maronites are Chriftians inhabiting mount Lebaxns: {0 called of ALarons 
a village adioyning, or of Aero their Abbot. They vie the Ghaldeax tongue, and 
Syrian charagter in holy matters.A limme they were of che Zacobétes and once fub+ 
ie& to the Patriarke of Aptioch: but wonne to the Papacy by /oh.-Bapts fia a lefuite; 
in the dayes of Gregorie the thirteenth , who fent them.a Catechifme printed at 
Rome in the Arabian language: fo thatnow they do ioyne with the Zét#s. An ig- 
norant people, eafily drawne to any religion, that could not giue'a reafon for theit: 
= © s owne: 
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owne: poote in fubftance, and few in number. 

But the Greekes do here furpafle all the reft in multitude; and the Armenians in 
brdfiery, who in ftead of snutical inftruments, haue fawcers of braffe (which the 
ftrike againft one another, fet about with gingles. All differ in habite , and mot 
inrites; yet all conioyne (the Latins excepted) in celebration of that impoftury 
of fetching fire from the Sepulcher vpon Eatter eue. The Tur kes deride,yet throng 
tobeholdir: the galleries of the round Temple being peftered with {peCtacors. 
All the lamps within the Church are at chat time extinguifhed ; when they often 
compaffing the Sepulcher in a ioyntproceffion, are fore-run and followed by the 
people with fauage clamours (the women whiftling) and franticke behauiours,be-_ 
ficring better the folemnities of Bacchus ; extending their bare armes with vnligh- 
ted tapers. At length the chiefe Bifhops approch the doore of the Sepulcher ; but 
the shiopian Prieft firft enters ( without whom, they fay, the miracle will not 
fadge) who after along ftay (meane while the people hurrying abou like mad- 
men) returnes with the facred flame,{uppofed at his prayes to burft out of the Se- 
pulcher;whereat confiifedly they fire their lights: and {natching them one from a- 
nother, ftriue who fhould firft conuey it to their particular eins ; thrufting 
the flame amongft their clothes, and into their bofomes, (but fwiftly withdrawing 
it) per{wading ftrangers chat it will not burnethem : kindling therewith all their 
lamps, vnlighted with other fire vntill chat day wweluemoneth. | | 

But [had almoft forgot the Neffortens {0 called of N¢forine , by birth a Ger. 
man,who lived in the dayes of Theodofine, and by him made Bithop of Con/fanti- 
nople. Thefe hated of che reft, in an obfcure comer, without ceremonies or Ponti 
ficall habice, full offeeming zeale and humilitie, do reade the Scriptures, and in 
both kinds adminifter the Sacrament, denying the reall prefence : the Prieft (nor 
diftinguifhed from the reft in habite) breaking the bread, and laying itin the palme 
of the communicants hands they fipping of the Cup which is held betweene his. 
They kiffe che crofic, but pray not betes it, nor reuerence they images. They will 
not haue Afaréeto be called the mother of God. Their chiefeft herefte is, that rhe 
diuide the Diuinitie of Chrift from his Humanitie.. Their do@trine “difperfed 
throughout all the Eaft, by meanes of Go/ro the Perfiaw King , who enforced all 
the Chriftians within his dominion (out of a mortall hatred that he bare tothe 
Emperour Heraclius) cither to forfake his Empire, orco become Nestorians ; as 
through a great part of Cateia. Itis now embraced, but by few; moft of chat fe& 
inhabiting about Babylon. Their Patriarkall feate isc Muxal in Me/opotamia,fea- . 
ted on the banks of Tygrés: their Patriarke not elected, bist the dignitie defcending 
from the father to the forme. For mariage is generally allowed in their Clergie; 
and when widowers, to marry againe at their pleafure. ‘They haue the Scriptures, 
- and execute the miniftery in the Cha/deax tongue. They allow not of the Coun 

of Ephefus,nor any that{ucceededit. — - S ee ae 

_ Allchis while chere were no leffe then a thoufand Chriftians, men ,women and 
children,who fed and lodged vponthe pauementof the Temple. On Eafter day 
about one of the clocke in the morning ,. the Nations and Sets aboue mentio- _ 
ned with ioy full clamors,according to their feuerall cuftomes,circled the Church, 
and vifited the holy places in afolemne proceffion; and fo for chat time concluding 
their ceremonies, departed.” . (ee eo 

VponEafter monday we hired certaine affes-to ride. to Exams, ee 
with a guard,and certaine of the Friers. About the ie the foote of ahill, 
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there are the ruines of a Monaftery; built by Saint Helena : they fay, in that place 
where lefts appeared to the two difciples. Here the Latines wo fa certaine de- 
uotions , and cooke of the {tones (as generally chey did from all fuch like places) 
preferued as precious. Ewsaweftands feuen miles off, and Weftof Zerafalem. The 
way thither mountainous, and in many places as if sou with a continual] rocke; 

yet where there is earth, firfficiently fruicfull. It was feated (for now it is not) vpon 
the South fide of a hill, ouer-looking a little vally, fruicfull in fountaines. Honou- 
red with the prefence of our Sauiour, who there was knowne Whe breaking of 
bread in the houfe of C/eophas his cofen-german, and afterward the fecond Bifhop 
of Jerufalem. Inthe felfe fame place a Temple was erected by Paula (a Roman La- 
die,of whom we fhall fpeake hereafter) whofe ruines are yet extant, neare the top 
of the mountaine ; vnto which the 4rabéaxs would not fiiffer vs to afcend , who 
inhabite below in a few poore cottages , vntill we had payd the Caphar they de- 
manded. This Citie was burnt in the lewifh warres,by the commandement of v- 
rus, and vpon the deftruCtion of Jerufalem, reedified by the Romanes, who in re- 
gard of their victory, called it Nécopolis. In the yeare 131. throwne downe by an 
earth-quake , it was fourefcore and twelue yeares after reftored by the Emperour 
Marcus Aurelius; and afterward dignified during the gouernment of the Chri- 
{tians with an Epifcopall fea, being vnder the Metropolitan of Cefarea . NN scepho- 
vus,and the Tripartite hiftory report of a miraculous fountaine by the high-way 
fide, where Chrift would haue departed from the twodifciples: who when he 
was conuerfant vpon earth, and wearied witha longer iourncy, there wafhed 
his feer; from fhhéeforth retaining a curable vertue againft all difeafes. But relati- 
ons of chatkind, haue credit onely in places far diftant. In our returne, we incli- 
ned alittle to theleft hand, and after a while afcended the top of a mountaine, 
(whofe Wefterne vally was the field,they fay,of that battell,when the Sunne and 
Moone ftood ftill at the commandement of Jo/ua.)Out of the ruines of an ancient 
building, afmall Mofqueis aduanced ; where they would that the Prophet Samuel 
was buried, who had his Sepulcher in Resa on mount Ephraim; though diuers o- 
ther townes fo feated, are fo called: which fignifieth é¢h in their language.But our 

uides were well practifed in chat precept:

Ow” who endeuourto bring all remarkable places within the compaffe of their procef- 

fions. The A4ebometans cicher paeien with this tradition, or maintaining the re- 

port for their profit,whould not fuffer vs to enter but at an exceffiue rate; which 

we refufed to part with. The nextmountaine vnto this, doth weare on his crowne 

the ruines of a Caftle that belonged. to the AZechabees. Another more humble, 

_ and nearer the Citie,. prefenteth a pile of ftones,{quare,flat, and folid: the fepul- 

_ cher, they fay, of the feuen brethren who were tortured to death by  Antiochue: 

whom I rather iudge to haue bin buried at «Woden the ancient feate of that fami- 

lyswhich ftands on che vttermoft confines of the mountaines of Jedea,where were 

to be fecne feuen fepulchers of white marble, each bearing a Pyramis on his 

~ fquare; {aid by Jofephus to haue ferued in his time for fea-marks. From hence we 

| a oe the North-weft fide of the Citie , where in the vineyards are fundry 

places of buriall hewne out of the mainerocke; amongft the reft, one called the 


Sepul- 
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Sepulcher of the Prophets. The firft entrance large , and like rhe mantle-tree of a 
chimney;cut curioufly on che out-fide : chrough which we crept into a lide fquare 
roome, (cuery onc carrying alight in his hand) the fides cut full of holes (in mans 
ner of adoue-houfe:) two yards deepe, and three quarters fquare. Oucof that 
roome we defcended by two ftreight paflages into two other roomes, likewife vn- 
der ground: yet more {pacious, and of better workmanthip, but fo rounded with 
the & ulchers as the former : neighbored with a vault which f{crues for a cefterne, 
and filled with a liuing fountaine. A little beyond, vpon the Weft fide ofa large 
{quare court, hewne into the rocke fome three fathoms deepe , and ented vnder 
an arch of the famesthere is another manfion for the dead hauing a porch like to 
that ofthe Prophets: and parnifht without (amongft other figures) with two 
great clufters of grapes : in’ memorial of thofe, as they fay, which were brought 
by the fpies into the hoaft of the Hebrewes. On thelefthand you creepe through 
a difficulc defcent, which leadeth into faire roomes vnder the ground, and one 
within another; benched about with coffins of ftone bereaft of ae couers : there 
being fome bones yetremaining infome of them. This is famedtobe the houf- 
hold Monument of certaine of the Kings of Juda. In which there is nothing more 
admirable, then is the artificiall contriuing of the doores : che hinges and aie of the 
felfe-fame ftone, vnfeparated from the rocke without other fuppliment. Hitherto 
(if not further) by alllikelihood the old Citie extended. From hence we returned 
to the Couent. | | 

The day following we ridtowards Bethlehem, which ftands about fixe miles 
South from Jerufalem. Going out from the gate of Joppa, and turning onthe left

hand by the foote of mount Sion. Aloft on whofe vaerm oft angle ftood the tower 
of Desid, (whoferuines are yet extant) of a wonderfull ftrength and admirable . 
beautie , adorned with {hields,and the armes of the mighty. Below on the right .; 
hand of the way in our paflage, they (hewed vs a fountaine atthe South-fide of 2 
-fquare — , deliuered to be that wherein Ber/heba bathed. North of which, the 

vally is crofled witha ruinous Aquadud&, which conueied water vnto the Temple | 
of Solomon. Afcending the oppofite mountaine , we pafled through a countrey, 
hillyand ftony: yet not vtterly forfaken of the Vine, though onely planted by 
Chriftians : in many places producing corne shere fhadowed with the fig-tree,and 
there with the oliue. Sundry finall currets difperfed about, which ferue for folace 
afwell as for fafe-guard. Some two miles from the City, on the lefthand, and by 
the high-way fide, there groweth a Turpentine-tree yet flourifhing. : which is. 
(aid to haue afforded a fhelter to the Virgine Marie, as (he paffed betweene Beth- 
Ichem and lerufalem. This tradition how éuer abfurd,is generally beleeued by thofe 
Chriftians: a place of high repute in their devotions. Towards the Weft about 
two miles off, ona litdle hill ftands an ancient tower : which is faid ,to haue bene | 
the habitation of Simeon. A mile beyond the forefaid tree, in the midft of the 
way there is a Cifterne, vafte within, and fquare at the mouth; which is called the 
Cifkerne of the Starre. For that (as they fay) the wife-men of the Eaft, there firtt 
againe did feethat conducting Stare, which went before them to the place of 
our Sauiours Nativity. A little on the right hand there are the {mall remaines of 
an ancient Monaftery : built, they affirme, in that place where the Angel tooke vp 
Abacuck by the haire of the head, and conucied himto Bebylon. Halfeamile fur- 
ther, on the left fide ofthe way, there is another Religious houfe, but in good re- 
paire,in forme ofa fortreffe, and enuironed with high walles , co withftand the 
infolencies of the Infidels : poffefled by the Greeke Coloieros, and dedicated to E/s- 
gs. Hard by there is a flat rocke; whereon they told vs that the Prophet accufto- 
med to fleepe; & that it beares as yet the impreffion of his body.Indeede there are 
certaine a Na in the fame, but not by my eyes apprehended roretaine any 
manly proportion. As farre beyond are the decaies of a Church : which ftood (as 
they fay) inthe place where the Patriarch Zacob inhabited. About-a mile further 
Wert of the way, anda little off,ftands the Sepulcher of Rachel, (by the Scripture 
affirmed to haue bene buried here abour)if the entireneffe thereof do not confure 
the imputed antiquity: yet kept perhaps in repaire by her offpring,asa monument 
ofvenerable memory. The Tombeit felfe refembletha great truncke : couered 
with aCupolo mounted on a fquare,which hath on each fide an ample arch fuftai- 
ned onely by the comes: This is enuironed with a fore-fquare wall; within which 
ftandtwo other, Nite, but ofthe fame proportion : kept ,and vfed for a place of 
prayer by the Adehometans. Below it on the fide of'a mountaine ftands the ruines 
of that Rama,” whereof the Prophet: 4 voice was heard in Rama, Rachel weeping 
for her children, Gc From this ridge of thé hils, the Dead Sea doth appeare as if 


neare 
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neare at hand : but not fo found by the traueller; for chat thofe high declining 
mountaines are notto be directly defended. Within halfe a mile of Bethlehem, 
feparated from the fame by a valley, and alittle on the left hand of the way, are 
the Cifternes of Dawéd:whereof he fo much defired to drink,8¢ when they brought 
him of the water, refufed it: A large deepe vault; now out‘of vie ;hauing onely 
two {mall cunnels at the top, by which they draw vp the water. | 
And now weare come to Bethlehem, firft called Ephrat of Ephrata, the wife of 
Caleb: A City of Dawid, the long | oe ma of bis anceftors; and not the leaft a- 
mongft the Princes of fwd ; feated on the vemoft of the ridge of a hill , {tretching 
Eaft and Welt: in ahappy foile,and moft delicate profpect. _

(the Inne being peftred with ftrangers) fhe fell in trauell,and produced vnto the 
worlda Sauiour. In this caue from the time of Adr‘az, wnto the reigne of Con-

Her fon Ea/fochiws lies with her in the felfe fame monument. She built foure Mo- 
nafteries neare adioyning to this Temple: (whofe mines do yet giue teftimony of 
her pietic,) one fhe planted with men; the three other with virgins, who neuer paft 
the seems 4 of their Couents but on Sundayes onely (and then attending on their 
feuerall Gouegnefles) to performe their orafons in the Church, and Caue of the. 
Natiuitie: her felfe the Abbeffe of one of them, and fo for the fpace of twenty 
yeares did continue. She likewife built an adioyning Hofpitall for Pilgrims, whofe 
ruines declare it to hauc bin no meane fabricke. The other tombe did couer the 
body of Saint Jerome,who liued in her time, and in the Monaftery which fhe had 
founded : his bones,together with the bones of Ew/ebsws,were tranflated to Rome, 
and fhrined in the Church of Santa Maria Maggiore, ouer which Pope Sixtus 
Quintus hath ere&ted afumptuous Chappell. Out of this we paft into another

lined with faire white marble: the compaffed roofe mae with mof-worke and — 
Mofaique guilding, chough now much perifhed. Ac the vpperendin an atched 
concaue, #ands an Altar garnifhed witha table of the Natiuity. Vinder this a fe- 
micircle : chefolefet forth with {tones of feuerall colours, m:the forme ofa flare: 
and ireche midét a Serpentine, there fet tovphold the memorié of that place where 
our Saviourwasborne : the credite whereof I will neither impeach,nor inforce. 
Jn this City:it was, and inaftable; nor is the reporrby thefite refed , though 
vader ground,bewne out of the liuing rockc,as is the reft before fpoken of. For he 
that cravels through thefe countries , will not wonder to fee fach caues imployed 
to like vfes. Neither is itlikely, that they that fucceeded thofe times fo ncarely, 
fhoulderre in thepjace fo celebrated in their deuotions, and beautified with {ich 
coft. On either fide of this Alcar in the corners,there are two equall afcents,which 
land on the oppofite out-fides of the Chancell , clofed with doores ofbraffe cut 
through:through which they paffe in cheir folemne proceffid: Now on the South 
fide, and neare vnto thee foore of the ftaires, you defcend by three fteps into a 
lefler Grot: feparared onely from the former, by three fine columnes of difcolous 
red marble, which feeme to fupport the ouet-hanging rocke. On the Welt fide 
there is a manger hewne out in:a concaue, about twofeete high from the floore, 
and a litle way hollowed wichin: wherein,they fay , that our new-borne Sauiour 
was laid by the Virgine : now flagged about with white marble, as the racke' thag 
roofes it; at the left end fuftained with a fhort Serpentine. ‘In the botrome of this 
manger, and iuk in the middke;around Serpentine is fet,to denote the place where 
he lay, which retaineth,as they would niake ¢s beleeue,the effigies of Saint levome, 
miraculous fratigd by che natural veines of the ftone, in reward of his often and 
affetonate kiffes.But furely they be the eyes of faich that ftiuftapprehendit: yet 
prefent they it in picture, as itis fet fortlt in the former table. On the oppofite fide 
of this Grot, there is a bench in the rocke, nor vnlike to an Altar : where the AZage 
of the Eaft, thar were conducted hither by che ftarre,di{pofed, as they fay of their 
prefents.

then the light of the day could affoord it. Baldwin the fecond did honor this place 

with an Epifcopall Sea (being before but a Priory) adteyBéag thereunto, toge- 

ther withthe Church of A/calon , many townes and villages. In the place where 

this City ftood, there are now but a few poore cottages ftanding, Moft of che e 

few inhabitants Greekes and Armenians: who get a beggerly liuing by felling vnto | 
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{trangers the models of the Sepulcher, and of the Grot of the Natiuitie ; cut in 
cael or caftin tone, with croffes, aud fiich like merchandizes : and in being fer- 
uiceable vnto pilgrims. «= |.

_ After dinner we defcended afoote into the valley which lieth Eaft of the Citys 
fruicfull in pafturage : where Jacob fed his flocke (at this day called his field) neare 
the rower of i dder;but more famous for the Apparition of the Angels, whé there 
brought to the fhepheards the glad-tidings ofour. Galuation. In the. midft of the 
field,on thefelfe fame place, as is {uppofed,and two miles diftantfrom Bethlehem, 
Saint Helena erected a Church, and dedicated ‘it.to the Angels ; now nothing bute 
ruines. Returning from thence, and turning alittle.on the left hand, we came to 
the village where thofe (hepheards dwelt, as yet fo. called: in the midft whereof 
there ftandeth a well; che fame, as the rumor goeth, thatthe blefled Virgine defi- 
red to drinke of , when the churiifh villagers refufing to draw her vpswater, it forth- 
with miraculoufly flowed to the brim; greedy to paffe through her bleffed lips; 
and fatisfic her longing. Of this the 472bs would not fuffer vs to drinke before we 
had giuenthem money. Nearer.to Bethlehem, and.at the footc of the hill, are che 
ruines ofa Chappell, where Jofeph, as they fay, had his dwelling , at fuch time as 
the Angell commanded him to flie into AEgypr. Neare the top, and not farre from 
the backe of the Monaftery, there is a caue containing «wo. roomes, one within, 
another defcended into by a narrow. entrance, and in fome places fupported by 
pillars. In this itis faid, chat Zofeph hid our Saviour and his mother, whileft he pre- 
pared things neceflary for his iourney. The ftone thereof. puluerated and often 
wathed, of much alittle will remaine , not vnlike to sefined. chalke: which taken 
in drinke, is faid to haue a foueraigne vertue, in reftoring milke. both to women 
and cartel : much vfedby the A¢oores themfelues for that purpofe. Ouer which 
ftood one of the Nunneries built by Pss/s, now onely fhewing the foundation, 
and wherein fhe died. Thefe places feene, we reentred the Monaftery, and there 
repofed our felues the night following... | : ; 
Each of vs beftowing a pecce of gold on the Vicar , betimes:in the morning 
we departed, bending our courfe to the Mountaines of /wdea, lying Wert from 
Bethlehem : teare to which on the fide of the oppofite hill,we paft. by a litre vil- 
lage called, as I take it, Bezecs inhabited onely by Cheiftians : mortall (as they fay) 
to the AZahometans that attempted to dwelltherein. Abouttwo miles further we 
~  pafled by Bethfur, feated ina bottome betweene tworocky mountaines , oncea 
| hrong fort: firft built by Rboboaws, and afterrepaired by the Atechabies : famous 


| s - for fundry fieges ; being in the wppes way betweene Jerufalem and Gaze : where 


we {aw the ruines ofan ample Church: below thata fountaine not vnbeholding. 
to Art; whofe pleafant waters are forch-with drunke vp by the earth that poolaced 
them. Herethey fay,that Philp baptized the Eunukes whereupon it retaineth 
the name of the Athiopian fountaine. Andno queftion but the adioyning Tem- 

le was erected out of denotion to the honour of the place, and memory of the 
Pa. Yet feemeth it ftrange vnto me, that a chariot fhould be able to: paffe chofe 
rocky and declining mountaines, where almofta horfe can hardly-keepe footing. 
Hauing trauclled. about a mile and a halfe further, we came: to the. caue

where John the Baptift is faidto haue lived from the age of feuen, vntill {ttch time 
as he went vnto the wildernefle by Jorda, fequeftred from the abode of men, and 
feeding on fuch wilde nourifhment as thefe vninhabited places affoorded. This 
Caue ts feated on the Northerne fide of a defert mountaine (onely beholding to 

the Locutft tree) hewne out of the precipitating rocke, fo as difficul 

ded or defcended to: entred at the Eaft corner,and receiuing light from a window 

in the fide. Atthe vpper end there is a bench of the felfe fame rocke, whereon (as 

they fay) he accuftomed to fleepe; of which who fo breakes a peece off, frands: 
forthwith excommunicate. Ouer this ona little flat, ftands the ruines of a Mona- 

ftery, onthe South fide naturally walled with the fteepe ofthe mountaine : from 

whence there gufheth a liuing Spring, which entreth the rocke, and againe bur- 
fteth forth beneaththe mouth of the Caue; A place that would make folicarineffe 


 delightfull,and {tand in comparifon with the turbulent pompe of cities. This ouer- 


looketh a profound valley, on the far fide hemd with afpiring mountains; whereof 
fome are cut (or naturally fo) in degrees like allies, which would be elfe vnacceffa- 
bly fruitleffe , whofe leuels yet beare the ftumps of decayed vines , fhadowed not 
tarely with oliues and locufts: Andfurely I thinke that all ormoft of thofe moun- 
taines haue bin fo husbanded , elfe could this little country haue neuer fiftained 
fuch a multitude of people. After we had fed of fuch prouifion as was brought vs 
from the Citie by other of the Fraternitie that there met vs, we returned towards 
Jernfalem, \eauing the way of Bethlebem onthe right hand , and that of Emseus on 
the left. The firft place of note that we met with , was there where once ftood the 


dwelling of Zachery, feated onthe fide of a fruitfull hill, well{tored with oliues —

and vineyards. Hither came the bleffed Virgin to vifite her coufen E/izabeth.Here 
died Elizabeth, and here in aGrot onthe fide of a vault or chappell,lics buried: 
ouer which:a goodly Church was erected, together with a Monaftery ; whereof 
now little {tandeth but a part of the walls, which offer to the view fome fragments 
of painting which fhew thatthe reft haue bin exquifite. Beyond,and lower is our 
Ladies fountaine, (fo called of the inhabirants) which maintaineth a little current’ 
through the neighboring valley.Neare this, in the bottome, and vttermoftextent: 
thereof,there ftandeth a Temple, once fumptuous, now defolate; built by Helena, 
-anddedicated ro Saint John Bapts/t, in the place where Zachary had another houfe’ 
where the Prophet was borne, ina roome hewne out of the rockes of principal 
devotion with thofe Chriftians : poffeft, as the reft, by the beaftly trabzans, who | 
defile ic with their cattell , and employ itto the bafeft of vfes. Tranfcending the 
leffe fteepe hils,and paffing through valleys of their rofes voluntarily plentifull; af- 
cer awhile we came toa Monaftery feated in a ftreight between two rocki¢ moun- 
tairies, enuironed with high walls, and entred by a _ ae of iron; wherea Bifhop 
of the Georgians hath his refidence, who curteoufly entertained vs. Within th 
haue a handfome chappell, at the vpper end an altar,and vnder that a pit, in whi 
fay that the Palme did grow (but rather, if any,the oliue, whereof that place 
hath ftore) of whicha part ofthe Croffe was made: for it was framed (as they re- 
port) of foure feuerall woodssthe foot of Cedar.the bole of Cypreffe,the rrafome 
of Palme, andthe title of Oliue. This is called thereupon the Monaftery of the 
holy Croffe. Where in ftead ofbels they ftrike on a hollow beame (as the Grecéans 
do in the temple of Golgotha) to fummon their affemblies. Betweenc this and /erw- 
falemwefaw nothing worth noting that hath not bin fpoken of already. : 
| The 


- Theday following, we went to reutew the remarkable places about the Citie. 
Paffirig by the Caftle of the P:/ams,on the left had entring-at a litle fquare paflage, 
we were:{hewed & {mall Chappell, che doore and windowes rammed vp; for chat: 
(as they fay) che Adehonsttans became mortally ficke,that, though bay chance: 
did come into it-ftanding where ftood the Temple of Saint Thomas. From hence. 
we. were brought tothe pallacoof 4nxes,deftroyediby the Seditious in the time: 
of tlic floges where now dtandeth a Church dedicatedtothe bleffed Angels, and. 
belongingito the Arwsesiane,who hane their dwellings about it. Wishin the court 
there isanold oliuewee,enuironed with alow:wally vnto which it is faid,chat they:

on the midft of che Mount is the place, as they fay, where Chrift did eate his laft 
Supper; where alfo after his refirreCtion, the doores being fhur, he appeared to 
his Apofles ; where they receiuedthe holy Ghoft; where Peter conuerted three 
thoufand: and where,as they fay alfo, they held the firft Councell, in which the A- 
poftles Creed was decrecd. Here Helena buile a moft fumptuous Temple inclu- 
ding therein the Coenaculum, where that marble pillar was preferued that ftood 
before in the pallace of Pélete, to which they our Sauiour when they whipped 
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~ him. This Church fubuerted by the Saracés , in the felfefame place theiPranci/- 
cans had a Monaftery ereCteds whoiin the yeare 15 61:wete remoued by the: Turks: 
they building here a Mofque of thicir owne; into which no Chriftian ts: permitted 
to.enter. Yetnot in the refperts aforefaid; fo reuerenced .by'.che Infidels , butin 
that itis deliuered by Tradition (and not a thar Dawid had there his Sepul- 
cher. -Hissnmonument was étriched with.a:mafle of tfealurés out of which Herca- 
#us.850 yeares after, took¢ehrce thoufand falentsto.dinert the:-warre which was 
adaek by:Antiochus. Herod with vnlike facceffe accenipted the like. For having 
already taken out a great .fummic, and perfifting in hisfacriledge , a Hame of fire 
brake outofthe tombe,and confumed' dinerfe of his:inftruments. In-expiation 
whereof he adorned the fame with a ftately monument; which ftood entire for a 
long time after. Betweenc this, and the walles of the City, the Francks haue their 
buriall : where lie fixe Exg/ifa men, fent (as may be fufpe&ed) vnto their long- 
homes not many yeates fince, though coloured by the Frascé/cansjin whofe Mo- 
naftery they lay, with pretence of diuine' vengeance for the fuppofed mnrder of 
their Drogaman.Secuen they were in all,all alive and well in one day, fix dead in the 
other; the outliuer becoming a conuert to their religion. Turning a little onthe 
left hand,we came to a {mall Church, inclofed within a {quare wall, arched within, 
with a walke onthe top in maner of a caue; the habitation of the Armenians, who 
haue of this Church the guftody. Hefe flourifhed the proud pallace-of Caiphes, 
in which our Sauiour was buffetted, fpit vpon, and fo fpitefully reuiled, Here He- 
lena built a faire Church to’Saint Peter; but that deftroyed , in the roome thereof 
this leffe was erected, and dedicated to Saint Sauiour. On the righthand in the 
court, they vndertaketo fhew where the fire was made; by which Peter ftood when 
he denied his Maifter : and at the fide of the Church doore, the chapter of pillar, 
whereon the cocke crowing didmoue him to contrition. Atthevpper end of the 
Church,vpon a large altar-lieth a ftone,that (as they fay) which was rolled againft 
the mouth of the Sepulcher.. From hence we defcended.into the vally of Gebin- 
non, which diuideth mount. Sion from the mountaine of Offence : fo called for that 
Solomon by the perfwafion of bis wiues there facrificed to Chamoch and Molech, but 
now by thefe Chriftians called the mountaine of i cownfell, where they fay the 
+ Pharifes tooke counfell againft Iefus : whofe height yet fhewes the reliques of no 
meane buildings. This valley is but:ftreight, now feruing for little vfe;_ heretofore 
moft deli hefull planted wich groues, and watered with fountaines: wherein the 
Hebrews fectificed their children to Afolech, an Idoll of braffe, hauing the head of 
a calfe, thereftof a kingly figure,with armes extended to receiue the miferable fa- 
erifice, feared to death with his burning embracements. For the Idoll was hollow 
within, and filled with fire. And left their lamentable fhreeks fhould fad the hearts 
of their parents, the Priefts of Molech did deafe their cares with the continuall 
clangs of trumpets and timbrels;whereupon it was called the valley of Topher.But 
the good Jofias brake the Idoll in peéces, hewed downe the groues, and ordained 
, that that place (before a Paradife) fhouldbe for euer a.receptable for dead car- 
caffes andthe filth of the citie. Gebesne,for the impiery committed therein, is vied 
for hell by our Saviour. : On the South fide of this valley,neare where it meeteth 
with the valley of Zebofaphat ,mounted a good height on the fide of the mountaine 
is _celdamea or the field of blood : purchafed with the reftored reward of Treafon,

fot a buriall place for ftrangers . In the midft whereof a large {quare roome was 
-made bythe, mother of Com/fantine : the South fide walled with the natural rocke; 
"flat atthe top, : and equall with the vpper leuell. Outof which arifesecertaine 
el asc in the midft to let downe the dead bodies. Through which 
.we might fee the bottome.all couered with bones; and certaine corfes but newly 
let downe:; it being now the Sepulcher of the _4rmenians. A greedy graue; and 
great enough to deuoure-the dead of a whole Nation: For they fay, (and. I beleeue 
at) that the earth thereof within the {pace of eight and forty .houres, will confime 
the fleth that is laid thereon. The like is faid of Saint Innocents Church-yard in 
Paris :and he that fees the multitude of bones , that are there piled aboutit, the 
daily burials (itbeing a generall receptacle for {trangers) and {malneffe of the cir- 
cuite, may be eafily induced to credite. And why might nor the earth be tranf- 
ported from hence, as well as that at Rome in Camspo Sancto, brought thither in 270 
fhips by the commandement of the aforefaid Empreffe ? which though changing 
foiles retaineth her vertue : itbeing alfo a place of buriall for forreiiers. In the 
rocke about there are diuerfe Sepulchers , and fome in vfe at this day: hauing 
great ftones rolled _ their mouthes according to the ancient pe, Be- 
yond onthe point of the hill, a caue hewne out of the rocke, confifting of feuerall 
roomes, is faid to haue hidden fixe of the Apoftles in the time of Cirifts Paffion: 
firft made without doubt for a Sepulcher ; and after {eruing for an Hermitage: 
_ R4 . the

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the roofe of the larger roome retaining fome fhew of guilding. Below, where the 
valley of Gehinnon and Iehofaphat, like two conioyning ftreames do trent to the’ 
South, there is a drie pit; where the Priefts are faidto haue hid the facred fire when 
the Jewes were carried captiue into Babylon : and feeking it after their returne did 
finde it conuerted into water. But Nelewiab caufedit to be fprinkled on the Al- 
tar: when forthwith with the beames ofthe Sunneit miraculoufly flamed. This 
valley of Iehofaphat (fo called of that good King) from hence extendeth full North, 
andthen enclineth a litle to the Welt, firft prefenting (though natural) no o- 
ther then a large dry ditch to the Eaft of the City contracted betweene it, and the 
ouer-pearing hils of the oppofite Olivet. It is faid to be abouttwomiles long, and 
if it befo, but fhort ones: where broadeft fruicfull; watered by the torrent Cedron, 
which runneth no longer then fed with fhowers : lofing his intermitteu treames 
inthe lake of 4palthys. It was alfo called the valley of Cedvon, and of the King: 
where the generall Iudgement fhallbe, ifthe Jewes or Latins may be beleeued; 
who ground their opinions vpon the Prophefie of oe/ : which I will not gairifay, 
iy of our Diuines haue of late fo laboured to approue it. Of the fame o- 
pinion are the Mahometans. In the wall aboueit,there is a window notfarre from 
the golden gate : where they fay that A4ahomet fhall fic whilft Chrift doth execute 
Iuftice. Paffing to the City fide of the valley, at the foote of the hill, and Eaft of 
the South-eaft coruer, is the place where the yeep Efay was fawnein funder by 
the commandement of Afana/fes his Grand- by the mother : and there bu- 
ried : where there is a little pauement vfed fora place of prayer by the Mahome- 
tans. Clofe below this ftoodthe Oke Roguel, where now awhite Mulbery is che- 
tifhed. North ofit, in a gut of the hill (aboue which in the wall ftood che tower) 
_ wasthe fith-poole of Si/ee: containing not aboue halfe an acre of ground, now 
dry in the bottome : and beyond the fountaine that fed it: now no other then 2 
little trench walled in on the fides , full of filthy water : whofe vpper partis ob{cu- 


8" redbya building (as I take it,a Mofque) where once florifhed a Chriftian Church 


built by Saint Helena. Depriued of thofe her falubrious ftreames; yet held in ho- 
nour fortheir former vertues. Paffing along we cae to’ our Ladies fountaine 
(vpon what occafion they fo call it, is not worth the relating )in ad caue of 
the rocke, defcended into by a large paire of ftaires , and replenitht with pleafane 
waters. Here the valley ftreightning, anda little beyond no broader then ferues 
for a channell to the Torrent, onthe other fide ftandsthe Sepulcher of Zachary, 

who was flaine betweene the Temple and the Altar : all a the naturall rocke, 
eighteene foote high, foure {quare, and beautified with Doricke columnes of the

fame vnfeparated ftone, fuftaining the cornifh, andtoptlike a pointed diamond. 
Clofe to this there is another in the vpright rocke; the front like the fide of an o- 
pen gallery, fupported with marble pillars,now betweene rammed vp with ftones. 
Within a Grot : whither James retired (as they fay) after the Paffion of our Saui- 
uour , with purpofe neuer tohaue receiued fuftenance vntill he had feene him: 
who in that place appeared vnto him after his refurreétion. In memoriall whereof 
the Chriftians ere€ted a Church hard by; whofe ruines are now ruined.A litle far- 
ther there is a {tone bridge of one arch, which paffes the Torrent.In arocke at the 
foote thereof, there are certaine impreffions : made (as they fay) by our Sauiours 
feete when they led him through the water. Ac the Eaftend of this bridge, anda 
little on the North, ftands the Pillar of 40/olon ; which he here erected in his life 


time, to retaine the memorie of his name, in that his iffue male failed, (but he was - 
not buried therein ) being yet entire and ofa goodly fabricke : rifing in a lofty 


{quare ; below adorned with halfe columnes, wrought out of the fides.and corners 
ofthe Doricke forme: and then changing into a round,a good height higher 
doth grow to a point in fafhion of a bell: all framed of the growing ftone. Againft 
this there lieth a great heape of ftones which increafeth daily. For both Jewes and 
Mahometans ‘lie by, do throw ftones againft it: yet execrating 4b/olom for his 
rebellion againft Dawid. Adioyning thereis a large {quare ,but lower by farre, 
which hath an entrance like the frontifpice of a porch, cut curioufly without; 
the earth almoft reaching to the top of the entrance: hauing a Grot within hewne 
out of the rocke :fomefay,a kingly Sepulchers perhaps appertaining to the for- 
mer. A little more North andvp the Torrent, at the foote of Olswet, once ftood

garden wherein our Sauiour was i be They point out the place where he left 
two ofhis difciples,and a little higher the third when he went to pray, and withall 
the place where he wastaken. In this garden there is alfo a ftone,whereon they fay 
that our Lady fate, and beheld the martyrdome of Saint Stenex, who fuffered on 
the fide of the oppofite hill. Without the faid Garden, in the ioyning of two ways, 
they fhewed vs the place,as they will haue it,where Saint Thomas ftood, when in- 
eee forfooth of our Ladies Affumption, fhe let fall her girdle to informe 
is beliefe. 

And now are we come to the Sepulcher of the bleffed Virgin , made thus, 
as it is,by the mother of Conitantine. Before it a court; the building aboue ground 
a {quare pile onely, flat atthe top, and neatly wrought, like the largeft portico to 
a Temple. You enter atthe South fide, and forthwith defcend by a goodly paire 
of ftaires of fifty fteps: about the midft of the defcent,are two {mall oppofite chap- 

;in that on theright hand are the Sepulchers of Joachim and Anna; in thaton 
the left of ofeph: the parents and {poufe of the mother of Iefis. Thefe ftaires do 
leade you into a fpactous Church, ftretching Eaft and Welt, walled on cach fide, 
and arched aboue with the naturall rocke. Vpon the righthand in the midft there 
isalictle {quare chappell , framedof the eminent rocke, but flagged both within 
and withour with white marble, entred at two doores. At the far fide her tombe, 


which taketh vpmore then the third part of the roome, now in forme of an mer 
| vnder 
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vnder which,they fay, that fhe was decently buried by che Apoftless andthe third 
day after-affiumed into heauen by the Angels. In this there bumet#¥eighteen lamps 
continually; partly maintained by the Chriftians, and partly by the Mahometans, 
who haue this place in an efpeciall veneration. Neare the Baft femicircle of the 
Church, there ftandeth a. great altar (ouer which the little light that this darke 
place hath, doth defcend by a cupolo,) neare the Weft another, but both vnfur- 
nifhed; and by the formet a well of excellent water. In. acanton of the wall ,. right 
againft the North end of the Sepulcher, there is a clift in the rock,where the Tarks 
do affirme that our Lady did hide her felfe, when perfecuted by the Zewess into 
which I haue feene their women to creepe, and gine the cold rocke affectionate 
kiffes. The oppofite canton is alfo vfed for an oratory by the Mahometans, who 
haue the keeping of the whole, and will not fuffet vs to enter of free coft.Remonn- 
ting the fame ftaires,not far off on the left hand,towards the Eaft,andnoraboue 
a'ftones caft from the garden of Geth/eman:, a ftrcight paflage defcendeth into a — 
vaft round caue, all oe naturall rocke, thp roofe confirmed with arches of the 
fame, receiving a dimme light from a litle hole inthe top , in times paft all ouer 
curioufly painted. The place.they fay where Chrift did pray when in that bloudy 
agony he was coforted by the Angels. Fro hence we bent our courfe to the City. 

igh on the hill, where three wayes meet, and vpon the flatof a rock, is the place 

where S:Stexen(who bore the firft palme of Martyrdomwas ftoned to death.The 
{tones thereabout hauea redruft on them; which;they fay, giue teftimony of his _ 
bloudthed.A little aboue,we entred the Citie at the gate of Saint Stewex(where on 
each fidea Lion retrograde doth ftand)called in times paft che Port of the vally Bt 
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of the flocke; for that the cattell came in at this gate,which were to be factificed in 


le, and were fold in the market place adioyning. On thelefthandthere - 


the Tem 
isa ftoiit bridge ;’ which paffeth at the Eaft end of the North wall into the court 
of the Temple of Salomon : the head to the ae Bethe[da, vnderneath which it 
hath a conueyance, called alfo Probaticum, for that the facrifices were therein wa- 
fhed ere delivered to the Priefts. It had fine ports built thereto by Salomon; in 
which continually lay anumber of difeafed perfons. For an Angell at certaine fea- 
fons troubled the water ; and he that could next defcend thereinto was perfectly 
cured. Now a great {quate profunditie, greene, and vneuen at the bottome, into 
which a barren {pring doth drill from betweene the ftones of the Northwardwall, 
-and ftealeth away almoft vndifcerned. The place is for a good depth hewne out of 
the rocke;, confined aboile-on the North fide with a fteepe wall, on the Weft 
with high-buildings (perhaps a part of the Caftle of C4stonia) where are two

I will not fpeake of the former forme;and magnificency thereof, by facred pens 
fo exactly defcribed.

hold wh had beheld thie former, new built or rather fumptuoufly repaired by 
Herod the Great ; and laftly vtterly fubuerted by Titus. The Jewes affayed to re- 
edifie ic in the reigne of 4drian, of whom he flue an infinite number, levelled it 
with the floore, and thréw the rubbidge into the valley of Jehofaphat , to make it 
leffe fteepe,and the place leflé defenceable, planting in the roome thereof 2 groue 
which he confecrated vnto /apster. Afterward Ju/jan the Apoftata,to difproue the 
prophefic of our Sauiour, did licence the Zaves to rebuild it, furnifhing them with 
mony out of his treafiiry: when lo, a terrible earth-quake fhooke downe what they 
had begun; and a flame burfting forth, deuoured the workmen: reported by 4 


mianus Marcellin 2 Pagan,and lining in thofe times. But who built thisthat now _ 


_ ftandeth, is doubrfull. Some do attribute it to the Chriftians ; others’to'a Prince 
of the rabians, (which is confirmed by the Chriftians of thefe countries Jand he 
the Saraces Omer, next fucceflor vnto Mahomet. Seated it is vpon mount CAoria, 
in the South-eaft corner of the Citie; without doubt in the very placé where sa- 
lemons {tood : the more eminent building ‘tonfifting of an eight fquare round of 
a-blewith ftone,adorned with adioyning pillars, and tarraft aboue. In the midft of 
the fheluing roofe another vpright afpireth, though leffe by farre, yet the fame in 
forme and fubftance with the former , being couered ouer with a cupolo of lead. 
To the Weit of this along building adioyneth, like the body of a Church, com- 
‘om aboue, and no higher then th@vnder tarras of the other, but like it in colour. 
ow the court (the fame with that of the old Temple) is iuft foure {quare euery 
way, about a flights fhoor ouer. In the Eaft wall, which is alfo a wall to the Citic, 
{tands the Golden gate ({o called in that it was gilded ) which belonged onely to 
the Temple, through which Chrift paffed twice; firft in triumph, and after a cap- 
tue. Itis faid that che Emperour Herachiws returning from his Perfianvitory, at- 
nin haue entred thereat in all his glory 5 but was miraculoufly prohi ited, 
vatill he had put off all bis princely omaments; in a fimple habite bearing that 
part of thecrofie of Chrift on his (houlders,which he had recouered ftom the Per- 
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fians. This Gate is now rammed vp by the Turkes ,to preuentas fome fay, a Pro- 
phefie : which is, that the City fhould therebe entred by the Chriftians. A part 
of the South-fide, is alfo inclofed with the wall of the City. The reft not inferior 
in ftrength’furrounded with a deepe trench hewne.into the rocke: though now 
much choaked, heretofore inhabited in the bottome like a ftrecte. In the midft of 
this out-court, there is another ; wherein the aforefaid Mofque doth ftand, raifed 
fome two yards aboue it, and garnifhed onthe fides with little turrets, through 
which'afcended; all paued with white marble (the {poile of Chriftian Churches) 
where the Mahometans , as well as within,do performe their particular orifons. 
Sundry low buildings there are adioyping to the wall : as I fuppofe,the — 
of their Sastons.In the midft of that,on the Southfide,there is a handfome Temple 
covered with lead ; by the Chriftians called the Church of the Purification of the 
Vitgine : nqw alfoa poet Godfrey of Bullein, with the reft of the City tooke 
this place by af ¢ within the circuite thereof ten thoufand Saracens. 
By himthen te pedrall Church : ereéting lodgings about it for the Patri- 
‘ arch and his Canons. Into which there arenow buttwo entrances: that onthe 
Weft; and this gate ouer the head of the poole Bethe/da (called of old the horfe- 
gate, for that here they left their horfes, it being not lawfullto ride any further) 
refembling the gate of a City. One,thing by che way may be noted : that 
whereas our Churches turneto the Batt, The Temple of Salomon regarded the 
Weft: perhaps in refpe& of mount Caluary. 

Repaffing the aforefaid bridge ;i (feeing we might proceed no farther) on the 
North fide of the ftreete that ftretcheth to the Weft, now in a remote comer, 
ftood the houfe of Zeachim, where a goodly Church was built to the honour of 
Saint Avza, with aMonaftery adioyning : of which fome part yet remaineth,bue 
polluted with the A4zhometan {uperftition. Turning backe, we tooke vp the faid 
ftreete to the Weft: not farre onward,at the left hand ftood the pallace of Pilate, 

q without all queftion the Caftle of Astonia, neare adioyning to the wall of the 
Temple, where now the Saszéacke hath his refidence; deprived of thofe lofty tow- 
ers, and {carce appearing aboue the wals that confine ir.. On theright hand, at the 
farre end. of a ftreete that pointeth tothe North, ftood the ftately manfion of 
Herod: of which fome fignes there are left, that witneffle a perifhed excellency. 
Now atthe Weft comer of that of Pé/ates, where the wall for a {pace doth turne 
tothe Eaft, there are a paire of high ftaires which leade to the place of Iuftice,and, 
throne of the Romane Prefident , where the Saviour of the world,was by the world 
condemned. The ftaires that they fay then were, called Scala Sanc#1,1 hauefeene 
at Rome neare Saint Jobnsinthe Lateran; tranflated chither by Constantine. Three 
paire there are in one front, deuided but by walles : the middlemoft thofe: being 
of white marble, and eightcene in number ; afcended and worne by the knees of 
the fuppliants,who defcend by the other. Atche top there is a little Chappell cal- 
led Sanctum Sanctorum , where they neuer fay Mafle: and vponthis occafion. A 
holy Father inthe roome adioyning, hauing confumed moft part of the night in 
his deuotions, is faid, an houre oan the dawning, to hauefeenea aes of 
Angels paffe by him, fome finging and others perhaps that had worfe voices, bea- 
ring torches : among{t whom Saint Peter with the Eucharift; who executed there 
his Pontificall funétion: and that donereturned. Thisrumored the day follow- 
ing about the City, numbers of people flockt thicher; who found the roome all to 
bedropt with torches in confirmation of this — Wheretipon decreed ie

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was, that not any (as not worthy) fhould fay Maffe on that Altar, Now the way 
betweene the place of thofe ftaires andmount Calsary, iscalled the Dolorous 
way: alongft which our Sauiour was ted to his Paffion: in whichthey fay, (and 
fhew where) that he thrice fell vnder the weight ofhis Croffe.

— there is an ancient archthatcrofleth the ftreete, and {upporteth a ruined 
& ery: inthe Eaft {ide atwo arched window, where Pélate P ented Chriftto 
the people. An hundred paces farther, and on theleft hand there are the relikes 
ofa Church , where they fay thatthe bleffed Virgine ftood when her Sonne paf- 
fed by , and fell intoa trance at the fight of that kiling fpeacle. Sixty fixe paces 
beyond (where this ftreete doth meete with that other which leadeth to Port E- 
phraim, now called the gate of Damafcus) they fay , that they met with Sizwon of 
Cyrene , andcompelled him to affift our Sauiour in the bearing of his burthen, 
Turning a little on the left hand, they: fhewed vs where the women wept , and he 
replied ; Weepe not for me you daughtes of lerufalems,erc. Then a inconthe © 
right, we pafled vnder a little arch , neare which a houfe afcended *y certaine 
fteps ; the place where Veronica dwelt , who gaue our Sauiour, as they fay ,a nap- 
kin as he paffed by the doore , to cleanfe his face from the bloud which trickled 

. from his thorne-pierft browes ; and {pittle wherewith they had defpitefully de- 
filed him: who recumed it againe enriched with his liuely counterfeit, now : be 
: | eene 
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feene at Rome vpon feftiuall daies,in Saint Peters Church in the Vatican. To which 
this Hymne was made, and publifhed by Pope John the two and twentieth, with 


a prant of feuen yeares indulgency to him that fhould deuoutly vtter it to 


that picture.

Fronting the farre end of this ftreete, an ancient gate which ftood in the Weft 
wall of the old City, yet refifts the fubuerfions of time, called by Nehemsia the old 
gate; by the /ebu/ites the Port of Jebus ,and the gate of ludgement; for that the El- 
ders there fate in iuftice : through which the condemned were led to execution 
vnto mount Ca/gary: then seo hoased twenty paces without, and a little on the 


left hand; though now alinoft inthe heart of the City. From hence we afcended © 


the Eaft {ide of mount Cséeary (eight hundred paces from the pallace of Pé/ste) 
and fo defcended into the court of the Temple of the Sepulcher. Right againft it 
are the ruines of lofty buildings,heretofore the alberges of the Knight Hofpitallers 
of Saint Jobs. Turning to the South we were fhewed, where once ftaod the dwel- 
Ting of Zebedews,in which James & John were bornesheretoforea collegiat Church, 
but now a Mofque. A little higher we came to the Iron gate, a'paffage in times 

paft betweene the vpper City, and the neather (which gaue way vnto Peter con 

ducted by che Angel) built by Alexander the Great: who hauing taken Tyrue, and 

the Sea-bordering Cities of Phanicia, and Paleftine, begitt lerufalem with his ar- 

my: when ona fudden the gates were fetopen , Jaddus the high Prieft iffuing 

forth, clothed in his Pontifical habit, and followed with a long traine in white rai 

ments : whom Alexander efpying, aduanced before the reft of the company ;and 

when he drew neare fell proftrate before him. For it came vnto his remembrance, 

how once in Dio a City of Afacedon, confulting with himfelfe about his 4/an en- 

terprife, he had feene in a vifion one fo apparelled, who bid him boldly proceede, 
and told him that the God whom he ferued would protect his army , and make 

| S:2 him 
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him Lord of the Per/iaw monarchy. Then hand in hand they entred the Citie, the 
High-pricft conducting him vnto the Temple, where he thcrificed vnto God ac" 
cording to the manner of the Hedrewes: laddus expounding vnto him the prophe- 
fics of Daniel , which foretold of his vigtories . From thence we proceeded vnto 
the houfe of Saint A447 ke; of which an obfcure Church in the cuftody of the So- 
rians doth retaine the memory. And beyond,we came to the Church of S. James, 
Ttanding in the place where he was beheaded; erected by the Spaxiards, together 


with an Hofpitall, and now pofleft by the Armenians. This feene,we returned to

In it the vault 
where Chrift railed Lazerse from death; f{quare and deepe, defcended into by cer- 
taine fteps, Aboue are two litle Chappels, which haue in either of them an altar: 
whereftoodia fkately Churcti etected by Saine He/ena : and after that an Abbey, 
QueeneMik/end. the Foundreffe. A little North of Betheméa,we came to.the ru- 
ines of a Mosaftery, now leuell with the floore, {eated inthe place vnto whesh the 
penitent Maxie retired from the corrupting vanities of the Citie. Southward of 
this, and nos far off, ftood the houfe of A4arthe, honoured likewife witha Temple, 
and ruinated alike. Equally diffant from boch, there is a ftone, whereon they fay 
that our Sajour fare, when the two fifters intreated him: to reftore life to their 
brather now foure dayes buried ; the pilgyim that breaks off a peece thereof, {tands. 
exfommunigated.. A litde aboue, there is.a.fountaine of excellent water ; deepe 
funke into the racke, ( by which we refrefhed our felues with provifion broughe 
with vs) called the Fountaine of che Apoftles.. Now we afcended mount Ovinet a- 
aine,by another way more inclining to the North. Vpon the right hand, and not 
for from the top, ftood Berhfage,,. whofe very foundations are now confounded; 
from whence Chrift paft ynto Jerufalem in tciumph ypon. an Affes colt : euery 
Palme-funday by the Pater-gaerdian {uperftitioufly imitated. | 
Here looke we backe, and for a while furuey the high mountaine Querantania, 
the low plaines of Jericho, Jordan, and the Dead {eas which we could not go to, 
by reafon of our tardy arly}, the Pilgrims returning on the felfe fame day thac 
we came vnto lerafalem. Adetraken ut Once a yeare — of the charges 
then guarded by a Sheck of the Arabians, to refift the wilde 4rabs, who almoft fa- 
mifhed on thofe barren mountaines (which they dare not husband for feare of 
furprifall) rob all chat paffe, if inferiour in ftrength : yet paid we towards that con- 
duct, two dollars apeece to the Sanzsack. I haue {poken before of the river and 
lake that devoureth it, as much as here heard, and what I haue read,that diffenteth 
not: the reft being fich like ftuffe as the former, wherewith I haue already tired 
my felfe, and affi€ted my Reader : I will therefore forbeare to deliuera particular 
report of that three dayes pilgrimage s onely thus much in generall. Jordes run- — 
neth wel-nigh thirty miles from /erufalems; the way thither by Bethania; made long 
and troublefome by the fteepe defcents and hose windings; being to the 
judgement of the eye,not the fourth ofthat diftance. Inthis the Pilgrims wafh 
themfelues, and bring from thence of the water, foueraigne (as they fey) for fun 
dry difeafes. A great way on this fide the river,there ftands a ruined Temple, vpon 
the winding of acrooked channell, forfaken by the ftreame,(or thea not filled but 
by inundations) where Chrift (as they fay) was baptized by Joha. On the righe 
hand ftood ferico,, aCitie of fame (and in the time of the Chriftians an Epiffo- 
pall fea) beautifull in her Palmes , but chiefly preud of her Badfameums a plant 
then onely thought particular vnto Juric, which grew moft amg in this val- 
ley,andon the fides of the Wefterne mountaines which confine it: being about 
two cubitshigh , growing vpright, atid yearely pruned of her fuperfluous bran- 
ches. Inthe fommer thcy lanced the rine with aftone, (not to be touched with 
{teele) bucnot deeper then the inward filme; for otherwife ic forthwith perifhed: 
from whence tho Raprant and precious teares did diftill, which now are onely

barous with hisnegle&ted pregnancy. So famous in facred hiftories, and fo often 
bleft with the prefence of Civift, and ‘apparition of Angels. It is not'mtch leffe 
thena mile in height : ftretching from North to South ,and hauirig three heads. 
On the mtiddlemoft (and that the higheft) there ftandeth alittle Chappel ofan 
eight fquare round, at euery corner a pillar, mounted on three degrees, being all

of white marble, and ofan elegant ftru€ture i within icis not aboue twelue foote 
ouer : paued with the naturall rocke; which beareth the impreffion ofa foot-{tep:

cended into heauen; A place in honout inferior vnto none; frequented by Chri- 
ftians, poffelt by «Mahometans, yet freeto both theit deuotionss Built ie was by 
- the mother of Conftantine, and couered like the Sepulcher,with a fumptuous Tem- 
- ple (whofe ruines yet looke aloft ) together with a Monaftery. On the So uth-fide 
of which, they fhewed vs the Qellof Pa/agia : a famous,rich,and beautifull Cutti- 
zan of Antioch : who conuerted by the Bifhop of Diagéata, retired hither vn- 


knowne; and here long liued in the habite = penury ofan Hermite : being = 
S 4 till . 
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till dead, difcouered for a woman. Defending, we were fhewed by the way; where _ 
our Saviour tatight them the Pater nofter, where he foretold of the deftruction of 
Serufalem , where the Apoftles made the Creede, where he weptouer the City, 
(a paued {quare, now a Mahometan Oratory) and fuch like traditions, notmuch 
worthy the mentioning. So croffing the valley by the Sepulcher ofthe bleffed 
Virgine, we entredthe City at the gate of Saint Stesen; retutningthe fame way 
(asthe day.before) cothe Monaftery,- tt 
Much of the day, and all the night following we {pent in. the Church of the . 
Sepulcher: they then concluding the ceremonies and folemnities of thar Feftiual. 
The next day we preparedforour deparwre..We agreed with certaine ALuccer- 
men (fo call they their muliters) of Adppo (who had brought .a Portugadl hither 
with his Tanizary, and interpreter then newly come from: /ndéa') to: catty vs vnto 
Tripoly, and to defray all charges (our diet excepted) for fixe and cwenty dollersa 
man : and for halfe fo much if we went but to Acre: greatly to the difpleafure of 4- 
tala the Drogaman; that would not vndertake our conuey vndera greater {umme: 
who found atime to effe& his malice; yet his litdepaines we rewarded with foure 

_ dollors. Caphar and Affe hire about the countrey had coft vs fixe Sulcanies. We 
gauc money to the Frier-feruants: and that not niggardly, confidering our ene 
purfes and long iourney; whereof the Peter-guardiax particularly enquired : left 
their vow of pouerty they fhould couetoufly infringe (or rather perhaps defraud 
his defire ) by retaining what was giuen, to their private vies ; XK crime with ex- 
communication punifhed-yet that leffe feared, I fuppofe,then deteGtion. They vie 
to marke the armes of Pilgrimes with the names of Ileus, Maria, lerufalem, Beth. 
lehems, the lerufalem Crofle, and fundry other characters : done in fuch manner 
as hath benedeclared before. The Pater-guardian would needes thruft vpon vs 
feuerall Certificates, which returned himas many Zecchines: he defired that we 
would make their pouertie known, with the diggity of thofe fanctified places : asa 

motiue toreliefe, and more frequent Pilgrimages. | 

Leauing behinde thofe friendly ita/éans that accompanied vs from Caéro(being 
nowalfo vpon their returne) on the firft of Aprill we departed from Jerufalem:in 
the company of that Apothecary (now Knight ofthe Sepulcher) and the Portugal 
before mentioned; together wich an isan anda French man; all bound for T7¢- 
poly. Wereturned by the way which we ftraied from inour coming, leffe diffi- 
cult to paffe ;the mountaines more pleafant and fruitful: neare the Eiy there are 


many 
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many Sepulchets and places of ruines, here and there difperfed. On the right 
hand, and in fight, is Sé/o, of a long time {tation for the Arke of the Couenanr, 
the higheft mountaine of Jury, bearing on the top fome fragments of a Ciry. 
North of it on another, fhe remaines of that Rama Sophim(with more likelihood of 
thetruth then the other) which was the habitation of Sam4e/ : whofe bones are 
faid to haue bene tranflated vnto Confantinople, by the Emperour CAreadins, Af- 
ter foure miles riding we defcended into the valley of Ti si ay famous, though 
little, for the flaughter of Golizs. A bridge here croffeth the Torrent ,neare which 
the ruines ofan ancient Monaftery, more worthy the obferuing for the greatneffe 
of the ftones, then fineneffe of the workmanfhip.Hauing rid foure miles further, 
they fhewed vs Afoden; the ancient feate of the A¢acchabees toward the North,and 
feated on the top of an afpiring hill , which yet fupporteth thereliques of a City? 
whereof there fomething hath bene fpoken already. Beyond, by the high-way fide 
there is another Monaftery, not altogether {ubuerted : of late inhabited by fome 
of the Franci/cans ywho befet one night by the Arabs, and not able to mafter their 
terror, quitted it the day following. Abdut a ftones caft off , there ftandeth a - 
C hurch, now defolate, yet retaining the name of the Prophet Jeremy. But whe- 
_ ther here ftood that Avathoth or no that challengeth his birth, I am ignorant. A. 
bour three miles further, we pafled by a place called Sereth: where by certaine 
ruines there ftandeth a pile like a broken tower, engrauen with Turki charaCters, 
vpon that fide which regardeth the way : erected as they fay, by an Ottoman Em- 
perour. Now hauing for a while defcended thofe mountaines that neighbour the 
_ champion , we came to the ruines of an ancient buildin ouer looking the leuell: 


yet 
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yet no leffe-excelling in commodious fituation, then delicacy of profpe& . They 
call it,the houfe of i Good Theefe. Perhaps fome Abbey ereéted in that place; 
_ or Caftle here built to defend this on Vpon theright hand there ftandeth a 
handfome Mofque,euery way open, and fupported with pillars; the roofe flat,and 
charged on the Eaft end with a Cupolo, heretofore a Chriftian chappell. This is 
ten miles from Rama , whither we came that night; and wet as we were,tooke 
our lodgings on the ground in the Houfe of Séon: nothing that day befalling, faue 
"the violence done vs by certaine Spaheis, who tooke our wine fromvs; and pai- 
ments of head-mony in fundry places , vnto which we were neither chargeable 
nor troublefome. - 
Not vntill noone next day departed we from Rema: trauelling througha moft 
- fruitful valley. The firft place we pafled by was Lydda, made famous by Sain 
Peter;called after Déo/polés, that is, the City of Iupiter , deftroyed by Ceftins; here 
et ftandeth a Chriftian Temple , built,as they fay, by a King of England to the 
| ane of Saint George, a — by birth,aduanced in the warres to the dig- 
nity ofa Trébune , who after became a fouldier of Chrift ; and here is faid to haue 
_ fuffered Martyrdome vnder Déocletian. Others fay, that there neuer was fuch a 
man, and that the {tory is no other then an allegory. The Greeks hauethe cuftod 
ofthis Church, who fhewa fcull, which they affirme to be Saint Georges. Inthe 
time of the Chriftians ic was the feate ofa oe )nhow hardly a vill e. Eighe 
miles from Rama ftands the Caftle of -4ugia, builtlike a caine, and kept y afmall 
garrifon. A little beyond,the A¢wccermen would haue ftayd (which wewould not 
{uffer,being then the beft timeof the day for trauell that they might by night haue 
— - auoided the next village, with the paiments there due: where we were. hardly in- 
treated bythe procurement of 4tta/a, who holds correfpondency with the Afores 
of thofe quarters . ‘They would not take leffe then foure dollers a man (when per- 
haps as many Medeins were but due) and that with much iangling . They foughe 
occafion how to trouble vs; beating vs off our Mules, becaufe forfooth we did not 
. light to do homage to afort of halfe-clad rafcals pulling the white Shafh from 
the head of the Portugal! (whereby he well hoped to haue paft for a Twrke) his Ia- 
nizary looking on. Here detained they vs vntil two of the clock the next morning, 
without meate,without fleepe, couched onthe wet earth, and wafhed with raine; 
yet expecting worfe, and then fuffered vsto depart. After a while we entred x 
goodly forreft, full of tall and delightfull trees, intermixed with fruitful and fow.- 
ry launes. Perhaps the earth affoordeth not the like ; it cannot a more pleafant. 
Hauing pafled this part of the wood (the reft inclining to the Weft, and then a- 
gaine extending to the North) we might difcouer a number of ftragling tents, 
fome iuft in our way,and neare to the skirts of the forreft. Thefe were Spaheisbe- 
‘longing to the hoaft of Morat Ba/fa,then in the confines of Perfia. They will take 
(efpecially from a Chriftian) whatfocuer they like; and kindly they vfe him if he 
affe without blowes : nor are their Commanders at all times free from their info- 
[encies.To auoid them,we ftrucke out of the way,and croffed the pregnant cham- 
pionto the foot of the mountaines,where for that day we repofed ourfelues:when 
st grew dark,we arofe,inclining on the left hand,mingling after a while with afmall 
Caruan of AZoores; enioyned to filence, and to ride without our hats, left difcoue 
red for Chriftigns. The clouds fell downe in ftreames , andthe pitchie night had 
bereft vs of the conduc of our eyes, had notthe lightning affoorded a terrible 
light. And when the raine intermitted,che aire appeared as if full of ‘parkles of fire,

borne to and fro with the wind , by reafon of the infinite fwarmes of flies that da 
fhine like glow-wormes ; to a ftranger a ftrange {pe@tacle. Inthe next wood we 
outftript that Caruan, where the theeuifh 4rabs had made fiundry fires; to which 
our footmen drew neare to liften, that we might paffe more fecurely. An houre 
after midnight the skie began to cleare,when on the other fide of the wood we fell 
amongft certain tents of Spabess; by whom we paft with as little noife as we could; 
fecured by their founder eepings « Not farre beyond, through a large glade, be» 
tweene two hils,we leifurely defcended for the {pace of twohoures (a torrent ru- 
{hing downe on the left hand of vs) when not able longer tokeepe the backes of 
our mules, we laid vs downe in the bottome vnder a plump of trees on the far fide 
ofa torrent. With the Sunne we arofe, and found our felues at the Eaft end, and 
North fide of mount Carmel. | | 

Mount Carmel ftretcheth from Eaft to Welt, and hath his vetermoft bafis 
watht with the fea, fteepeft cowards the North, and of an indifferent altitude: 
sich in oliues and vines when husbanded; and abounding with feuerall forts of 
fruites and herbes, both medicinable and fragrant : now much ouergrowne with 
woods and fhrubs of {weet fauour : celebrated for the habitation of Elézs , whofe 
houfe was after his death conuerted into a Synagogue; where Oracles, it is faid, 
were giuen by God; called by Suetonins the God Carmelus;whole words are thefe, 
intreating of /’¢/pa/ian: In Indea ——- with the Oracle of the God Carmelus, the 
Oracle = hi hins, that what{oeuer he undertooke fhould be {uccesfull, \Where then 
was nothing more to be feene then an altar. From hence proceeded the Order of 
the Frier Carmeltes, as fucceflors to the children of the Prophets there left by Z- 
las; who had their beginning in the deferts of Syréa, in the yeare 1180: inftituced 
by A/mericus Bifhop of Antioch, and {aid to haue receiued their white habite from 
_ our Lady, whom Albertus the Patriarke of Jerufalens tranfported firlt into Europe. 
There is yet to be feene the remaines of their Monaftery,with a Temple dedicated. 
to the bleffed Virgin;vnder which a little chappell or caue,the ancient dwelling of 
Elias. This is inherited by an Emer of the Arabians, who after the ancient cuftome 
of that Nation doth ljue in tents euen during the winter, although poffeft of fun- 
dry conuenient houfes; whofe Signory ftretcheth to the South, and along the 
~ fhore. Within his precing ftands the Caftle of the Perégrines, vponacape, ale 
moft furrounded with the fea, now called Tortora , built by Resmsond Earle of To- 
lof for their better fecurities and after fortified by the Templers. Ten miles South 
of this, ftood that famous Cefares (more anciently called the Tower of Strato, o 
a King of Aredus the builder fo named, who liued in the — of Alexander) in 
furch fort reedified by Herod, that it little declined in magnificency from the prin- 
_ cities of 4/s4 ; now leuell with the floore, the haven loft, and firuation aban- 

oned. : 

We paffed the Torrent Chifon, which floweth from the mountaines of Tabor 
and Hermon, and gliding by the North skirts of Carmel, difchargeth it felfe into 
the fea. Carmel isthe Soath bound to the ample valley of Acres; bounded on the 
North by thofe of Sarox, on the Welt it hath the fea, and it is inclofed on the Eaft 
with the mountaines of Gai#/e. In length about fourteene miles, in breadth about 
halfe as much; the nearer the fea the more barren. In it there arife wo riuvolets 
ofliuing, but peftilent waters, drilling from feucrall marifhes : the firft is the riuer 
of Belus,called by Plinie Pagide and Palus,and Badas by Simonides; whofe fand af: 
foordeth matter for glaffe, ing fufable with the heate of the fornace. Strabo 
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reports the like of diuers places thereabout. And /ofephus fpeaking of this, declae 


reth chat adioyning thereunto, there is a pit an hundred cubites in circuite, couc- 
red with fand tke olaife sand when borne away (for therewith they accuftomed to 
ballace their fhips) it forthwith filled againe; borne thither by winds from places 
adiacent : and moreouer, whatfoeuer minerall was contained therein, conuerted 
into glaffe; and glaffe there laid, againe into fand. Neare to this pit ftood the Se- 
pulcher of Memon the fonne of T7thonus (who was brother vnto Préamus, and 
reigned in S«/a a Citie of Perfia, by him founded ,) hismother was called Cé/sie, 
(though fained to haue bin begotten on Awrora, in regard thathe reigned in the 
Eaft; and perhaps a cuftome then in vfe to reward the moft excellent with repute 


of immortal! parentage : {0 Sarpedonwas {aid to be the fonne of Jupiter, eEneas of 


Venus, and Achilles of Thetis) who had extended his conquefts to the vttermoft 
parts of Airhiopia,before he came to the warres of Troy;where flaine by chiles, 
Arora isfainedto haue made this interceffion for him vnto Jupiter:

__ Hauing ridfeuen or eight miles along the skirts of thehils, we croffed the val- 
ley, and anon that other riuolet alittle aboue where it falleth into the rode of & 

ere: where to our comfort we efpied the fhip that brought vs to Alexandria, with 

another of London,called the Elizabeth Confirt : when entring the towne, we were 

__ kindly entertained by our countrimen. Here ftayed we; the reft of our company 
proceeded vnto Tripoly: this being the mid way betweene it and /erufalem. But 
our Muccerman would not reft fatisfied with halfe of his hire , according to our 
compact; whom we were glad tobe rid of for twenty dollers aman: our oathes 
being boorleffe againft a True beleeuer; for fo do they tearme themfclues. 

This Citie was called “ce at the firft; arefuge for the Perfians in their & 
tian warres: Then Prolomass of Ptolomy King of A:cypt: Colonia Clandy of Clands 
Cefar,who here planted a Colony: Afterward Acon,and now C4rre. Seated on a 
feuell,in forme ofa triangular fhield: on two fides watht with the fea; the third re- 
garding the champion. The carcaffe fhewes that the body hath bin ftrong, double 
immured, fortified with bulwarks and towers; to eachwall aditch , lined with 
ftone, and vnder thofe diuers fecret pofternes . You would thinke by theruines, 
that the Citie rather confifted wholly of diuers conioyning Caftles, then any = 
mixed with priuate dwellings : which witnefle.a notable defence, and an vnequ 


affaule; 
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affaule; or that the rage of the conquerours extended beyond conqueft : the huge 
walls and arches turned topfic curuey, andlying like.rockes vpon the foundation, 
On che South-fide lies the haucn,no.berter-then a bay; open to the Weft, Nerth- 
weft, and Soath-weft winds: the bottome ftony andill for their cables. When 
poficlt by ehe Chriftians it was an Epifcopall Sea, and vnderthe Metropolitan of 
Tyrus. kc was taken from them by Omer the Saracen: and recouered by Baldwin 
che firft, affifted by the Gexocfes with threefcore and ten gallies: who had for their 
labourthe third part of the reuenuearifing out of the hanen; with dwellings, and 
other immunitizs afftgned them. Ss/adine made it {toope againe to the Afahome- 
tan yoke : againc deliuered in the third yeares fiege, by our Richard the firft , and 
Philip the FrexchKing. Thereare the ruines:ofa pallace, which yet doth acknow- 
ledge King Réchard for the founder : confirmed likewife by the paflane Lion. An 
hundred yeares after it remained with the Chriftians : and was the laft receptacle 
in the holy Land, for the Knight Ho/pétalers of Saint lohns of lerufalem, called 
thereupon Saint John de Acres; to whom a goodly Temple neare the South-fide 
of the City was confecrated, which now ouer-toppeth thereft of the ruines.In a 
vault thereofa great maffe of treafure was hid by the Knights ofthe Order : which 
made knowne ae time totime vnto their fucceflors, was fetcht from hence a- 
bout fortie yeates fince by the gallies of A¢z/ta , the inhabitants abandoning the 
town vpon their landing In the yeare 1291 befieged by an hundred and fifty thou- 
{and Mahometans , Acrereceiued an veter fubuerfion; which the Mamalucks after 
_infome fort repaired , and loft it at laft with their name and Empire vnto the Tar- 
kifh Selimus. \tisnow vnder the Sanzsack- of Saphet ,and vfurped with the reft of 
that Prouince, by the Emer of Sidon. In the towne there arenot aboue two or 
three hundred inhabirants , who dwell here and there in the patcht-vp ruines: 
onely a new Mofque they haue,& a ftrong fquare Cane (built where once was the 
_ Arfenal for gallies) in which the Francke merchants fecurely difpofe of them- 
felues and their commodities : who forthe moft part bring hither ready monies, 
(Dutch dollers being, as generally throughout Jewry and Phenicia equivalent with 
royals of 8.elfe-where leffe by ten afpers) fraughting their fhips with cottons that 
grow abundantly in the countrey adioyning. Here haue they a Cadee, the prin- 
cipall officer. The Engl/h are much refpected by the principall A@cores: infomuch, 
as [hauefeene the ftriker ftricken by his fellow: arare example amongft the Ma- 
hometans which I rather attribute to their policy then humanity ; left by their 
quitting of the place they fhould be jenaued of their profite , they being the one- 
_ lymen hae do maintaine that trading.Here wraftle they in breeches of oyled lea- 
x hs clofe to chcir thighs : their bodies naked and annointed according to the an- 
cient v{e, deriued, as it fhould feeme by Vérgél, from the Trosens; |

ouer the houfe of the bleffed Virgine: whereof there is yet one roome to be feene, 
partly hewne out of theliuing rocke; amongft thofe Chriftians of great venera- 
tion. Bur the Romani/ts relate, that the roome wherein fhe was borne, was borne 
by the Angels (at fuch time as the Countrey was vniuerfally poffefled by the Infi- 
dels ) ouer Seas and fhores to a City of dyria. But whenthofe people grew nig- 
gardly in their offerings , it was rapt from thence, and fet in the woods of Pécenum; 
within the pofleffions ofa noble Lady named Lewrettes frequented by infinite 
numbers of Pilgrimes. VWhen many mifcarrying by the ambufhment of theeues, 
who lurked in the woods adioyning , the bleffed Virgine commanded the Angels 
to remoouc it nto a certaine mountaine belonging vnto two brethren;where fhe 
got much riches, and fumptuous apparel, by the benevolence of her votaries,and 
her charitable miracles. By which meanes the two brethren grew alfo rich; and 
withall diffentious about the deuifion of their purchafes. Whereupon it was once 
more tranfported by thofe winged porters, and fet in the place where as now ie 
ftandeth, neareto the _Adriaticke Sea,and not farre from U4 acona;yet retaining 
the name of Lewretta. Who can but wonder at the fautors of thefe wonders ? a- 
mongft whom Afuretus none of the leaftlearned.

Vpon the eight of Aprill we went aboord the Trinity, and hoiffed failes for Si- 
don: the windes fauourable and the feas compofed ; but anon they began to 
wrangle, and we to fiiffer. Spouts of watet were feene to fall againft the promon- 
tory of Carmel: the tempeft increafed with the night;-and did what it could to 
make a night of the day that enfucd.

But the diftemperature and horror is more then the Sanger , where mariners be 
Englifh , who are the abfolureft vnder heauen in their profeffion; and are by forrci- 
_ mers compared vnto fifhes. About foure of the clocke we came before Sédon : the 
fhip not able to attaine to the harborage of the rocke, which is enuironed by the 
fea, and the onely proteion of that rode for fhips of good burthen : but fome of 
vs were fo ficke , that we defired to be fet a fhore inthe skiffe (along mile diftant) 
which was performed , but not without perill. 

Phanisia-is a prouince of Syria, interpofing the fea and Galily ,ftretching North 
and South from the river of Wa/azus, to the Caftle of the Peregrines , which ison 
the farre fide of mount Carmel.

Brother vato Cadmus, and the fifth from Jupiter: his great grandfather was Epz- 
phus, his grandfather Belsws Prifcus,(ceputed a God, and honoured with Temples; 
called Belby the 4/yrians, and Baalby the Hebrewes) his father Agenor.Belus the 
leffe, called alfo Afethres,wasfonne vnto Phenix, King of Phanicia by defcent, 
and of Cyprus by conquelt: he had iflue, Pégmalion, and Dido; who well reuenged — 
of her brother for the death of her husband. fed vnto the confines of Lybia, and 
there erected the City of Carthage. The Carthaginian names, as Hannibal,Afdru- 
bal Anna, dec. do Chew that they had from hence their originall: but the coming 
thither of Ainezs, and caufe ofher death, is held by diuerfe no other then a fiction. 
For Appian (ifhis credite may ballance with Virgsls) reports that Carthage was 

built full fiftie yeares before Tr oy was deftroied. And Anfenine vpon her picture:

For fained it is; that Yes made fuch an a- 
greement with Proferpizta, that for fixe moneths of the yeare he fhould-be prefent 
with either: Alluding vnto corne,which for fo long is buried vnder the earth, and 
for the moft part of the yeare embraced by thetemperate aire which is ens. But 
inthe generall allegory, 4donss is {aid tobe the Sunne, the Bore the Winter, 
whereby histheate is extinguifhed; when defolate penne (the Earth) doth mourne 
for his abfence: recreated againe by his approch, and procreatiuevertue. Aloft, 
and not far from the fea, ftood his celebrated Temple. This Citie was firft called 
Henea of Heneus fixth {on vnto Canaan. In the time of the Chriftians it was an E- 
pifcopall fea, siow a ert no. reputation. ‘Three miles on this fide runnes the ri- 
wer of Adomis; which is faid by. Lucan to haue ftreamed bloud vpon thatfolemni- 
zed day of his obfequies. Ac this day called Camis, as they-there report,of a dog of 
{tone (that now lies with his heeles vpward in the bottome of the channel) which 
by ftrange magical motions and founds, forefhewed the alternate fate of that 


countrey. This was the Northerne confines of thekingdome and Patriarchie of

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vnto Canaan. It was fubuerted by Tryphon,and reedified by the Romsens, who there 
planted a Colony, and called st Ju/éa Felix: whoby the bounty of Augujtus were 
endued with the priuiledges of citizens of Rome. Agrippa there placed two legi- 
ons, bywhom, and his predeceflor Hered, it was greatly adorned; as after with 
Chriftian Churches, and the fea of a Bifhop, being vnder the Metropolitan of 77- 
rus NWViththe reft, it hath loft his beauty, but not his being: now ftored with mer- 
chandize, and much frequented by forreiners. : 

But now returne we to aren moft ancient Citie of Phanicia; built,as fome 
write, by Sida the daughter of Be/us;according to others oo the firft borne of 
Canaan. Some do attribute the building thereof to the Phanscians, who called it 
Sidon, in regard of the plenty of fith which frequented thofe coafts : for Sédon fig- 
nified fith in their language. In fame it contendeth with Tyras, but exceedeth it 
in antiquitie , and more celebrated by the Ancient. The feate thereof healthfull, 
pleafant and profitable: on the one fide walled with the fea; on the other fide with 
the fruitfull mountaines that lic before Lébanus: from whence fall many fprings, 
wherewith they ouerflow their delicate orchards,(which abound with all variety 
of excellent fruits) and when they lift exclude them. ‘The making of chriftall glaf- 
{es was here firflinuented; made of the forefaid fand, brought hither before it 
~ would become fufable. Amongft others right famous, Sidon is honored with the 
__ birth of Boeteus;and was an Epifcopall fea, depending on the Archbifhopricke of 

Tyras. But this once ample Citie ftill fuffering with the often changes of thofe 
-. countries, is at this day contracted within narrow limits , andonely fhewes the 
foundations of her greatmeffe; lying Eaftward of this that ftandeth, and ouerfha- 
dowed with oliues. There is nothing left of antiquitie, but the f{uppofed Sepulcher 
of the Patriarke Zebulon, included within a little Chappell amongft thofe ruiness 
_ and held (efpecially by the Jewes) in great veneration. ‘The towne now being , is 
not worth our defcription; the walls neither faire nor of force; the hauen decayed, 
when at beft but feruing for gallies. Ar theend of che Peir ftandsa paltry block- 
houfe, furnifhed with futable artillery. The Mofque, the Bannia,.and Cane for 
Merchants, the onely buildings of note. . oF 8. eee 
Theinhabicants areof fandey Nations and religions; gouerned bya fucceffion 
of Princes,whom they call Exsers: defcended,as they fay, from the Drafes, the re- 
mainder of thofe French men which were brought into thefe parts by Gedfrey of 
_Ballen: who driven into the mountaines aboue, and defending themtclues by che 
aduantage of the place,could neuer be veterly deftroyed by the Saracens.At length | 
they affoorded them peace, and libertic of religion; conditionally thatthey wore . 
the white Turbant, and paid fuch duties as the natural fubie&. Bur in'aad of time 
they fell from the knowledge of Chrift: nor throughly embracing the other , are 
indeed of neither. As forthis Evser, he was neuer knowne to pray, noreuer feene 
in a Mofque. His name is Faccardine, {mall of ftature, but great in courage and at- 
chicuements : about the age of forty, fubull asa foxe, and not alittle.inclining to 
the Tyrant. He neuer commenceth battell , nor exeautéth any notable defigne, 
withouttheconfencofhismother. © = La % :

his ftratagems. When Morat Ba/fe,(now pone Vizier) came firlt to his go- 
uernment of Damsa/co,he made him his, by his free entertainment and bounty: 
which hath conuerted to his no {inall aduantage , of whom be made vie in his con- 
tention with Frecke the Emer of Balbec by his authority ftrangled. After that he 


pickt a quarrell with /ofeph Emer of Tripoly, and difpoffelt him of * Bargé, with the * Olim eryeui, 


territories belonging thereunto , together with Gazer,about twelue miles beyond 
it, a place by firuation inuincible. This /ofeph hated of his peoplefor his exceffiue 
tyrannie, gotto be made Sefdar of Damafco (which is Generall of the Souldiery) 
and by that power intended a reuenge. Butin the meanefeafon Faccardine facke 
Tripoly it felfe, and forced the Emer to flie in a Venetian fhip vnto Cyprus : where 
againe he imbarked in a Freach-man , and landedat the Caftle of the Peregrines; 
andthere by Achmet the 4rebian(formerly mentioned)entertained,he repaired to 
Damajfco, entred on his charge, conuerting his whole ftrength vpon the Sidonian; 
now inthe field,8zioyned with Al Ba/fahis cofederat.In a plaine fome eight miles 
fhort of Dama(¢o, the armiesmet; the Darsa/cens are foiled, and purfued to the 
gates of the Cityithe conquerours lodge in the fuburbes;who are remoued by the 
force of an hundred and fifty thoufand Sultenses. This battell was fought about the 
midft of N ouember in the yeare ofour Lord 1606. Three monethes after a peace 
is concluded amongft them. But the fommer following, Aforat the Great: Vizier 
hauing ouerthrowne Als Ba/fa of Aleppo ,that valiant rebell (who in three maine 
battels with{tood his whole forces; hauing fet vp an order of Sedgmez in oppofi- 
tion of the aszaries) they fought by manifold complaints to incenfe him againft 
the Emer of Sidon, as confederate wich thetraitor; which they vrged with g itts, re- 
ceiued and loft: for the old Ba//a mindful of the friendly offices doné him by the 
Emer, (corruptedalfo,as is thought,with great fummes ofmoney) not onely not 
molefteth, but declareth him a good fubieét: Hauing till of late held good corre- 
{pondency with the City:and Garrifon of Damsafco,they had made him Sanzéacke 
of Saphet. Now when according to the gouernment of Turkée,which once in two 
or three yeares doth vie to renoue the gouernours of Cities and Prouinces; and 
ehac another was fent by the Dama(cens to fucceede him, he refufedto refigne it; 
notwith{tanding tendring to the Teftaday or Treafurer the reuenew of that Sanzz- 
ackry . this was thie firft occafion of their quarrell: He gor from the improuident 
Peafants the Caftle of E/kiffe, which he hath ftrongly fortified, and made the re- 
ceptacle of Treafure: and the Cattle of Bzaies from the Shecke that ought it, by 4 
wile, (which ftandeth on a hill by it felfe;and is indeed by nature inuincible.) For 
the Emer in peaceable maner, pitching his tents not farrefrom the wall, was kind- 
ly vifited and entertairiedby the Sheck+ when deftrous to fee it,he conducted him 
vp shauing not aboue twenty or thirtic in his company , bur thofé privately armed; 
leaning order chat the reft fhould afcend by twoes and by ehreesiand fo furprifed it 
without bloud-fhed , planting the inhabitants in other places within his domini- 
ons, and ftrengthning this with a garrifon, Out of the rock whereon it is mounted 
arifeth one of the two heads of Jordan. His ne frorn the river of 
a A Canis 
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Canis( which they call Celp) to the foote of mount Carmel. In which the places of 
principall note,are Gazér, Barut, Sidon, Tyrus, Acre, Saffet (whichwas Tyberias) 
Diar ,Camer, Elkiffe Banias, the 2 heads of Jordan,the lake Semochonthis (now called 
Houle ) and {ea of Tyberias,with the hote bath adioyning ; Nazareth,Cana, and 
mount Tabor. _ is his principall City in which there abide anumber of /ewes, 
- who affeét the place, in that Zacob had his being thereabout-before his going 
downe into Aeypt. The Grand Signior doth often threaten his fubuerfion : which 
he puts off with aieft , hat he knowes he will not this yeare trouble him: whofe 
difpleafure is not fo much prouoked by his incroching , as by the revealed intelli- 
ence which he holds with the Florentine, whom he {uffers to harbor within his 
fe of Tyrus,(yet excufing it as a place lying wafte, and not to be defended) to 
come afhore for frefh-water, buyes of him vnderhand his prizes, and furnifheth 
him with neceffaries. But defignes ofa higher nature haue bene treated of be- 
tweene them, as is well knowne to certaine merchants imployed in that bufineffe. 
AndI am verily perfwaded, chat if the occafion were layd hold of, and freely pur- 
{ued by the Chriftians, it would terribly fhake if not veterly confound the Orto- 
man Empire. Itis{aid fona certainty that the Twrke will turne his whole forces vp6 
him the next Sommer : and therefore more willingly condefcends to a peace with 
the Perfian.But the Emer is not much terrified with therumor (although he feekes 
to divert the tempeft by continuance of gifts , the fauour of his friends, and 
feffed integrity: ) for he nota little prefumeth of inuincible forts, well flored for a 
_ Jong warre; and aduantage of the mountaines : haning befides fortie thoufand 
expert fouldiers in continuall pay ; part of heme Moores , and part of them Chri- 
ftians: and ifthe worft fhould fall our, hath the fea to friend,and the Florentine. 


And in fuch an exigent intendeth, as is thought,to make for Chrittendome, and 


there to purchafe fome Signiory; for the opinion is that he hath a maffe of trea- 
fure , gathered by wiles, and extortions, aswell fromthe Subie@, as fromthe 
forreiner.He hath coined of late a number of counterfeit Dutch dollers,whictwhe 
shrufteth away in paiments, and offers in exchange to the merchants : fo that no 
new Dutch dollers, though neuer fo good, will now go currant in Sidon. He hath 
the fift part of the increafe of all things. The Chriftians and Jewes do pay for their 
heads two dollers apeece yearely , and head money he hath for all the cattell 
within his dominions. A feuereiufticer : reedifies ruinous, and replants depopu- 
lated places; too ftrong for his neighbors, and able to maintainea defenfiue warre 


_ with the Turke: but that itis to be (ufpectedthathis people would fall from him — 


in regard of his tyrannie. Now as for the merchants, (who are for the moft part 
Englifh) they are entertained with all curtefie and freedome ; they may crauell 
without danger with their purfes in their han ds,paying for cuftome by three in the 
hundred. Yet thefe are but traines to allure them, and difguife his voracity ; for if 
a Faétor dy, as ifthe owner,and he his heire, he will {eize on the goods ise 
to his Principals, andfeeme to do them a fauour in admitting of a redemption 
vnder the value; fo that they do bur labour for his harueft, and reape far his gar- 
ners. For fuch, and fuch-like eatings oe intend to forfake. his Coun- 
trey. The merchandizes appropriate to this place are cottons,and filks,which here 
are made in the Mulberry groues, in indifferent quantity. Other commodities 
(which are many, and not courfe) they ferch from Dama/co: two dayes iourney 
from hence; interpofed with the fnow-topt mountaines of .-4atchbanueo excee- 
ding cold, that a A4sere at our being here, returning from thence in the. company 
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ofan Englifh merchant, perifhed by the way : the heate then exceffiue great in 
> the valleyes on both fides. Dasa/cus is feated in a plaine,enuironed with hils, and 
watred with the riuer Chry/oras:defcending with a great murmure from the moun- 
taines; but aftera while hauing entred the plaine becometh more gentle; feruing 
the City fo abundantly, that few houfes are without their fountaines, and by little 
riuvolets let into their orchards: then which the habitable earth affoordeth not 
more delicate for excellency offruites, and their varieties : yet fubieét to both the - 
extremes of weather; rich in trades , and celebrated for excellent Artizans. We 
were defirous tohaue feene it , but were aduifed notto aduenture, because of the 
lawleffe spabeis there.then refiding in great numbers. The people about Sidon are 
reatly giuen to the nourifhing of cattell,(hauing ra nr ae many) in- 
fo mutch as beefe andveale are feldome here to be had, but when by chance they 
do breake their legs or otherwife mifcarry. They fother them in the Winter (for 
they cut no graffe) with ftraw, and the leaues of trees, whereof many do flouri(h 
continually. | -_ 

Our fhip returning to Alexandria, and carrying with her two of our fellow Pil- 
grims on the fiue and twentieth of Aprill we rerurned alfo towards Acreby land 
inthe company of diuerfe Englifh merchants: the champion betweene the Sea 
and the mountaines fruitful chough narrowsand croffed with many litrle riuolets. 
After fiue miles riding we came to a {mal folicary Mofque not far from the fea;ere-

Thefe are mentioned in the bogke of /ofwa, and called -Mearah (whichis, the ca- 
(ues of the Sidonians , and “Sfterward called the caues of Tyrss,a place then 
inexpugnable, and maintained by the Chriftians, vntill in the yeare 1167, it was 

by the corrupted fouldiers deliuered to thé Saracens. | 
We croffed a little valley deuided by the riuer E/utherus (now called Ca/meir) 
which deriues his originall from Libsnus, and glideth along with a {peedy courfe 
through a ftrangely intricate channell : guilty of the death of the Emperour Fre- 
dericke Barbaroffa, who falling from hishorfe ashe purftiedthe Infidels, and op- 
preffed with the weight of his armour,was drowned therein , and buried at Tyr. 
On the other fide of the valley ftands an ancient Cane,whofe port doth beare the 
purtrat- 
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pourtraiture of a challice. Fiue miles beyond we came toa village feated ona lit- 
tle hill in the mid{t of a plaine , the fame by all likelihood that was formerly called 
Paletyrus,or old Tyrus. Forget I muft not the cuftome obferued by the inhabi- 
tants hereabout, who retaine the old worlds hofpitality. Be the paflenger Chri- 
ftian or whatfoeuer , they willhoufehim , prepare him scmontaaey tice » and 
looke to his Mule,without taking of one Afper. But thefe precife Achometans will 
neither eate nor drinke with a Chriftian: onely minifter to his wants; and when he 
hath done,breake the earthen difhes wherein he hath fed,as defiled. Now through 
this towne there paffes a ruinous Aquadu@, extending a great way towards t 
South,and through the champion, ae erR: ei to climbe aboue his beginning, 
and from hence proceedeth dire&ly Welt vnto Tyrus, which ftandeth about 
two miles and a halfe below it, | 
Tyrus was {aid to be built by Tyras the feuenth fon of sephet 5 reedified by Pha 
nix, madea Colony ofthe Sidonsass, and after the Metropolis of Phenicéa. The 
Citie was confecrated to Hercules, whofe Prieft was Sécheus. The citizens famous 
for fundry cxcellencies, and forreine apponesner yeaa emulous of Rome,(who 
yearely fent hither their Embaffadors) Leptis and Vice do acknowledge them for 
their founders, together with Gades.For, thinking thofe Streights to be the veter- 
moft bounds of the earth, on Europe fide they placed that Citic anda Temple vn- 
to Hercules on the oppofite fhore, called thereupon the pillars of Hercules.

And no maruell, fince their principall profeffion was merchandize; hauing ele- 
ed the fite thereof for that purpofe. For it ftood vpon a rockieIland, remoued 
feuen hundred paces from the Continent: the fhape thereof circular,the buildin 
loftie, by nature and art impregnably fortified : foueraigne of the feas, and chief. 
for commerce throughout the whole Vniuerfe : whofe glory is defcribed by Exe- 
chiel,and deftruGion foretold, infliGed by A menage who is {aid to have 
ioyned it firft to the Continent,but that paflage Toone after demolifhed by affaul- 
- ting feas & induftryof the Tyrians:yet feuenty yeares the Citie lay wafte, and then 
rcedified,was ouerthrowne againe two hundred cage after by Alexander, whofe 
vndefatigable perfeuerance made all things poffible. For when the reft of Pheni. 
_ giahad refigned their freedomes to his fetuice, the Tyréans rather accepted of ami- 
tie then fubieétion , who fent him a Crowne of gold,with plenty of t rouifion: 
which he thankfully receiued; and made knowne withall that he purpofed to f{acri- 
fice vnto Hercules the Patron of their Citic, and his anceftor. The Embafladors 


told

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told him,thathe might fo do inhis Temple in Peletyrus. Whereat enraged : Yes 
contemne (quoth he) my armie of foote, for that you.inhabite an Iland; but Lere long 
willmake it appeare that you are of the Continent. They are difmiffed,and he prouides 
for the aflault. PaLetyras affoords him ftones, and Zibanus timber. The South-weft 
winds,to which it lay open; the profunditie thereof, and little fhew of much labor, 
makes the fouldier defperate. But reuenge reinflamed their courages by the refu- 
fall of peace (Peing ae hi left fo long a fiege fhould proue an oh mee to 
their vidtories) and {laughter of their Heralds, aggrauated with {coftes:T hat they 
fogloriows in armes, fhowld now beare burthens like ohs s and demanding if AMlexan- 
der were greater then Neptune. But when contrary to their expectations they faw ' 
the pile mount aboue the fuperficies of the fea, and fortified withtowers of wood 
to defend all annoyances; they fired one of their — fhips, being full ofcom- 
buftable matter; which driuing againft it,not onely caught hold of the towers, but 
of as much of the pile as furmounted the water ; the fury of the fea fubuerting the 
remainder. His fecond atcempt,they againe made fruftrate; wherupon he thought 
to haue defifted : but left he fhould impeach his fame, which fubdued more then 
his fword; and that this Citie might witnefle to the world that he was to be with- _ 
ftood; once more he renewed his enterprife, which by the arriuall ofhis nauie was 
effe&ted. After feuen moneths fiege the Citie was taken and defaced, two thou- | 
{and of the citizens crucified all x thefhore, the reft being putto the fword, 
faue thofe that were vnderhand Gued by the Sédosians then feruing Alexander, 
and mindfull chat both were once but rane 3 » But Tyres fhortly after ouer- 
came thefe calamities, and recouered both her former riches and beautie. That: 
part which ioyned to the forced Ifthmos (which is not much more then a ftones 
caft over) being fortified with foure ftrong walls fiue and twenty foot thicke, en- 
tred through abulwarke, on each fide whereof ftood fixe high towers, almoft 
conioyning toeach other. On the South fide vpon a rocke, and adherent,ftood 
the Caftle, as inuincible as ftately; thereft enutroned with a double wall well a- 
domed with turrets equally diftane. On the North fide lay the hauen, entred be- 
tweene two towers, and affoording a moft fafe ftation. This Citie did iuftly boatt 
ofher Purples, the beft of all other, and taken hereabout : a kind of fhel-fifh, ha- 
uing in the midft of his iawes a certaine white veine , which contained that _— 


~ ouslicour;a die of foueraigne eftimation. The inuention thereof is afcribed vnto 


Hercules, who walking along the fhore with a Damofel whom heloued,by chance 
his dog had feized on one throwne vp by thefea, and fmerched his lips with the 
tin@ture : which fhe admiring, refufed to be his, vntill he had brought her a gar- 


_ mentof thatcolour; who not long after accomplifhed it. This bloud,together 


with the opened veines were ftilled in a veffell of lead, drawnethrough a Limbeck 
with the vapour of a little a » The tongue ofa Purple is about the 
length ofa fin er, fo fharpe and hard, that he can open therewith the fhell of an 
oifter; which §s the caufe of their taking. Forthe fifhermen did baite their weeles 
therewith, which they fuffered co finke into the bottome of the fea: when the Pur- 
ples repairing thereunto, did thruft their rongues between the ofters, and prickin 
the gaping oifters (kept for that purpofe long out of the water) were by the fodain 
oe a of their fhels retained ; who could neither draw them vnto them, nor ap- 
proch fo neare as to open them. They gathered together in the firft of the Spring, 
and were no where to be found at the rifing of the Dog-ftarre. The fifher-men 
ftroue to take themaliue : for with their liues they caft vp thactinGture. The co-

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lour did differ according to the coafts which they frequented : on the coafts of 4- 
frica refembling a violet, or the fea when enraged : neare Tyrus a rofe, or rather 
our fcarlet, which name doth feeme to be deriued from them.

The excellency of thedouble die, beire light vpon through thedefegt of the for- 


mer. But the Purple is now no more to Le had: either extin@in kind, orbecaufe 


the places of thei frequenting are row pofleft by the barbarous Adahometans. Af- 
cer the aforefaid reftauration, Tyrus.preferued her dignity forthe {pace of nine 
hundred yeares , remaining for fixe hundred thereof in the Chriftians poffeffion: 
a confederate with the Romanes; and for her faith vnto them, endued with the im- 
munities of their citie. When the Chriftian religion grew powerfull in thefe parts, 
sc was the feate of an Archbifhop; next in precedency vnto the Patriarch of Jera- 
lem: fourteene Bifhopricks being vnder her Primacy, viz. Porphira, Acon, Sarep- 

: ‘ta, Sidon, Cafarea Philippi, Beritus, Biblis, Betrus, Tripoly, Orthofia, Archis, Aradus, 
‘Tortofa,and Matadea. In the yeare of our Lord 636.it became a thrall to the Sara- 


cens. Baldwin the fecond, foure hundred forty foure yeares after deliuered it from 


that yoke, affifted by the Venetian nauie. It was then deuided into three portions; 
two allotted to the King of serufalem, and tk=thirdto the enetians*Reftored to 
her Archiepifcopall fea, but not vnto all her inferiour Bifhopricks : thofe on the 
North of ‘i tiuer of Canis, then fubic& to the Patriarke of C4utioch. After this 
with admirable valour they repulfed the affaults of Saladsne,then Lord of Jurie. 
But in the yeare 1289. it was fubdued by the Aigyptiam Mahometans, and from 
them by the Ottoman S elymus. But this once famous Tyrss, is now no other then 
an heape of ruines; yethaue they a reverent refpect, and do inftru& the penfiue 
beholder with their exemplary 4 hath two harbours, that on the North fide 
the faireft, and beft chroughout all the Leuant, (which the curfours enter at their

Within night we came vnto certaine tents that were pitched in thofe marifhes, ___ 
belonging to the Emers brothers feruants, who there paftured their horfes. +. - 
Where by a AZo/etto the maifter ofhis horfe (whofe fifter he had marricd)we were | 
curteoufly entertained. The next morning after two or, three houres riding, we 
afcended the mountaines of Savon, high and woodys which ftretch with intermit- 
ted valleys, vnto the fea of Gaé/y ; and here haue their white cliffes wathe with the 
furges; called Capo Bianco by the mariner: frequented (though forfaken by men) 
with Leopards, Bores, Iaccalls, and fuch like fauage inhabitants. ‘This.paffage is 
both dangerous and difficult, neighboured by the precipitating cliffe, and made 
by the labour of man: = recompenfing the trouble with fragrant fauours, bayes, 
rofemary, marioram, hyfope, and the like there growing in abundance. They fay, 
that of Jate a theefe purfued on all fides, and defperate of his fafety, (for rarely are 
offences here pardoned) leapt from the top into the Sea, and {wum vnto Tyrws, 
which is feuen miles diftant; who for the {trangenefle of the fact was forgiuen by 
the Emer. A little beyond we paffed by a ruinous fort, called Scandarone of —Alex- 
ander the builder ; here builtto defend thispaffage: much of the foundation o- 
uer-growne with ofiers and weedes one nourifhed by a Spring that falleth from 
thence into the Sea. A Afoore not long {ince was here affailed by a Leopard, thar 
feulkt in the aforefaid thicket; and iumping vpon him, ouerthrewhimfromhis 
affe : bur the beaft hauing wet his feete, and mift of his hald, retired as afhamed - 
without further violence. Within a day or two after he drew company togetherto | 
haue hunted him , but found him re ofa wound receiued fr6a Bore. Thehigher 
mountaines now coming fhort of the Sea, do leaue a narrow Icuell betweene. Vp- 
on theleft handon a high round hill, we faw two folitary pillars, to whichfome of -:- 
vs rid,in hope to haue feene fomething of antiquitie;where we found divers others 
Jaid along , with the halfe buried foundation of an ample building.A mile heyond 
we came to a fort maintained by a fmall garrifon of -Afoores , to prohilice thar 
‘tease need fhould require, andto fecure the traueller from theeues; a place 

eretofore vnpaffable by reafon of their out-rages. The fouldiers acquajated with 
our merchants, freely entertained vs, and made vs good cheare according to their 
manner of diet : requited with a prefent ofa little Tobacca, by them greedily affe- 
-&ed, They alfo remitted our Caphar , vfing to take foure, dollars apeece of the 
ftranger Chriftians. From hence afcending the more eminent part of the rock 
and naked mountaines, which here againe thruft into the Sea, (called in times palt 
the Tyrian ladder) by along and fteepe defcent we defcended into the Valley of 
Acre. Diuerfelitde hils beeing here. and there difperfed, crowned with ruines (the __ 
couerts for theeues) and many villages on the skirts of the bordering mountaines,

This City was afterwards called Comitentis; but deftroyed by the /ewesin the daies 
ofthe Empcrour Traéax, and finally by the Saracexs in the reigne of Heraclins: vp- 
pon theruines thereof thefamous Famegofte was crested: by king Coffe, as they 
fay, the father of Saint Katherine. Eternized Sythe Vnfortunate valour of the Ve- 
netians,and their auxiliary forces, vnder the command of Signior Bragadino, who 
with incredible fortitude withftood the furious affaults, made by the populous ar- 
my of Selssusthe fecond, conducted by Muffapha: and after furrendred it vpon 
honourable conditions, infringed by the —— and execrable Bz//z. Who en- 
tertaining athis rent with counterfejt kindneffe the principall of them, firddainly 
picking a quarrell, caufed them all to be ae a the Gouernour excepted, 
‘whom he referued for more exquifite torments. For hauing cut off his eares, and 
exhibited him by carrying of earth on his backe to the derifion of the Infidels, he 
finally fleyed him aliue; and ftuffing his skione with chaffe, commanded it to be 
hung at the maine yard of his Galley. Fassagofta is feated in a plaine,betweene two 
promontories ;in forme welnigh quadrangular , whereof two parts are waft with 
the Sea : indifferent ftrong, and containing two miles in circumference. It ftan- 
deth almoft — vnto Trépoly, hauing a hauen which openeth South-éaft; the 
mouth thereof being ftreightned with two rockes which defend it from the wea- 
ther. There was Saint Barnaby borne, there fuffered — vnder Nero,and 


there buried: to whom the Cathedrall Church was dedicated. This greatly 
ruined City is yet the ftrongeft in the Iland, the feate ofthe Zanziack : late put in- 


to fuch an affright vps the approch of the Florentine fhips, that he fully purpofed, 


as is credibly reported, to haue furrendred itvpon their landing.

Fiue miles from thence ftands the City of Baffo, called new Paphes heretofore,and 
buile by Agapenor, frequented from all parts both by men and women; who went 
from thence in afolemne proceffion vneo the old,to pay their vowes and celebrate 
her folemnities. But her Temples bothinthe one, andin the other (as through- 
out the whole Iland) were razed to the ground by the procurement of Saint Bar- 
naby. NVekt of this ftood Cythera ,a little village.at this day called Conmcha ; {acted 
alfo vnto Venus, and which once did giue aname vnto Cyprus. That, and not the 
Tland that lies before Peloporsnefia, being meant by this :

The vttermoft promontory that ftretcheth to the Welt ,wich the fupereminent 
mountaine, now called Capo Saint Pifawo,bore formerly the name of the athe- 
nian Acamas : Eaft of which ftood the Citie of Ar/rnoe (at this day Lefcare) renow- 
ned for the groues of Jupiter. This land boafts of the births of A4/clapiades, Solon, 
Zeno the Stoicke, and author of that Sect, Appolonins, and Zenophen.Atthe firkt ic 
was fo ouetgrowne with wood, that befides the infinite wafte made thereof in the 
melting of mettals , it was decreed that cuery man fhould inherice as muchas he 
could makechampion. Acointrey abounding with all chings neceflary for lifes 
and thereof called AZacaria. Whole wealth allured the. Romanes to make a con-— 
- queft thereof: a prey that more plentifully furnifhed their coffers, then thereftof 
their triumphs. It affoordeth matterto build a fhip from the bottome of the keele 
to thetop ofhertop-gallant: andto furnith her with tackling and munition. It 
produceth oyle,and graine of (cueral forts;wine that lafteth vneill the cight yearey 
apes, whereofthey make raifins of the Sunne; citrons, oranges , pomgranats, 
Kimonds, figs, faffron, coriander, fuger-canes : fundry. hearbs afwell Phyficall as 
for food, turpentine, rubarbe, coloquintida, {cammony,&c.Bur the f{taple com- 
modities, are cotton woolles (the beft ofthe Orient) chamolets ; faltand:fope- 
afhes.

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The brookes (for riuers it hath none)rather merite the name of torrents, being of- 
ten exhaufted by the Sunne; infomuch as in the time of Confantine the Great the 
Iland was for fixe and thirtie yeares together almoft veterly abandoned, raine ne- 
uer falling during that feafon. It was firft poffeffed by the Eas of Japhet: payed 
tribute firit to the A.gyptian Amafis: then conquered by Be/w,and gouerned by the 
pofteritie of Teucer, vntill Cyrus expulfed the nine kings that there ruled.But after 
che Grecians repoffeft the foueraigntie, and kept it vntill the death of Wicocles : and

But the naturall people hereof were the Cydonians, and Etcocretans, or Curetes, fo 
ancient that they dre fained even in this place to havetheir creation. The laft na- 
med inhabited dda : Cretastheir firftking of whom the Iland was fo named. They 
liued in caues (for houfes then were not) and vied no other couerture thé Nature | 
affoorded them. They found out many things vfefull for life, as the taming of cer- 
taine beafts, whom they gathered firft into flocks and heards, and brought ciuilicy 
amongft men by infticuting lawes, and obferning of difcipline. They taught how

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to dire&t the voice vnto harmonie, poffeffing the mind with the awe of; religion, . 
initiating with orders, and ceremonies. They found out the vie of brafle, andiron, 
with the fword, and head-peece: the firftinuenters of hooting, hunting and.dan- 
ging in armour. Being called /dz¢ Dad#sls, either in regard of their numbers or ob- 
ferued meafures : butaccording to Drodorus, of their ten Ephori. The progenie of 
the PatiinxGods were bore in this Iland:to whom diuine honours were afcri-

mongft men, repulfing ofiniuries and violence, cherifhing the good, deterring 
the bad, fuppreffing by force of armes the.cyrants of the earth, and relecuing the oo 
oppreffed.

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ferrato : who fold it to the Venetians in the yeare 1194. But inthe time of Duke 
Dandalus they rebelled, and were againe in the yeare 1343 reduced to their obe- 
dience. So remaine they at this day : the Greekes — permitted the free exercife 
- of their religion, by whom itis for the moft part inhabited. And although in many 
things they imitate the Venetians, yet {till retaine they their oldvices, Liers, emsll — 
beafts, flow bellies; whereof formerly vpbraided by Saint Pewlout of their Poet E> 
pimenides.

The.country people 
do dance with their bowes ready bent on their armes, their quiuers hanging on 
their backes, and their {words by theirfides ; imitating therein cheir acelin, (2 
cuftome alfo amongft the Lecedemonians) called by them Pyrricha: and as of old, 

fo vie they to fing in their dancings, and reply to one another. The better fort of 
men are apparelled like the Vemetcans; andfo the women,who feldome ftir abroad, 
except itbeto Church, but in the night time. The common people are clothed 

like a Greeks of Simo, of whom we haue {poken :the women onely wearing loofe | 
veiles ontheir heads ; their breafts and {houlders perpetually naked , and died by 

the Sunne into aloathfome tawnie. . oP Ses ra : 

Now out offight of Ceadée, the windes both flacke and contrary, we wese 

forced to beare Northward of ourcourfe, vntill we came within view of Zant: 

where.our Maifter purpofed to put in (fince we could not fhorten our way:) but 
anon we difcouer fiue {ailes making towards vs ; and imagining them to be men 

of warre, made all chingsreadie for defence. But to our better comfort, they pro- 

~ nedall Exglifb, and bound for England; with whom we conforted to furnifh 
the fhippe with frefh water and other prouifions: they hauing fupplied our 
neceffities. Their names were , the Aléshia ( Admiral ) , the Centanre (Vice- 

adinirall), the Delight, the Bleffizg,° anda fhip of Plinmouth, called (if I forget 

not) the Jonathan. Two dayes after (the winds now fomething more friendly) : 

Admirall gaue chafe to.alitle fhip which we fuppofed a Pirat;who left her courfe, 

and fled before the wind: fo that without too much expence of time he couldnot 
approach her. We paft by the South fide of siciléa sand left AZa/ta on the left hand, 
when out of hope tobe fet afhore (for itwas the purpofe of our Merchant be- 

fore he met with thefe conforts, to haue touched at Meffina) and fadded with the 

_ apprehenfion of fo tedious avoyage , on the fodaine the wind cameabour, and 
blowing fiercely Welt and by North, did all the night following exercife his fury; 

MhofaryOUt (hips rather lofing then gaining of their way,and exceedingly toffed,the wea- 

ther not likely co alter, they refolued to put in to A4s/ta. So on the fecondof lune 

being Sunday,we entred the hauen that lies onthe Eaft fide of the Citie of “let. 

ta, which we faluted with eighteene peeces of ordnance : but we were not {uffered 

to come into the Citie,(though cuery fhip had a neat Patent to fhew that thofe 

places from whence they came were free from the infe&tion ) nor fuffered to de- 

part when the wind blew faire;which was within a day or two after. For the gallies 

of the Religion were chen fetting forth, to make fome attempt vpon Berberie. The 

reafonthercof, left being taken by the Pirats, or touching vpon occafion at 7; ripe- 

ly, Tunis or Aréere, their defignes mightbe by compulfion or voluntarily reuea- 
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led: nor would they fuffer any frigot of their owne, for feare of furrprifall, to go our 
of che hauen, vntill many dayes after tha the gallies were departed. But becaufe 
the Engli/b were fo {trong (a great fhip of Holland putting alfo in to feeke compa- 
nie) and that chey intended to make nomore ports; on the fixt of Iune they were 
licenfed to fet faile: the Maifters hauing the night before in their feverall long- 
boates attended the returne of the great Maifter,(who had bin abroad in his gall 
to view a Fort chat then was in building) and welcomed him home with one and 
twentie peeces of ordnance. 

But no intreatie could get me aboord; choofing rather to vndergo all hazards 
and hardneffe whatfoeuer,then fo long a voyage by fea, to my nature fo irkfome. 
And fo was I left alone on a naked ee right againft the Citie, remote 
from the concourfe of people , without prouifion , and not knowing howto dif- 
pofe of my felfe. At length a litle boate made towards me, rowed by an officer ap- 
pointed to attend on ftrangers thathad not Pratticke , left others by coming into 


their companie fhould receiue the infection : who carried me to the hollow han- 


ing of arocke, where I was for that night to take vp my lodging; and the day fok 
oa to be conueyed by him vnto the Lezaretts, there to remaine for thirtie or 
fortie daies before I could be admitted into the Citie. But behold an accident, 
which I rather thought at the firft ro haue bene avifion, then (as I found it) reall. 
My guardian being departed to fetch ine fome victuals , laid along, and mufing 
on my prefent condition, a Phsdecce arriucth at the place. Out of which there ftept 
two old women; the one made me doubt whether fhe were fo orno, fhe drewher | 
face into fo many formes, and with fuch anticke geftures ftared vponme. Thefe 
ewo did fpread a Twrkie carpet onthe rocke, and on that a table-cloth, which they 
furnithed with varietie of the choifeft viands. Anon another arriued, which fet a 
Gallant afhore with his two _Amarofaes , attired like Nymphs, with lures in their 
bands, full of difport and forcery. For litle would they fuffer him to eate, but what 
he receiued with his mouth from their fingers. Sometimes the one would play on 
the lute whileft the other fang , and laid his head in her lap; ‘their falfe eies fookin 
vpon him, as if their hearts were troubled with paffions. The attending hags had 
no {mall part inthe comedie, adminiftring matter of mirth with their ridiculous 


. moppi “abel indeed (as I after heard) were their mothers;borne in Greece,and 


n 
by chem brought hither to trade —— che vnmarried fraternitie . Atlength the 
French Captaine (for fuch he was, andof much regard) came and intreared me 
to take a part of their banquet; which my ftomacke perfwaded me to accept of.He 
willed them to make much of the Foreffrer : but they were not to be taught enter- 


 tainment, and prev fo familiar, as was to neither of our — - Bucboth he and 
c 


,in pitie of my hard lodging, did offer to bring me into the Citie by night (an 
pA that ifknowne, is punifhied by death, ) < backe.againe in he ee z 
Whileft they were vrging me thereunto, my guardian returned; with him a A44/- 
sefe, whofe father was an Englifh man : he made acquainted therewith, did by alt 
meanes dehort them. At length (the Captaine hauing promifed to labour my ad- 
mittance into the Citic) they departed. When a good way from fhore, the curti- 
zans ftripe themf{elues, and leapt into the fea; where they violated all the prefcrip- 
tions of modeftie. But the Captaine the next morning was not vnmindfull of his 
promife;foliciting the Great Maifter in my behalfe,as he fate in councel,who with 
theaffent of the great Croffes, granted me Pratticke. So I came into the Citie, 
and was kindly entertained in the houfe of the aforefaid thalse/e; where for three 


weekes 
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weekes {pace,with much contentment! remained. . 
— Malta dothlie in the Lybian fea, right betweene — of Barbarie and the 
South-eaft angle of Sicilia : diftant an hundred fourefcore and ten miles from 
the one, and threefcore from the other; containing alfo threefcore miles in circuit: 
called formerly Afclita, of the abundance ofhoney. A country altogether cham- 
pion , being no other then arocke couered ouer with earth , but two feete deepe 
where the deepeft ; hauing few trees but {uch as beare fruite, whereof of all forts 
plentifully furnifhed.So that their wood they haue from Sicé/ie: yet there is akind 
of great Thiftle, which together with cow-dung ferues the country people for fu- 
ell; who need not much in a Clime fo exceeding hote; hoter by much then any o- 
ther which is feated in thefame parallell: yet fometimes temperated by the com- 
fortable winds, to which it lies open. Riuers here are none, but findry fountaines. 
The foile produceth no graine but barly : bread made offit, and oliues, is the villa- 
gers ordinary diet : and with the ftraw they fuftaine their cattell. Commin feed, A- 
nis feed and ee they haue here in abundance, whereof they make merchandize: 
and an indifferent quantitie of cotten wooll; but that the beft ofall other. The in- 
habitants die more with age then difeafes; and heretofore were reputed fortunate 
for their excellencie in arts and curious weauings. They were at firft a Colonie of 
the Phanicians; who exercifing merchandize as farre as the great Ocean, betooke 
themfelues to this land; and by the commoditie of the hauen, attained to much 
riches and honour: (who yet retaine fome print of the Punicke language, yet fo 
thatthey now differ not much from the WVore/co) and built in the middeft thereof 
the Citie of Melita (now called old Walta) giuing or taking a name from the I- 
land. Now whether it came into the hands of Spaine with thekingdome of Sicilia, 
 orwonne from the AZvores by their fwords, (probable both by their language, and 
that it belongeth to C4rica) I am ignorant : but by Char/es the fifth it was giuen 
to the Knights of Rhodes, as appeareth by Afaninus of Vtina, exhorting Philsp the 
fecond to relieuethem. — | ie

This order of Knight-hood receiued their denomination from John the charita- 


ble Patriarch of Alexandria, though vowed to Saint lohn Baptif as their Patron | 
Their firft feate was the hofpitall of Saint John in Ierufalem (whereypon they were 
called Knight-hofpitallers) built by one Gerrard, at {uch time as the Holy land be- 
came famous by the fucceffefull expeditions of the Chriftians ; who drew diuers 
worthy perfons into that focietie: approued by Pope Gela/rus the fecond. They by 
the allowance of Hanoriue the fecond, wore garments of black, igned with awhire 


crofie. Reynsond the firft Maifter of the Order, did amplifie their 


anons; inftiling 


himfelfe, The poore feruant of Chrift, and Guardisn of the Hofpitall in Ierufalem. In 
euery country throughout Chriftendome they had Hofpitals, and reuenues affig- 
ned them; with contributions procured by Pope fazocent thefecond. They were 
tied by thei vowes to entertaine all Pilgrims with fingular humanitie;to fafeguard 


their 
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their paflages from theeues and incurfions,and valiantlie to facrifice their lines in 
defence of that Countrie.But the Chriftians being driué out of Syria,the Knights 
had the Rhodes affigned them by the Greeke Emperor, (others fay by Clement the 
fifth) which they wonne from the Tarke, and loftagaihe as aforefaid: retiring from 
thence vnto Malta. There are of them here feuen Alberges or Seminaries, one 
of France in general, one of i 4serne, one of Prowince, onc of Castile, onc of Ara- 
gon,one of Italie,one of Abnany:and an eightghere was of Exgland,vatill by Henrie 
the eight diffolued, with what iuftice [know not. Yetis there one that fupplieth 
the place inthe election of the great Maifter. Ofeuery one there is a Grand Prior, 
who liues in great reputation in his countrey,and orders the affaires of their Order. 
Saint Johas without Smithfield being in times paft the manfion of the Grand Prior 
of England: an /r:/b man liuing in Nap/es,and receiuing a large pention from the 
King of Spaine, now beareth that ticle. Thofe that come tor the Order are to bring 
ateltimony of their gentry for f1x¢ defcents; which is to be examined, and appro- 
ued by the Knights of their Nation, he being firft co remaine here a yeare for a 
probation. Nor arewomen exempted from that dignity, admitted by a fta- 
tute mde in the Maifter fhippe of Hugo Reseles: perhaps for chat one 4¢mis,a 
Noble Lady was the Author , as they affirme, of their Order; bur that 
there be any now of it, is more then I could be informed. The ceremo- 
-nies vfed in knighting are thefe. Firft, carrying in his hand a taper.of white 
waxe, he kneeleth betore the Altar, clothed inalong loofe garment, and de- 
fireth the Order of the Ordinarie. Then,in the name of the Father, the Sonne, and 
the holy Ghoft,he receiueth a fword therewith to defend the Catholicke Church, 
to repulfe, and vanquifh the enemy, to relieue the oppreffed, if need fhould be to 
expofe himfelfe veo death for the Faith,and all by the power of the Croffe,which 
by thecroffe-hilt is defigured.: Then is he girt with a belt, and thrice ftrooke on the 
fhoulders with his fword, to put him in mind that for the honour of Chrift he is 
chearefully to fuffer whatfoeuer is gricuous: who taking it of him, thrice flourifh- 
eth it aloft as a prouokemeét to the aduerfary ,& fo fheathes it againe,hauing wiped 
it firft on his arme,to teftifie that thenceforth he will liue vndefiledly.Thenhe that. 


__. giues him Knight-hood laying his hand on his fhoulder, doth exhort him to be 


vigilant in che taith, and to afpire vnto true honour*by couragious and laudable 
actions,&c.Which done, two Knights do put on his {purres, guile; to fignifie that 
he fhould {purne gold as dirt, nor to do what were ignoble for reward. And fo 
goes heto Maffe with the taper in his hand; the workes of pictie, hofpitalitic, and 
redemption of Captiues, being commended vnto him: told alfo of what he: was 
to perforine in regard of his Order.Being asked if hebea freeman, if not ioyned in 
matrimonic , if vnuowed to another Order ,or not of any profeffion: and ifhe 
were refolued to line amonft them, to reuenge their iniuries, and quit the autho- 
ritie of fecular magiftracie. Hauing anfwered thereunto, vpon the receipt of the Sa- 
crament he vowesin this order: Jvow. tothe almightie God,to the Virgine Marie 
his immaculate mother, and to Saint lobn Baptift, perpetually, by the belpe of God tobe 
truely obedient to all my fuperiours., pees by God and this Order = to line wishout 
any thing of my owne, and withall to line chaftely. Whereupon he is made a partaker 
of their priuiledges,and indulgences, granted vnto thé by the Sea of Rome. Befides 
other prayers, they are commanded to fay a hundred and fiftie pater-nofters daily, 
for fuch as haue bene flaine in their warres. They weare ribands about their necks 
with brouches of the Croffe; and. cloakes of blacke with large white crofles fer

thereinto on the fhoulder,offine linnen : but in time of warre, they wearc crimfon 
mandilions, behinde and before fo croffed, ouer their armour. — come hither 
exceeding young , that they may the fooner attaineto a commendum at home, 
(whereof many be of great value) not got by fauour but fignioritie, and are to 
line here fore the {pace of five yeares (but not neceffarily together) andto goon 
foure expeditions. If one of them be conuiéted of a capitall crime, he is firft pub 
likely difgraded in the Church of Saigt John where he receiued his Knight-hood, 
then ftrangled, and throwne after into the fea in the night-time. Eucry Nation do 
feede by themfelues in their feuerall Alberges, and fit at che table like Friers : but 
fuch as vpon fuite do get leatie to cate apart, haue fixtie crownes allowed them by 
the Religion yearely, as all haue fiue and twenty apeece for apparrell. There are 
here refident about fiue hundred, nottg depart without leaue, and as many more 
difperfed through Chriftendome, who hither repaire vpon euery {ummons,or no- 
tice of inuafion. The Religion is their generall heire wherefoeuer they die, onely 
each Knight may difpofe ofa fifth part of his fubftance. There be fixteene of them 
counfellors of State, and of principall authoritie,called Great Croffes, who weare 
tippets, and coates alfo vnder their cloakes, thatbe figned therewith. Of thefeare 
the Martiall, the Maifter of the hofpitall,the Admiral che Chancelor,8c. When 


one doth die another is elected by the Great Maifter and his Knights, who giue 
Pesan enuy,. 


their voices (if] forgetnot) by bullets, as do the Venetians 3 where 
and faGtion is auoided. Now ifthe Great Maifter fall ficke, they will fuffer no vef- 
fell to go out of the haven, vntill he be either reconered; or dead, and another cle- 
é&ed: leftthe Pope fhould intrude into the eleGtion, which they challenge to be 
theirs, andisin this manner performed, The feuerall Nations ele& two Knights 
apeece of their owne, and two are eleGted forthe Englifh: from amongft them- 
felues thefe fixreene choofe eight,and thofe eight do nominate a Knight, a Prieft, 
and a Frier-feruant (who alfo weares armes)and they threechoofe the Great Mai- 
{ter , out of the fixteene Great Croffes, This man isa Péckard borne, about the 
age of fixtie, and hath gouerned eight yeares. His name andtitle, The tli/trious 
and moft reuerent Prince my Lord Frier Alofius of wignian-court, Great Maifter of the 
Hofpitall of Sane Iobns of lerufalem : Prince of Malta,and Gora. For albeit a Fricr, 
_ (asthe reft of the Knights) yertis he an abfolure Soucraigne, andis bravely axten- 
ded on by anumber of gallant young gentlemen.The Clergie do weare the cog- 
nizance of the Order: whoare fibiedt to like lawes except in military matters. 

There are fixty villages in the Iland vnder the command of ten Capraines, and 
foure Cities. Old AZs/ta is feated (as bath bene faid before) in the midft of the I- 
land, vpona hill, and formed like a fcutchion : held of no great importance, yet 
keptby agarrifon. Init there isa Grot,where they fay Saint Paw! lay when he fuf- 
fered fhipwracke;of great deuotion amongft them. The refined {tone thereof they 
caft into litle medals, with the effigies of Saint Pau/ onthe one fide,anda viper on 

the other, Agnus Dei,& the like : of which they vent ftore to the forreiner.They fa 
that being drunke in wine it doth cure the venime of {erpents: and en ee 
therebe many ferpents in the Iland, that they have not the power of hurting al- 
though handled, and angred; bereft of their venime ever fince the being here of 
the Apoftle. The other three Cities (ifthey may all be fo termed) are about eight 
miles diftanc, and not much without a musket fhot each of other : neare the pen

end, and on the North fide of the Hand:where there is a double hauen deuided by 
a tongue of rocke, which extendeth no further then the conueniently large en- 
trance.. The Eaft hauenrefembleth the horne of a Stag, the firft branch ( as the 
palme) affoording an excellent harbor for the greateft fhips, and the fecond for 
Gallies; thereft are fhallow. Clofe to the vppermoft top there is a Fountaine of 
freth water, which plentifully furnifheth all veffels that do enter.On the tip of the 
forefaid tongue ftood the ftrong Cattell of Saint Hermes , the firft chat the Turke 
befieged: which after many furious affaules, ewenty thoufand cannon fhot (whofe 
horrible rorings were heard to A4efséwa) and the loffe of ten thoufand liues , they 


tooke in the yeare 1565,in the moneth of Iunesbutto the greater glory of the van-

Now vpon the point of che Promontory which lies betweene thefe two branches 
of that haven where the fhips and gallies haue their ftations, ona fteepe tocke 
ftands the Caftle of Saint Angelo;whofe ftrength appeared in fruftrating thofe vio- 
lent batteries (being next befieged by the Turke) wherof it yet beareth the {carres. 
At the foote of the rocke are certaine cannons planted, thar front the mouth of 
the hauen. This Caftle is onely diuided by a trench cut through the rocke,from the 
Burgo;a litle Citie which poffeffeth the reft of that Promontory; being all arocke, 
hewne hollow within, for their better defence; diftoyned by a great deepe ditch 
fom the land. South of this,and on the next Promantory,ftands another towne, 
which is called La //u/a:on the point thereof a platforme; and at che other end the 
ftong fort of Saint Michael; yet inferior in ftrengthto that of Saint 4#¢elo. Here 
remember we the pietie of a Mahornetan; defcended no doubt of Chriftian paren. 
tage, and oe iy ae : who in the time of the ftriCteft fiege, and {mal- 
left comfort to the befieged, leapt into the fea, andmaugre all the fh 
made at him,fwam to this Caftle: where firft requiring and receiuing baptifme, 
he made knowne vntothem the fecrets of the enemy , aduifed how to fruftrate 
their purpofes, and brauely thrufthimfelfe forward in every extremitie. But the 
Knights of the Order affifting one another by their proper valour, fo nobly beha- 
tied them(elues, that the Tarke began to defpaire of fucceffe : and vpon the rumo- 
red approach of the Chriftian fuccours (which in the beft. conftruGion by the o- 
uercircumfpedt Vice-roy of sécilia had bin dangeroufly protracted ) imbarqued 


themfelues, and departed’. But all, fauing Burgo and Saint Axgelo, reduced into: 


powder, and the returne of the Turke diftrufted; itwas propounded amongft the 
Knights,to abandon the Hand, rather then vainly to repaire,and endeuour to de- 
fernd thofe lamentable ruines; the aduerfaries vnequall power, and backward aide 

of the Chriftian Princes confidered. But it coo much concerned the ftate of Chri- 
ftendome,(efpecially of the countries confining } it being as it were boththe key 
and bulwarke thereof: in fo much thatthe Pope, the Florentine,ahd thereft of the 
Princes of /taly, encouraged them to fay affiking them with mony, andall necef- 
fary prouifion;bur efpecially the King of Spaine,who ouer and aboue did fend them 
three thoufand Pioners , leuiedin the kingdome of Naples and Sicilia, to repaire 

“ cheir old fortreffes,and begin anew City vpon that tongue of land which diuideth 
the two hauens : now almoft abfolutely finifhed. 

This iscalled the Citie of Waletta,in the honor of John de Valetta, who then was 
Great Maiftcr. Not great, but faire , exactly contriued, and ftrong aboue all e- 
thers: mounted aloft, and no where affailable by land, but at the Southend. The 
walls of thc reft do ioyne to the vpright rocke, as if of one peece, and beaten vpon 
bythe fea. That towards the land,is Bu a narrow Ifthmos, where the rocke doth 


natu- 


ot that was - 


. Afriga,and-furprizing fome village ; or {couring along the coafts “take certaine 
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naturally rife. the ditch without, hewne downe exceeding broad, and of an incte- 
dible profunditie: ftrongly flankt, and not wanting what fortification can do. This 
way openeth the onely gate of the Citic, (the other two,whereof one leadeth to 
Saint Hermes, and the other to the Eaft hauen , being but {mall pofternes ) and 
hard within are two great bulwarks, planted on the top with ordnance. Arthe o- 


_ thet end (but without the wall) ftands the Caftle of Saint Hermes , now ftronger 


then ever; whereof (as of that of Saint &sgelo) no French man canbe Gouerner. 
Almofteuery where there are platformes on the walls, well ftored with ordnance. 
The walls on the infide not aboue fixefoote high , vnimbatrald, and fheluing on 
the outfide ; the buildings throughout a good diftance off; both to leanervome 
for the fouldiers, and to fecure them from battery. Neare the South end, andon 
the Welt fide,there isa great pit hewne into the rocke, out of which a port cut 
vnder the wall into the Weft hauen 3 intended (for yet vnfinifhed ) to haue bene 
sade an Arfenall for their gallies,(that harbor being too fhallow for fhips) a work 
of great difficultie. The market place is fpacious, out of which the ftteets do poine 
on the Round. The buildings for the moft part vnifornazall of free ftone,two {tories 
high,and flat at the top:the vpperroomes of moft hauing out-tarrafles. The Great 
Maitters Pallace is a princely {tru@ure, hauing a tower which ouer-looketh the 
whole Iland. The chamber where they fic in councell , {s curioufly painted with 
their fights by fea and by land;both forren and defenfiue. The feuen Albergs of the 
Knights,be of no meane building ;amongft whom the Citie is quartered. Magni- 
ficent is the Church of Saint Paw/, and that of Saint Jobxs: the one the feate of a 


_ Bifhop, andthe other.ofa Prior. And Saint Johns Hofpitall doth merite regard; 


not only for the building but for the entertainment chere giuen.For all that fal fick 
are admitted thereunto:the Knights themfelues therelodge when hurt or difeafed: 
where they haue phyficke for the bodie, and for the foule alfo (fuch as they giue.) 


| The attendants many, the beds gue read with faire — s every fortnight 
t 


hauing change oflinnen..Serued e iunior Knights in filuer : and euery friday _. 
by the Great Maifter, accompanied with the great Crofles. A feruice obliged vn- 
to from their firft infticution; and thereupon called Knight-hofpitallers. The 
lefuites haue oflate crept into the Citic, who now haue a Colledge a building. 


Here be alfo three Nunneries; the one for Virgins , anotheg for penitent whores, 


(of impenitent here are ftore) and the third for their baftards. | 

The barrenneffe of this Ile is fupplied with the fertilitie of Séciléa, from whence 
they haue their prouifion. The Citte is viGtualled forthree yeares; kept vnder the 
ground, and fupplied with new as they {pend of the old. They haue fome frethwa- 
ter fountaines ; andthe raine that falleth,they referue in cefternes. Befides the 
Knights and their dependants, the Citizens and landers be within the mufter of 
their forces; in which there are not of liuing foules aboue twentie thoufand. They 
keepe a court of guard nightly: and almoft euery minute of the nighg, the watch of 
one fort giules two or three knoles with a bell which is anfwered by the other in or- 
der. The Religion hath onely fiue Gallies; and ftinted they are, as I haue heard, to 
that number, (if more, they belong vnto priuate men) and but one fhip. The cu- 
ftome is,or hath bin, having hung out a flagge,tolend mony to all commers that 


. would dice it: if they win,to repay it with aduantage; if lofe, to ferue vntill their en- 


tertainment amotmted to that fumme. Nowthe expeditions that they make,,.are 
litle better then for bootie: fometimes landing in the nighttime on, the maine of 


{mall

{mall barks, which disburdened of their lading and people, they fuffer to hull with 
the weather. For they make good profit of their flaues ; either enfploying them in 
their drudgeries, (they hauing at this inftant aboue fiftéene hundred of them) or 
by pitting them to ranfome. For euer and anon you fhall hauea litle boate witha 
flag of treatie,come either from Tripoly, Tunis,or Algeirs,to agree for the redemp- 


tion of captiues: as do the A¢altefesto thofe places whoareferued with the famé - 


_meafure. During my abode here, there arriued a bark, brought in by eight Englith 
men, who had for a long time ferued the Turkith pirats of Tui : they bound for 
Algeirs, tooke weapons in hand, and droue the diftruftlefle Twrkes (being twice as 
many) into the fterne, kept there bytwo , whileft the other drefled the failes for 
Malta. Amongftthemthere was one, who faying he would neuer be flaue to a 
Chriftian, ftript himfelfe {eeretly, Proppin vp his gowne, and laying his Turbane 

onit, as if fill there, and:droptinto t m2 » Burthe deceiuer was deceiued by 
| the highland which feemed nearer then it was; and fo wearied with fwimming; 
funke in their fights. The Inquifition would haue feized both on their petfons and 
purchafe , becaufe they had ferued the Infidell: bur they'were prote&ed by the 

Great Maifter (being defirous to ferue him) who will not fuffer their cruell autho- 

ritie to-enter the new Citie,fo that they ara fainetorefideinBargo. 5 

The. Ataltefes are litle leffe tawnie then the Moores, efpecially thofe of the 
country, who go halfe clad, and are indeed a miferable people : but the Citizens 
are altogether Frenchified; the Great Maifter, and maior part of the Knights be- 
ing French men. The women weare long blacke ftoles, wherewith they couer their 
faces (for it isa great reproch to be {eene otherwife) who canuerfe not with men, 
and are 7 aie to the maner of /ta/y. But the jealous are better fecu- 
red, by the number of allowed curtizans (for the moft part Grecéans) who fit play- 
ing in their doores on inftruments; and-with the art of their eyes inueagle thefe 
continent by vow, but contrary in practife , as if chaftitie were onely violated by 
mariage. They here ftir‘early and late, in regard of che immoderate heate,and fleep 
atnoone day. Theit markets they keepe on Sundayes. __ | 

Now were the gallies returned with indifferent fucceffe , and yet my flay was 

roroged by the approching feftiuall of their Patron: for vntill that was paft, no 
ot would ftir out of the harbour. The Pallace, Temples,Alberges, and other 
principall houfes were ftucke round on the outfide with lampes the euening be- 
fore : and amongft other folemnities, they honoured the day with the difcharge of 
all their artillery. The Forts put forth their banners, and euery Alberg the pe

After which the Grecians{ent hither their Colonies building fimdry mari- 
time cities, &z incorporated themfelues with the inhabirants.T 0 omic their feuerall 
warres, andcelebrated Tyrants ; at length Sécé/ie hauing relinquifhed the Romane 
"amity to take part with Hannibal,was by Marcellusreduced into the forme of 2 
Prouince, and fo held ever after (though not without fundry defe@ions) by the 
Romane and Greeke Emperours, vnuill it became a prey vnto the Goths in the yeare 
485,together with /talyzwho about feu€éty yeares after were expulfed out of both 
by Belk/arius and Nerfetes Lieutenants to the Emperor /uftinéan.Long after it fell 
into the hands of the Saracens,by the treafon of Exphemius aPrince of the people. 
Who hauing ftolne away a certaine beauciful Nun,and ti, Sage by Fuftice. 
_ fled into Africa to the Saracen _Amirat, promifing to deliver him the Hand,fo that 
hewould make himking of the fame,and to pay a great tribute ycarely : which b 
his afliftance he effeGted. But vengeance did {wiftly follow : for a throug 
Sicéléa in {tate and approching neare vnto Syracu/a, two brethren of that City vp- 
ona fudden motion confpiring his death, and going out with thereftto meete 
him, as the infinuating Tyrant bowed his body to cuery priuate faluter , the one 
ofthé caught him by the haire, whileft the other ftroke his head fr6 his fhoulders. 
So got the Saracens the foueraignty, and for two hundred yeares kept it. Atthe 
end of which time, they were expulfed by the Normans conducted by Count Ro- 


aie Simon {ucceeded, who not long —— his father left his State to his : 


rothera fecond Roger, whom Pope Iwnocent the fecondby force of armes woul 
haue difpoffeft, alledging it tobe the patrimony of Saint Peter.But he tooke both 
‘him and! his Cardinals prifoners. Meane while a new Pope was elected at Rome: 
who to winne Count Roger to his faCtion, gaue him thetitle of King (as he had the 
poffeffion) of both the Sicéhas. william {ucceeded Roger thefecond, whom Adriae

charged his fubiedts of their fealty : who reconciled,receined the Crowne as from 
him, and from that time forward Sécélia was called Saints Peters patrimony.

Whereupon Clement the third attempted by armes 
to haue feized onthe Iland. But Tamcred the bafe fonne of King Roger (elected 
King by the Nobles) repulfedhim. What force could not, his fucceflor Cele/fine 
thought'to compafie by a wile : who getting Conftentia outofthe Nunnery, and | 
difpenfing with her vow, did marry her vnto the Emperour Henry the fourth: vp- 
pon condition that he fhould pay a yearely pention forthe fame, and hold it -in 
chiefe of the Papacy : who (hortly after became Lord of the whole. It were tedious 
to relate how oft (and in what fhorttime) they gaue itfrom one to another : like 
the ball of Difcord, taken vp with much Chriftisa bloud-fhed. Arlength ‘Clement 
the fourth did giue irom Conradinevnto Charles of Anion the French Kings bro- 
ther; betraying hen to the flaughter, who was ouercome. heare Naples in amor- ] 
tall bartell, and his head ftriken off by Clements appointment. So fell the Germans, 
and fo rife the French men to the kingdome of Naples and both the Sécélas. But 
here fomefeuenteene yeares after they were bid to a bitter banquet:al {laine at the 
tole of a bell throughout the whole Iland ,which is called to this day the Sicilian 
Euen-fong. A iuft reward (if iuftice will countenance fo bloudy a defigne) for 
their intollerable infolencies. The author of this maflacre was John de Prochtta, 
fometimes ferudht to Manfroy, their late flaine King. Don PedroKing of Aragon, 
had married Con/tantia the oncly daughter of Aanfroy.In whofe right (although 
«Manfroy was a baftard, a parricide, and vfurper) he entred Sécé/éa in this tumule 
whereunto he waspriuy, and was crowned King by the generall confent of the 
Sicilians it continuing in the houfe of Avago, vntll vnited to Caflile. So itre- 
maineth fubie& vito Spazve,and is ouerned by a Viceroy vnder the Spasifhb Coti- 
cell for /taly, which confifteth of i Spaniards, and three /talians: the Con- 
ftable of Ca/file being Prefident. Who by the Kings allowance, do inftitute Go- 
uernours, ludges, Commanders: and difpofe of titles and dignities. S/es/ia yeelds 
to the coffers of Spaéme yearely fixe hundred thoufand Ducats, fome fay a mil- 
lion: but that and more drawne backe againe in rewards and paiments. There 
is in ic by computation about a million of foules, We may coniecture of their 
force by the army of Don Garzia of Toledo, confifting of three thoufand horfe, 
andten thoufand foote (and that raifed but out of the South angle of the Hand)to 
defend the large, and vnfortified hauen of Augu/ta, if the Turke fhouldhaue there 
attempted to ae when he paffed by tothe inuafion of Ma/ta.But what was this 
c6pared to that which we reade of Déonyfins the elder, being but Lord of Syracu/a 
_onely, and the adioyning territories ? who kept continually ten thoufandfoormen 
of his:guard, as many horfemen, and foure hundred galleys. But now there are 
but eight maintained about the whole Iland. Thefummict of the leffer hils, are 
crowned withtownes, and the cofts befet with watch-towers throughout,the feas 
being feldomefree from the Turki/h Pirats of Africa. 

The Sicilians are quick-witted, and pleafant : Epicharmus of that Nation being 


the firft innentor of Comedies,and Theocrétus of Paftoral Eglogs: Iie vbi feprena modulatus a

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Empedacles doth fhew their excellency in Philofophy;as Euchde and Archimedes in 


the Mathematicks. A people greedy of honour, yet giuen to eafe and delight, tal- 


katiue,meddlefome, diffentious, iealous, and reutngefull. They have their com- 
modities fetcht from them by forrainers, and withall the profit: who traffick litle 
abroad; and are (though feated in the midft of the fea) vnexpert nauigators.So fu- 
pinely idle, chae on fell cheir fugar, as extracted from the cane,to the Venetians; 
and buy what they {pend of them againe, when they haue refined it. The Duke of 
Ofuna is now Viceroy, whokeepes his Court at Palermo, the ancient feate of the 
Sicilian Kings: {tiled the Happie_, for the delighfull fimation : now adorned with 

oodly buildings, and frequented by ftudents. It is feared on the North fide of 
the Iland, having naturally no Port, yet one lately made by a mightie Peere: a 
worke of great expence, and no {mal admiration. This Vice-roy hath well purged 
the country of Bandities,by pardoning of one for the bringing in or death of ano- 
ther: who did exceedingly, and yet do too much infeft it. Befides, the vp-land in- 


“habitants are fo inhofpitable to ftrangers,thac betweene them both there is no tra- 


velling by land without a {trong guard, whorob and murder whomfocuer they 
can conueniently lay hold on. Their Religion is Romith (yet are there not fo few 
as ten thoufand who are ofthe tollerated Greeke Church.) Palermo, Meffina,and 
(Mont-royal, haue their Archbifhops. The Bithops of Agrigentine, Mazara, and 
Malta being vnder the firft : the fecond hath Pats, Cefaleds, arid Liperé: the third 
Syracufa. The Bifhop of Catania is vnder none of them. There be in this Dand {e- 
uen Princes, foure Dukes, thirtcene Marqueffes, fourteene Earles, one Vicounr, 
and eight and forty Barons; the chiefe of the ancient Séeéléan Nobility attend in 


~ the Court of Spaéne: a courfe of life, rather politickly commanded, then eleGted. : 


June 25. hauing compaffed — Paffaro, defended by a ftrong fortrefle not

foliditie. I] haue read orheard how certaine merchants being bound to ferue the 


French army atthe fiege of 2 ap/es,with fo many tunofTunny, and not able co 


performeit; hearing of a late fought battell in Barbarie, repaired to the place, and 
fupplied the quantitie with mans flefh dreft in the fame maner : which proued fe 
ouer-high a feeding (moft eafily conuerting into the like) that their bodies brake 
forth into lothfome vicers; and from that infeétion the difeafe that taketh from 
them thename (notknowne before in our parts of the world) was introduced a- 
mongftvs. And Scaliger in his 181 Bxercif: vpon Csrdan, and the 19 feion, 
doth alfo affirme that it proceeded not originally from the impuritie of women, 
but from contaction ; and that the Spaniards did firft tranfport thefe rare wares 
from the Jsdians: as common amongft them as the meafels amongtt vs,and equal- 
ly contagious. Which feemeth to confirme the former affertion;they haning bene

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Man-eaters for the moft part. No Tunny is fufferedto be foldat venice, vnleffe 
firft difcaskt, and fearcht to thebottome. The ftory goes, how the Genoaes hauing 
{eized on apart of Venice,and driuen the Venetians into their houfes,a woman run- 
ning to a window to behold the tumult,by chance threw downe a mortar of braffe, 
which lighting vpon the head of their Generall , {trucke him dead to the earth, 
Whereupon difcomforted, the Genoaes retired in fuch hafte, that they left anum- 
ber of their men behindthem; who faued themfelues for a time by mingling with 
the Venetians, being not to be diftinguifhed by habite, language, fauour,nor be- 
hauiour.At length all generally were commanded to afcend an high tower: where 
(not vnlike as the Gi/eadstes ferued the Ephramites) a fheepe being fet before chem, 
they were compclledtoname it. So being diftinguifhed (the name differing in 
their diale@) they were throwne downeheadlong. The Gevoaes hauing after ca- 
ken certaine of their gallies,wherein were the prime of their Gentry: in reuenge of 
that cruelty, caufed them to be cut in peeces, and dreft like Tunny ; nailing their 
hands to the bottome with {cedules of tinne containing their names,and fo fent it 
thither to be fold: who boughr, and almoft had deuoured it all, before it was dif- 
couered.ButI haue this onely by relation. Still winding with the fhore, we entred 


_ at length the hauen of Syracu/a, and together with the Sunne,made an end of that 


dayes iourney. | | 

_ Archi.s not daring to returne vnto Corinth hauing vunaturally abufed a youth 
of honeft behauiour , imbarqued himfelfe with certaine Corizthians and Dorians, 
and came together with Myfcellus vnto Delphos to confule with the Oracle. De- 
manded by C4pollo,whether it were riches or fanity that they affeGted, CMyfcellus 


- faid fanitie, and 4rchias riches : whereupon he commanded the one to ereét Gre- 


tona,and the other Syracufa. Which he did in the fecond yeare of the fecond O- 


~ fympiad.Where they in {hort time grew fo wealthy by thefertilitie of the foile, 


and benefit of the hauen, that it became a prouerbiall {coffe vnto the too fumptu- 
ous, that they were not worth the tithes of Syracufa. &rchias {laine by Telephus, 
whom he had formerly defiled; the Citizens conuerted the gouernment into an 
Ariftocracie. But the Nobles by alaw that they had made, as tealous that fome of 
them fhouldhaue affeted the tyranny, exiled one another : fo that the commons 
affumed the gouernment. After,to accord a dangerous fedition, they chofe Gelon 
for their Tyrant, in the yeare of the world 34.74.Hseron {ucceeded Gelon the good; 
his crueltie tempered by the inftructions of Psndarus and Simonides. Thrafibulus 
his fucceffor was expulfed by the Syracufans for his oppreffion:and the Stare again 
reduced into a Democracy; vntill threefcore yeares ater it wasv{urped by Dsony- 


(fias,aman admirably valiant. Déony/iue his fonne {ucceeded as execrably vicious, 


(although both the hearers of P/zto) who ouerthrowne by Dion and Timolion was 
fent vnto Corinth, where he liued in = pouerty. So recouered the Syracufans 
cheir liberty; but had not enioyed it aboue twenty yeares,when Agathocles (a man 


- ofa bafe originall) did make them att to acruell fubiection. He dead, and after 


much ciuill diffention,they made choife of Hieron the fecond of that names moft 
beautifull in body, and as beautifull in mind; whofe profperous gouernment lafted 
fifty yeares; being euera friend to the Romass. Hieronymus his fonne, within fifteen 
moneths after the death of his father, was laine by his guard. Nowas for the Syra- 
cufans, although fubic& chemfelues to thefe Tyrants, yet were they the maifters of 
others: and when free, deliueted many from the feruitude of the Barbarous. Me- 
morable are the fights which they had with the —4themians and Carthaginians,

Be- 
fore, and euen in the dayes of Diodorus the Sécéliak,a number of facred fifhes were - 
nourifhed herein , fo (id to be, for that whofoeuer did eate of them (though in 
time of warre) were afflicted with fundry calamities. Now the North-fide of the 
re{t of the City was Neapolis:the South. fide dchradina and the Weft end Tyche, 
which ftretched farre into the land, fo named ofthe Temple of Fortune. As for the 
Cattell Hexapyle,it ftood further off vpon the fummit of a rock;which Cicero doth 
call the great and magnificent labour of Tyrants : confifting of folide ftone, and 
raifed of awonderful height,more —. thé which there could be nothing made, 
or almoft imagined.

But Asgu/tus Cefar {ent hither a Colony, and rebuilt a great part therof,chat which 
lies next to Ortyzgia, with the Ile it ae. : whereor now there ftandeth a {trong 
Caftel poffeffing the whole compaffe of the Iland, deuided by a deepe trench (but 
not by the fea) Bin thereft of the City. The City it felfe is ftrongly walled,(then 
which heretofore there was nothing more goodly) not farre remoued on both 
fides fromthefea: the point whereonit doth ftand being but narrow towards the © 
Weft, and fo maketh by land a difficult approch: without which are the ruines of 
the old City. The principall gate ison the South-fide , and neare the Weft-end, 
ouer which is writteff. : -

the City being ftyled Syracu/e the Faithfull. The garrifon confifts of two 
hundred Spaniards, and three hundred townes-men : befides certaine horfe- 
men of the countrey adioyning, who férve by turnes, and are nightly fent 
forth co fcoureand guard the Ra coafts. The buildings of the City are an- 
cient, the inhabitants graue , and their women all hid vnderlong blacke ftoles, 
not vnlike the Mfahefes. The Winter is here moft temperate , no day fotempe- 
ftuous as affoordeth not fome Sun-fhine: but againe they are affliCted with the in- 
falubrious héate of the Sommer. Yet in the hoteft feafon coole {prings gufh out of 
the rocke (not to {peake againe of Arathw/{a2) both within the walles ofthe City, 
and without;and that fo neare vnto the fea, that the fale doth mingle with the fieth 
pon euery motion. Notwithftanding thereis a long ancient Aquaduct, which 
conueigheth waters from the nearer mountaines (yet reaching fhort of the City) 
wherewith the City is principally furnifhed. The two hauens that wath the South 
and North fides of the City, (which by the inclining of therwo oppofite pro- 
montories towards Ortygia are defendedfrom all weathers) do refemble informe + 
the figure of 8. The greateft lies cowards the South,the moft goodly and moft fa- 
mous that ever Nature or Art had a hand in; into which the little,and gentle :4#2- 

ps doth difcharge it felfe, ioyning not far aboue with the fountaine Cyane, whofe

- Hauing ftayed a day at Syracefa, we put againe to fea, and arrived before nighe 
at Catania the Renowned:a City more ancient then beautiful feated on the North 
fide ofa eae fhallow bay,8& therefore not to be approched by fhips;the caufe 
perhaps thatic is not keptby a garrifon.Once it was a Colony of the Naxéans.But 
Hieron the Firft difplanted the old inhabitants, and peopled it with other:changing 
alfo the name thereof into Ets. He is faid to haue built ic anew: but after the 

death of the Tyrant, the Catenias recouered their City ouerthrew hismonument, 
defaced his titles, and againe did callit Catensa. Little is here note-worthy, more 
then thatit is an Vniuerfity ,and featedin afoylethat aboundeth with all things. 
They haue little trading ; and therefore the more inhabitedby Gentlemen. Of 
late not farre from the City »an Image of our Lady was vnder earth (as they fay) 
accidentally found; whofe imputed miracles haue got her already much fame,but 
f not yeta Temple: contented vntill enriched by the tribute of their zeale, with a 
canuas pauilion. This City doth welnigh ioyne to the skirts of Ass, whereby it 
receiueth both lofle, and (if Strabo may be beleeued) aduantage. For the eie&ted 
- flames haue heretofore committed horrible wafts, which gaue Amsphinomus and A- 
wapius two brethren, an occafion to become famous for their piety; who refcued 
cheir parents ingaged by the fire, and bare them away ontheis fhoulders:whereof

Buton the cdtrary fide(according to that author) the afhes therof doth fo enrich 
the foyle,chat both vines and come there er abouc admiration. Who reports 
befides,that the graffe fo manured, killes the fheepe that do feedthereon, vnleffe 
‘within fortie or fifty dayes they be let bloud in the eare. Howbeitat this day 
much ground about it lies wafte by meanes of the eiected pumis.Greatly defirous 
Twas to haue afcended this mofitaine,but itrequired much timesbefides,the coun- 
erey hereabout is daily foraged by theeues,who lurke ina wood of eight miles cé- 
pafle, thatneighbours the City. So the next morning we departed , and failed for 
thefpace of thirty miles about the Eaft skirts of that mountaine, whereof we now 
cadefcription. 
_ MBtna,calledby Pindarus the celeftiall columne, is the higheft mountaine of 
Sicilia, for a great fpace leifurely rifing "infomuch as the topis ten miles diftane 
from thevetermoft bafis. It appeareth this way with two fhoulders, hauing ane- 
minent head in the middle. The lower parts are luxurioufly fruitfull , the middle 
wooddy, the vpper rocky, fteepe, and almoft couered with fhow:yet finoking in 
the midft like many oe. chimnies,8 vomiting intermitted-flames,though 
not but by night to be difcerned,as ifheate and cold had left their contentions,and 
imbraced one another. This buming beacon doth fhew her fire by night, “ her 
oke 
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{moke by day,a wonderfull way off: yet heretofore difcerned farre further(perhaps 
the matter diminifhing by fo long an expence:) my felfe haue feene Sorh plainly 
vnto Malta,& the mauntaine it felfe is to be difcoucred an hundred and fifty miles 
off by the failer. Thofe thac haue bene atthe top do report, that there is there a 
large plaine of cinders & afhes,enuironed witha brow of the fame, & in the midtt 
a hill oflike fubftance: out of which burfteth 2 continuall winde thatkeepcth a hor: 
rible rumblingi, cuaporating flames and {mokes which hang abouticlikea great 
long cloud, and often hurling forth ftones, and cinders. Wherefore the ftary of

Befides, Atv is full of Sulphur and Bitumen, apt to bekindled, and fois all sici- 
lia, the principal reafon that it is fo fertile. This mountaine hath flamed in times 
’ paft fo andaedy, as byreafon of the {moke and aire inuolued with burning 
. fand,che inhabitants hereabout could not fee one another (if we may giue credite 
to Cicero) for two dayes together. The extraordinary eruptions thereof haue bin 
reputed ominous.Forfo it did after the death of Ce/ar: when not onely the Cities 
thereabout were damnified thereby, but diuersin Ca/ebria. And inthe yeare of 
the world 3982. hard before the feruile warres in Sicilia, wherein threefcore and

The Romans made it their refuge in the Sicilian warres again{t the Cetthaginians, 
with whom it ftood and fellas did the whole Iland. Ieis{feated on the Wett fide, 
and South end (which is the boctome) of a bay =hauing behind it high hils where- 
of it afcendeth a part; ftrongly walled, and fortified about with bulwarks, greater 
orleffe, according to the places neceffitie. Vpon the Welt fide, and high moun- 
ted abouc it, ftands a {trong Citadell which commandeth the whole Citic, man- 
ned by a garrifon of Spaniards. South-weft of it a fortreffe on the top of a higher 
hill. Andon the top ofanother towards the South, the Caftle of Gonfage: both 
without the walls. The Citie is garnifhed with beautifull buildings, both publicke 
and private. Venus, Neptune, Caffor and Pollux had here their Temples, whofe n- 
ines are now the foundations of Chriftian Churches. Diuers ancient ftatues are 
here yet to be feene. Throughout the Citie there are fountaines of freth water: 
and towards the Northend, the ruines of an old Aquaduét. In that end which 
turnes to the Eaft, aboutthe bottome of the bay, where the Citie is lender , and 
free from concourfe of people, ftands the Vice-roys Pallace, of no meane buil- 
"ding, furrounded with delightful gardens and orchards, to which the Acfenall ad- 
ioyneth. This endof the Citie points vpon Calabria, and extendeth almoft to the 
fea: where the land ina narrow flip running on to the North, and then returning, 
Weft towards the reft of the Citie, in forme of a cycle, doth make a large and ad- 
mirable hauen.Now on the midft of this cycle of land, there ftandeth anhigh Lan- 
cerne , which by light in the night direCtertifiich (hips as are to enter thefe dange- a 
rous ftreights : North of which there are certaine late buile dry ftations for gallies: 
and not far beyond the Lanterne where it beginneth to turne, isa very {trong Ca- 
ftle (buile by P4élp the fecond)and guarded by Spantards.The reft of that cycle be- 
ing inclofed betweene two wals to the very point whichis fortified with a bulwark: 
betweene which and the Citie, the hauen which opens tothe Norch,hatha fpaci- 
ous entrance. Here live they in all abundance and delicacy, hauing more then e- 
nough of food, and fruites of, all kinds; excellent wines, and{now in the fummer 
to qualifie the heate thereof, at a contemptible rate. The better fort are Spanifhin 
attire, and the meaneft artificers wife is clothed in filke: whereof an infinite quan- 
tity is ade by che worme,and a part thereof wrought into ftuffes (but rudely) by 
the workman. Eight thoufand bailes of raw filke are yearely made in the Ilandsand 
fiue thoufand thereof fetcht from them (for, ashath bene faid before, they will not 
trouble themfelues to tranfport it).at the publicke Mart here kept, which lafteth all 
_ Augnft,by the gallies of Naples ,O/tia, Ligorne,and Genoa: during whichtime they 
are quitted from cuftomes. The Gentlemen put their monies into the common 
table, (for which the Citie ftands bound ) and recciue it againe vpon their bils, 
according fo their vfes.For they dare not venture to'keepeit in their houfes, fo or- 
dinarily Boken open by theeues (as arethe hops and ware-houfes ) for all cheir 
croffe-bard windowes, iron doores, locks, bolts, and barres on the infide:wherein, “ 
and in their private reuenges, no night doth pafle without murder.Eucry cuening | 
they folace themfelues along the Marine (a place left throughout betweene the 
Citie wall and the hauen} the men on hoifebacke, and the women in large Carof- 
fes, being drawne with the floweft proceffion.

At length 
the rope brake, andin an inftane fhe was carrieda great way off : when they 
might oe fought her in the bottome of the fea, iffhe had not met with her fuc- 
cour. That night we came vito Seylz, which is not paft twelue miles diftant from 
Meffina. Seated inthe midft of a bay , vpon the nécke ofa narrow mountaine 
which thrufts it felfe into the fea, hauing at the vttermoft end a fteepe high rocke 4 
whereon there ftandeth a Caftell. Thisis the rockefo celebrated by the Poets: 7

ting the time, did finde it to agree with the very inftant that the voice was heard 
by them. Gre/bams reported this at his returne, tothe King, che marriners being 
called before him, confirmed by oath the narration.

He {weats,a 
fecond vomits, a third runnes mad. Some weepe continually and {ome laugh con- 
tinually, and that isthe moft vfuall. Infonmch that it is an ordinary faying toa 
man that is extraordinarily merrie, that he hath bene ftung by a Tarantula. Here- 
upon not a few haue thoughte, that there are as many kindes of Tarantulas, as fe- 
uerall affetions in the infected. But as ouer-liberall cups do not worke with all in 
one manner; but according to each mans nature, and conftitution : fome weepe, 
fome laugh, fome are rongue-tide, fome all tongue, fome ra be fomeleape oucr 
tables, fomekiffe, and foine quarrel: euen fo it falles out with thofe that are bitten, 
‘The merry,the mad,and otherwife actiuely difpofed,are cured by muficke; at leaft 
itis the caufe, in that it incites them to dance indefatigably : for by labour, and 
fweate the poyfor is expelled. And muficke alfo by a certaine high excellency 
hath bene found by experience to ftirre in the fad and drowfie fo ftrange an ala. 
crity, that they haue wearied the {pectators with continued dancing. In chemeane 
time the paine hath affwaged, the infection being driuen from the heart; andthe 
mindreleafed of her fufferance. Ifthe muficke intermit, the malady renewes,-bue 
againe continued, and it vanifheth. And obiedts of wonder haue wrought the fame 
effects in the franticke.

The offended Bifhop commanded that he fhould be kept backe, and made hafte 
away. Butthe people didinftantly intreate him to haue compaffion of the poore 
diftrefled wretch,who would forthwith die,vnleffe he ftood ftill, and fuffered him 
to continue in that exercife. So fhame or importunitie enforced him to ftay,vneill 


by dancing certaine houres together, the afflicted perfon became perfectly cured. - 
The fourth of Iuly we rowed againft the wind,and could reach no further then C4- 


(ftilion where the high-wrought feas detained vs the day following. Our churlith 
hoft, becaufe we fent for fuch thingsto the towne whercof he had none, made vs 


alfo fetch our water from thence, it being a mile off:and hauing in his honfea plen- 
tifullfountaine. AndIthinke there are not that profeffe Chrift,a more vnciuill’ 
people then the vulgar Calebrians, Ouer-land there is no travelling without affa-, 


red pillage , and hardly tobe auoided murder; although all that you haue about 
you (and that they know it) be not worth a Dollar. Wherefore the common paf- 
{age is by fea, in this maner as we paflednow. Along the fhore there are many of 
thefe Oftarias: but moft of the townes are a good way remoued, and mounted on 
hils wich not cafie acccfles. Divers finall forts adioyning tothe fea, and watch- 
towers throughout. For the Twrkes not feldome made incurfions by night;lurking 
in the day time about thofe vninhabited Ilads.Vinder thefe we nightly haled vp our 
boate, and flept in our clothes on the fand. And our fare was litle better then our 
lodging: Tunny,onions,cucumbers and melons being our ordinary viands; not 
but that we might haue had better: but che fouldiers were thriftie, and I was loath 
to exceed them. For there being but onely one houfe at aplace, they fold euery 
thing not according tothe worth, but to the necefiitie of the buyer. But Mulber- 
ries we might gather,and eate of free coft:dangeroufly vnwholefome ifnot pulled 
from the lth Sunnerife .. OF them there are here cuery where an infinite 
number : info much that more filke is made in Calabria then befides in all /rahe. 
And from theleaues of thofe that grow higher on the mountaines (for the 4ppe- 
nine ftretcheth along the midft of this country) they gather plentie of Manna, the 
beft of all other: wnich falls thereon like adew inthe night tume. Hereacertaine 
Calzoriaz hearing that I was an Exg/i/é man, cameto me, and would needs per- 
{wade me that [had infighe in magicke, for that Earle Bothe/ was my countryman, 
who hues ac Naples, and ts in thofe parts famous for fufpected negromancie. He 
cold me that he had treafure hidden in his houfe: the quantitic and qualitie fhewne 


him by aboy,vpon the coniuration of aKnight of 442/ta: and offered to fhare it 


betweene vs, if I could helpe bim vneo it. But IL anfwered,that inEngland we were 


at defiance with the diuell, and that he would do nothing for vs.” 

On the fixt of luly we landed by noone before Az#/z, and afcended the towne 
high mounted on amountaine. Here was Saint Francis borne,from whom the Or- 
der of the Néims. Amile aboue, there isa Monattery confecrated vnto him: 
where one of his teeth,which cureth the tooth-ach (if you will beleeue them )is to 
be feen,with a rib of his, his beard, bis habit,& fandals. They fay ar Me/fina,that be- 
ing denied paffage by a fitherman, he fwam ouer the Phare of his gowne,(hauing 
fii lt petitioned heauen) and for that was canonized. The next day we touched at 
Belvidere, then at Lifcare, whereot Carolus Spinola is Prince, whofe elder brother 
was taken by the Turkes. The confonancic of the names,or trechery of the people, 
hath authored the report that //cariot was here borne. Inthe coole of the euening 
we rowed to Palemods. Luly the 8. we crofied the bay of Saderze,of thatancient C-

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the firft, the Neece vnto King Robert, was depaie 74 the fixth, becatife fhe 
had defended the caufe of Clement the feuenth : which 7rban gaue it ynto Charjes 
the Prince of Durace, defcended of the brother of the forefaid Robert. Poffefled a” 
ter by histwo children, Ladé/lews,who was alfo King of Hungarie, (as was his fas 
ther,) and another /oane: but not without warres and rebellions. For /oanethe firft 
adopted Lodewicke Duke of Aniow (the fecondfonne to the King of France_) her 
heire,by the affent of C/ement the feuenth. And although he was flaine in batrell 
by Charles of Durace, yet Ledowicke his fonne was crowned by the faid Clement : in 
vaine contending for the poffeffion with Ladsflase and Queene Joane the fecond. 
Buthis fonne Lodowicke was called in by Martin the fift,and inuefted with the roy- 
altie. Who depriued Queene Joane for that fhe refufed to aide him againft Drac- 
chius atebell to the Papacie. Whereupon the Queene adopted Alphon/us King of 
Aragon het heire; provided that he fhould affift her againft Lodowscke her enemy. 
But when hecame vnto Naples, finding all the affaires of State to be gouerned by 
her, he attempted to commit her vnto prifon. Which fhe auoided by flight : and 
in reuenge thereof reuoked the former adoption $ adopting her former enemy Zo- 
dowicke in his ftead. Lodowicke dead, the Queene adopted Renatus his brother,and 
diednot long after. When Ferdinand the bafe fonne of aiphon{us, pretending 
chat the kingdome was lapfed to the Church; entred Naples by force, and was con- 

edin the gouernment thereof by Exgeasus. So loft it was by the Frexch, and 
poffeffed by the Aragonians, vntill after the flight of King Fredericke , the French 
and Spaniards diuided it betweene them; vnder the condud of Lewis the twelfth, 
and Ferdenand,furnamed the Catholicke. But the Frese were foone after driuen 
out by the Spaniards , who poffeffedthe whole; and therein do continue to this 
day; not without the grudge of the other, and {ecret repining of the Papacie: af: 
firming that it belongeth to the Church, — with Sicilia. But they haue not 
the will to contend with fo faft a friend; neither haue they the power. Befides, who 
knowes nor,that the one of them could not fo well fubfift without the other?The 
Germans in acknowledgement of their tenure of che Papacie, gaue the Pope year- 
ly eight & si eae duckats together with a white horfe, The mony though 
remitted by Juiéus the fecond vnto Ferdinand the Catholick, yet at this day is paid 
together with the white hackney. The Spassards gouerne this kingdome by a Vice- 
roy: yet he tobe directed when occafion hall ferue, by the Councell appointed 
for italy. The Vice-roy now being is Duke of Lemos. 

The fo many innouations that haue happened to this vnhappie kingdome,haue 
proceeded partly from the ouer-much power, and factions ofthe Nobilitie: but 
chiefly in that the eleGtion of their Kings depended on the Popgs, who depofed 
and crowned according to their fpleenes and affe&tions : whereunto the fhortneffe 
of their liues, and often contention for the Papacie (the affifted approuing , and 
the refifted depriuing) may be added. But the Spaniard hath fecured his eitate by 
the prevention of thefe iad staking all power and greatneffe, more then 
titular, from the Nobilitie: fuppreffing the popular, and indeed the whole country 
by the forraine fouldiery sonia amongftthem:who may obey perhaps with 
as much:loue,as gally-flaues obey thofe that haue depriued them of their fortunes 
and libertic. The King doth keepe in thiskingdome a regiment of foure thoufand 
Spanisrds befides fixteene “ei ee in the maritime townes and forcreffes.A thon- 
{and great horfe are inrolled, and foure hundred and fifty light horfemen. The bat- 
talion confifts of two hundred thoufand, fiue — threefcore and a 

| 3 thefe 
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thefe are not in pay, but in time of feruice; andthen raifedin part, ac ording to 
occafion. For euery hundred fires are charged with fine footmen: and there are 
foure millions, eleuen thoufand foure hundred fifty and foure fires in this king- 
dome. Thefearenamed by certaine in euery towne deputed for the fame; but fo, 
that if they be not well liked by their Captaines , they make choife of others in 
their ftead. The Captaines and officers in time of peace haue their ftanding penfi- 
ons. Their ftrength at fea confifteth of feuen and thirty gallies. But what doth the 
King receive ftom this kingdome,more ther trouble andtitlé? For although the 
reuenue, and donatiues (now made a reuenue) with impofitions, amount yearely 
to two millions,and fifty choufand duckats;yet defalke one million and thirty thou- 
fand thereof, giuen ordinarily away in penfions and other largeffes 5 the reft fuffi- 
ceth not by much to maintaine the gatrifons, gallies, horfemen, and remainder of 
the fouldiery. | | 

. This Country for the better separ is diuided into thirteene Provinces: 
wherein are a thoufand fiue hundred threefcore and three cities and townes,(twen- 
tie of them the feates of Archbifhops,and an hundred and feuen of Bifhops) thofe 
along the coafts of principall ftrength. Andalthoughit be a Pene infula; yet are 
there few hauens throughout, and not many fafe ftations. The townes and cities 
are fubie& vnto Nobles of fundry titles, ( {uch as are nor,haue their Captains)who 
as they increafe in number, decreafe in authoritie: for that many of them haue bin 
bought by men ofbafe condition ; and many of the ancient, haue exhaufted their 
patrimonies. Befides, no office is allotted them , nor command , whereby they 
migheattaine to eftimation: euery Officer is countenanced againft them all their 
faults lookt into; iuftice executed vpon them with rigour : their vaffals (in whofe 
lone and obedience their potencie did formerly confift) now alienated from thems 
andbeing backt in their contentions,are growne negle&ful of them.To conclude, 
they haue loft their ftings: and defperate of their libertie,nourith in their breafts an 
hatred,which they dare not expreffe, much leffe put intoa@iion: hauing no likeli- 
hood of forraine affiftance ; al the Princes of /taly being either in perfe@ amitie 
with the Spaniard, or awed byhis greatneffe. As forthe French, their memory is 
deferuedly hatefull vnto them. The body of the Nobilitie confifts of fourteene 
Princes, i and twenty Dukes , thirty Marquefles , foure and fifty Earles , and 
foure thoufand Barons. For fault of heires male, their principalities reuerttothe | 
King, who fels them moft commonly to men of meane birth, and meaner fpirits, 
who are hated of the honorable : whereby a defired enuie and difcord is foftered 
amonegft chem. Moft of thefe do liue moft part of the yeare in the Citie,; where 
they haue fiue Sefer for the fiue affemblies of Capus, Nido, ALontana,S pente,and 
Lefpente. 

Tre chiefe officers in the kingdome vnder the Vice-roy, are the High Confta- 
ble, Chiefe Iuftice, Admirall, Great Chamberlaine, Secretary, Marfhall, and 
Chancellor. The more feuere that thefe are to the naturals, the greater their re- 
pute with the Spaviard: who enrich themfelues by extorting from the other: and 

jue a pregnant proofe of the many calamities which are incident vnto all king- 

omes that are gouerned by Deputies.Nor is the King a litle abufed by their aua- 
rice; and that not onely in the fouldiery: of whom there be fewer by an vnreafona- 

ble number then are inrolled and paid for. The taxes that are impofed vpon filks,as 
well wrought as vnwrought, hath fo inhanced the price,thatthe forrain merchant 
negleceth to trade; tothe great impouerifhment of the citizens ; whole efpeciall 
| ae commodity 
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commodity doth confift in the working,and quick fale thereof: And what rates are 
impofed vpon victuals and wines may be gathered by this, chat the cuftome of 
hearbes {pent yearely in Wap/es amounteth to foure thoufand pounds of our mo- 
ney. And of wines they haue fica quantity,that twelue thoufand Buts are euery 
feafon tranfported out of thiskingdome. a 
_ Naplesis the pleafanteft of Cities, ifnot the moft beautifull : the building all of 
free ftone, the ftreetes are broad and paued with bricke,vaulted vnderneath tor the 
conueiance of the fulledge ; ferued with water by fountaines and conduits. Her 
pallaces are faire, but her Temples ftately, and gorgeoufly furnifhed; whereof,ad- 
ding Chappels, and Monafteries within her walles, and without, (for the fuburbes 
do equall ‘a City in magnitude) fhe containeth three thoufand. It is f{uppofed 
that there areinherthree hundred thoufand men; befides women and children. 
Their habite is generally Spanifh :the Gentry delight much in great horfes, where- 
upon they praunce continually through the ftreetes. The number of carofles 
is incredible that are kept in this City, as of the {edges not vnlike to horfe-litters, 
but carried by men. Thefe waite for fares in the corners of ftreetes as watermen 
do at our wharfes, wherein thofe that will not foote it in the heate , are borne (if 
they pleafe vnfeene) about the City. None do weare weapons, without fpeciall 
admittance, but the fouldiery. Their women are beholding to Nature for much 
beauty, orto cunning arte for anot to be difcerned impoftury : howfoeuer, they 
excell in fauour which artecan hauenohandin. They areelegantly clothed, and 
filke is a work-day weare for the wife of the meaneft artificer. They are not altoge- 
ther fo ftridtly guarded as in other places of /talée: perhaps lefle tempted in regard 
- - — of allowed Curtizans, there being of chem in the City about thirty 
thoufand. hy Bet Ove 7 

Before we goto Patzele let vs trauella little without the North fide of the City, 
8 turne with the land as far as Ve/wusne. Not to fpeake of the admirable orchards 
(though here euery where fo common as not to be admired) nor of the pleafant 
and profitable foile ; we will firft obferue the ample fountaine of Labsl/a , there ri- 
fing firft, but fuppofed to proceede by concealed paflagesfrom the roote of Ve/a- 
ssiuss. It is called Laballz , in thatthe waters do boyle as it were: and Labyolo.,in that

___ Thefarre end of this valley is confined by Vefunins foure miles remoued, and 
Eaft of the City ; from whence the Sunne is firft {eenc to arife, as ifthat were his 
bed-chamber. This mountaine hatha double top: that towards the North doth 
end ina plaine : the other towards the South afpireth more highs which when hid 
in clouds ,prognofticates raineto the Nespolitans.In the top there is a large dee 
hollow, without danger to be deftended into, in forme of an eae: pong In the 
midft thereof a pit which leades into the entrailes of the earth; from whence the 
mountaine in times paft did breathe forth terrible flames;the mouth whereof is al- 
moft choked with broken rockes and trees that are falne thereon. Next to this, the 
matter throwne vp is ruddy, light,and foft: more remoued,blacke,and ponderous: 
the vttermoft brow thag declineth like the {eates in a Theater , flourifhing with 


trees, and excellent pafturage. The midft of the hill is fhaded with chefnuc trees, 


and others bearing fundry fruites. The lower parts admirably clothed with vines, 
. thac affoord the beft Greeke wines of the world:which hath giuien to thé mountaine 
the name of ds Semmo, in regard of their excellency; affoording to the owners the 
ycarelyreuenue of three hundred thoufand duckats. They clarify it with the white 
ofeggs to fuprefie the fuming ,adding fulphur thereunto, or falt, orallume. So 
now it hath loftthe name of Ve/wasus with the caufe why it was giuen, which fig- 
fieth a {park,as V¢/eus a conflagration.It flamed with the greateft horror in the ff 
or asfome fay, the third yeare of the Emperour Tétus : where, befides beafts, fi- 
fhes, and fowle, it deftroyed two adioyning Cities, Herculanam, and Pompeios, 
wich che people fitting in the Theater. ‘Pay thenaturall Hiftorian,then Admirall 
of the Romane nauy, was {uffocated withthe {moke thereof. .

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Dion affirmes ina manner as much. But Bodin, the cenfurer ofall Hiftorians, doth 
deride it. Notwithftanding Ca/frodorus writes as great matters ofa later confla- 
eration, whereupon Theodoricus ( firftKing ofthe Gothes in /taly) did remit his 
tributeto the damnified Campanians. Marcellinus writes,that the afhes thereof 
tranfported in the aire obfcured all Europe: and that the Con/antinopolitans being 
wonderfully affrighted therewith, (infomuch as the Emperour Leo forfooke the 
City).inmemoriall ofthe fame did yearely celebrate the twelfth of Nouember. Ic 
alfo burne ins the fixtcenth yeare of Coys/fantine the fourth:and at fuch time as Beli 
faviustocke X sples, and groned but eiected no cinders : and againe when the Sa- 
racens inuaded Africa, Plateria writes that it flamed in the yeare 685, prognofti- 
cating the death of Benediffthe fecond,with enfuing flaughters, rapines,& deaths - 
of Princes. During the Papacy of two other Benedicés, the cight and the ninth, it 
is faid to haue done the like. The latter, the laft, which was in the yeare 1o24:yet 
often fince it hath bene wonderfully feared. And although it hath made fundry 
dreadfull deuaftations, yet the fruicfull afhes throwne about, did feeme to repaire 
the fore-going loffes, with a quicke and maruellous fertility. Atthe footeofthe - 
hill chere are diwers vents,out of which exceeding cold winds do continually iffue, 
fuch as by venteduéts from the vaft caues aboue Padwa they let into their roomes 
at their pleafire, to qualifie the heate of the Sommer. Spartacus the- Fencer, and 
ringleader of the fugitiue bond-flaues; no leffe a terror vnto Rome then Hannibal; 
did make this mountaine thefeate of his warre. Where befieged by Clodius, he by 
a ftrange {tratagem, with bonds made of vines, defcended into the bottome ofthe 
hollow hill, (being long before itfirft begun to fame) and finding outa priuate.

bis bones fhould be buried at Nep/es, where he had long lined: (which was perfor- 
med by ugu/fus and Macenas, made his heires by bis teftament) euen in thefe 
groues, where he had compofed his Eclogs and Georgicks. Purchafed they were 
after by Silius Italicus; who religioufly celebrated his birthday, and frequented 
this monument, with as great deuotion as ithad benea Temple. Nor leffe was ie 
adored by Statins Pamspinius.

Afterawhile we tured 
onthe right hand a litle to the lake of --4¢ano;three miles wel-nigh in circuite, 
round,& included within high Mountaines. The water thereof is fwecte at the top, 
and fale vnderneath, by reafon of fome minerall: fo deepe in the midft chat the 
inhabitants fay that it hath no bottome. In the Spring ofthe yeare whole heapes 
of ferpents inuolued together do fall thereinto from the crannies of the high rocks, 
and are neuer more feene againe. Whereupon it taketh that name, gua/i Aqua An- 
ke - Nothing liveth in it bue frogs; the occafion that it is fo frequented by 
owle in the Sommer.

The tale is (and Saint Gregory, if chofe dialogues be his, the teller) how Saint Ger- 
man,when Bifhop of Capua, aduifed by his Phyfitions to repaire vnto the ftoue of 
the Serpents _ fo was this place then called) forthe cure ofhis infirmity,here 
found the foule of P4/ca/ms tormented withheate; who had bene an vpright man, 
and full of pietie. VWhereat affrighted, and demanding the caufe : he anfwered, 
chat it was for taking part with Lawrentinvs again{t Symacas in their contention for 
the Papacy: defiring him to pray vnto Godfor him; and if that at his rerurne he 
found him not there ,he might be affured thar, his prayers had preuailed. Which 
within a few dayes after he found to be fo : and fo the place tooke the name of S. 
German. This ftands on thé South fide of the lake. But now fpeake we of that mor-

tall Caneon the Eaft,in the foote of the bordering mountaine, and entring the 
Same not aboue three fathom. The mouth oft is large enough for cwo to enter at 
once, but the roofe declinineth by litle and little vnto the vitermoft pointthereof. 
Wharfoeuer hath life, being thruft inco the farre end , doth die in‘an inftant. Yet 
entred it may bea good way with fafecy : nether heate nor cold will oppreffe you, 
nor is there any damp or vapour to be defcernad ; being perfpicuous tothe bot-

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had thruft in, but without crying, or otherwife ftrugling theniffhottothe heart,° = ° 
his tongue hung out, and his eyes fetled in hishead, to our no {mall amazement. 
Foorthwith drawncout;ftarke, and to our feeming without (hew of life, we threw *- >= 
him into the lake ; when anon he recouered, and {wimming tothe fhore, ran cry- 
ing away as faft as he could, to the not farre diftant O/fersa: where they get no 
final part of their liuing by fhéwing this place vnto forreiners. And it is afport to 
fee how the dogs thereabout will {tealeaway, and {cud to the tops of rhe moun- 
taines, at the approch of a ftranger. The French King Charles, the eight of that 
name, who held the kingdome of Ngpées for a while; made triall thereof with an 
Affe, whicli tmmediately died. The like befell to a foole hardy fouldier. Peter of 
Toledo caufedtwo offenders to be thruft thereinto, and both expired in amoment. 
Nor found thofe three gallants any better fuccefle, who tempted God with their 
defperate énttance : whetcof Scipioc Mazzella doth report himfelfe to be an eye 
witneffe. This place was not vnknowne vnto P&ny, who callech it the Caue of 
Charon. The caufe of fo deadly an effect, is faidto proceede from the feruent va- 
pours afcending at inuifible pores, fo thin, fodry, and fubtile, as notto be dif- 
cerned: yetthickned by the cold that enters at the mouth of the Caue, conuert in- 
to moifture,which hangs farre within on the roofe like to drops of quick-filuer;and 
" fuch efteemed to beby a number. Corona Pighius, defirous to informe himfelfe in 
the myfteries hereof; ventured fo farre in as to couch one of thofe farre off fhining 
drops,and fhewed it to his companions;who entred alfo,and ftayed therein about 
a minute of an houre: fenfibly perceiuing the heate to arife ft6 their feete to their 
thighs, till they did {weare at the browes without the endamaging of their fenfes: “on 
returning ,to the wonder of che guide,who thought that they had preferued them-. 
felues by enchantments. By this cheir experiment it appeares that the aire is moft 
deadly neare to the pores where it firft alcendeth ,efpecially to fuch creatures as 
hold their heads downward , exhaling at their noftrils the dry and exceffiue hote 
vapours. Thrufta torch neare the bottome, and it will forthwith go out; yet ad- 
uanced higher, reinflame; which approues the former affertion. - 
. From hence we paffed tothe Court of Yulcan : aloft, andneare tothe ancient 
Pateoli but diftant a mile 'and better from the new. Thefe mountaines being 
called Lescogei by the Greekes, in regard of their whimeffe:and the Phlegrean fields, 
for chat Hereales bere ouerthrew the barbarous people, who were called Gisnts for 
their inhumanity and infolencies; aflifted with lighting from heauen

A riaked leuell it is,in forme of an ouall, tweluc hundred forty & fixe feet long, 
a thoufand broad, and enuironed with high cliffie hils that fume on cach fide,and

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haue their fulphurous fauour tranfported by the winds to places farre diftant. You 

would think, and no doubr thinke truly, that the hungry fire had made this valley 

with continuall feeding ; which breakes out in a number of places. ‘And ftrange it 

{eemeth to a ftranger, that men: dare walke vp and downewith fo great afecuritie: 

the earth as hore as fufferable, being hollow vnderneath; where the fire and water 

‘make aborrible rumbling ; conioyning together, as if one were fuell to the other: 

here and there bubling vp,as if ina caldron ouer a fornace; and fpouting aloft in- 

to the aire, at firch time as the fea is enraged with tempefts « In fome place of the 

colour of water which is mingled with foot,in others as if with lime, according to 

the complexion of the feuerall minerals. ‘The flames do many timesfhift places; 

abandoning the old,& making new eruptions (the mouthes of the vents furrotided 

_ with yellow cinders)arifing with fo oe ftones thrown in, are forth- 

‘with eiedted.Y et for all thefe terrots itis hourely trod vpon both by men and hor- 

* fess and reforted vnto by the difeafed in May, Iune,and Iuly,who receiue the fume 

-. . artheir fouthes, eares, nofthrils, and fuch other parts of their bodies as are ill af- 

= feéted; which heateth, but hurceth noe: :that being onely foueraigne that euapo-- 

_.. reth from brimftone. Itmollifieth thefinewes, fharpneelithe fight, affWageth the 
paines of the head and ftomacke, makes che barren pregnant, cures viofént feuer: 

itches, ylcers,&c. From Ianuary co O&ober the huband men hereabout do ftiré 
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their gleabe at fuch time as much {moke doth arife, and that they know that it pro- 
ccedeth from fulphure: which doth adde to the foile amaruellous fertilitie. From 
hence they extrac yearely three thoufand a weight, whereof the Bifhop of 
~ Patzolhath the tithe. Another kind of fulphure is gotten hete s not taken from the 
fire, but found in the earth: of efpeciall vfe for the dying of haire , -and familiarly 
experimented by women. White falr Armoniack is here found alfo, which belon- 
eth to the aforefaid Bifhop. Atthe foote of this mountaine that regardeth the 
aft, are minerals of Allume,and the beft of che world - whereof, one part was gi- 
uen to the Hofpicals of Saint A4arthaand the Annunciation;and the other belon- 
ped to apriuate Lord. But left the Papacie fhould be thereby damnified, (for they 
make of Allutne a principall reuenuc) the oh on paine of his heauie curfe; did 
prohibite the labourers, Afterward Péus the fourth bought out the owner of the 
one halfe; for the yearely rent of twelue thoufand duckats; and Gregorie the thir- 
teeth,by. the paiment of fiue and twenty choufarid,extinguifhed that annuity : the 
Matters of the Hofpitals hauing in the meane time abiured their intereft in the o- 
ther. In the top of the mountaine are certain lice veines of a white matter, like {alts 
much vied by skinners: whereof water is made,that forthwith putteth out all cha- 
racters that ate written in paper. The flower of braffe is here found euery where; 
excellent, and tranfparent:with white andred Niter. This place is faid by the Ro- 
mane Catholicks to be difquieted with diuels :and thar the fire vnderneath, is a 
part of Purgatory, where departed foules hauea temporal punifliment. The Fri- 
ers that dwell hard by in the Monaftery of Saint /snwarie, report that they often 
do heare fearfull fhreekes and gronings. They tell alfo a late {tory of a certaine 
youth of Apyliz,a ftudent in Weples; who de ‘ te in his fortunes, aduifed with 
the diuell, and was perfwaded by him to make hima deed of gift ofhimfelfe , and 
to write it inhisownebloud; in doirig whereof he fhould in fhort time recouer 
hisloffes. Beleeuing the Deluder, according+o appointment he came vito this 
place with that execrable writing :when affrighted withthe multitudes of diuels 
that appeared vnto him, he fled to the afcrefaid herrea and acquainted the 
Prior with all chat had happened. He communicated it to the Bifhop (now or late 
liuing) who informed the Pope thereof: by whofe command he was caft into pri- 
fon, andafter condemned to the gallies. Poffible it is that this may be true; but Da- 
mianus the reporter (though a Cardinall) might haue had the wherftone, if he had 
not alledged his author: who telleth of a number of hideous birds which accufto- 
med to arife from hence ona fodaine inthe euening of the Sabboth ;:andto ba 
feene vntill che dawning of the next day, ftalking on the tops of the hils, ftretching. 
out their wings, and pruning their featherss neuer obferuedto feed ,nortobeta- 
ken by the art of the fowler: when-vpon the croking of a rauen that chaced them, 


they threw themfelues irito thef filthy waters. Said to be damned foules,rormen- : 


ted all the weeke long, and fuffered to refreth themfelues on the Sabboth,in honor 
of our Sauiours refurreQion. This he reports-from the inouth of the Archbifhop ~ 
Vbertus. Butifthis be hell, whata defperate end.made that vnhappie German, 
who not long fince flipt into thefe fornaces? or what had his poore horfe commit- 
ted,that fell. in with him, thathe fhould be danmed ; at leaftretaihed. in Purgavdryi 
The matter. thar doth nouri(hthefe fabterranean fires , is fidistuare and Bikemen. 
But there it is fed by the latter, where the flame doth mixe with the water , ‘ which 
isnotby water to be extinguifhed : approoued by the compofition of thofe zgues 
adsmpirabiles. |

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From hence defcending a litle, we came to the ruines of a magnificent Amphi- 
theater, furrounding in an ouall a court an bundred threefcore and twelue feeto 
long, and fourefcore and eight ouer: throwne downe by an earth-quake not man 
ages fince; which here happen not feldome, by the violence of inflamed and fup- 
preffed vapors. Dedicated it was to Va/cans and not without caufe, he {eeming in 
thefe parts to haue fuch afoueraigntie. An Amphitheater confifts of two ioyned - 
Theaters, and'thereof fo called: containing no ftage , and confecrated commonly 
vnto Mars; in that fpeétacles onely ofbloud and death were there exhibited to 
the people : as fword-playings, combatings with wilde beafts, compelling of the 
condemned to perfonate Tragedies, and acts bur fained,to performe in earneft, 
Sword players (who were firft introduced by Junius Bratus in the funerals of his 
father) firft begun with ftaues, and then with {words , to fhew their arts and cou- 
rages. Butin latter times they entred the lifts naked : their skill in defence, not fo 
much regarded or praifed, as the vndanted giuing or receiuing of wounds; and life 
vnfearfully parted with. The wearied or vanquithed were fupplied by others: and 
he bare the palme away, to whom none fucceeded. Whereof Mersial of Hermes:

At the foote ofthe hill whereon the City is mounted, the ruined Peere doth pre- 
fent aremarkable obiect : which extendingtowards che Welt, made heretofore 
a fafe, and excellent hauen. Arched. tke*a bridge, that the flowing in of the fea 
might preferue the profunditythereof, from being choaked with rubbidge and 
earth borne downe with the fall of: Torrents. The worke it was of the Grecizns: 
much affifted in the building by the admirable nature of the fand hereabour., by 
scafon of the vnder-burning fire, and perhaps partaking of the bituminous matters 
becoming as hard and durable as the folid racke, when mixed with lime, and pla- 
eedvnderthe water, --- 26-6

As yet is here euery where to be {een by the huge foundations demolifhed aboue, 
and entire vnderneath : encouragéd thereby to build fo farre into the fea, asthey 
anciently didround abount this Bay. The Emperour ConPantine is {aid to have 
tranfported certaine fhip-ladings of this fand vnto Cox/fantinople. The body of 
this maffe confifteth of bricke,but couered heretofore with marble, which affoor- 
ded a delightfull walke on the top. What fhould Ifpeake of the Emperours that 
repaired it,(whofe names are yet retained in {tone) or of the arch ereéted thereon, 
_ fince the whole is now vtterly defaced? yet rather by earth-quakes then the vio- 
‘lence of the fea. Whereof thirteene great piles now onely remaine which appeare 
like fo many fquare towers jn the water : he arches throwne downe that conioy- 
nedthem. To this Ca/ignle ioy ned his bridge (a prodigall, and not to be exempli- 
fied vanitie)which {tretched ouer che Bay vnto Baée,three miles and a halfe diftant. 
Suftained by fhippes (drawne hither from all parts of his Empire) placed in two 
crankes made flab ¢ with innumerable ankers, and croffed with a broade high way 
of earth. Which he did, as ic is faid,in imitation of Xerxes,who built the like ouer 
the leffe broad Helle /pont:others fay that it was to terrifie the Germans and Brittens, 
by the performance of fuch wonders ; with whom he wastobegin a warre. But 
7 indced incited therunto,to fulfill the prediGtion of or the great Aftrologer, 
e who told Tiberius,enquiring who fhouldbe his fucceffor, and defiring to pa an 
the Empire vpon hisowne Nephew, that Ce/igalewasnomore likelytobeEm- ° 
| perour,then to ride on horfebacke ouer the Bay of Bate. Vpon this bridge Caligale 
; paffed to and fro, for two dayes together: hauing before facrificedto Neptune and 
Enuie.The firlt day gallantly mounted,wearing an oken garland on his head, anda 
cloake of gold on his fhoulders : the next, in the habite ofa charioter, drawneby 
two fteeds of a famous breed: carrying before him Darius, anoble youth, that was 
left in hoftage by the Parthians, attended vpon by the Praetorian fouldiers, and fol- 
lowed by his principall fauourites and friends inwaggons of the Bréttifh fafhion. 
When calling many from the fhore , he caufed them allto be tumbled from the 
bridge for his cruell paftime : and thof¢ to be beate off .with oares and ftaues, that 
endeuoured theis owne fafetie. Such were the montftrous follies,and barbarous de- 
lights of this monfter. Much more we might write of Pytzel; but we purfue our 
firft intention, which is onely to note what is principally nore worthy, We will

his Patron. Not long after his death, diuers fountaines of hote water fprung out 
of the earth, held foueraigne forthe eye-fight : celebrated by Tullius Laura (fo 
_ called for his excellency in poefic) another ofhis free-men in this Epigram.

Here the Emperour Advise was buried: 4utoninus ereCting a Temple in the place 
of his fepulture. The ruines do (hew that the buildings were ample : amongft the 
reft, the foundation of that (as fiippofed) Academy is yet to be feene, in forme 
of a Circque, three hundred and feuenty foot long,and fo called.Now all is ouer- 
growne with briers; and fheepe and goates are paftured where the Mufes had 
once their habitation. It was feated clofe to the water: info much as Cécero accu- 
ftomed to feed the fifhes out of his windowes, and to take thein for his pleafure 
with an angle. Butnow the fea hath forfaken it; forced by earth-quakes to retire, 
and contentit felfe with more narrow bounders: hauing in times patt pofleffed the 
prefent pofleffions of the Dukes of Toledo; whereof a pare interpofeth it and the 
Villa. The forefaid fountaines, called Céceros baths, are to be feene ina Grot atthe 
foot of arocke, of amaruellous nature and vertue. For they cbbe and flow, accor- 
ding to the qualitie of the fea : filling with fuming waters, the place of their recep- 
tacle. Which when ouer-{welling, a part thereof proceeds to the fea, and another 
part retires to their fountaines. They affwage the paines of the bowels, and aches. 
of the body; but are good efpecially for the eyes: declaring thereby thar they par- 
ticipate of Copperis. ar. | 
Weft of this ftands the eminent Gasrxs; a {tony and defolate mountaine. In 
which there are divers obfcure cauernes,choked almoft with earth : where many 
haue confiumed much fruitleffe induftry in the fearching for treafure.Hither come 
fuch from fundry parts as boaft chemfelues to be skilfull in magicke ; but haue re- - 
turned with no other profit, then to know the vanity of thar knowledge. The com- - 
mon people bewitched with the like perfwafions, do digge and delue with vndefa- 
tigable toile; and oft do meet, in ftead of hoped for ep thereward of their 
auarice; buried in mines, or drowned by {prings, or ftenched with vapors: for they 
practife che like alfo about Forum Vulcani. Here they dreame of certaine Kings of 
gold, fhining richly with Carbuncles: and that they haue bene feene,but are guar- 
ed by fpirits and goblins. Many are.animated by the ftory of Cofenscixs ; who 
writes, that Robert the Norman did dig vp much treaftire hereabout, by the wae

But Suctonius 
doth giue the honour thereof to Augu/tuss effeted by the labour of twenty thou- 
fand manumitted feruants:who gaue it thatname,of the name of the family where- 
of he was defcended by the mother.

This Dolphin, they fay, was enamoured ana boy, apoore mans fonne of Base, 
who went to {choole dayly to Pateols. He about noone accuftomed ‘tO repaire 


ynto 
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vnto the watet fide, andto call vponthe Dolphine by the name of Sim, and fee: 
ding him with bread fo allured him vnto him, that ina (hort time he could no foo- 
ner call Sémo,but the Dolphine would approch and offer his backe to be alcended, 
clapping clofe his {harpe backe fines, and fo conueyedhim to Puteols,and backe 
againe. Appian doth witneffe as much: and Sodsnus,that it became fo ordinary a fpe- 
étacle that no body did admire it. But what was more ftrange:the boy being dead, 
and the Dolphine keeping his accuftomed haunts, and ftill miffing of oo 
away with forrow,and was found dead on the fhore; whom they laid in his Sepul- 
cher. Pas/asias doth report himfelfeto hauebene an eye witneffe almoft of the 
like. And Péiay {peakes ofanother about Aippo,when Flawiawas was Procontul of 
Africa: that would play with fuch as bathed in the fea,fuffering himfelfe to be hand- 
Jed,and got vp vpon. But thehard meafure that the townes men receined from 
thofe that cameto behold that fpectacle, caufed them to kill him. /a/fis, one City 
doth aftoord two examples of their loues vnto boyes. The one cafting himfelfe on 
fhore after bint whom heloued,and fo died (Alexander the Great making the boy 
Prieft vnto 2 ¢ptane,fuppofing him to be affected of the. Sea-god.) The other ha- 
uing often carried a boy called Hermizs,and on a time ouertaken wich a tempeft, 
infornuch as the boy perifhed; the Dolpbine brought the dead body to land: and 
would neuer againe retire to fea,bur thrufting afhore there died aap oe If 
thefebe true, why may.we not credite the ftory of C#rion the mufitian (for Dol- :

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the yeare of our Lord 1538,and on the nine and twentieth of September,when for 
certaine daies fore-going the countrey hereabout was fo vexed with perpetuall 
earthquakes,as no onc houfe was left {o entire,as not to expect an immediat ruine: 
after that the fea had retiredtwo hundred paces from the fhore (leauing abun- - 
dance of fith, and fprings of frefh water rifing in the bottome ) this Mountaine 
vifibly afcended about the fecondhoure of the night with an hideous roring, hor- 
tibly vomiting ftones , and fuch ftore of cinders,as ovler-whelmed all the buil- 
dings hereabour, and the falubrious baths of Tripergu/a forfo many ages cclebra- 
ted, confirmed the vines to afhes, killing birds and beafts: the fearefull inhabitants 
of Putzol, fying through the darke with their wiues and children ; naked, defiled, 
crying out, and detefting their calamities. Manifold mifchiefes haue they fuffered 
by the barbarous : yet none like this which Nature infliéted. Buc heare we it de- 
fcribed by Borgiws:

Nor can what they then fuffered be euer forgotten, hauing fuchateftimony ftillin 
view as is this ftrange Mountaine : aduancing histop a mile aboue his bafis. The 
{tones hereofare fo light and pory, that they will notfinke when throwne into the 
water. The caufe of this pay isafcribed vnto the neighbourhood of the fea, 
and hollowneffe of the foyle: whereby eafily ingendred exhalations, being hurried 
about with a moft violent motion, do toflame that dry and bituminous matter: cae 
fting it vpward, and making way for their fiery expirations. To thofe alfo is the re- 


~*~ tiring ofthe fea tobe attributed : who ftrugling to breakeforth, do-rarifieand fo 


raife the earth;which thereby alfo as it were made thirfty, fuckes the water through 
crannies into her fpongy,and hot intrajles: increafing the vapours, nor decreafin 
the fire by reafon ofthebitumen. Perhaps Delos, and Rhades, vnfeene in the fi 
ages,where made apparent by fuch meanes: howfocuer,diuers of the Holides were 
without peraduenture, all of them hauing flamed,and being now more in number 
then obfertied by the Ancient. This New Mountaine, when newly raifed, hada 
number of iffes ; at fome of them {moking, and fometimes flaming : at others 
difgorging riuolets of hot waters;keeping wishin aterrible rumbling : andmany 


mife- 
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miferably perifhed that ventured to defcend into the hollowneffe aboue. Bur that 
hollow on the top is at this prefent an orchardy.andthe Mountaine throughout is 


bereft of his terrors.

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The obfcuritie of the place perhaps did author that conie@ure, that the Cimerians 
here inhabited, of whom we haue formerly fpoken. The water of this Lake looketh 
blacke :fo thought herctofore to haue done, by reafon of the vameafurable pro- - 
funditie. But latter times haue found out a bottomes and that it exceedeth 
not two hundred fifty and three fathomes. No leafe, nor wharfocuer falleth there- 
on, is forthwith after euer tobe feene. Fhe wateris notto be drunke of, in regard 
of the ill finelling, and vnwholfome minerals whereof it participates. Former ages 
did abftaine from the vfe thereof; for that defiled with humane bloud, here wic- 
kedly (hed in their diucllith facrifices : and that S¢yx was inppoted to flow from 
thence. Fith it produceth, but thofe {mall and blacke; not — fuftenance, 
and therefore not fifht for. In the dayes of King Rober#, an incredible number lay 
dead on the fhore, ftinking in fuch fore as no rauenous creature would tafte of 
them: proceeding, as was thought, by the veines of brimftone,that then violentl 
burt thereinto,and infected the waters. The fea was accuftomed,when vrged wit 
ftormes,to flow in through the lake of Luerénwe; driving fithes in with it : but now 
not oncly chat paflage, but a part of Auernus it felfe is choked by the New Moun- 
taine. When the woods about it were cut downe by Agrippa, an image was found 
(fuppofed to be the image of CaLp/us) that {wet as if endued with life.And no mar- 
arf ough the diuel were troubled withthe diflolution of ftich impious cuftoms. 
Though the name was futed to the nature, yet the Lake retaineth the one,hauing 
changed the other: for fowle do now ordinarily frequent it. 
On the North-wett fide are the ruines of a goodly building. Some imagine it 
to hauebene the Temple of Péuto, others of Apolo:but the more induftrious in an- 
tiquities, that ic was onely a Bannia: perhaps coniectured by the fountaines of 
hote water adioyning , called by the country people,the bath of Sca/fisbudello, of 
foueraigne vertue for fundry difeafes. On the other fide of the Lake opens ato be 
aire Grot, with a ruined Frontifpice; but affoording a large and high-roof 
paflage into the mountaine : cut out of the firme rocke ,. and now cleanfed of the 
rubbidge chat peftered it, againft thelate repaire hicher of this Vice-roy. We en- 
tred it with torches. The farre end doth fhew that there in times paft it ended noty. 
but more then by conieéture tohaue extended vnto Base. And diuers fay, that ic 
was here rainmed vp, for that many greedy people in hope to find treafure,aduen- 
tured too farre in,and were fuffocated with vapours: not noifome thereunto when 
curioufly kept by the Romanes. After we had gone an hundred and fifty yards for- 
ward, turning on the right hand we paft = a narrow entry which led into a 
roome about ene foot long, eight broade, and chirteene high: yet giving 
affurance that ithad benerichly gilded, and adorned with Azure, a Mofaicke 
__workmanfhip. At the vpper end there is alitle bench cutout of the rocke,in forme 
_ ofa bed: whereon our guide would needs make vs beleeue that Séby/ lay, and fromy 
hence gaue her oracles;‘of purpofe to faue a labour in conduting vs to Cuma. Yet 
is this generally mifcalled the Grot of Sby/: for what habitation could a place fo. 
darke and | haue affoorded? Within this roome a low {quare doore giues paf- 
fage vnto another, wherein there is water; a witneffe that it was abath, and made | -

Before we depart from Auernue, fit it is that we {peake of the audacious proie@ 
of Nero: who attempted to haue made a nauigable fofle betweene this ‘and Offa

‘to effect incredible things, commanded that no malefaétor fhould fuffer, buc that 
all the prifoners dipaices the whole Empire, fhould be conueyed hither , and 
employed herein. Seserus and Celeris were the ouerfeers of the worke,and the con- 
triuers; men of wit and impudency to attempt by Art what Nature had prohibi- 
‘ted. They began to dig through the adioyning mountaines, which yet retaine the 
impreffion.

— Butnow we will leade you to the ruines of Cuma, that was the moft ancient Ci- 
tic of all Z#aly: built by the Grecéans of Calchis a Citie of Eubea; who fecking a habi- 
tation, firft planted themfelues in Evaria, an Iland hard by, and after remouedt6 
this place,being then vninhabited. The Generals, Hippocles Cumeus, and Megafthe- 
nes of Calchis agreeing betweene themfelues, that the one fhould haue it, and the 
other fhould nameit. So the Calchians built,and pofleft it, bur named it Cuma. O- 
thers fay that ic was fo named of the waues of the fea: or of repofe (for the name 
doth fignifie the fame) then hauing ended their long nauigations: or rather of a 
i. great with child,whom they there found fleeping which they tooke 
as aluckie figne of ficceeding fecunditie: approued by thefequel. Forinprocefle _ 
of time they fent forth diners Colonies the ereGors, and Lords of Puteol:,Paleopo-

In the midft of this roomy Grot, there are thrée cifternes hewne out of the floores 

‘wherein it is faid that fhe wafhed her felfe, andafter couered with a ftole, retired 

into the innermoft part of the Caue : where feated aloft ona throne, fhe diuulged . 
her Oracles. Thisis fhe that foretold of the deftrudtion of Troy, and withallof the ° 
inuentions of Homer : who hath inferted fundry of her verfes intohis poems.And 

faid to be fhe that fiing the Remaz deftinies.But I cannot beleeue that this was that :

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Sibylla (although fhe be called long-liued) that brought thofe nine bookes to fell 
vnto Tarquinius Superbus. Yet of Cuma fhe was: for diuerfe Sibyls there were of 
this place, all Prieftsto Apollo ( whohere was(erued onely by Virgins) in his not 
far diftane Temple:but rather fhe whom they called Amsalthea,although it be tobe 
imagined that her bookes contained alfo the prophefies of the former by many of 
the felfe-fame verfes found at Erythrea. An old vnknowne woman demanded for 
thofe bookes, the value of three hundred angels. The King thinking that fhe do- 
ted, both denied to giue her that api derided her: when forthwith fhe burnt 
three; and returning, askt as much for the other fixe. But Targqusnius {coft at her 
much more then before : whereupon fhe burnt other three , and yet required the 
fame fuumme for the remainder. Info much as the King being moued with her 
conftancy (and aduifed thereunto by the Augures) gaue fer the price of the nine 
for the three : fhe oe him that he fhouldkeepe them carefully; and fo 
so departing , was neuer feene after. Others fay, that thefe bookes were brought to 
Tarquinius i hs, and that fhe liued in the fiftieth Olympiad. Thefe werekepe in 

Iupsters Temple adioyning to the Capitoll, in acheft of {tone : whereof, firft ewo, 

then ten, and laftly fifteene Prielts (their interpreters) had thekeeping: and a crime 
vnpardonable ic was for others to looke on them. Neuer vndertooke they any 

great enterprife , nor great calamitie befell chem which they endeuoured to re- 

moue, but thofe fifteene repaired to thefe bookes of Stby/s, astoan Oracle, and 
prefent remedy for all difafters. Butthofe bought by Targusnins, were burnt with 
the Capitoll in the hundred feuenty & third Olympiad;C.2¢rbanus, and P. Scipio 

then Confuls.When the Capitoll being reftored by Sai the DiGtator, and Jupé- 
‘gers Temple by Q.Catulus, Embaffadours were fent by the Senate to Erythres and 

to other cities of /taly,Greece and 4fa,to make a collection of the verfes of che Sz 

‘ byls, but efpecially ofhers of Erythrea : who returned with a thoufand, but thofe 
Jame and vnperfeét: which the fifteene had in charge to reforme and fupply,accor- 

ding to their wifedomes. And although they belonged vnto diuers Séby/s,'yet were 

they called Cumeas. Tiberius Cefar made a fecondfearch throughout the world, 
and caufed them againe to be refined. Thofe continued at Rome vntill the daies of 

Honorius and Theodofius the yonger ; and then were burned by the traitor S¢slice.

Yet by fome faid to haue flood below, ‘The image of W4polb ereGted in this Tem-, 
ple, was faid to weepe for forty daies together , at fuch time as the Romaes made 
warre againft the Achaians, aflitting ns » who had intruded into the pof- 
feffions of _ detalus,(bafe fonne vnto his brqther) who dying, gauc his kingdome 
ynto the people of Rome. Whereat the Saothfayers amazed, held ic fic to throw 
the ftatueinto the fea. But,the Cameans perfwaded the contrary;.aledging that it 
had done the likein their warres with Antiochus, and after with Perfius:: both which 
fucceeded fortunately to Rome: whereupon oblations and gifts were fent thither 
by the Senate. So the Sooth-fayers changed their opinions ; and declared that the 
weeping of Apollb was aufpicious to the Romanes, becaufe Cama was a Greeke Co- 
lonie; and that thefe teares did pretend confufion to the people whom it fauoured: 
and within a while after they heard newes that  dristenicus was taken. Not farre 
off thereis a large caue, called by thepeople /4 Grotta dé Pietro di Pace;which, they 
fay,led vnder ground from thence to Auersus. A report,in my opinion,of credit. 
For Strabo doth make mention ofthefame, and that:it was digged by Coccius 5 ,0- 
thers fay by the Cizwmerians ; through which Szby/paffed to Avernus to offer facri- 
fice to the Infernals. Whereby that feeming contradi@ion may be reconciled; 
which is, that they fhew the place of her habitation both at .¢uerzus and Cuma But 
this paflage is now ftopt vp, for the felffame caufe that the other was,which leades : 
from thence vnto Base, by vs formerly mentioned. The plaine that lies betweene 
thefe hils and the Citie, is repleate with ruines : where are to be feene the founda- 
tions of Temples, Theaters, &c. vnder which, no doubt-but many admirable an- 
tiquities haue their fepulture. Approued by that triall made by 4//on/is Pimentel- 
lus the Vice-roy, in the yeare 1606. who defirous to find out fome antique ftatues 
tofend into Spaéne ; and hearing thatthe husbandmen hereabour turned vp with 
their ploughs many fragments of armes and images : got leauc of Ofzuio Car- 
dinall of Agusuiue and Archbifhop of 2 gples(to whofe Church this foile doth be- 
long) to make further fearch. When haumg remoued but the vpper earth, it was 
their chance to light on an entire Temple, although cruthed together : the walls 
and pauement ofpolithed marble, circled with a great Corinthian wreath with pil- 
lars, and Epiftals of like workmanthip; — with anumber of defaced figures 
excellently wrought : the worke as well of the Grecians as Latines. There they alfo 
found the ftatue of Neptune, his beard of ablew colour: of Saturne,or Priapus (for 
he held in his hand the heft of a cycle:) of /eifa with the top of her haire wound 
round ina fillet: of naked Ce/for, hauing a hat on his head, his china litle couered 
with downe: of pollo with long disfheucled haire,at whofe feete ftood a Swanne: 
of Hercules with a club crowned with a wreath:\of A&/culapias,or perhaps of Romea- 
dus : the Coloflus of Augu/tus Cefer exqui{tely formed: Venus naked, and furpaf- 
fing beautifull: wo images in Confular habires: Palas,the worke ofan admirable.

° oN ot far from this, tlie Mannor houfe of Seruilius Vatia prefented our eies with 

her ruines:who.was Conful with Appius Claudéws fix hundry feuenty & foure yeares 

after the building ofthe Citie. He ouerthrew the Pirats in Ci/icée, and triumphed 

forthe fame: hauing taken Corécus, Olympus, Phafelides, lfanrus and retaining the 

name of the latter. Who in the end cafting off all publicke emploiments, retired to 

this place.Of which,and of him,cthus Seneca to Luctlras: Therefore I perfeuered the 

longer, inuited by the pleafant fhore, which windeth about betweene Cuma and 

the manfion of SerusiusVatia: enclofed on the one fide with the fea, and on the 

“other with the lake; affoording as it were a ftreight paflage, — thickned witha 

late tempeft. For that water,as thou knoweft, fo prouoked, doth often ouerflow, 

and vnites thofe fands, which along calme difunites by reafon oftheir ficcitie. As 

my manner is, I began to looke about me, to fee if I could find out any = that 

might profit; and bent mine eies vpon the houfe, which fometimes belonged vnto 

Vatia.

4y vf Deed cet 
Now remaineth it that we fpeake of Tritole, Baie, Baulis, and the Promontory 
of CMGfenus, with theirconfines. Wherein we will proeééde, in order’ 4s ‘they ‘lie: 
and not as confufedly feene by vs. And to begin with the North-weft end of the 
South-weft fide ofthe Bay of Putzol: neare to the place where we left our boate 
when we went to Awernus ; the crooked land here maketh a little bay; andaftera 
while rifeth bole vpright, vpon whofe top, and towards Awerzus the manfions of 
Mar ius, Pompey, and Cefar, are {aid to haue ftood : gathered anige out of that 
place of Seneca, where he faith: Thofe to whom at firft the fortune of the people of 
Rome transferred the publickeriches, Cains Marius, Cneus Pompeiusand Cefaribuilt 
them houfes in the region of Baée: butfeated them onthe tops of the mountaines. 
This appeared more warlike, to behold from aboue the vnderlying country. Con- 
fider what fituations they chofe, in what places, what buildings they ere@&ted, and 
thou wilt finde them to be rather fortreffes then pallaces. Thus Seneca.But Pomspeis 
Villa onely ftood here. Nothing hath this place note-worthy (for time hath depri- 
ued the ruines of their Hiftorie) but certaine wet, and dry baths: the former ina ° 
caue at the foote of the rocke, now not preferued; called heretofore the baths of 
Diana. We mounted a paire of high ftaires, onthe out-fide of the rocke, and cut 
out of the rocke to the other: where cértaine roomes are built for the benefite of 
the difeafed.

For which they haue bene of divers. incredibly affeted : info much as Cra/fus be- 
wailed the death of one, no Jeffe then the loffe of a fonne; andbuilt a fepulcher for 
it. Caius Hirtias who had aMannor houfe alfo in Bzze, was the firft that inuented 
thefe {tues for Lampreys; who receiued for the houfes whichwere about his fifh- ~ 
ponds, two thoufand Seftertians;all which he fpent in food for his fithes.He it was 
that lent Ce/ar the Dictator fix hundred Lampreys co furnith his feafts in the time 
of his triumphs; to be paid againe in kind,in number, and by weight: for he would 
neither fell chem nor exchange them for other commodities. The Tyrants of thofe 
times (nor was Augu/tus free rom that fauage paftime ) tooke a delight to throw 
the condemned into thefe ponds, to be deuoured by them ; becaufe they would 
fee them torne in peeces in an inftanc.

Here Hortem/ime the Orator had his Villa,(che 
ruines whereof are now buried in earth, and couered with water) who greatly de- 
lighted in his fifh-ftues, and was nick-named Triton by Tulhe ; for the fithes herein 
would cometo his hand when fo called: who wept for the death of a Lamprey:and 
to a friend chat begged two Barbels of him (called 4sdé in Latin) replied, that he 
had rather-giue him two mules for his litter. This was afterward pofleffed by .4z- 
tonia the mother of Drafus Nero; who hung aiewell in the eare of a Lamprey 
which fheloued. A place famous for the Tragedy of gE emi feafted by her 
diffembling fonne, and inuited by him vnto Bese, to celebrate the fiue dayes con- 
tinuing feftiuall of Adénerua: when by the way (being by nightto come, the better 
to cloke it) ina galley deuifed by Axicetus Captaine of the nauie at A4ifenus, b 

Art made loofe in the bottome , fhe fhould haue bene as if accidently aot 
But fhe apt to diftruf,as inured to like practifes,or hauing had fome notice therof 
giuen; cauféd her felfe co be carried in achaire vnto Base: where, by Neroes artifi- 
cially paffionate entertainment difcharged of her feares,fhe returned by galley(the 
fea calme, andthe night ftarry, as detefting to cloke ficha villany) with onely two 
ofher owne retinue: Creperixs Gallus that {tood not farre from the fterne, and U4- 
ceronia her woman who lay at her feete. When with great ioy relating the repen- 
tance ofher fonne,and her recouered fauour, wach. or was giuen, andthe 
heauie couering of the place falling downe as was ordered , preft Gales to death: 
burthat ouer the women — ftronger then thereft, though fhrinking , faued 
them; the veffell thereby kept alfo from parting afunder:: fo that faine they were to 
finke the galley at the fide by little and little. Aceronée crying that {he was the Prin- 
ees mother,was {laine with poles and oares : coming to her end by the craft which 
fhe vied for her fafetic. Agrippina with filence {wimming to the fhore,hauing — 

rectiuc 
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receiucd one wound on the fhoulder ; was fuccoured by {mall barks, and con- 
ucyed to her houfe which bordered on Lucrings. When cafting in her mind the 
volookt for honour donc her, fucceeding fuch biteernefle of hatred; the fabrike of 
the galley foro diffolue,neither fhaken with ftormes, nor crufhed by rocks; the 
death of _4ceronia afluming her name; and laftly the wound fhe had receiued: fhe 
held icthe beft courfe to takeno notice of thetreachery; fending Ageriaus to tell 
_ herfonnc of the danger which fhe had efcaped by the goodnefle of the Gods, and 

by his good fortunes. But he knowing her craft, and fearing that the fhould pre- 
fently practife areuenge , fent -4arcetusthe Captain ofthe nauy ,and a Cen- 
turion of {ea-fouldiers to difpatch her:who breaking into her houfe, & finding her 
abed, it is aid that fhe preféted her belly ro the {word of the Céturid bidding him 
to ftrike it that had brought forth fuch améfter:& fo with many wounds perithed. 
Nero ftanding by when fhe was cut vp, (therein no leffe fauage then in murde- 
ring) furueying cuery part of her, faid to the by-ftanders, That be thought he had = 
wot had fo beaut: full a mother. The fame night fhe was burned with bacefunerals,and 
whileft Nero reigned,vnburied.But fhortly after inclofed‘here at Baad: by ber houf- 
hold feruants ina fimplefepulcher, called the Sepulcher. of Agrippina at this day; 
which we entred:beeing placed on the fide of the rifing ground, partly hewne into 
the rocke, and now hauing a difficult entrie. The met and fides are figured with 
Sphinxes, and Griffons : but flllied greatly with the fmoke of torches and lights, _ 
borne in by fuch as do enter. ee , 

Not farre beyond, the land pointeth into the fea, and there hollowing alittle 
maketh a bay : heretofore a harbor for the Romamenauy;{fecuredfromtheweather  —_ 
by the induftry of Agrippa, at Cefars appointment , and called the Port of Agrippa. 
Anothernauy they kept at Rewesna, both feruing aptly for emploiment: in that 
from either the one or the other they might make a {wift cut,ifoccafion required, : 
without compaffing of countries, to any part of their Empire within Hercw/es pil- 
lars. Volufius Proculus was Admirall of this in the time of Nero: and Plizy thena- 
turall Hiftorian, in the reigne of T#t##s. Diuerfe {tones hereabout do beare the 
names of fhips, and nauall Commanders, with fuch like antiquities. At the mouth 
hereof yet are to be feene certaine ruinous piles. The innermoft part, now a filthy 
lake, is vulgarly called the dead Sea. | . | 7

Called Acrius before : or hauing that epithete giuen ir, in that partly by nature, 
and party by art itis almoft hollow throughout.This Promontory is of all orfler 
the moft famous for theclemency ofthe aire, the City here once ftanding, the

_ baths,and other admirable buildings : furucying all thefea coafts vnto the Pro- 


montory of Minerua; (if meafured with the winding fhore foure and fifty miles 
diftant) all which {hewed inthe time of the Rosa Monarchy like to one entire 
City. Whereof now (Naples excepted) there is little to be feene that hath efcaped 
the fury of fire, of water, or earthquakes.Here Cains Marius hada Villa, wich a pal- 
lace more fumptuous and fine then befitted {uch a fouldier. After purchafedb 

Cornelia and after that by Lucullus: in which Tiberius Cefar departed this life (pre- 
uented by extremity of fickneffe) in his way vnto Capre. ‘The vault of Traconsria 
(which Grenifieth a paflage for water) is neare vnto this.A part of the fame (as con- 
ieGtured by fome) which was digged by Aero, reaching vnto Auernus, to receiue 
all the hot waters of the baths of Base; being couered ouer head, and on cach fide 
cloiftered. But this fhould rather feeme to be made for the receipt of the raine that 
defcended from the Promotory,as appeares by the conueyances, It is about twen- 
ty foote high; che falne downe roofe ob{cures both the length and breadth. The 
middle {pace is contained betweenetwo walles, eighteene foote broad, and two 
hundred long. In either fide of it a paflage there is by foure doores into foure am- 


~ ple vaults, the arched roofes being ioyned with walls in the middle. The ruines of 


the City lie below this : amongft which the remaines ofa Theater, in forme of an 
halfe Amphithearer. Thefe: Theaters were dedicated to Venss, as the Amphithea- 
ters to Mars ; thofe prefenting delights ofa more gentle nature, :

But how fumptuous they grew ft6 fo rudea beginning that Theater buileby 2/a7- 
cws Scaurus doth a es. other fabricks whatfoeuer.Ic had three ftages 


one aboue another, fupported wit 


three hundred and fizty pillars of marble. The 


loweft ftage was of marble;the front of the middle, of glaffe; the vpper-moft of 
boords guilt curioufly ouer. Three thoufand ftatues of braffe ftood betweene the 
columnes : and the femicircle was ample enough to containe fourefcore thoufand 
- perfons. The furniture of hangings, piCtures, and apparrell, was anfwerable to the 
magnificency of the building : and ll thisdone by apriuate man. The parts of a 
‘TReater were foure: the front of the ftage, the ftage whereon they acted, the place 
where che mufitians played, (in which Poets alfo, and Orators pronounced their 


compo- 
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compofitions) and that where the Chonus danced and fung : about which fate 
tle Senators. The {pectarors fate one aboue another round about the Round sdi- . 
ftinguifhed according to their quality. The face of the fcene was made fo as to 
turne of afudden : and to prefent new pictures and places, according tothe argu- 
mient then handled. Butherein the inuention of Curiofurpafled: whofe two preat. 
Theatetsfranted of wood, hung vpon two hookes,which vpheld the whole frame. ° 
~ Inthe forenoone placed they were backe vnto backe, and plaies exhibited therein, 
in the after,turned about inatrice they affronted each other:and towards the latter 
endofthe day ioyning then together, made of bothone goodly Amphitheater, 
(the people ncuer remouing from their feates) where Fencers at {harpe fucceeded 
the aCtors. Thus bore he the Romanes betweene heauen and earth vpon thetruft 
of two hookes : a bold inuention, and as bold an aduenture. Nero in petfon oft 
acted in publike Theaters, although plaiers were filenced by him in the feckeius 
of his reigne, as before his time by Tsberius, arid afterby Traian, 

- A litle remoued there are certaine fale pits,and beyond towards Cums we came 
toacifterne,not vndeferuedly called P:/cina mirabilis. This was entred attwo 
doores in the oppofite corners (whereof one now rambd vp) and is defcended in- 
to by fortie ftone fteps. The vault is fiue hundred foote in length, and in breadth 
two hundred and twenty. The roofe firftained by foure rowes of pillars, twelue in 
a row; wherein are divers tunnels whereat they drew vp water : now yeeldingafuf- 
ficient light to the fame. Without ,it appeareth but asa — banke; thewalles — 
_ within confifting of bricke, and plaiftred over with a compofition, as they fay,of 

flower, the white of egs, and ftone beaten into powder; hard as marble, om not to 
be fokedthrough by water. The making of this fome re to Lacullas,byreafon 
of the neighbourhood ofhis manfion: bfit more probably we may do it to Agrip-

Serinus.Thofe chat are.called Centums Camerelle (into which alfo we entred) ofthe

Itcon- 
tained in length chree huadred feuenty & fiue paces, in breadth re iri & flue 
and twenty : {quare at one end, and circular at the other; the round and fides com- 
_ paffed with a nuolet of ten foote broad, and of equall depth ; without which were 
the wals, containing three galleries one aboue another,and built with feates like an 
Amphitheater : where places were affigned to each {euerall calling, large enough 
to receiue two Sera & threefcore thoufand {pe@ators, Entred’ was at twelye 
ports »Atthe fquare end the horfes vnder certaine arches had their ftand » kepe 
ack by a barrier drawn vp vpon the figne giuen.In the midft ofthe Circque ftood 
a hieroglyphicall obilisk, brought by Awga/tus out of fig Vi from the City of the 
Sunne, there erected by Semne/ertws; an hundred fiue andtwenty foote and nine 
inches long-On each fide of this ftood three ni: i bai ouer, forthe o- 
ther fixeplanets, all ina row like the lift ina tilt-yard. They vied to ftrew the floore 
with the powder of white ftone.

The catching andkilling of beafts by the hands of men,which were of a more fear- ° 
ful nature,was alfo prefented in the Cirque;thus exprefled by Yops/cus in the life of 
the Emperor Probus: A liberal hunting he beftowed in the Cirque,to be carried al 
away by the people. The maner of the {pectacle was thns:Great trees by the roots 
pul i by the fouldiers,were faftned to peeces of timber, in many places conioy- 
ned:which whé couered with earth, the whole Cirque did appeare as a flourithing 
wood: into which were thruft a thoufand Oftridges, a thoufand Stags, a thoufand 
Bores, a thoufand Bucks; Goates, fheepe, wilde beafts and, other creatures that: 
live.vpon graffe, as many as could be found out and preferued. Then fiiffering the 
people to enter, they caught and carried away whatfoeuer they could. 

From the Weft end of this Cirque,we defcended a litle amogft certaine ruines; 
where diuers Vines are yet to be feenc in the concaues of old wals, containing the 
afhes of the Romans. Leauing the forfaken Promontory that fheweth nothing but 
defolation, we retired to our boate, and croffed the Bay vnto the fhore of Patzol, 
to a place where the fand is fo hote (notwithftanding wafhed with euery billow): 
that like it was to haue {calded our hands,though fodainly puld forth again. From 
hence we rowed to Nefis, alitle Hand, and but a little remoued from the pointof 
Paufilype;once fabled to haue bene a Nymph, and beloued of the Mountaine,

When the Emperour comman- 

ded that they fhould|et him alone; and withall that all the chryftals which were in 

the houfe, fhould be fetche : which he caufed to be broken , and throwne into the 

fifh-poole. Thus was the friend of Cefar to bechaltifed, and well he exercifed his 

authoritie. We will not fpeake of the rootes of hils here hollowed by Zeculbes, 

for which called gowntd Xerxes by Tubero the Stoick: but proceed vnto the houfe. 

of lacobus Sannazarius that excellent Poet, giuen him by King Frederieke, and cal- 

led Ader gellina: which by his laft teftameht he conuerted into a Monaftery;hauing: 

there built a Temple to the Birth of the Virgin. And hetein his fepulcher is to be 

feene of faire white marble, with his figure cut to the life: from whofe mouth the 

bees do feeme as it were to fucke hony.

ced his originall : who depriued Charles of the dominion of Sécilia, and was au- 
thor of that bloudy Euen-fong, as formerly declared. Prouoked thereunto in that 
Charles had difp offeffed him of Prochita; orrather for abufing his wiff, as is repor- 
ted by others: whomthe Aragonéan that rofe by the fall of the French made Go- 
uernour of Valentsa. 7 | 

The weather continuing ftormy, we ftayed here the day following, and fo had 
the leafure to furuey the neare neighboring Asaris, called allo Arsme & Inarime; 
an Iland eighteene miles about, and no morethough meafured withthe fhore; 
which thrufteth out many beautifull Promontories . In the midft of the Hand 
ftands the high mountaine Epemens,vpon whofe top Saint Nicolas hath a Temple, 
befriended with a fountaine of freth water:the want whercofis here greatly miffed, 
in the whole Iland, there being but twelue;whereas there be of hot and medicinable 
fprings (befides fudatories) fiue and twenty.For the earth is full of fubterrene fires, 
which haue heretofore euaporated {tones, and raifed moft of thefe mountaines; 

_ and therefore was it fained to couer Typhons:

¢ _—__ wing their bloud dried vp with oermuch fire : being prone to iniuries, violence, 
and flanghters. But Pny faich chat it tooke that name of Jzarime of the making 

of earthen pots, as Haris of the ftation of Aineas hisnauy. Now called itis i/- 

chia, which fignifieth — in regard of the ftrength of the towne (fome fay of 

the forme expreffing a huckle bone) regarding Prochita. Seated on ahigh craggy 

rocke, enuironed in times paft with the fea, though now ioyned tothe reft bya 

long paflage of ftone, which maketh (according as the winde doth fit) on each 

- fide aharbour. Therocke is almoft feuen furlongs about, affoording buta fteepe 
and difficule afcent, and that made by mans labour. Thetowneisftrengthned | 

with Iron gates, and guarded by /talans. The Marques of Vafto_ is Gouernour of 
the Cattell andtowne. There arein the Ilandeight villages. The inhabitants be 
for the moft part poore, yet is the earth in many places not niggardly in her proe 
reningy Much more might befaid ofthis and; but I now grow weary of this 
abour. : | 

The next day the winde blowing fauourable, we failedclofe vnder Cue : and. 

croffed alittle beyondthe mouth of Vulturaas: aciuer that rifech in the Countrey 

of the Samnites , andgliding by Capua (butthree miles diftant from the mines of 

the old) here falleth into rhe fea: where ftooda City (now not to be feene) of that 

name. Betweene this and Cwaa,but alittle remoued from the fhore, ftand the 

ruines of Linternum innobled by the fepulcher of Scipio Africanus ; who greeued 

atthe vngratefull accufations of the Romans, abandoned the vnkind City: andreu- 

ring hither , here ended his dayes, as aman ofa priuatecondition. By this there 

is alake of thacname, and nearer the fhore a tower, at this day called Torre dele- 
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patria. A little proceeding, Sénse/fa fhewed vs her relikes , fo named of the croo- 
ked {hore , but more anciently Se#ope ;and then a Greeke Colony. Hither the 
Emperour Clsudéus repaired, in hope to recouer his health through the tempera- 
ture ofthe aire, and vertue of the waters :but contrarily here.met withzhe muth- 
rumps that poifoned him. At chefe bathes Tige/linpo, abeaftly boy, .and'a vicious 
old man, in chiefe credite with W ero for his luxury arid cruelty, receiued the mef- 
fage of his death (then dallying with hisiconcubines:) which with a: fearefull, and 
flow hand, in the end he accomplifhed. ‘Thefe watersiare faid.to cure women of 
their barrenneffe, and. men of their madneffe;but meni rather here lofe their wits 
with too much fenfualicy, as women that defect by the forfeiture of their vertucs;

land; the reft furrounded by the Tyrrhen fea and the aforefaid Bay; which incro- 
ching vpon the North fide, lies within the land like an ample lake: che Wert fhore 
bordered almoft with continued buildings. But the Citie and Caftle 1i##h vnder a 

high hill , which chruftech into the fea, and is alfo included within the fame wall, 

yet hath little building thereupon : crowned with the Maufoleum of Lucius Mane- 

tius Plancius;, though arn 8 and ignorantly called the Tower of Or/ando. The 
building is round of forme, and without confit of {quare ftone, lined within with 

white marble; and receiuing only light from the doore. In the fides there are foure 
concaues where ftatues haue ftood. Thetop of the monument is adorned with

Minerua. Many ruines there are hereabaut, that yet accufe the fore-going ‘ages 
of vanitie and riot: thofe,amongft the reft, of the Pallace of Fas/tine, (where for 
' the night following we tooke vp our lodging) in which fhe liued fo volupruoufly: 
of whom Juljas Capitolinus, Many coniecture that Comsmodus was borne in adulte- 
ry ;confidering Faw/tinas behauiour at Caseta: who difhonoured her felfe with the 
familiaritie of mariners and fencers. Wherof when Marcus Antoninus was told, and 
perfivaded either to kill or diuorce her; he replied, /f 7 put away my.wife, must re- 
tere her.her dowry. | 
The next day we put againe to fea, rowing along a pleafant fhore. We | by 
the lake of Funds, that hath atowne of that name at the further end, ere&ted out of 
the decayes of the old; fackt not long ago by the pirat Barbarojja.

Below it 
ftands the New ,named Saint Felice: and nearer the fhore a ruine, the fuppofed 
tombe of E/penor; one, and the wort of V/yfeshis mates : who —— reftored 
from the fhape ofa {wine, betooke him againe to his cups, and broke his necke in 
his drunknnefle; here buried by him. Neare this 4ma/enus falls into the fea, thar 
-raifeth his head from the not farre diftant hils of Setsnus: of no obfcure fame for 
their celebrated wines. The marifhes of Pomtine do bound the North fide of this 
Promontory ; on the Weft it hath a calme bay : and with his Southerne bafis, re- 
pulfech the importunate waues; the noife whereof gaue inuention to the fabulous 
roring of Lions, &c.Certaine deepe caues there are on this fide,and by frigots to 
berowed into : wherein the Twrké/b Pirats not feldomedo lurke in the day time, 
$ The mountaine is fet about with watch-towers. Two Goddefles detefting each 
other were honoured in this place: called by an ancient in{cription here found, 
the Promontory of Venus: and in the old City W&nerua had her Altar. Tarquinins 
ea planted a Romane Colony ; and to this place  4ugustus confined Lepidus 
or euer. 

From hence we came to N ¢ptune : where they fet me afhore ,and proceeded 
on their voyage. The Countrey betweene this, and the riuer Léris is no other then 
alow matifh sonely here and there certaine hils looke aloft, as is declared before: 
yct producing in diuerfe places the moft excellent of Vines which grow vp by 
trces, as thofe of Cecubum,Fundi,and Setinws.. Ic was firft drained by Cornelius Ce- 
thegus,and after by Cefar. Called formerly Pontina, in thatferried ouerinfundry - 
places :and now Asfente Palude.

This 
was fo called of Appius Clandus ,who built it on the fides of fquare ftone; there 
higher then in the middle for the benefite of footmen: paved within with flint: 
and broad enough for two carriages to paffe with eafe by each other. At every 
miles end ftood alittle pillar, and euery where places: were made for the eafier 
mounting on horfebacke. Adorned “dit'each fide with houfes and Maufoleums; 
which now here and there do fhew their halfe drowned reliques. 

Neptune doth poffeffe the fole of that ancient Aztiam fo called, for that it was 
the firft City that ftood on this fhore; once the chiefe feate ofthe Vol/csans: and 
then powerfull in fhipping, although:deftitute of a hauen. Infomuch as when 
taken from them by the Romanes, they fixed the beakes of their fhips in the Forum 
at Rome (called thereupon Roffra) where they made.their orationto the people. 
It ftands vpon a rocke , and wasmuch frequented by: the’principall Romanes for 
their folace, and in their retirements from the combers of the City fo that it might 
-eontend with the beft for magnificent buildings. In it Fortune had her celebrated 
‘Temple, the Patroneffé of the City, as {peakes this inuocation: -

The fteepeneffe of the rocke giues a naturall ftrength to the City: fortified be- 
fides with two Caftels; furueying the fea, and commanding the fhore. The buil- 
dings are old; the inhabitants none of the ciuelleft :fubied it isto the Papacy. 
| Rbout one of theclocke next morning I departed with a guide of the rowne. 
We entred a great wood, in the time of Paganifmefacred vito lupéter. Hauing 
rid throughit before the Sunne was yet an houre high, we mounted the: more 
eminent foile, which gaue vs the full view of the large vnderlying leuell. We paf- 
fed then through a champion Countrey, rich in wines and graine: feafted with va- 
riety of obiedts, vntill the parched ear sesh an immoderate and vnwho!- 
fome heate, enforced vs to houfe our felues in an Inne fome fifteene miles diftant 
from Rome { vnto which weridin the coole of the euening. Hauing ftaied here 
foure dayes.(as long asI durft) fecured by the faith andcare ofMafter Nscohes 
Fit=-Herbert,who accompanied mein the furueying ofall the antiquities — 
and glories of that Citie, I departed to Siena, and haing feene F/- 
rence, Bolonia, and Ferrara,imbarquedon the Po,and {fo 
oo returned vnto Venice.
